One  of  the  first  things  people  notice  when 
they  set  foot  on  Sewanee's  campus  is  its 
breathtaking  architecture.  The  many  stone 
buildings  echoing  castles  are  an  essential  part  of 
what  creates  that  special  Sewanee  atmosphere. 
So  it's  no  wonder  that  change  to  the  traditional 
appearance  of  our  campus  has  caused  such 
a  buzz  among  students.    The  new  addition  to 


the  Woods  Lab  sciences  building  was  initial]) 
anticipated  to  be  a  spectacular  improvement 
to  the  university's  already  impressive  facade 
Instead,  the  construction,  which  began  in  the 
second  semester  of  the  previous  academic  year, 
has  proven  thus  far  to  be  only  a  very  loud  and 
invasive  question  mark. 

Luckily,  university  faculty  members 
John  Bordley  and  Marvin  Pate  have  been  able 


to  lay  to  rest  some  of  the  major  questions  that 
have  been  plaguing  the  minds  of  students  like 
the  endless  grinding  of  a  jack-hammer.  First 
and  foremost,  everyone  has  been  wondering 
when  the  seemingly  perpetual  construction  will 
be  finished.  For  most  students  who  have  been 
at  Sewanee  since  the  beginning  of  these  Woods 
Lab  labors,  there  is  a  general  sense  of  frustration

Scholarships  Lost:  Students 
Question  Missing  Merit  Aid.

Early  this  semester,  a  Sewanee  senior 
received  a  letter  from  the  office  of  financial 
aid  that  claimed  her  four  year  scholarship  would 
end  before  the  spring.  Either  she  would  have  to 
graduate  a  semester  early  or  come  up  with  over 
$  1 9,000  that  she  never  expected  to  pay.  How  did 
this  happen?  The  student,  whom  for  privacy's 
sake  will  not  be  named,  had  just  come  back  from 
a  summer  study  abroad,  which  was  financed  with 
a  scholarship  offered  by  her  department.  Neither 
she  nor  the  head  of  the  department  were  aware 
that  this  summer  counted  toward  the  limit 
of  her  aided  semesters.  Every  summer, 
students  on  financial  aid  lake  school- 
sponsored  tnps  and  programs,  with  no 
threat  to  their  aid.  ^^  So  could  this 
happen  to  you?

The        problem, 

Gelinas    says,    is 

not  that  the  senior 

spent  a  summer  on 

Sewanee's      ticket. 

but  that  she  had  taken 
two.  Earlier  in  her  college 
career,  she  had  enrolled  in  a 
summer  program,  for  which 
she  also  received  aid.  Two 
aided  summers  is  generally 
the    cut-off  point,    Gelinas 


explains,  or  twelve  total  credit  hours,  whichever 
comes  first.  Scholarships  for  incoming  freshmen 
like  the  Benedict  or  Wilkin  scholarships  account 
for  eight  semesters  and  one  summer  of  aid. 
V/hen  students  go  beyond  that,  they  can  lose  that 
aid  before  they're  ready  to  graduate. 

Usually,  this  sort  of  thing  happens  to 
seniors  coming  back  from  their  second  summer 
abroad  (or  summer  school)  who  find  that  they've 
lost  their  last  semester.  If  someone  has  taken 
two  summers  well  before  senior  year.  Gelinas' 
office  can  usually  offer  timely  warning  In 
this  case,  the  student  didn't  know  that 
two  aided  summers  equaled  a  semester, 
especially  since  the  amount  of  aid  given 
lor  each  summer  didn't  total  the  amount 
for     a     regular     school     semester. 


Gelinas 
says    the 
amount 
of        aid 
doesn  't 
matter. 
Even      if 
a    student 
receives 
full  tuition 
during       the 
regular 
school  year,  two  summers 
with  any  aid  at  all  still 
count  against  those  eight 
semesters.    It's    not    the 
money    that   is   counted, 
but  die  hours. 


The  situation  could  be  worse,  Gelinas 
points  out.  as  some  universities  put  a  cap  on 
total  credit  hours,  denying  the  full  four  years  to 
anyone  that  might  have  overloaded  or  have  AP 
credits.  The  system  guarantees  eight  semesters 
and  one  summer  for  any  scholarship  awarded 
to  an  incoming  student,  no  matter  how  many 
hours  one  takes.  In  the  above  mentioned  case, 
the  student  doesn't  have  enough  credits  in  her 
major  or  minor  to  graduate  this  semester,  but  the 
university's  Standards  Committee  is  designed 
to    hear    appeals    for    more    aid.    Originally 
split    between    the    Financial   Aid   Committee 
and    the    Degrees    Committee,    the    Standards 
Committee  was  formed  as  a  unified  body  to 
better  deal  with  issues  like  this  one.  In  the  past, 
students  have  been  allowed  to  extend  aid  into 
that  last  semester  if  they  needed  the  hours,  hut  it 
a  student  only  needs  one  class,  they  might  have 
to  take  a  comparable  course  at  a  community 
college  from  which  they  can  receive  credit  to 
graduate 

The  student  in  ihis  stal)  is  hopeful 
that  the  situation  will  work  out.  But  had  she 
known  that  it  would  be  this  much  trouble,  she 
wouldn't  have  accepted  the  summer  aid  in  the 
first  place.  '"I  could  have  gotten  a  loan  for  the 
summer  much  easier  than  for  next  semester," 
she  said.  If  you're  considering  a  summer  abroad 
or  a  session  of  summer  school,  take  careful  note 
of  how  you  pay  for  it.  Tonya  and  Lilly  grants 
have  no  effect  on  scholarships,  as  students  don't 
gain  credit  hours  from  those  programs.  If  you 
have  enrolled  in  a  summer  program  and  you're 
concerned  whether  your  money  is  safe,  feel  free 
to  contact  David  Gelinas  at  extension  1412  in 
Fulford  Hall.

Although  the  History  Department  is 
usually  concerned  with  the  preservation 
of  the  past,  i(  succumbed  to  modernization 
this  summer  when  its  dilapidated  Walsh-Ellett 
classrooms  underwent  a  major  face-lift. 

The  initiative  for  such  a  change  came 
from  an  old  and  failing  pipe  system  that  runs 
through  the  ceilings  of  each  floor  of  the  building 
When  it  became  clear  that  the  piping  had  to 
be  replaced,  the  administration  along  with  the 
Walsh-Ellen  faculty  decided  to  go  ahead  and 
completely  modernize  the  classrooms  whose 
sloping  floors  and  inconvenient  furniture  left  a

lot  to  be  desired  for  the  professors. 

As  a  result,  each  of  the  classrooms 
on  the  second  and  third  floors  of  the  building 
was  renovated.  New  pipes  as  well  as  an  updated 
air  conditioning  system  were  installed  in  the 
building.  Carpet  replaced  the  wood  veneer 
floors,  which,  as  history  professor  Dr.  John 
Willis  recalled,  created  a  feeling  akin  to  "doing 
moguls  on  a  ski  run."  Better  lighting  equipment 
as  well  as  dual  blinds  for  classroom  windows 
were  also  introduced  to  provide  a  more 
convenient  environment  for  using  projectors 
during  lectures.  The  professors'  offices  were 
See  WALSH-ELLETT  Pg.

It's  Tuesday  night  and  the  courtyard  of 
Trezevant  dormitory  is  alive  with  the 
ment  and  anticipation  of  both  returning 
and  new  students.  I  listen  to  the  laughter-filled 
banter  drifting  through  my  window  as  I  unpack. 
Like  everyone  else,  I've  grown  disenchanted 
with  the  summer  months  and  I'm  ready  for  the 
place  I  call  home  for  the  better  part  of  the  year, 
Sewanee.  I  hurriedly  finish  unpacking  and  step 
out  into  the  cool,  night  air  to  join  the  revelry 
God,  I  missed  this  place. 

People  mill  in  the  hallways,  collecting 
occasionally  in  rooms  to  dnnk  and  exchange 
summer  stories.  The  atmosphere  is  jovial  and 
welcoming.  It's  the  quintessential  Sewanee 
night,  the  kind  of  night  I  imagine  during  my 
months  away  from  this  place  But  soon  the 
atmosphere  is  ruined.  A  student  desperately 
making  excuses  to  one  of  the  dorm  staff  flees 
into  the  room  I'm  occupying  The  student  had 
tried  to  hide  an  open  Natural  Light  can  under 
his  shirt  as  he  walked  down  the  hallway,  and 
a  member  of  the  dorm  staff  had  seen  this  trick. 
An  argument  ensues  between  the  student  and  the 
dorm  staff  member  as  everyone  postpones  their 
conversations  to  watch  the  spectacle.  When  the 
dorm  staff  member  leaves,  the  rumors  fl)

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even  revamped  when  workers  discovered 
asbestos  tile  under  the  carpet. 

Each  of  these  changes  was  made 
with  environmental  interests  in  mind.  Project 
Manager  Laurie  Kianka  explained,  'The  final 
scope  of  the  work  incorporated  'green'  or 
environmentally  conscious  practices  where 
possible  in  the  project"  The  modular  carpet 
installed  in  place  of  the  wooden  floors  came 
from  Interface,  which  Kianka  described  as 
"a  leader  in  sustainable  products,  corporate 
recycling,  and  environmental  practices."  The 
adhesive  used  to  install  this  carpet  was  no  VOC, 
or  no  Volatile  Organic  Compound.  Likewise, 
paint  used  in  the  classrooms  was  all  low  VOC. 

These  issues  of  health,  safety,  and 
environmental  consciousness  came  first  in  the 
renovation  process;  however,  the  changes  did 
not  merely  extend  to  utilitarian  issues.  Because 
so  many  changes  were  already  underway,  the 
Walsh-Ellett  faculty  requested  the  addition 
of  some  modern  touches  to  the  classrooms. 
Provost  Lankewicz  said,  "While  we  often  take 
prospective  students  to  Walsh-Ellett  to  see 
the  classrooms,  we  needed  modem  maps  and 
technological  support  for  teaching  in  these 
classrooms."  Faculty  despaired  of  removing 
the  traditional  furniture  that  had  long  graced  the 
building,  but  they  also  wanted  the  same  modem 
luxuries  that  their  colleagues  in  Gailor  enjoy. 
Smartboards.  overhead  projectors,  technology 
podiums,  and  data  cabling  were  all  added  to 
the  classrooms,  and  the  handcrafted  wooden 
furniture  was  replaced  with  modular  seating. 

Many  lamented  that  the  loss  of  this 
more  traditional  classroom  setting  was  also  a 
loss  Sewanee  charm  and  history.  A  particular 
concern  was  the  fate  of  the  furniture  of 
classroom  206,  lovingly  nicknamed  the  "oldest 
classroom."  Room  206's  seating  was  among 
the  oldest  at  the  university  and  consisted  of  a 
podium  used  for  Pi  Omega,  a  literary  society 
from  the  1800's.  along  with  several  long  tables 
and  simple  wooden  chairs.  These  historic  pieces 
of  furniture  have  not  disappeared,  however,  but 


have  been  given  to  the  Archives. 

Archivist  Annie  Armour,  while 
glad  that  the  podium  and  long  tables  will  be 
preserved,  mourns  the  loss  of  such  an  historic 
classroom.  "The  room  was  kind  of  like  walking 
into  a  history  lesson.  It  connected  students  with 
Sewanee 's  past  without  impeding  them  from 
the  present,"  she  remembered.  Armour  hopes 
that  when  the  addition  has  been  built  onto  the 
archives,  the  furniture  can  be  brought  out  of 
storage  and  placed  in  the  new  building  to  be 
once  again  used  by  students  and  researchers. 

The  pangs  of  nostalgia  created  by 
the  loss  of  traditional  furniture  were  tempered, 
however,  with  an  equal  amount  of  excitement 
regarding  the  possibilities  presented  by  modular 
furniture.  Kianka  cited  the  primary  reason  behind 
the  furniture  change  as  the  requests  of  faculty 
to  "improve  the  room's  use  and  flexibility." 
The  professors  of  Walsh-Ellett  hoped  that  less 
cumbersome  furniture  would  allow  for  a  variety 
of  classroom  arrangement  options.  Dr.  Willis 
recalled,  "The  long  tables  made  it  difficult 
to  do  anything  other  than  talk  at  people."  He 
explained  that  the  inflexibility  of  the  classroom's 
layout  made  it  undesirable  for  many  professors, 
which  brought  about  scheduling  issues  when 
faculty  members  often  avoided  206.  Now,  the 
administration  as  well  as  the  faculty  hope  that 
the  new  furniture  arrangements  will  lead  to 
greater  classroom  discussion  and  encourage  a 
seminar,  rather  than  lecture  format. 

Overall,  the  professors  of  Walsh- 
Ellett  are  enjoying  the  news  aspects  of  their 
classrooms.  History  professor  Dr.  Berebitsky 
said,  "The  change  is  definitely  for  the  better, 
and  as  far  as  I  know  everyone  is  happy  with 
the  new  technology."  Dr.  Willis  agreed,  stating 
that  although  the  new  classroom  layout  is  not 
perfect,  "Walsh-Ellett  is  a  far  more  useful 
building  than  it  was."  Professors  have  a  wide 
range  of  technology  at  their  disposal,  while 
those  who  miss  the  character  and  history  of  the 
old  classrooms  will  someday  see  it  restored  in 
the  archives.

"Yeah,  there's  some  new  alcohol 
policy." 

"Sewanee 's  just  not  the  same  as  it 
was  last  year.  This  sucks." 

"Dude,    under    the    shirt    definitely 
I  worked  last  year." 

Like  everyone  else,  I'm  disconcerted 
by  these  rumors.  Are  they  true?  Is  there  a 
new  alcohol  policy?  Will  Sewanee  be  the 
same  school  I  went  to  last  year?  I  went  to 
Dean  Hartman  as  well  as  some  members  of  the 
Sewanee  dorm  staff  to  find  the  answers  to  these 
questions. 

When  I  walked  into  Dean  Hartman 's 
office  for  our  interview,  the  first  thing  he  did 
was  give  me  a  copy  of  the  "Community  Update" 
from  August  2007.  Under  the  "What's  New" 
section  read  a  small  blurb:  "Drawing  attention 
to  yourself  has  always  been  the  University's 
approach  to  policy  enforcement,  specifically 
related  to  alcohol.  Display  of  alcohol  (for 
students  under  21)  or  noise  violations  in 
residence  space  is  a  potential  violation.  We 
ask  students  to  be  mature,  reasonable  and 
responsible."  The  University's  general  alcohol 
policy  has  not  changed  he  explained,  the  system 
has  been  tweaked.  There  are  two  official 
changes  to  school's  alcohol  policy. 

First,  the  ban  on  common  sources 
has  been  added  as  a  Category  2  alcohol  and 
drug  violation.  This  is  not  a  change  in  policy, 
just  a  change  in  official  documentation.  The 
ban  on  common  sources  existed  last  year,  just 
without  official  documentation  of  punishments 
for  individual  offenders  (as  opposed  to 
Greek  organizations).  The  second,  and  more 
significant  change,  is  that  the  University  now 
requires  alcohol  to  be  reported  in  any  violation 
wnte-up.  This  change  means  that  if  a  student 
receives  a  noise  violation  while  drinking  in 
his  or  her  room,  the  presence  of  alcohol  will 
be  indicated  in  the  report  despite  the  violation 
being  for  noise. 

When  I  asked  Dean  Hartman  about 


the  reason  for  this  change,  he  told  me  this 
policy  is  not  about  cracking  down  on  underage 
drinking,  but  reducing  abusive  alcohol  use. 
The  policy  is  "not  about  rule  enforcement, 
but  maturity  and  respect."  He  went  on  to 
explain,  "For  gifted  students,  those  interested 
in  academic  life,  they  might  get  the  wrong  idea 
about  the  place."  New  students  walk  into  a 
Sewanee  dormitory  and  there's  one  room  that's 
pulsing  with  the  energy  of  a  party  and  while 
that  room  is  the  minority,  it  may  seem  like  the 
majority.  Alcohol  is  a  mythologized  aspect  of 
Sewanee.  When  Sewanee  students  gather,  the 
conversation  topic  inevitably  turn  to  alcohol. 
The  parties  and  the  stories  that  accompany  them 
have  been  elevated  to  a  legendary  status  that  has 
come  to  define  Sewanee.  Dean  Hartman  gave 
me  this  quote  from  a  student  that  graduated 
from  the  University  last  spring:  "When  I  went 
to  interview  for  jobs  and  I  would  say  that  I  went 
to  Sewanee,  too  many  professionals  responded 
with,  'Oh,  that's  a  party  school'  and  had  no 
awareness  of  the  academic  rigor,  the  close-knit 
community,  and  the  faculty-student  relationships 
that  all  of  our  alumni  and  students  know  is  the 
essence  of  this  place."  Dean  Hartman  and  the 
rest  of  the  University  staff  do  not  want  Sewanee 
to  be  misrepresented.  That's  the  purpose  of 
this  change— to  suppress  the  influence  of  the 
few  students  whose  alcohol  abuse  pervades 
the  school  and  deteriorates  the  experience  for 
everyone  else. 

There  have  been  37  drug  and  alcohol 
violations  issued  this  year,  compared  with  33 
last  year  in  the  same  time  frame.  That's  about 
one  fourth  more  violations  per  dormitory.  The 
school's  alcohol  policy  is  essentially  the  same 
policy  it's  always  been.  Complaints  about  the 
school  "cracking  down"  on  alcohol  probably 
have  more  to  do  with  the  alcohol  policy  changing 
rather  than  the  school  actually  becoming  more 
strict  with  its  policy.  A  past  vice  chancellor  of 
Sewanee  once  said,  "On  the  topic  of  change  at 
Sewanee,  very  little  and  very  slowly."

surrounding  the  construction  work  because  so 
many  students  were  hoping  to  return  from  their 
summers  to  find  a  newly  completed  addition  to 
the  building.  Instead,  we  were  all  met  with  a 
scene  of  concrete  and  scaffolding,  which  seems 
to  suggest  that  little  progress  has  been  made. 

However,  we  can  all  take  heart 
that,  according  to  John  Bordley  and  Marvin 
Pate,  the  Woods  Lab  project  is  currently  on 
track  for  completion  in  FALL  OF  2008.  with 
faculty  moving  in  during  November/December. 
However,  this  is  certainly  later  than  the 
originally  forecasted  completion  date  of  August 
2008  (which  would  have  allowed  faculty  to  be 
totally  moved  in  for  the  start  of  the  fall  semester), 
which  Bordley  understandably  admits  seemed 
somewhat  "suspect"  from  the  start. 

Although  to  the  untrained  eye  of 
Sewanee  students  it  may  look  like  not  much 
has  been  accomplished,  Bordley  and  Pate 
point  out  that  the  work  has  actually  come  a 
long  way.  Much  of  the  building  is  underground 
and  required  digging  down  into  sandstone 
to  complete,  which  is  an  obviously  arduous 
job.  Components  such  as  water  and  electric 
lines  had  to  be  laid  beneath  the  surface.  It 
should  serve  as  some  consolation  to  know  thai 
much  more  progress  is  being  made  than  just 


what  meets  the  eye.  But  perhaps  the  biggest 
comfort  of  all  is  the  reassurance  that  most  of 
the  projects  that  involve  big  noise  have  been 
completed.  Yes,  that  means  no  more  incessant 
jack-hammering,  which  comes  as  a  wonderful 
relief  to  everyone,  especially  students  living  in 
McCrady  Dormitory. 

Just  how  much  does  this  massive 
undertaking  cost?  Reportedly,  the  budget 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Regents  for  the 
addition  was  22  million  dollars.  Bordley 
confirms  that  the  contract  will  come  out  to  that 
very  price,  with  some  of  the  money  existing 
in  the  budget  of  the  current  Capital  Funds 
Campaign.  To  provide  a  mental  picture  of  what 
exactly  that  22  million  will  turn  into,  students 
can  rest  assured  that  the  new  portion  of  the 
building  will  be  kept  in  aesthetic  unity  with 
the  current  appearance  of  Woods  Lab.  The  new 
west  entrance  can  be  expected  to  look  just  like 
the  old  east  entry.  As  for  the  future,  there  have 
been  light  plans  made  for  further  additions  and 
renovations,  but  such  undertakings  are  part  of  a 
distant  "Phase  II,"  for  which  there  is  no  current 
funding.  Thus,  the  Sewanee  population  should 
now  be  able  to  look  upon  the  Woods  Lab  work 
with  informed  optimism,  and  prepare  to  enjoy  a 
great  enhancement  to  our  beloved  campus 
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Smoking  Policy:  New  Smok 

ing  Rules  Inhibit  Campus  Smoking.

In    June    of    2006,    Tennessee    lawmakers 
approved  a  bill  that  banned  smoking  in  all 
buildings  owned  or  operated  by  the  state. 

The  smokers'  solution?  Smoke 
outside.  Yet  starting  on  October  1,  2007,  even 
smoking  outdoors  will  be  a  luxury. 

According  to  the  Tobacco  Control 
Network  (TCN):  "Smoking  is  permitted  on 
state  grounds  provided  it  occurs  beyond  50 
feet  of  the  building  entrances  or  in  the  external 
'designated  smoking  areas'."  This  law  falls 
under  Public  Chapter  410,  known  as  the  "Non- 
Smoker  Protection  Act."  TN  Governor  Bredesen 
signed  it  into  law  on  June  1 1 ,  2007'. 

Tennessee  is  playing  catch-up  in  the 
national  effort  to  reduce  smoking.  With  the  state 


cigarette  tax  at  20-cents  per  pack,  Tennessee's 
cigarette  tax  is  60-cents  below  the  national 
median2.  Tennessee  has  fallen  behind  when  it 
comes  to  dealing  with  tobacco-related  health 
issues  and  smoking  addiction. 

What  does  this  mean  for  Sewanee? 
Dean  Mary  Beth  Walker  states,  "The  new 
smoking  law  is  federally  funded.  Because 
Sewanee  is  an  in-state  education  institution, 
we  have  to  follow  it."  Beginning  October  1, 
students  will  be  issued  warnings  and  an  eventual 
$25  fine  for  failure  to  comply  with  the  law  on 
school  grounds. 

Some  efforts  have  already  been  taken 
to  ease  Sewanee  smokers  into  the  idea  of  the 
50-foot  rule.  Letters  were  sent  home  to  all 
students  during  the  summer  to  bring  awareness 


to  the  new  law  in  October;  Proctors  and  APs 
have  already  given  students  warnings  if  caught 
smoking  outside  or  oh  dorm  porches;  ashtrays 
are  slowly  being  moved  away  from  dorms. 

"I  think  this  changes  the  social 
dynamic  of  certain  dorms.  People  smoke  and 
talk.  Most  of  the  time,  smokers  are  courteous 
of  any  non-smokers  around  them.  This  law 
does  nothing  more  than  make  smoking  an 
inconvenience.  It's  a  petty  law,"  gripes  a 
Sewanee  smoker. 

"I  think  it's  an  infringement  on  our 
rights. '  attests  another  smoker. 

Before  the  emergence  of  this  anti- 
smoking  law,  Sewanee  students  were  not 
permitted  to  smoke  on  dorm  porches.  Smoking 
within  the  courtyards  of  Benedict  and  Courts 
was  dependant  on  a  residential  vote.  Come 
October  1,  each  dorm  will  designate  smoking 
areas  within  a  50-foot  radius.  Parking  lots, 
bike  racks,  and  sidewalks  will  become  the  new 
smokers'  haven. 

Non-smokers  rejoice!  No  longer  will 
you  walk  through  a  cloud  outside  of  DuPont's 
doorway;  no  longer  will  your  hair  collect  the 
stench  of  tobacco  after  a  night  out  in  fraternity 
houses.  "I  find  this  law  to  be  a  relief,"  says  a 
Sewanee  non-smoker.  "If  someone  I'm  talking 
to  asks  me  if  they  can  smoke,  I  say  yes  out  of 
courtesy.  Now  I  can  count  on  the  law  to  deter 
my  friends  from  smoking." 

"My  only  concern,"  admits  another 
non-smoker,  "Is  the  effect  of  the  new  law  during 
finals  time.  How  will  smokers'  deal  with  stress 
if  they  can't  easily  take  smoking  breaks9"  Will 
Sewanee 's  Counseling  Services  be  pushed  into 
overtime  during  the  month  of  December? 

Perhaps  smoking  at  Sewanee  will 
become  a  tradition  akin  to  cell  phone  use;  you 
use  your  phone  where  you  have  service;  you 
smoke  where  there  are  designated  smoking  areas. 
Using  cigarettes  indoors  and  around  Sewanee 's 
main  campus  will  become  as  rare  as  talking 
on  your  cell  phone.  Sewanee  will  become  an 
environmentalist's  dream:  unpolluted  by  noise 
and  smoke.

Sewanee's 
new  Health  Resident  Program  is  designed  to 
promote  health  and  wellness  through  campaigns 
such  as  Anti-smoking,  the  Common  Cold,  and 
Food  and  Nutrition.  Health  Residents  are  trained 
to  recognize  symptoms  for  and  advise  students 
on  the  care  of  common  illnesses,  as  well  as  how 
to  administer  first  aid.

In  my  two  years  at  Sewanee  I  have  discovered 
that  it  is  a  place  that  is  very  hard  to  leave.

I  entertained  this  very  idea  until  the 
moment  I  boarded  the  American  Airlines  flight 
to  Scotland  on  August  1".  At  this  moment  I  was 
hit  with  the  kind  of  panic  that  you  get  as  a  child 
leaving  for  sleep  away  camp  for  the  first  time; 
the  kind  of  feeling  that  leaves  you  dizzy  with 
a  mind  numbing  headache.  But  after  nights  in 
foreign  pubs,  basking  in  the  idea  of  being  served 
legally,  and  days  trekking  around  Roman  ruins, 
it  seems  I  have  found  my  "Sewanee"  again. 

In  the  stone  buildings  of  Lincoln 
College  in  Oxford,  we  Sewanee  students  have 
found  a  balance.  We  spend  our  mornings  in 
class  learning  philosophy,  poetry  and  history. 
Yet  instead  of  looking  at  pictures  in  a  textbook 
we  venture  out  of  the  class  room  and  look  at 
what  we  study.  I  have  walked  through  numerous 
ruins,  toured  many  churches,  and  even  walked 
Hadrian's  Wall  in  the  pouring  rain.

Strength: 

Sewanee  Focuses 
On  New  Strength 
Program.

For  years,  going  to  the  gym  to  workout  meant 
long  runs  on  the  treadmill.  I  thought  I  wouldn 't 
get  a  strenuous  workout  without  training  my 
heart.  When  I  started  going  to  the  weight  rooms  at 
the  Fowler  Center.  I  was  shocked  to  see  in  shape 
everyone  was:  They  were  all  well-built  with  lean 
bodies  and  strong  muscle  tone. 

New  studies  today  are  showing  strength 
training  to  be  more  beneficial  than  cardio  Dr. 
Kenneth  Cooper,  a  Texas  Doctor  who  coined 
the  term  "aerobics"  in  the  1960's,  now  advises 
his  patients  to  engage  in  strength  routines  Some 
personal  trainers  are  beginning  to  steer  their 
clients  away  from  traditional  cardio-intensive 
workouts  in  favor  of  weightlifting. 

The  reason  for  the  shift  from  cardio  to 
strength  exercises  is  because  cardio  workouts  tax 
the  body  heavily  Many  exercises  that  are  good 
for  the  heart  are  unfortunately  bad  on  the  joints 
Experts  say  that  cardio  training  without  muscle 
conditioning  leads  to  a  loss  of  muscle  and  bone 
density  as  well  as  fat.  My  high  school  biology 
teacher,  Mr.  D'Agostino,  was  one  of  the  healthiest 
people  I  knew.  Although  having  a  head  full  of  gray 
hair,  he  was  fit  because  he  ran  the  treadmill  daily. 
The  problem  was  that  years  of  cardio  workouts 
had  weakened  the  joints  in  his  knees. 

I  m  not  saying  to  give  the  cardio  workouts 
up  entirely.  Years  of  study  have  already  shown 
heart  training  to  be  beneficial.  The  key  is  to  hnd  a 
balance  between  the  two.  "There's  an  unfortunate 
trend  to  emphasize  one  over  the  other,"  says 
J.  Andrew  Doyle,  an  associate  professor  of 
kinesiology  and  health  at  Georgia  State  University. 
Cardio  and  strength  training  each  has  its  plat 
healthy  lifestyle 

My  suggestion  lor  next  time  you  go  to  the 
gym  to  workout,  instead  of  hopping  right  away 
on  the  treadmill,  try  using  the  machines  in  the 
squash  room.  Studies  show  that  the  machines 
are  safer  than  free  weights  and  are  beneficial  in 
emphasizing  one  muscle  set  at  a  time. 

I  recommend  doing  two  sets  ot  eight- 
repetitions  on  each  of  the  machines  for  optimum 
benefits  without  injury.  A  repetition  is  simply 
doing  an  exercise  once  I  leg  lift  equals  I 
repetition  A  set  means  doing  the  same  exercise  a 
certain  number  of  times,  eight  leg  lifts  equal  one 
set. 

Do  this  every  other  day,  and  youll  soon 
find  yourself  with  a  leaner  body  and  se\y.  tight 
muscle  tone  True,  muscle  weighs  more  than 
fat,  but  muscle  also  uses  more  energy  than  tat 
Studies  show  that  a  person  with  more  muscle  will 
burn  more  energy  sitting  down  than  the  average 
person.

Walsh-Ellett  206: 

Renovation  or  Destruction  of  History?

As  I  walked  down  the  second  floor  of 
Walsh-Ellett  shortly  before  school  started 
this  semester,  I  glanced  into  room  206.  I  didn't 
recognize  the  room  at  all.  I  immediately 
thought  I  had  mistaken  myself.  Surely,  I  was  on 
the  wrong  floor.  To  my  shock  I  realized  I  was 
in  fact  looking  at  Walsh-Ellett  206  -  the  oldest 
classroom  on  campus. 

For  the  two  years  I  have  been  a 
student  here,  I  have  had  two  classes  in  this 
room.  The  image  of  the  classroom  with  its  long 
wooden  desks  and  antique  podium  sitting  on 
top  of  the  old  hardwood  floors  stayed  in  my 
mind  after  seeing  it  as  a  prospective  student. 
I  could  almost  imagine  the  days  back  when 
students  brought  their  dogs  to  class.  But  most 
importantly,  as  a  student,  that  room  represented 
to  me  both  the  great  history  of  the  school  and 
the  intellectualism  the  school  stands  for. 

When  I  looked  inside  room  206.  I 
noticed  that  the  hard  wood  floors  were  replaced 
with  carpet.  The  long  wooden  desks  were  gone, 
replaced  with  desks  like  those  in  Gailor.  The 
great  wooden  podium  for  the  professor  was 
gone,  replaced  with  a  small  table.  The  old  black 


chalkboards  were  replaced  with  new,  white  dry 
erase  boards.  Even  the  new  desks  were  facing 
the  opposite  wall! 

I  immediately  thought  it  seemed  like 
another  change  for  the  sake  of  change.  But  then 
my  optimism  in  the  administration  took  over 
and  I  thought,  "There  must  be  a  substantial 
reason."  At  that  point,  an  editor  of  the  Purple 
began  to  investigate. 

In  an  email  to  that  editor,  Laune 
Kianka,  the  project  manager  for  the  renovations 
wrote  that  "Room  206,  a  classroom  that 
presented  a  more  traditional  environment  was 
also  updated.  The  update  came  as  a  request 
by  faculty  to  improve  that  room's  use  and 
flexibility.  The  original  debate  podium  (circa 
1886)  was  removed  and  will  be  later  used  in  an 
installation  in  the  Archives.  The  room  received 
new  ergonomic  classroom  seating,  advanced 
technology  components,  white  boards,  and 
teaching  podium." 

Provost  Linda  Lankewicz  also 
responded  to  the  editor's  inquiries.  She  wrote 
in  an  email,  "While  we  often  take  prospective 
students  to  Walsh-Ellett  to  see  the  classrooms.

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Food  Selections  include: 
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Who  Made  That  Collar  You  PooDed?

How  many  hours  do  girls  spend  posing  in 
front  of  dressing  room  mirrors,  trying  to 
decide  whether  or  not  the  dress  they  have  on  is 
flattering  enough  to  buy?  How  many  crooning 
mothers  force  expensive  (and  possibly  heinous) 
sweaters  and  ties  on  their  sons  because  they 
"bring  out  their  beautiful  eyes"?  Perhaps  the 
better  question  to  ask  is  who  made  these  clothes 
and  under  what  conditions? 

The  issue  of  sweatshop  labor  is  by 
no  means  a  new  course  on  the  table  of  human 
injustice.  In  fact,  the  term  "sweatshop"  has 
been  around  for  over  a  hundred  years,  coined 
from  "sweating  systems",  or  networks  of 
subcontracted  shops,  which  "sweat"  profits 
out  of  their  workers  through  long  hours,  low 
pay  that  is  dependent  on  the  number  of  articles 
produced,  and  poor  working  conditions'.  When 
we  think  of  sweatshops,  perhaps  we  think  of 
dimly  lit  tin  buildings  in  third  world  countries. 
This  image  is  not  inaccurate,  but  shockingly,  the 
United  States  has  been  home  to  many  of  these 
horrifying  factories. 

Take,  for  instance,  the  80  Thai 
immigrants  who  were  discovered  in  1995  after 
having  been  forced  to  sew  name-brand  clothing 
behind  barbed  wire  and  amongst  armed  guards 
in  El  Monte,  California  for  less  than  two 
dollars  an  hour^.  Abercrombie  and  Fitch  was 
busted  in  1999  for  sweatshop  conditions  on 
the  island  of  Saipan,  a  U.S.  territory.  Chinese 
migrant  workers  were  lured  to  the  island  with 
the  promise  of  a  fair-paying  American  job. 
Instead,  they  were  forced  to  pay  back  their 
$7000  transportation  debt  by  sewing  clothes  for 
Abercrombie  and  Fitch  12  hours  a  day  with  no 
days  off.  Because  the  workers  earned  so  little, 
it  would  take  years  to  pay  off  such  a  large  debt, 


resulting  in  basically  indentured  servitude. 
Many  signed  contracts  prohibiting  involvement 
in  any  sort  of  religious  or  political  activity, 
marriage,  having  a  baby  or  even  falling  in 
love.  Workers  lived  in  rat-infested  dormitories 
with  contaminated  water  and  no  plumbing,  and 
worked  in  factories  that  have  been  charged  with 
over  1000  violations  of  the  Occupational  Health 
and  Safety  Administration  "s  standards,  including 
locked  fire  exits3.  Even  now,  a  campaign 
against  American  Eagle  Outfitters  has  been 
established  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  company 
"has  not  lifted  a  finger"  to  assist  factory  workers 
facing  harassment  because  of  their  attempts  to 
establish  a  union,  an  action  the  company's  Code 
of  Conduct  all  but  encourages4. 

There  are  probably  hundreds  of 
documented  cases  against  apparel  companies 
similar  to  the  ones  described  above,  but 
unfortunately,  tracking  down  which  companies 
do  in  fact  employ  sweatshop  labor  proves 
difficult  if  not  nearly  impossible. 

The  whole  system  is  best  described  as 
a  sort  of  pyramid,  the  base  of  which  comprises 
workers  without  whom  the  fashion  industry 
would  have  a  hard  time  existing,  as  they 
produce  all  of  the  goods.  The  next  tier  contains 
the  contractors  and  subcontractors  who  run 
the  factories  where  the  workers  are  employed. 
These  guys  take  orders  from  the  manufacturers 
as  to  what  to  make  and  how  much,  but  the 
factories  they  run  are  not  owned  in  any  way  by 
the  manufacturers.  Contractors  are  presented 
with  "take  it  or  leave  it"  deals,  which  means 
that  if  they  do  not  somehow  find  a  way  to  fill 
the  order  requested,  the  work  will  be  taken  to 
another  factory  (California  alone  has  4-5000). 
This  results  in  the  contractors  and  subcontractors 
being  forced  to  drive  the  workers'  wages  down 


in  order  to  make  a  profit  from  the  little  money 
the  manufacturers  pay  them.  Besides  setting 
the  price  for  apparel  orders  and  often  designing 
the  clothes  to  be  made,  manufacturers  sell  the 
completed  products  to  retailers,  who  are  nested 
comfortably  atop  the  sweatshop  pyramid, 
raking  in  ridiculous  profits  (like  $24  billion 
in  California)2.  And  all  this  occurs  within  the 
United  States,  where  labor  laws  actually  exist, 
though  they  are  not  always  enforced. 

Many    companies,    including    Wal- 
Mart  (who,  by  the  way,  sells  10%  of  all  goods 
imported  from  China5)  have  taken  to  outsourcing 
production  for  the  sake  of  cheaper  labor.  It  is 
nearly  impossible  to  track  the  exact  locations  of 
where  our  clothes  are  made  because  the  textiles 
are  usually  woven  in  one  place,  the  pieces 
sewn  together  in  another,  etc.  This  also  makes 
it  difficult  to   monitor  the  conditions  under 
which  the  bonom-of-the-pyramid  employees 
are  working,  which  is  exacUy  what  the  retailers 
want:  to  be  far  as  possible  from  the  workers  who 
give  the  term  "slaves  to  fashion"  new  meaning. 
Fortunately,        many        sweatshop- 
combatant  organizations  and  campaigns  have 
sprung  up  since  the  early  to  mid  1990s,  giving 
a  voice  to  the  millions  of  laborers  worldwide 
and  calling  upon  consumers  to  "shop  with  a 
conscience."  Although  some  early  organizations 
like    the   Fair   Labor  Association    were    still 
influenced    by    the    companies    in    question 
themselves    (which    meant    the    companies 
adapted  new  Codes  of  Conduct  but  remained 
"self  evaluative"),  newer  associations  like  the 
Worker   Rights    Consortium   (WRC)    "would 
focus  on  investigating  worker  complaints  rather 
than  certifying  specific  companies  or  factories 
as  'sweat-free.'"1  UNITE  HERE  (formerly  the 
Union  of  Needletrades,  Industrial  and  Textile 


Employees  and  the  separate  organization 
Hotel  Employees  and  Restaurant  Employees 
International  Union)  assists  not  only  those  in 
apparel,  but  also  workers  in  hotels,  foodservice. 
casinos,  airport  concessions,  etc.  In  fact, 
Aramark,  the  foodservice  provider  for  Sewanee. 
is  listed  as  a  major  UNITE  HERE  employer! 
meaning  that  many  Aramark  employees  across 
the  country  are  members  of  the  organization6. 
There  even  exist  organizations  like  United 
Students  Against  Sweatshops  (USAS)  in  which 
college  students  have  boycotted  apparel  sold 
in  their  campus  stores  owing  to  the  abysmal 
circumstances  under  which  it  was  produced1. 

Sweatshops  are  obviously  a  product 
of  greed  on  the  part  of  many  major  clothing 
labels  and  other  companies.  It  is  difficult 
to  seek  individual  corporations  out  in  order 
to  determine  whether  or  not  they  employ 
sweatshops,  but  perhaps  the  first  step  toward 
ending  sweatshop  labor  is  being  aware  that  it 
does  exist,  sometimes  within  the  borders  of  this 
country.  When  the  next  shopping  trip  comes 
around,  remember  that  there  is  so  much  more  to 
the  cost  of  a  product  than  the  price  on  the  tag.

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Bangladesh:  Country  Suffering  from  Flood  Season

Bangladesh  is  one  of  a  few  countries  that 
suffer  from  floods  during  three  quarters  of 
the  year.  The  country  is  built  around  three  major 


rivers,  which  include  the  Brahmaputra,  Meghna. 
and  Ganges  Rivers.  Bangladesh  is  a  country  that 
lays  very  low,  about  3-7  feet  below  sea  level. 
When  the  snow  melts  from  the  Himalayas  the 
excess  of  water  spreads  out  to  the  three  rivers, 
which  become  the  main  source  of  flooding. 

I  came  in  personal  contact  with  the 
flood  situation  in  Bangladesh  for  the  first  time 
in  the  summer  of  2007,  when  I  visited  Dhaka 
with  a  group  of  students  led  by  Dr.  Yasmeen 
Mohiuddin.  On  the  road  to  the  head  office  of 
BRAC,  an  NGO  (non  government  organization), 
I  experienced  the  flood  first  hand.  Most  of  the 
main  streets  were  flooded;  the  rest  of  them 
were  very  muddy.  Some  of  the  houses  were 
completely  flooded,  and  some  of  them  were 
standing  in  water.  People  have  to  rely  on  boats 
as  temporary  vehicles.  Men  have  to  roll  their 
pants  up  and  go  bare  footed  while  women  wash 


clothes  and  vegetables  by  the  street,  which  is 
next  to  the  water.  The  kids  play  on  the  street, 
some  of  them  swimming  and  some  helping  their 
parents  fish.  Due  to  the  flood  and  lack  of  clean 
water,  there  are  more  cases  of  malnutrition  and 
food  poisoning. 

Among  many  sources  of  help,  WFP 
(World  Food  Program)  is  one  of  the  responses 
to  the  flood.  Like  India,  where  70%  of  the 
people  are  involved  in  agricultural  work,  most 
of  the  people  from  rural  areas  in  Bangladesh 
rely  on  some  form  of  aid.  For  years,  the  WFP 
has  been  helping  the  people  of  Bangladesh. 
Because  almost  80%  of  the  population  is  living 
under  the  poverty  level,  the  WFP  has  distributed 
fortified  biscuits  for  kids  during  school  hours 
to  ensure  that  they  have  enough  nutrition  for 
studying.  Other  help  has  come  primarily  from 
NGOs  such  as  the  Grameen  Bank  and  BRAC 
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which  are  micro-finance  organizations.  They 
focus  on  community  needs  such  as  lending 
loans  for  businesses  and  reconstruction  in  the 
case  of  Bangladesh.

Speaks  Out: 

Student  Photo 
Project  Raises 
Awareness  Of 
Sexual  Assault.

/^1  ommunity  members  were  seen  on  campus  last  week  bearing 
V^  the  words  "I  Chose"  emblazoned  on  their  bodies  in  bold 
black  Magic  Marker.  These  words  signified  their  involvement 
in  a  campaign  to  raise  awareness  of  sexual  assault  on  campus. 
As  part  of  Understanding  Sexual  Assault  Week  (US  AW),  student 
photographer  Katrina  Ivey  '08  photographed  these  Sewanee 
residents  and  their  important  message  as  part  of  an  art  project 
meant  to  convey  the  choices  people  make  to  eradicate  sexual 
assault  from  their  communities. 

In  an  effort  she  calls  Healing  Through  Art,  Ivey 
began  taking  photographs  in  order  to  make  a  difference  her 
freshman  year  as  a  student  in  Professor  Pradip  Malde's  100-level 
photography  class.  When  she  displayed  a  series  of  photographs 
entitled  Crimes  Against  Humanity,  the  Women's  Center,  after 
seeing  her  Crimes  Against  Women  section,  approached  her 
about  a  project  for  USAW.  For  the  last  three  years,  Ivey  and  her 
photographs  have  become  a  key  element  in  the  program. 

Her  inspiration  for  this  year's  project  came  after  a 
friend's  lecture  on  sexual  assault  at  a  Cookies  and  Condoms 
meeting  in  which  she  encouraged  the  students  in  her  dorm  to 
make  good  choices.  As  a  result,  she  selected  the  theme  "I  Chose" 
for  her  photos.  She  explained,  "Each  person  in  the  photographs 
chose  to  do  something  to  protect  or  help  heal  those  affected  by 
sexual  assault."  Every  photo  not  only  contains  these  two  words, 
but  also  bears  a  caption  completing  the  sentence  with  what  each 
person  chose  to  do  in  order  to  stand  up  against  sexual  assault. 

The  active  and  positive  language  appealed  to  Ivey  the 
most.  "It's  not  as  easy  to  make  the  choice  to  stand  by  the  victim 
when  so  many  people  don't  side  with  them,"  Ivey  asserted.  Ivey 
hopes  that  these  optimistic  and  supportive  words  from  so  many 
community  members  may  dispel  any  disbelief  or  ignorance 
regarding  sexual  assault.  Ivey's  favorite  quote  in  the  project  was 
Jennifer  Dusenberry's  choice:  "I  chose  to  stand  by  my  friend 
when  she  needed  me  most."  A  friend  of  Dusenberry's  had  come

Hit  And  Runs:  Drivers  Fleeing 
Wreckage  Plague  Sewanee  Community.

It  was  10:30  on  October  7  when  senior  Andrew  Easton  exited 
the  Pub,  and  flashing  lights  and  the  sound  of  a  (familiar)  nearby 
car  alarm  greeted  him. 

"It  sounded  like  it  was  coming  from  near  my  car,  but 
when  I  walked  over  there,  I  realized  that  it  was  my  car,"  Easton 
says.  The  taillight  of  Easton 's  vehicle  had  sustained  damage, 
but  "I  Uiink  the  other  driver's  car  took  more  damage  than  mine 
did." 

Easton  was  also  witness  to  another  hit-and-run  that 

occurred  in  the  parking  lot  of  St.  Luke's,  an  incident 

which  allegedly  totaled  the  vehicle  being  driven.      ^/_^r 
Though  the  police  have  obtained  a  description  of 
the  said  vehicle,  no  suspects  have  been  determined. 

January    through   August   of 
this  year  saw  only  four  DUIs,  but  by 
the  end  of  September  the  number  had 
doubled.    That    is,    as    many 
DUIs  occurred  in  the  first 
month  of  school  as  in  the 
previous   eight    months 
combined. 

Sewanee's  hit- 
and-run  record  followed 


the  same  pattern:  no  hit-and-runs  were  reported  until  August, 
when  the  number  jumped  from  zero  to  six  in  the  course  of  as 
many  weeks. 

This  concentration  of  crimes  is  not  exactly 
unprecedented;  September  2006  and  September  200,7  have  an 
equal  number  of  DUIs.  though  only  five  DUIs  occurred  i/t,.mg 
2006  as  compared  to  eight  this  year,  and  there  are  nearly  three 
months  left  till  2008.

As  for  hit-and-runs,  eleven  were 
reported  throughout  2006,  five  of  which  had 
occurred  by  this  time  last  year,  only  one  less 
than  the  six  hit-and-runs  Sewanee  has  seen  this 
year. 

It  is  open  for  speculation  how  many 
of  the  hit-and-runs  could  also  be  classified  as 
DUIs.  Without  physical  evidence  or  a  reliable 
eyewitness  immediately  able  to  inform  the 
police  of  the  hit-and-run,  it  is  nearly  impossible 
to  discover  the  offender,  let  alone  punish  him 
or  her.  Chief  Parrott  says.  Fortunately,  all  six 
hit-and-run  offenders  have  been  arrested, 
which  could  mean  anything  from  the  issuance 
of  a  citation  to  being  taken  to  FrankJin  County 
Jail. 

"We  can't  prevent  hit-and-runs, 
besides  trying  to  convince  students  to  be 
honest  and  take  responsibility  for  the  damage 
they  have  caused." 

Besides  the  obvious  correlation 
between  students'  presence  on  campus  and  the 
sudden  escalation  in  these  crimes,  other  factors 
may  strongly  influence  the  number  of  vehicular 
crimes  in  Sewanee. 

According  to  Chief  Parrott,  students" 
"conventional  knowledge"  has  come  to  adopt 
the  belief  that  it  is  better  to  be  arrested  later 
for  a  hit-and-run  than  stay  and  be  arrested  for 
a  DUI,  the  reason  being  that  the  latter  will 
keep  students  from  being  accepted  to  graduate 
school. 

"From  a  moral  standpoint,  you  are 
worse  off  than  a  drunk  driver  if  you  are  caught 
after  committing  a  hit-and-run,"  says  Chief 
Parrott.  "One  person  just  had  too  much  to  drink 
and  made  a  bad  decision  to  drive,  but  the  other 
damaged  others'  property  and  lied  about  it." 

That  is,  graduate  schools  find  hit- 
and-runs  and  DUIs  equally  deterring. 

Fleeing  the  scene  of  an  accident  may 
seem  like  a  decent  option  at  the  time  because 


police  are  only  permitted  to  ask  permission 
to  perform  BAC  (blood  alcohol  content)  tests 
within  four  hours  of  the  accident.  However, 
refusal  to  submit  to  a  BAC  at  a  policeman's 
request  results  in  an  automatic  DUI  violation 
and  consequential  revocation  of  a  driver's 
license. 

Also,  as  Eric  Hartman,  Dean  of 
Students  points  out,  "students  just  aren't 
thinking"  when  they  do  commit  hit-and-runs, 
which  are  not  just  limited  to  damage  to  another 
car.  A  hit-and-run  occurs  when  a  person  leaves 
the  scene  of  any  accident,  even  if  the  only 
damage  is  to  his  or  her  car.  Failure  to  report 
damage  costing  over  $50  to  repair  classifies  as 
a  hit-and-run. 

Half  of  the  hit-and-runs  that  have 
occurred  this  semester  involved  only  the 
driver's  vehicle.  Two  students  have  hit  trees 
and  one  flipped  into  a  ditch.  Perhaps  students 
guilty  of  these  types  of  hit-and-runs  do  not 
realize  their  safety,  which  cannot  be  monitored 
should  they  flee  the  scene  of  the  accident,  is  the 
law  enforcement's  main  concern. 

Both  DUIs  and  hit-and-runs  can  be 
easily  avoided.  If  a  student  finds  himself  drunk 
with  no  way  home  besides  driving,  "don't  even 
get  in  the  car,"  Chief  Parrott  says.  The  Sewanee 
Police  are  more  than  willing  to  help  students 
avoid  drunken  driving  by  offering  rides  home, 
no  questions  asked. 

"Sewanee  goes  to  great  lengths  to 
get  the  best  and  smartest  students  here...  My 
only  wish  is  that  [those]  students  would  take 
responsibility  for  their  actions.  Hit-and-runs 
[and  DUIs]  are  not  what  Sewanee  is  about." 
Chief  Parrott  says. 

While  DUIs  and  hit-and-runs  are 
serious  problems,  they  "do  not  represent 
Sewanee 's  character."  says  Dean  Hartman. 
"What  we're  seeing  here  are  the  tendencies 
of   18-21   year  olds  under  the  influence  of

Emails:  An  Interview  with  Barbara  Banks.

We've  all  heard  rendition  of  the  Beach 
Boys'  "Barbara  Ann"  written  for  her

much  admired  by  his  peers." 

Hu,  whom  Asian  Studies  professor 
Sayumi  Takahashi  described  as  "one  of  the 
most  exciting  new  voices  in  American  poetry," 
attended  Princeton  University  and  later  obtained 
a  Master  of  Fine  Arts  from  the  University  of 
Michigan.  He  worked  previously  as  a  political 
consultant  and  computer  scientist 

Called  "surreal"  and  "philosophical" 
by  the  Los  Angeles  Times.  Hu's  poetry  recently 
earned  him  the  James  D.  Phelan  Literary  Award. 
His  work  has  been  featured  in  several  national 
publications  and  he  is  the  author  of  another 
collection  of  poetry,  Tlie  Book  of  Motion.  He 
is  currently  working  on  a  collection  entitled 
Greenhouses,  Ligfuhouses.  More  information 
on  Hu's  work  and  career  may  be  obtained  from 
his  website,  www.minepoems.com.

Tech.  People  have  joined  the  group  that  Ivey 
does  not  even  know,  and  she  is  "ecstatic" 
with  the  level  of  support  for  the  project.  "It's 
expanding  faster  than  I  could  have  possibly 
hoped,"  Ivey  gushed.  She  hopes  that  as  the  "I 
Chose"  group  grows,  so  too  will  awareness  of 
sexual  assault  across  the  country.

1st  marks  the  application  deadline  for  the 
Aiken  Taylor  postgraduate  internship  with  the 
Sewanee  Review.  This  fellowship  begins  with 
an  independent  study  (about  six  hours  a  week) 
in  the  Easter  semester,  followed  by  a  full-time 
paid  position  with  the  Review  throughout  the 
2009  school  year.  All  seniors  with  real  interest 
in  reading,  writing,  publishing,  editing,  and 
literature,  as  well  as  a  willingness  to  stay  in 
Sewanee  for  another  year,  are  encouraged  to 
apply  by  the  first  of  November. 

The  new  intern  will  be  replacing  me: 
Katie  Payne,  the  pioneer  (or  guinea-pig)  of 
the  Aiken  Taylor  internship  program.  While  I 
never  expected  to  spend  a  fifth  year  here,  others 
seemed  less  surprised  by  the  fact  that  I  would 
be  returning,  like  always,  in  the  fall.  A  creature 
of  habit,  I  kept  a  pretty  regular  schedule  as 
a  Sewanee  student— some  even  called  me 
predictable.  And  while  a  degree  of  routine  is 
necessary  to  life  in  college,  a  true  appreciation 
for  Sewanee  requires  a  balance  between 
scheduling  and  spontaneity;  between  comfort, 
consistency,  and  an  openness  to  every  aspect  of 
this  place. 

Senior  year  presented  particular 
challenges  for  me:  forty-page  papers  and  the 
need  to  make  "life  plans"  piled  on  top  of  the 
rest  of  my  work;  and  I  struggled  to  be  both  a 
functional  student  and  a  fully  engaged  senior. 
Time  was  running  out.  With  each  trip  to 
Shenanigans,  I  was  one  regular  grilled-cheese 
closer  to  my  last.  In  fact,  senior  year  was  filled 
with  such  apocalyptic  pronouncements,  as  the 
most  mundane  and  seemingly  insignificant 
events  took  on  a  kind  of  urgency.  But.  despite 
my  efforts,  one  school  year  (or  even  four)  just 
wasn't  enough  time  to  do  everything.  I  could 
only  branch  out  so  far  without  sacrificing  old 
friends  and  responsibilities,  without  skimming 
more  and  learning  less.  I  couldn't  do  a  million 
new  things  and  meet  a  million  new  people 
without  spreading  myself  too  thin.  Even  in  spite 
of  my  well-honed  scheduling  abilities.  I  could 
never  be  in  more  than  once  place  at  once. 

Was  I  looking  for  a  solution  to  this 
problem  when  I  applied  for  the  Aiken  Taylor 
internship  with  the  Sewanee  Review?  The  answer 
is  no.  When  I  came  across  the  post-graduate 
fellowship  with  the  Review  listed  on  the  Career 
Services  website  (see  TigerNet).  I  was  thinking 
something  along  the  lines  of  "Hey.  here's  a 
paying  job  that  involves  reading  and  books, 
which  I  like."  But  luckily  for  me.  my  internship 
with  the  Review  has  presented  me  with  two 
unique  opportunities:  an  amazing  post-college 
job  that  I  love  in  a  field  that  I'm  interested  in. 
and  another  chance  to  "do"  Sewanee. 

I  don't  mean  that  I  get  to  relive 
my  college  days.  A  redo  of  my  time  as  an 
undergraduate  is  neither  possible  nor  particularly 
desirable -though  granted.  I  literally  haven't 
left  the  Mountain.  I  have  the  same  friends  and 
many  of  the  same  haunts  as  I  did  as  a  student; 


you'll  still  see  me  in  Fowler  or  walking  down 
University,  and  I  still  eat  at  Mi  Casa,  McClurg. 
and  of  course  Subway,  where  they  still  know 
my  sandwich  of  choice.  But  while  my  passion 
for  a  six-inch  turkey  on  wheat  may  not  have 
changed,  my  place  within  the  community 
has.  I've  been  jolted  out  of  complacency  and 
exposed  to  sides  of  the  University  community 
outside  of  my  familiar  routine,  as  my  internship 
has  enabled  me  to  approach  Sewanee  from  a 
different  angle.  I  now  receive  emails  addressed 
to  facstaff  instead  of  cstudent  and  have  a  shiny 
new  "Faculty/Staff  ID  card.  My  parking  sticker 
has  changed  from  green  to  purple.  While  I  still 
spend  the  majority  of  my  time  in  Gailor,  I  now 
work  inside  that  glassy  den  of  mystery— the 
Stamler  Center.  I'm  invited  to  staff  meetings  and 
picnics  (the  free  Mountain  Breeze  ice  cream  at 
the  Founders'  Day  BBQ?  Yeah  that  was  for  me). 
The  Palisanos  are  my  neighbors.  I  interact  with 
university  employees  that  most  students  never 
meet  Leigh  Anne  Couch  and  George  Core  of 
the  Sewanee  Review,  Cheri  Peters  and  Kevin 
Wilson  with  the  Sewanee  Writers'  Conference. 
1  work  from  8:30  until  5.  And  once  I'm  home 
there's  nothing  required  of  me.  No  reading, 
no  papers,  no  practices.  I  don't  wake  up  on 
Sundays  dreading  the  hours  of  work  I  have  to 
catch  up  on. 

But  a  lack  of  homework  doesn't  mean 
that  I'm  not  learning  anything.  My  decision  to 
apply  for  the  Aiken  Taylor  internship  led.  as  you 
might  imagine,  to  an  encounter  with  another 
aspect  of  the  university  that  I'd  overlooked: 
The  Sewanee  Review— a  somewhat  shameful 
admission  for  an  English  major.  Before  applying 
for  the  internship  I'd  never  read  a  copy  of  the 
journal,  which  any  well-versed  Arcadian  will 
tell  you  is  "the  oldest  continuously-published 
literary  quarterly  in  the  country."  I'm  sure  my 
own  guide  mentioned  this  fact  to  me  when  I  was 
touring  as  a  perspective,  but  by  senior  year  the 
Review  remained  a  mystery.  Sure,  I'd  seen  it  in 
Dupont  among  the  magazines  and  periodicals, 
but  in  those  rare  instances  that  I  found  myself 
in  the  library  with  nothing  else  to  read,  I'd 
pick  up  something  along  the  lines  of  People. 
Engrossed  in  syllabi  and  deadlines  and  classes. 
I  rarely  made  time  for  extracurricular  reading  of 
substance. 

And  fair  enough.  Sewanee  students 
are  busy,  and  there  aren't  enough  hours  in 
the  day  to  do  everything  that's  worth  doing, 
especially  if  you  want  to  do  these  things  well. 
People  need  breaks.  And  the  Sewanee  Review 
is  not  a  publication  that  you  can  look  to  as  a 
source  of  mindless  entertainment  in  the  ten 
minutes  you're  killing  before  class.  Each 
issue,  as  described  by  managing  editor  Leigh 
Anne  Couch,  is  like  a  "dinner  party"  or  a 
sustained  literary  conversation— a  compilation 
of  fiction,  poems,  book  reviews,  and  criticism 
that  all  touch  on  a  general  theme,  ranging 
from  Irish  literature  to  war  to  travel.  There 
are  no  pictures.  A  poem,  story,  or  essay  from 
the  quarterly  can  be  appreciated  in  isolation.

but  what  the  Review  really  represents  is  the 
chance  for  independent,  in-depth  inquiry  and 
engagement.  Not  an  assignment,  it  has  nothing 
to  do  with  exams,  GPAs,  or  major  requirements. 
What  my  discovery  of  the  Sewanee  Review  has 
meant,  then,  is  a  more  complete  realization  of 
the  university,  which  in  its  ideal  form  is  a  place 
where  you  learn  merely  because  you  want  to 
learn. 

So  I'm  pleased  to  report  that  the 
upheaval  of  my  old  student  routine  didn't  lead 
to  chaos  or  despair,  but  rather  to  the  expansion 
of  my  Sewanee  experience.  I've  done  things 
I  previously  would  have  been  too  busy  or  too 
lazy  to  make  time  for.  I've  spent  time  with  old 
friends  and  made  a  few  new  ones.  I  have  a  greater 
appreciation  for  the  history  of  the  University, 
the  Review,  and  their  places  in  American  letters. 
Flipping  through  old  issues  I've  come  across 
stories  by  Flannery  O'Connor  and  Sylvia  Plath; 


poetry  from  Robert  Penn  Warren,  Theodore 
Roethke,  and  Sewanee 's  Wyatt  Prunty;  essays 
by  Wendell  Berry  alongside  those  by  Professors 
Engel  and  Benson.  Now  the  names  Andrew 
Lytle  and  Allen  Tate  are  more  than  just  vaguely 
familiar. 

I'm  more  in  touch  with  this  place, 
but  I'm  also  better  prepared  to  move  on.  When 
my  fellowship  ends  in  May,  I'll  have  an  editing 
and  publishing  job  to  fist  on  my  resume,  an 
understanding  of  the  way  literary  magazines 
are  put  together,  and  some  money  saved  (in 
a  strange  reversal,  the  school  pays  me  to  be 
here).  Despite  inspiring  the  ironic  laughter  of 
those  who  often  accused  me  of  predictability, 
my  decision  to  work  for  the  Sewanee  Review 
was  not  a  clever  ploy  to  avoid  rearranging  my 
schedule.  I'm  still  on  the  Mountain,  but  I  live 
in  a  different,  broader  Sewanee— a  place  where 
the  proverbial  bubble  has  ceased  to  exist.

6 6T guarantee    we    win    against    De- 
lpauw."  Julie  Wilson  ('09),  high 
forward  for  the  Sewanee  Field  Hockey 
team  (7-4,  4-3),  emitted  a  calm  confi- 
dence as  she  guaranteed  victory  over  Se- 
wanee 's  conference  rival,  and  then  adds 
as  an  afterthought,  "and  Transylvania." 
It  is  this  kind  of  cool  confi- 
dence and  loose,  fun  loving  attitude  that 
has  helped  the  Tigers  find  success  in 
recent  matches,  including  an  upset  over 
Centre  College,   leader  of  the  SCAC 
filled  with  parity,  on  the  12th.  The  Ti- 
gers, a  hodgepodge  team  of  one  senior 
(Co-captain  and  leading  scorer  Marcy 
Tickner,  '08),  seven  juniors  (including 
Wilson  and  the  team's  other  captain, 
Claiborne    Buckingham),    two    sopho- 
mores, and  eight  freshmen,  has  been 
bound  together  by  a  sense  that  they  are 
a  part  of  something  bigger  than  them- 
selves. 

Coach  Barb  Taylor  intended 
this  when  she  redesigned  the  Purple  and 
White's  locker  room  facility  a.k.a.  "the 
Shed".  Each  player's  locker  now  has  a 
picture  of  them  on  it,  as  well  as  a  picture 
of  each  player  in  Sewanee  history  who 
has  worn  the  same  number.  The  locker 
room  renewal  gives  each  player  a  sense 
of  history  and  pnde  in  both  the  number 
they  wear  and  the  Sewanee  Field  Hock- 


ey program. 

But  the  Tigers  have  more  strengths  than 
poise  and  a  sense  of  history;  despite  the 
team  consisting  of  players  whose  gradu- 
ation dates  are  far  from  in  sync,  the  Field 
Hockey  team  boasts  strong  team  chemis- 
try. "fWe're]  really  positive,  we  don't  get 
down  on  each  other  like  most  teams 
Everyone  on  the  team  really  wants  to  be 
there  and  really  wants  to  play:  we  make 
sacrifices,"  says  Wilson. 

Field  hockey,  while  seemingly 
odd  to  the  uninitiated,  draws  many  simi- 
larities to  soccer.  The  number  of  players 
on  the  field,  the  formations  used,  even 
the  presence  of  corner  "kicks":  all  of 
these  evoke  'futbol'.  And  to  those  new 
to  both  sports,  the  action  can  seem  slow 
paced  and  mired  in  stoppage.  However. 
Wilson  counters,  "Once  you  know  [field 


hockey]  it's  very  fast."  [Our  team  is]  re- 
ally fast;  I  think  that's  one  of  our  advan- 
tages. So  we  can  afford  to  push  up  on  the 
field  and  play  offensively." 

The  Tigers'  chances  of  a  con- 
ference championship  in  the  topsy-turvy 
SCAC  are  fairly  good.  The  SCAC  Tour- 
nament will  be  held  here  at  "the  Pit" 
from  November  2-4.  giving  Sewanee \ 
fans  a  chance  to  come  out  and  give  their 
team  a  homefield  advantage.  For  those 
unfamiliar  with  the  sport,  it  will  be  an 
excellent  opportunity  to  experience  it 
for  the  first  time,  and  perhaps  dissuade 
negative,  pre-conceived  notions  of  it. 
As  Wilson  argues.  "People  think  that  be- 
cause we  play  in  skirts  it's  easy,  but  it's

If  you  walk  into  a  classroom  at  Sewanee  Elementary 
on  Friday  afternoons  you  might  find  Sewanee 
University  football  player,  Patrick  Shelton.  reading  a 
couple  of  chapters  from  James  and  the  Giant  Peach 
Or  perhaps  if  you  have  attended  one  of  the  numerous 
Habitat  for  Humanity  projects  around  campus  you  may 
have  seen  you  Tiger  Mens'  basketball  team  hard  at 
work  on  the  latest  house.  Some  of  you  may  have  even 
attended  the  pep  rally  that  the  cheerleaders  throw  at 
Sewanee  Elementary.  These  are  but  a  few  examples  of 
the  outreach  that  the  athletic  department  has  performed 
around  the  Sewanee  area. 

This  year  has  seen  a  profound  sense  of 
community  in  almost  every  aspect  of  the  campus  but 
almost  none  more  so  than  from  the  university  athletes. 
Everywhere  we  look,  we  can  see  athletes  using  their 
skills  to  give  back  to  the  community  that  supports  them 
week  in  and  week  out.  Although  the  coaches  certainly 
have  a  hand  in  these  endeavors,  most  are  quick  to  point 
out  that  it  is  the  athletes  who  are  responsible  for  all  the 
work. 

Whde  some  people  look  at  community 
service  as  a  huge  pain  or  even  punishment,  most  of 
those  who  do  it  voluntarily  don't  thiak  anything  of  it. 
"It  really  isn't  that  big  of  a  deal  nor  would  I  even  call 
it  community  service,"  says  freshman  basketball  player 
Tony  Marelle,  "it  is  just  an  easy  way  to  get  to  know 
your  teammates  while  giving  back."  When  asked  if  they 
did  a  good  job  one  player  was  heard  saying,  "We're  not 


Home  Depot,  but  I  think  we  did  a  pretty  good  job." 

At    the   elementary    school,    it    seems    the 
teachers  couldn't  be  more  impressed  with  how  well  the 
kids  enjoy  reading  with  all  the  football  players.  One 
teacher  noted  that  she  had  never  seen  the  kids  sit  so  still 
and  make  so  little  noise  since  she  began  teaching.  In  one 
class,  all  it  took  was  the  smiling  face  of  Blake  Mears 
looking  through  the  window  to  send  them  into  a  flurry 
of  excitement  as  they  hurried  towards  the  reading  mat. 
Each   week,   the  kids  get  a  reading   from 
classics  such  as  Dr.  Seuss'  Horton  Hears  a  Who'.  Three 
Utile  Pigs,  or  even  the  class  favorite  Skippy  Jon  Jones. 
(Note:  the  players  have  been  unsuccessful  in  their  search 
for  The  Puppy  Who  Lost  His  Way).  Two  weeks  ago. 
Quarterbacks  Patrick  Shelton  and  Brient  Hobbs  got  a 
chance  to  read  to  the  kids  and  the  children  could  hardly 
believe  that  the  two  quarterbacks,  "famous  guys"  as  one 
student  put  it,  were  in  their  classroom  and  reading  to 
them.  "It's  fun  hanging  out  with  the  kids."  said  Shelton. 
"They  say  some  of  the  funniest  stuff  and  it's  really  hard 
not  to  laugh  sometimes." 

Even  though  most  players  see  their  work  in 
the  community  as  fun,  the  coaches  know  that  this  kind  of 
work  is  important  to  building  a  team  and  maturing  as  an 
individual.  "It  is  vital  to  get  better  and  work  hard  inside 
the  lines  as  well  as  out. . .  it  goes  towards  being  a  better 
father,  a  better  worker,  and  just  being  a  better  person  in 
society,"  said  head  football  coach  Robert  Black.  "You 
cannot  build  a  championship  program  without  service 
and  community."

So  why 

all  of  a  sudden  is  there  a  huge  spike  in  DUIs 

and  hit-and-runs?      Have   students  been 

lucky  in  the  past  or  are  new  regulations 

in  the  dorms  affecting  students'  behavior? 

Unfortunately,  I  do  not  have  an  answer  for 

you. 

New  punishments  have  been  put  in 
place  for  hit-and-runs;  those  cases  are  now 
sent  to  the  Honor  Council  and  will  be  dealt 
with  as  lying.  Hit-and-runs  can  also  lead  to 
a  date  with  the  court.  We  have  all  signed 
the  Honor  Code  and  as  Sewanee  students 
we  need  to  respect  that  and  understand  that 
we  have  to  be  held  accountable  for  our 
actions  and  not  make  it  worse  by  leaving 
the  scene. 

After  Parents  Weekend  and  rumors 
of  even  more  DUIs  issued,  some  sort  of

There 
have  been  complaints  about  BACCHUS 
not  being  around  or  no  one  answering  the 
phone  at  BACCHUS  dispatch,  but   this 
should  not  lead  to  students  driving  home. 
Students  should  enjoy  the  nice  weather  and 
walk  home  and  burn  off  the  night's  carbs. 
After  a  recent  trip  to  Shenanigans, 
seniors   were   heard   talking   about   how 
BACCHUS   should   run   to   Shenanigans 
and  on  Thursday  nights.     At  a  Parents 
Weekend  party  in  the  Assembly,  parents 
were  complaining  that  the  school  should 
have  a  shuttle  run  from  the  Assembly  and 
Clifftops  to  central  campus.    The  Parents 
went  on  to  say  that  it  was  not  just  for  the 
students,  but  also  for  the  parents. 

So  what  can  be  done  to  solve  the 
problem  that  has  erupted  this  semester?

Review: 

Up  Proof.

Theater  Sewanee  seems  to  have  a  thing 
for  madness.  In  "Hitchhiker,"  we 
followed  a  lone  traveler's  descent  into 
madness  as  his  desolation  on  the  open 
road  increases.  Similarly,  "Proof  presents 
a  brilliant  mathematician's  decline  into 
madness— though  with  a  far  different 
effect  than  "Hitchhiker". 

While  Sheridan's  performance  in 
"Hitchhiker"  portrayed  a  steady  descent 
into  insanity,  "Proof  is  built  upon  far  too 
consistentcharacters.oneofwhomweknow 
I  becomes  insane  in  the  last  few  years  of  his 
life.   During  the  play's  final  act— which  is 
concerned  with  identifying  the  author  of  a 
significant  mathematical  proof—  we  see  the 
effects  of  this  insanity.  Pete  Smith  delivers 
an  excellent  performance  of  his  character's 
madness,  which  masquerades  as  brilliance. 
We  find  Smith  in  just  an  undershirt  and 
pants,  furiously  writing  while  sitting  on  his 
porch  on  a  cold  winter  day— "I'm  on  fire!" 
he  says;  "The  Machinery's  working  again !" 
he  proclaims  — but  this  triumphant  return  is 
nothing  but  the  rantings  of  a  madman,  and 
it  is  up  to  his  daughter  to  calm  him  down 
and  warm  him  up.  Though  she  has  tried  to 
start  her  own  career  as  a  mathematician,  her 
progress  is  stalled  by  her  father's  madness 
and  she  proceeds  to  live  with  him  for  the 
last  five  years  of  his  life— caring  for  him 
by  day,  concocting  one  of  mathematics' 
most  important  proofs  by  night. 

The  acting  itself  was  top  notch, 
with  excellent  performances  by  all  the 
actors.     Despite  the  outstanding  display 


of  acting,  the  production  left  a  little  to  be 
desired.  Though  the  stage  construction  was 
unique  and  interesting-the  stage  itself  was 
a  giant  representation  of  a  human  brain 
which    imagination    transformed    into    a 
house's  front  porch.  Above  the  stage  hung 
an  intricate  mobile  composed  of  hanging 
discs  inscribed  with  various  mathematical 
symbols   which  served   mostly   to   blind 
members    of    the    audience    at    random 
intervals.  Kudos  to  the  crew  for  effort  and 
style,  but  the  mobile  ended  up  being  more 
distracting  than  anything;  and  though  the 
stage  was  really  cool,  I'm  pretty  sure  Paul 
Ashey  is  still  icing  his  ankles  after  walking 
so  much  on  an  incline. 

Again,   I  am  still   surprised  by 
the    acting    tour-de-force    that    was    this 
presentation  of  "Proof .  However,  the  play 
falters  due  to  its  writing,  which  causes  the 
characters  to  be  a  bit  flat.    My  girlfriend 
feels  the  same  way  about  the  television 
show  "Heroes",  which  is  full  of  "stock" 
characters.    Though  I  do  believe  Theater 
Sewanee  did  an  excellent  job  considering 
the  work  it  produced,   I  was  dismayed 
by  the  final  three  seconds  of  the  play,  in 
which  "happy  music"  underlies  a  far  too 
predictable  ending.  After  a  play  consisting 
of  beautiful   acting,   the   final   image   is 
reminiscent  of  a  Hallmark  card  — all  fluff, 
no  substance— thus  belittling  the  play's 
salient  features  (its  portrayal  of  madness) 
and  emphasizing  the  play's  downfalls  (its 
poor  writing  and  lack  of  a  real  ending).  But 
I  guess  I'm  harsh  about  the  ending  because 
I  liked  the  rest  of  the  play  so  much. 
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The   Monteagle  Water  Crisis:  Severe  Drought  Sparks 
Question:  "Save  Lake  Dimmick?"

""1^7  hen  you  as  a  species  believe  that  you  are  not  regulated 
t  V  by  the  same  limiting  resources  as  other  species,  then 
you've  got  problems."  begins  Dr.  Evans  in  my  biology  lecture. 
He's  explaining  carrying  capacity,  or  the  largest  population  that  a 
particular  habitat  can  support  and  sustain.  To  illustrate  this  point, 
he  mentions  the  fact  that  Laurel  Lake.  Monteagle's  primary 
reservoir,  is  now  almost  completely  dry.  City  workers  mowed 
the  grass  on  the  lake  bottom. 

Can  humans  reach  a  carrying  capacity?    If  so,  has 
Monteagle  reached  it7      Currently.  Monteagle  sustains  itself 
by  pumping  300,000-350,000  gallons  of  water/day  from  Tracy 
City  and  Sewanee.   Yet  despite  the  current  situation.  large  scale 
subdivision  developments  are  planned  for  the  future.   New  Life 
Development,  the  owner  of  Cooley's  Rift,  has  plans  for  hundreds 
of  additional  home  units  and  an  1 8-hole  golf  course. 
Why  does  this  concern  Sewanee? 
The  Sewanee  Utility  District  (SUD)  supplies  Sewanee 
with  water.    The  University  chugs  about  100,000  gallons  of 
water/day  and  comprises  about  40%  of  its  customer  base.   Our 
primary  water  reservoir  is  Lake  O'Donnell,  and  our  secondary  is 
Lake  Jackson.  In  dry  months,  it's  not  unusual  for  reservoir  levels 
to  drop  several  feet.  Last  year,  Jackson  was  down  14  feet  and  this 
year,  the  water  in  Lake  Jackson  has  dropped  beyond  that.  There 
has  only  been  one  occasion  in  Sewanee 's  history  in  which  we've 
had  to  utilize  a  third  water  source.  That  occurred  in  1987  when 
we  used  Lake  Dimmick. 

Because  of  its  size,  Dimmick  would  probably  be 
Sewanee 's  tertiary  water  supply  if  we  ever  needed  it  again,  but 
there  are  infinite  reasons  why  we  should  hope  it  never  comes  to 
that  Owned  by  the  University,  Lake  Dimmick  is  a  unique  asset 
to  the  Domain.  It  is  one  of  the  few  plateau  forests  that  retains 
many  of  its  original  ecological  processes  and  provides  excellent 
examples  of  forest  succession.  This  makes  it  an  invaluable  site 
for  undergraduate  research.  Dimmick  is  also  the  training  ground 
for  Sewanee "s  crew  team,  who  row  the  lake's  length  twenty-four 
times  a  week. 

The  University  recognizes  Dimmick's  importance. 
In  the  2003  Management  Plan  from  the  Office  of  Domain 
Management,  it  is  specifically  recommended  that  the  reservoir 
be  protected  "from  housing  developments  or  any  other  activities 
that  might  endanger  the  sources  of  drinking  water."  This  plan 
also  stresses  the  importance  of  preservation  for  "Sewanee's  rich 
biological  and  cultural  heritage."  But  is  this  plan  enough?  Will 
the  addition  of  new  developments  on  the  plateau  "endanger  the 
sources  of  drinking  water"  enough  to  make  the  University  take 
further  steps  to  protect  this  watershed? 

Some  action  has  already  been  taken.  Last  spring,  the 
Order  of  the  Gownsmen  unanimously  passed  the  "Resolution 
Concerning  the  Development  of  Cooley's  Rift."  This  resolution 
recommended  to  the  Board  of  Regents  "that  the  Dimmick 
reservoir  not  be  used  for  water  supply  until  the  Sewanee  Utility 
District  presents  long-term  plans  to  the  University  and  can  assure 
that  it  can  adequately  protect  the  University's  interests  and  future 
growth  plans  with  respect  to  its  water  needs."  It  doesn't  stop 
there. 

In  the  fall  of  2006,  Lake  Dimmick  was  the  source  of 
much  controversy  when  the  University  hired  a  development  firm 
to  conduct  a  feasibility  study  for  possible  residential  development 
on  the  lake's  perimeter.  At  the  public  meeting  where  this  study  was 
presented  to  the  community,  gowned  students  and  townspeople 
showed  up  in  droves  to  protest  the  notion  of  development.  The 
meeting  lasted  two  hours.  The  Order  of  the  Gownsmen  passed 
"A  Resolution  Concerning  the  Development  at  Lake  Dimmick," 
citing  the  fact  that  Lake  Dimmick  serves  as  a  valuable  resource 
for  undergraduate  study  and  recreation,  and  recommending  that 
the  "Board  of  Regents  immediately  cease  any  consideration  of 
commercial  or  residential  development  on  the  Lake  Dimmick 
tract," 

Community  groups  have  also  mobilized  around  the 
issue  of  development.     The  South  Cumberland  Community 


Association  (SCCA)  formed  last  spring  with  a  mission  to  guide 
growth  and  development  in  the  Franklin,  Grundy,  and  Marion 
counties  through  community  education  and  involvement. 

The  Sewanee  Utility  District  took  action  last  week, 
calling  for  a  voluntary  reduction  of  water  consumption  and 
asking  customers  to  conserve  water  wherever  possible.  If  every 
student  took  one  less  minute  in  the  shower,  we'd  save  about 
3.000  gallons  a  day.  And  I  know  it  may  seem  repulsive,  but  the 
phrase  "If  it's  yellow  let  it  mellow..."  might  be  more  appealing 
if  we  knew  that  each  flush  might  one  day  be  drawn  from  Lake 
Dimmick.  In  a  time  of  drought,  every  bit  makes  a  difference. 

It's  high  time  we  start  thinking  of  ourselves  as  another 


one  of  those  species  that  can  be  regulated,  just  like  every  other 
living  thing,  by  limited  resources.  Last  month.  Lawrence 
Smith,  president  of  the  Population  Institute,  said  that  "a  lack  of 
fresh  water  is  the  worst  problem  a  population  can  experience. 
"If  the  water  goes,  the  species  goes."  Maybe  we  do  have  a 
carrying  capacity.  Considering  the  recent  pattern  of  drought 
and  a  neighboring  town  that  is  almost  completely  out  of  water, 
targeting  rampant  development  might  not  be  a  bad  idea  if  we 
have  any  concern  about  future  life  on  the  plateau. 

The  next  SUD  Board  of  Commissioners  meeting  is 
tonight,  Thursday.  October  18"',  at  5:00p.m.  in  thr  SUD  office  on 
Sherwood  Road.

Campus  Calamities:  a  Deepe

Vyith  consistent  clusters  of  weekend  cataclysm  rearing  their 

V  f"!  y  hrdS  °"  CampUS' the  level  of  concern  for  the  health 
and  safety  of  students  has  risen  considerably.  And  with  th.s 
heightened  focus  on  the  students'  well-being,  what  has  come  to 
light  is  that  many  of  our  young  scholars  are  putting  themselves 
at  nsk  by  ,gnonng  some  of  the  common  sense  precautions  they 
should  be  taking  that  are  connected  with  their  own  physical  or 
mental  health  infirmities.  That  is  to  say,  durmg  their  undergraduate 
years,  students  are  at  an  age  when  many  new  psychological  and 
physical  afflictions  tend  to  present  themselves,  and.  in  response 
many  students  are  doing  one  or  more  of  the  following  three 
things:  disregarding  a  problem,  attempting  to  self-medicate  their 
own  illnesses,  or  mixing  alcohol  and  other  substances  with  the 
medications  they  have  been  given  by  their  doctors 

According  to  Dr.  Spaulding,  one  of  the  doctors  at 
Counseling  Services,  the  three  most  common  psychological 
issues  undergraduate  students  encounter  are  substance  abuse 
depression,  and  anxiety.  While  many  students  are  referred  to 
counseling  services  by  one  of  the  deans  for  a  substance  abuse 
problem,  many  come  of  their  own  volition.  Similarly,  while  some 
.students  dealing  with  depression  (which  accounts  for  a  quarter  of 
the  care  load  at  Counseling  Services)  and  anxiety  are  encouraged 
by  friends  or  faculty  to  arrange  a  meeting  with  one  of  the  doctors 
at  health  services,  many  others  make  their  own  choice  to  seek 
help.  Hence.  Dr.  Spaulding's  advice  to  all  is  this:  'Take  it 
seriously.  While  everyone  experiences  some  level  of  depression 
or  a^ety  occasionally,  clinical  depression  and  chronic  anxiety

Furthermore,  some  students  find 

themselves  abusing  counter  medicines  like  Sudafed.  Likewise 

others  suffering  from  insomnia  (of  which  Health  Serv.ces  sees 

a  great  number  of  cases,  especially  around  mid-terms  and  finals) 

or  chrome  insomnia  attempt  to  self-medicate   with  alcohol 

And  while  alcohol  does  provide  a  mild  temporary  solution   it 

ultimately  winds  up  interfering  with  one's  sleep  patterns.  Many 

students  often  take  Ibuprofen  or  Advil  before  dnnking  to  avoid  a 

nasty  headache  later,  but  their  precautions,  in  this  case,  are  futile 

as  these  drugs  can  act  as  irritants  to  the  stomach.  Think  about  it 


mixing  irritants  with  more  irritants  (i.e.  drinking  and  smoking)  is 
simply  not  a  sensible  solution. 

The  bottom  line.  then,  is  this:  watch  out  for  your 
friends  and  yourself,  and  be  mindful  of  what  you  are  putting 
into  your  system.  Dnnking  can  be  a  dangerous  activity  in  and 
of  itself;  combining  it  with  mental  or  physical  health  problems 
or  prescription  or  over  the  counter  drugs  is  never  a  good  idea 
Your  friends,  dorm  staff,  professors,  and  deans  can  all  be  helpful 
resources,  but  these  are  the  campus'  two  main  care  providers

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Fact  or  Fiction?:  Fake 

IDs  and  the  Honor  Code.

Lets  face  it  -  we  go  to  a  freakishly  small 
school  in  the  middle  of  nowhere.  Hence, 
we  all  know  everything  about  this  tiny  world 
we  live  in... or  we  think  we  do.  The  purpose  of 
this  column  is  to  clear  up  a  few  of  the  common 
rumors  around  campus.  No,  not  Billy  Bob  and 
Susie  Q  getting  it  on  in  front  of  parents  Saturday 
night,  but  things  that  actually  affect  our  lives 
here.  The  following  is  a  rumor  along  with  the 
facts  that  either  prove  or  disprove  it. 

RUMOR:  There  have  been  TONS  of  fake  IDs 
around  campus  this  semester,  leading  to  multiple 
arrests  as  well  as  honor  code  violations!  These 
high  numbers  have  caused  the  Honor  Council  to 
change  their  policy  regarding  how  severe  they 
will  try  these  cases.  Do  you  have  a  fake  ID  in 
your  room?  Perhaps  your  matron  will  find  it 
during  room  checks  and  turn  you  in.  causing 
you  to  be  expelled  from  Sewanee. 

FICTION:  The  Chairman  of  the  Honor 
Council.  Tyler  Brantley  wants  "to  squelch 
the  rumors,  no,  the  council  is  not  changing 
its  policy  regarding  fake  IDs."  So  far  this 
year,  the  Honor  Council  has  seen  two  fake  ID 
cases,  which  is  above  average  for  the  Sewanee 
community,  but  not  out  of  control.  This  problem 
can  and  should  be  resolved  with  the  help  of 
communication  among  students  regarding  the 
possible  consequences  of  your  actions.  In  order 
to  clarify  a  few  things,  students  need  to  realize 
that  using  a  fake  ID  is  a  violation  of  the  Honor 
Code  -  it  is  a  form  of  lying.  Contrary  to  popular 
belief,  the  Honor  Council  is  handling  fake  ID 


cases  the  same  as  they  always  have. 

There  are  two  categories  of  Honor 
Code  violations,  academic  and  non-academic. 
Non-academic  violations  involve  instances  like, 
lying  to  dorm  staff,  stealing  a  computer,  using  a 
fake  ID,  etc.  Brantley  explains,  "because  there 
are  so  many  types  of  non-academic  cases,  if 
a  student  is  found  guilty  of  such  an  act  there 
is  a  much  wider  range  of  punishments  which 
are  implemented  on  a  case-to-case  basis." 
Punishments  range  from  social  probation  and 
community  service,  to  possible  suspension  in 
the  harshest  of  cases. 

BranUey  further  emphasized, 
"students'  should  also  be  reminded  that  not 
only  is  using  a  fake  ID  a  violation  of  Sewanee 's 
Honor  Code  but  is  against  the  law.  If  caught 
by  a  police  officer  you  can  and  most  likely 
will  be  arrested."  Therefore,  you  should  use 
the  intelligence  you  obviously  have  (since  you 
are  a  student  at  Sewanee)  and  make  the  right 
decision.  Sure,  fake  IDs  are  common  on 
college  campuses  across  the  country;  however, 
this  is  not  a  typical  college  campus. 

Brantley  concluded,  stating.  "Is  the 
Honor  Council  going  to  search  through  people's 
rooms  and  wallets  to  see  who  all  is  hiding  a 
fake  ID?  Of  course  not;  however,  anytime  a 
specific  incident  is  brought  to  our  attention  we 
will  pursue  it  as  we  do  with  any  other  suspected 
violation  of  the  code." 

So.  don't  fret,  your  matron  should  not 
be  going  through  your  room  in  search  of  a  fake 
ID.  However,  be  smart  and  make  good  choices, 
because  this  is  a  problem  that  can  easily  be 
avoided. 


University  Gun  Control.

At  the  Regents'  luncheon  the  other  week, 
student  leaders  of  the  University  talked 
quite  earnestly  about  what  is  happening  in  their 
organizations.  During  a  discussion  of  Virginia 
Tech.  one  student  leader  asserted  that  within  our 
student  body  there  is  a  presence  of  fire-arms  and 
weapons.  This  might  not  only  seem  alarming 
in  the  aftermath  of  the  Virginia  Tech  shootings, 
but  it  is  also  highly  illegal.  Sometimes  legality 
is  hard  to  impart  to  college-aged  students.  First, 
they  seem  invincible.  Secondly,  most  students 
have  the  mentality  that  penalties  are  less  harsh, 
since  they  are  so  disconnected  from  the  outside 
world. 

Sadly.  Sewanee  students  are  not 
either  of  these  two  things.  If  you  are  found  with 
a  weapon  on  a  college  campus,  it  is  a  felony. 
What  does  that  mean  you  ask?  Well,  it  means 
up  to  six  years  of  hard  time  in  a  federal  prison 
and  a  huge  fine.  The  TN  State  annotated  code 
prescribes.  "A  maximum  penalty  of  six  years 
imprisonment  and  a  fine  not  to  exceed  three 


thousand  dollars  for  carrying  weapons  on  school 
property"  (TN  Annot.  Code  39- 1 7- 1 309). 

What's  a  weapon?  The  easy  answer 
is:  just  about  anything  you  could  imagine  prima 
facie  as  a  weapon  ...  is  most  likely  a  weapon. 
The  statute  states  that  the  term,  "weapon  of  like 
kind"  includes  "razors  and  razor  blades,  except 
those  used  solely  for  personal  shaving,  and 
any  sharp  pointed  or  edged  instrument,  except 
unaltered  nail  files  and  clips  and  tools  used 
solely  for  preparation  of  food,  instruction  and 
maintenance"  (TN  Annot.  Code  39-17-1309). 
If  this  gives  students  any  idea  of  the  threshold 
for  the  penalty,  it  is  easy  to  understand  that  guns 
and  knives  are  clearly  an  arrestable  offense,  and 
any  student  caught  in  violation  could  possibly 
be  put  in  a  federal  prison  for  a  couple  of  years. 

As  one  of  the  Regents  put  it,  students 
that  have  weapons  should  not  be  concerned 
with  whether  or  not  Sewanee  has  the  police 
infrastructure  to  enforce  the  law,  but  rather,  they 
should  mainly  be  concerned  with  how  fast  they 
can  get  their  weapons  off  this  campus.

As  of  January  2007,  Sewanee  has  been 
using  a  new  online  system  to  organize 
when  and  where  events  on  campus  can  be  held. 
Previously,  organization  leaders  would  need 
to  contact  the  Master  Calendar  Coordinator, 
Jan  Seigmund,  who  would  then  contact  each 
individual  facility  manager  and  see  if  the  room 
requested  was  available. 

Now,  however.  Sewanee  has  m  place 
the  online  calendar,  which  can  be  accessed  at 
calendar.sewanee.edu.  Because  all  of  Sewanee's 
facility  managers  are  now  using  the  new  online 
calendar  system,  it  allows  for  a  faster  response 
time  when  event  planners  inquire  about  a 
certain  facility  for  a  specific  date. 

It  also  eliminates  confusion  caused 
by  overbooking.  Says  Director  of  Student 
Activities  and  Organizations.  Jamey  Campbell, 
the  online  calendar  provides  an  "accurate 
representation  of  what's  available  on  campus 


as  far  as  space."  Those  requesting  rooms  via 
the  online  calendar  can  also  view  digital  photos 
of  the  facilities  and  see  the  room  capacity  along 
with  the  technology  equipment  available  in  that 
room  before  requesting  it. 

The  biggest  drawback  to  the  online 
calendar,  according  to  Seigmund,  is  that  the 
program  only  often  does  not  allow  for  enough 
text  for  an  event  planner  to  sufficiently  describe 
an  event,  and  that  the  system  does  not  yet  have 
a  place  to  upload  URLs  for  events  with  web 
pages.  However,  Seigmund  plans  to  remedy 
both  of  these  in  the  near  future. 

The  calendar  operates  primarily  on  a 
first  come,  first  serve  basis,  so  event  planners 
should  make  sure  that  they  do  not  wait  until 
the  last  minute.  Should  they  encounter  any 
issues  with  navigating  the  system  or  scheduling 
events,  both  the  offices  of  Jan  Seigmund  and 
Jamey  Campbell  are  happy  to  resolve  the 
issue.

Flu  Shot,  Why  Not?

The  colors  are 
draining  into  delightful  reds  and  yellows, 
the  air  is  as  crisp  as  the  leaves,  and  people 
everywhere  are  running  fevers  of  over  one 
hundred  degrees  and  throwing  up  on  a  regular 
basis.  Lovely!  So,  if  you're  aiming  to  enjoy 
the  first  two  perks  of  fall  and  avoid  the  latter 
like  the  plague  (if  you  will),  taking  a  visit  to 
Health  Services  to  get  a  flu  shot  is  highly 
recommended. 

So,  why  not  get  the  flu  shot?  For 
some  reason,  many  people  believe  that  one 
can.  in  fact,  get  the  flu  (or  some  other  illness) 
from  the  flu  shot.

Parlier  this  summer,  the  buzz  among 
J-*  Republicans  m  Washington  revolved 
around  when  Fred  Thompson  would  enter  the 
2008  race  for  the  White  House.  Thompson 
teased  the  electorate  numerous  times  as  pundits 
on  television  incorrectly  guessed  when  he 
would  officially  announce.

We've  all  heard  the  age  old  saying,  "If  it's 
yellow  let  it  mellow,  if  ifs  brown.  Hush 
it  down,"  and  now  the  time  has  come  to  put 
these  words  into  practice  and  start  conserving 
water!  The  drought,  which  plagued  the  South 
this  summer,  has  left  Monteagle  without  water; 
Sewanee  is  using  its  back  up  water  reservoirs 
to  help  them  out  by  selling  them  some  of  our 
water.  Here  at  Sewanee  we  use  about  300-400 
thousand  gallons  of  water  a  day.  There  are  no 
natural  bodies  of  water  here,  so  beginmng  in  the 
50 's,  Sewanee  started  building  lakes  to  hold  rain 
water  and  supply  the  town  and  college.  Today 
we  use  water  from  Lake  O'Donnell  and  Lake 
Jackson,  and  our  back-up  water  source  is  the 
famous  Lake  Dimmick. 

We  have  plenty  of  water  at  the  moment, 
but  if  we  do  not  have  any  more  rain  and  we  do 
not  start  conserving,  we  could  run  low.  Here  are 
some  things  you  can  do  to  help  conserve  water 
so  that  we  don't  run  out  and  to  prevent  all  of  our 
reservoirs  from  turning  into  muddin'  holes! 

1.  Turn  off  the  tap. 

Leaving  the  water  on  while  brushing 
your  teeth  can  use  gallons  of  water,  so  just  turn  it 
off  until  it's  time  to  rinse. 

2.  Take  shorter  showers.  They  do 
seem  refreshing  on  these  cool  fall  mornings,  but 
try  turning  off  the  water  when  you  soap  up  And 
although  everyone  loves  stepping  into  an  already 
hot  shower,  don't  leave  the  water  running  for  ten 
minutes  just  so  it  gets  hot.  Consider  that -chilly 
water  an  abrupt  wake  up  call.  The  showerheads 
in  most  dorms  are  "low  flow,"  meaning  they 
dispense  a  lot  less  water  than  normal  ones,  but 
just  because  we  do  not  see  the  water  bill  doesn't 
mean  we  should  take  15minute  showers.  Also, 
never  discount  the  environmental  benefits  of 
showering  with  a  buddy! 


3.  Flush  carefully. 

It's  not  absolutely  necessary  to 
flush  every  single  time,  and  even  though  your 
suitemate  is  disgusted,  you  are  saving  up  to  5 
gallons  of  water  from  being  used  for  each  flush' 

These  are  things  we  can  do  every 
day  to  conserve  water  here  at  Sewanee.  As  we 
stressed  in  our  last  article,  we  are  not  asking  for 
you  to  make  life  changing  adjustments,  but  there 
are  small  things  that  we  can  all  do  that  can  make 
a  huge  impact.  Some  of  these  tips  can  be  done 
everyday  with  just  a  few  minutes  extra  time  and 
effort  involved.  They  seem  fairly  simple,  but  they 
will  have  a  broader  water  conserving  reach: 

4.  Drink  Tap  Water! 

Many  people  think  bottled  water  tastes 
better  or  is  more  convenient  to  carry  around.  What 
you  may  not  be  aware  of,  however,  is  that  bottled 
water  does  not  go  through  strict  testing  like  city 
water,  and  for  every  two  gallons  of  "bottled 
water"  one  gallon  is  wasted  in  the  purification 
process!  Use  a  Nalgene  or  other  reusable  water 
container,  and  dnnk  from  the  tap! 

5.  Recycle! 

It's  as  easy  as  putting  your  cans  and 
paper  in  a  separate  container  from  your  trash, 
and  it  even  saves  water!  It  takes  100  gallons 
of  water  to  produce  one  pound  of  paper  Your 
Environmental  Residents  are  doing  all  the  leg- 
work  for  you!  All  they  ask  is  that  you  take  the 
time  to  WALK  your  recycling  to  the  correct 
receptacle  in  your  halfway. 

6.Fill  it  up! 

Make  sure  your  washing  machine  and 
dishwasher  are  full  before  you  do  a  load!  Or. 
even  better,  hand  wash  your  dishes  to  prevent 
sending  them  through  an  entire  cycle. 

It's  easy  to  conserve  water!  All  it  takes 
is  a  little  effort  and  awareness.  So.  if  it's  yellow, 
just  let  it  mellow!

Pause  for  a  moment  and  think,  "what  would  you  say  is 
special  about  Sewanee?"  Dean  Hartman,  the  Dean  of 
Students,  and  Mark  Kelly,  the  executive  director  of  marketing 
and  communications,  posed  this  simply  worded,  yet  difficult 
to  answer  question  as  one  of  the  key  ingredients  to  discovering 
Sewanee's  image.  Maguire  Associates  is  currently  researching 
Sewanee's  image,  a  little  known  fact  that  has  circulated  around 
campus,  causing  various  rumors  about  why  this  research  is 
taking  place  and  what  the  school  hopes  to  learn  from  Maguire 's 
research  team.  Dean  Hartman  explained  that  Maguire  Associates 
is  here  "to  help  understand  what  external  constituents  perception 
of  Sewanee  is  based  on  their  own  knowledge  and  what  we're 
putting  out." 

For  instant  clarification  to  students,  they  are  not  here 
to  cover  or  change  Sewanee's  occasional  image  as  a  "party 
school,"  nor  is  the  administration  trying  to  misrepresent  what 
Sewanee  is  all  about.  The  school's  "hope  is  for  it  to  be  an 
honest  representation  of  this  remarkable  place,"  Dean  Hartman 
explained.  This  statement  is  not  simply  in  reference  to  Sewanee 
as  a  party  school,  but  Sewanee  as  a  whole. 

Many  of  us  explain  Sewanee  to  friends  and 
prospectives  by  immediately  sharing  the  fun  traditions  we  hold 
dear  to  our  hearts.  Some  people,  however,  might  not  immediately 
understand  tapping  the  roof  of  your  car  to  get  your  angel,  wearing 
Oxford  gowns  to  class,  and  not  daring  to  step  on  the  seal  in  All 
Saints  until  you  graduate.  Yes,  these  traditions  are  important  to 
Sewanee  students,  but  it  is  also  important  to  explain  and  display 
these  valued  traditions  in  a  way  that  is  true  to  why  they  are 
important  and  what  they  say  about  life  on  this  campus.  As  Dean 
Hartman  explained,  "it  is  difficult  to  capture  the  essence  of  any 
constitution,  and,  from  my  point  of  view,  it's  more  difficult  to 
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It  is  difficult  to  capture  the  essence  of  any  constitution, 
and,  from  my  point  of  view,  it's  more 


difficult  to  capture  what  is  special  about  Sewanee. 
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capture  what  is  special  about  Sewanee."  Essentially,  Maguire 
is  here  because  it's  helpful  to  ask  for  help  so  Sewanee  may 
accurately  represent  itself  in  the  increasingly  competitive  small 
liberal  arts  college  market. 

Pat  Casey,  Senior  Vice  President  at  Maguire  Associates, 
explained,  "I  work  with  clients  in  a  consulting  capacity,  I 
help  design  and  analyze  market  research  (both  qualitative, 
like  focus  groups  and  quantitative,  like  surveys),  and  I  make 
recommendations  of  how  schools  can  take  action  on  what  we 
discovered  in  our  research  and  consulting."  This  type  of  work 
also  took  place  five  years  ago.  when  they  studied  the  image  of 
Sewanee  among  prospective  students,  parents,  and  admitted 


students.  To  conduct  this  study,  they  researched  the,  "impact 
of  its  traditions,  academic  reputation,  and  religious  affiliation," 
explained  Casey.  Since  they  were  just  here,  some  of  you  may  be 
wondering,  why  are  they  back? 

Dean  Hartman,  among  others,  thought  the  last 
work  they  did  was  excellent  and  "gave  great  feedback  on 
understanding  ourselves,  our  strengths,  our  perceptions,  and 
misperceptions."  Their  data  helped  to  inform  the  University's 
Integrated  Communications  and  Marketing  Plan.  Pat  Casey  said 
they  "found  that  the  Honor  Code  was  especially  attractive  to 
students  and  that  their  search  for  a  college  was  largely  dnven

Myositis:  Student  Raises  Money  For 
Autoimmune  Disease.

As  a  freshman  in  high  school  Peyton  Hutchins  '08  was 
devastated  when  she  didn't  make  the  field  hockey  team. 
"I  thought  it  was  just  because  I  was  getting  older  and  not  as 
in  shape  as  I  used  to  be,"  she  remembered.  As  her  muscle 
weakness  progressed,  however,  a  rash  appeared  around  her 
eyes,  leading  Hutchins'  concerned  mother  to  take  her  to  a 
dermatologist.  "One  thing  lead  to  another,  and  I  was  diagnosed 
with  dermatomyositis,"  she  explained. 

Dermatomyositis  is  an  autoimmune  disease  that 
Hutchins  has  now  lived  with  for  eight  years.  When  explaining 
the  disorder,  she  said,  "The  immune  system  attacks  itself.  It 
attacks  the  skin  cells  causing  a  rash  and  attacks  the  muscle 
cells  causing  weakness  in  the  muscles  and  inflammation."  As 
a  result,  when  the  disorder  is  at  its  worst,  Hutchins  has  trouble 
standing  up,  walking  up  stairs,  and  even  putting  on  her  own 
socks.  She  is  relieved,  though,  that  in  the  last  several  years  her 
muscular  symptoms  have  died  down  aside  from  a  few  flare^ 
ups,  leaving  only  the  pink  rash  around  her  eyes. 

Now  Hutchins  is  calling  on  the  Sewanee  community 
to  help  her  find  the  cause  and  hopefully  a  better  cure  for  myositis. 
"You  see  all  these  fundraisers  for  non-profits  on  campus.  I 
love  helping  with  those,  but  I'd  also  love  to  do  something  that 
really  affects  me  personally."  explained  Hutchins.  She  asked 
her  parents  and  friends  for  ideas  on  how  to  raise  money  for 
myositis,  but  her  busy  fife  at  Sewanee  kept  her  preoccupied. 


Finally  her  chance  came  in  the  form  of  an  e-mail:  "It 
was  about  The  Myositis  Association,  and  it  offered  a  chance  to 
make  my  own  campaign  for  myositis  -  you  can  raise  money; 
it's  really  easy  -  and  I  thought,  this  is  the  perfect  thing."  The 
TMA  is  a  non-profit  organization  that  began  in  1993,  offering 
medical  information  and  support  to  patients  and  also  heads 
fundraisers  to  raise  money  for  research.  Through  its  website, 
Hutchins  has  begun  her  own  campaign  to  raise  $1000. 
The  site  is  http://www.myositis.org/community/campaign. 
cfm?id=3389  and  interested  donors  can  simply  go  to  the  site 
and  click  "donate  now"  in  order  to  help  out. 

When  asked  why  people  should  donate  to  her  cause, 
Hutchins  replied,  "It's  really  a  debilitating  disease  depending 
on  the  severity  of  it.  There  are  so  many  donations  made  to 
diseases  like  breast  cancer.  And  that's  wonderful,  but  it's  also 
important  to  look  out  for  the  smaller  diseases."  All  money 
donated  will  go  toward  the  TMA's  research  efforts  to  learn  more 
about  myositis  and  help  those  who  suffer  from  it.  "Right  now 
I'm  on  a  sort  of  heart  transplant  kind  of  medicine.  It  suppresses 
the  immune  system  so  that  it  can  hopefully  suppress  myositis, 
which  means  I  have  to  be  a  lot  more  careful  not  to  get  sick," 
Hutchins  explained  of  the  need  for  a  better  cure. 

She  also  noted,  however,  that  the  main  goal  of  the 
research  is  to  find  the  cause  of  the  disease.  "They  think  genetics 
is  something.  I  think  that's  one  of  die  main  causes  because  half

Although  this  might 
seem  obvious  to  some,  it  is  helpful  to  have  an 
outside  organization  clarify.  As  Mark  Kelly 
commented,  "In  the  end,  they  said  things  we 
knew  about  Sewanee,  but  in  different  terms." 
After  their  last  visit,  Maguire  "encouraged 
Sewanee  to  keep  better  track  of  outcome 
indicators  (such  as  graduate  school  and  job 
placements)  since  these  were  becoming 
increasingly  important  to  students,"  Casey 
explained. 

So,  they  are  back  to  see  if  there  are  any 
changes  in  the  perception  of  Sewanee  since  the 
last  study,  and,  perhaps,  pull  out  some  aspects  of 
the  Sewanee  experience  from  current  students 
and  alumni  that  might  indicate  there  is  a  way 
to  attract  more  or  different  students  through  a 
clearer  and  more  compelling  representation  of 
the  University.  The  current  research  project 
will  take  the  better  part  of  this  academic  year, 
during  which  they  are  again  looking  at  image 
issues  by  researching  with  focus  groups  of 
students,  faculty,  and  administrators  on  campus 
as  well  as  alumni  and  parents  off  campus.  This 
research  is  taking  part  in  two  phases:  the  focus 
groups,  followed  by  a  comprehensive  survey, 
during  which  everyone  may  participate.  Soon, 
Maguire  will  conduct  two  focus  groups  with 
students  when  they  are  on  campus  November 
7th  and  8th,  and  they  will  also  be  setting  up  a 
table  in  McClurg  during  lunch  and  dinner  on 
Wednesday,  November  7th,  to  elicit  student 
opinion.   The  purpose,  Mark  Kelly  explained,

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my  family  has  autoimmune  diseases,"  Hutchins 
described.  "They  also  think  that  stress  can 
help  cause  it"  Despite  these  leads,  Hutchins 
explained,  a  definite  cause  has  yet  to  be  found 
due  to  lack  of  funding  for  medical  research. 

Donations  will  go  to  programs  such 
as  the  new  myositis  clinic  at  John  Hopkins 
University,  which  started  research  to  find 
the  origin  of  the  disorder  and  develop  better 
treatments  for  its  symptoms.  "They  don't

Hutchins  said  of  the  clinic,  "But  right  now  they 
have  a  rheumatologist,  a  neurologist  They're 
trying  to  get  a  dermatologist  and  are  starting 
to  do  clinical  studies  to  really  advance  the 
research  on  the  disorder." 

She  hopes,  therefore,  that  any 
donations  made  through  her  campaign  will 
help  research  programs  such  as  this  fledgling 
clinic  to  develop  into  an  effective  center  for  the 
investigation  of  myositis.

Casey  also  revealed  that  other 
specific  questions  Maguire  will  "be  pursuing 
include:  what  has  been  transformational 
about  your  Sewanee  experience;  what  is  the 
University's  image  in  the  world  you  live  in, 
what  qualities  would  you  like  to  hear  more 
frequently  associated  with  Sewanee;  how  does/ 
did  living  on  the  Domain  make  a  Sewanee 
education  different?" 

In  the  end,  however,  we  must  ask 
what  differentiates  us  from  the  top  50  liberal 
arts  colleges?  "As  competition  for  students 
becomes  increasingly  tougher,  institutions 
have  to  become  very  clear  about  what  they 
offer,  and  they  have  to  deliver  on  the  promises 
they  make,"  explained  Casey.  Maguire 
hopes  they  can  "help  Sewanee  to  effectively 
and  consistently  articulate  its  distinctive 
features  and  therefore  securely  position  itself  in 
the  higher  education  marketplace."  The  results 
of  this  research  will  help  Mark  Kelly  and  his 
staff",  develop  a  messaging  platform  that  will 
guide  communications  efforts  on  the  web  and 
in  all  printed  materials.  As  Kelly  explained. 
"We  need  to  do  a  better  job  telling  our  story 
-  not  changing  what  Sewanee  is,  but  accurately 
describing  what  Sewanee  is  and  what  it  could 
claim  to  be."  Clarity  and  understanding  about 
this  institution  revealed  in  the  research  of 
Sewanee 's  image  should  help  attract  the  best 
(fit)  students  we  can  get  for  years  to  come,  who. 
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Hutchins  hopes  everyone  in  the 
Sewanee  community  will  get  involved  in  some 
way  with  her  campaign.  'Talk  to  other  people 
about  it,  show  other  people.  Just  getting  the  word 
out  helps,"  she  urged  of  those  who  are  hesitant 
to  open  their  wallets.  "Every  little  bit  helps.  It's 
not  like  you  have  to  donate  a  thousand  dollars. 
Even  ten  dollars  makes  a  difference  and  it  all 
adds  up."  A  friend's  parents  have  offered  to 
match  every  ten  donations  made  to  Hutchins' 
cause,  so  even  the  smallest  contribution  can 
lead  to  one  that  is  dramatically  bigger. 

Hutchins  chose  to  raise  money  for 
myositis  because  the  disorder  particularly 
affects  her.  Likewise,  staff  and  students  at 
Sewanee  who  donate  can  affect  their  own 
community  by  helping  one  of  its  members 
aid  medical  progress  for  her  disease.  Hutchins 
has  currendy  raised  $515,  a  number  which  she 
hopes  will  grow  dramatically  with  the  help  of 
the  Sewanee  community.

first  real  encounters  with  science.  In  my  eyes, 
his  life  priorities  matched  those  I  believe  a 
teacher's  should  be.  Through  his  lecture  style 
and  out  of  class  conversation  he  made  clear 
where  he  thought  our  focus  should  lie.  He 
desperately  wanted  us  to  learn  and  understand, 
but  grounded  us  with  his  refrain.  "Students,  this 
is  just  a  class,  it  isn't  nuclear  war  and  no  one 
will  die.  so  we  will  not  stress".  His  traditional 
pre-test  sermon  always  included  his  desire  for  us 
to  be  so  confident  and  well  prepared  we  should 
find  ourselves  watching  a  movie  the  night 
before.

You  may  recall  the  huge  wooden  doors 
displaced  in  the  renovation  of  Woods 
Lab,  which  were  auctioned  off  last  month  on 
eBay.  On  October  1,  2007,  bidding  for  the 
doors  closed  at  $3650,  a  figure  that  surprised 
Dixon  Myers,  director  of  Housing  Sewanee,  the 
charity  which  benefits  from  the  proceeds  of  the 
auction.  Myers  stated,  "As  a  former  builder,  I 
thought  the  doors  were  probably  worth  $2500. 
so  I  am  wondering  if  the  response  has  a  certain 
'Sewanee  Value'  to  it." 

Myers  certainly  had  the  right  idea. 
It  was  indeed  the  doors'  intrinsic  connection 
to  Sewanee  that  rendered  them  too  appealing 
to  pass  up  to  the  eventual  purchaser.  The 
buyer,  Wayne  Adams  of  Roanoke,  Virginia, 
graduated  from  Sewanee  in  1977  with  a  BA  in 
Mathematics.  Mr.  Adams  first  learned  of  the 
doors  through  an  article  in  Sewanee  E-news, 
the  electronic  newsletter  for  alumni.  His  interest 
was  instantly  piqued. 

"As  a  math  major,  I  spent  many  hours 
in  Woods  Lab.  I  not  only  attended  classes  there, 
but  also  worked  in  Woods  as  part  of  my  college 
Work-Study  program.  I  tutored  Calculus  and 
Finite  Math  and  later  worked  for  Dr.  Clay  Ross 
in  the  Computer  Science  Department,"  Adams 
recalled.  Woods  Lab  clearly  played  a  central 
part  in  Adam's  time  at  Sewanee,  and  now  holds 
a  special  place  in  his  memory. 

Adams  was  truly  a  savvy  bidder, 
placing  his  first  and  only  bid  a  mere  fifteen 


seconds  prior  to  the  end  of  the  auction.  Having 
successfully  beaten  out  six  other  bidders  to 
become  the  proud  owner  of  the  one-of-a-kind 
doors,  you  may  wonder  what  Mr.  Adams  intends 
to  do  with  them.  Where  does  one  put  nine  and 
a  half  foot  tall  and  nearly  seven  and  a  half  foot 
wide  doors? 

The  doors'  fate  was  sealed  even 
before  Adams  outbid  his  competitors.  He  plans 
to  make  the  doors  the  front  entryway  to  the 
house  which  he  and  his  wife  have  set  to  build 
on  a  tract  of  land  along  the  Blue  Ridge  Parkway 
in  southwest  Virginia.  Mr.  Adams  hopes  for 
construction  to  start  on  this  dream  home  within 
the  next  year. 

But  why  these  doors?  In  addition  to 
their  "Sewanee  Value,"  Adams  states,  "I've 
always  been  in  love  with  the  English  Tudor 
style  of  architecture  and  believe  these  doors 
and  the  beautiful  transom  will  fit  in  wonderfully 
with  the  house  we  have  in  mind." 

Adams  is  perhaps  the  perfect  new 
owner  for  the  doors.  His  connection  to  Sewanee, 
and  Woods  Lab  in  particular,  bond  him  to  the 
doors  and  their  history.  Their  fitting  into  Adams 
design  plans  and  matching  his  architectural 
preferences  are  just  further  proof  that  the  doors 
have  found  an  ideal  new  home.  The  old  doors 
will  live  on  as  a  welcoming  entrance  integrated 
into  a  new  residence,  and  Mr.  Adams  will  have 
a  little  piece  of  Sewanee  back  with  him  in 
Virginia,  along  with  a  great  story  about  where 
his  front  door  came  from.

The  Annual  Fund,  The  Sewanee  Call.  Senior  Gift,  Endowments,  and 
Scholarships:  some  of  you  may  be  asking,  what's  the  difference? 
Or  perhaps  you  are  wondering  what  any  of  these  things  have  to  do  with 
you.  In  fact,  they  have  a  lot  to  do  with  you.  If  you  think  tuition  is  high 
now.  imagine  if  you  were  paying  an  entire  THIRD  more.  Without  the 
donations  of  alumni,  faculty  and  friends,  we  would  be  paying  around 
$65,000  a  year  for  tuition.  Interested  now?  Each  year  the  Senior  class 
leaves  a  gift  for  Sewanee  on  behalf  of  the  entire  class  making  it  possible 
for  all  of  us  to  have  things  like  lower  tuition  and  a  fire  department. 

Perhaps  a  very  brief  summary  of  each  of  these  funds  will 
help  clarify  any  questions  about  the  ways  to  give  to  Sewanee: 

The  Annual  Fund:  This  fund  is  unrestricted,  meaning  that  the 
donations  can  be  used  to  support  all  areas  of  Sewanee  including,  need- 
based  scholarships,  faculty  salaries,  instructional  equipment,  athletics, 
library,  and  the  fire  and  police  departments. 

The  Sewanee  Call:  A  campaign  which  raises  money  for 
specific  projects  such  as  Spencer  Hall,  the  addition  to  Woods  Lab.  This 
campaign  is  mostly  restricted  and  therefore,  the  money  cannot  shift 
around  to  cover  all  areas  of  need. 

Endowments:  These  are  often  gifts  in  kind,  like  art  or  objects, 
which  are  left  to  Sewanee  and  are  used  in  more  specific  areas  within 
the  school.  Tennessee  Williams  Center  is  the  result  of  an  endowment 
left  to  Sewanee  by  Tennessee  Williams. 

Scholarships:  Need  and  Merit  based  scholarships  can  be  set 
up  by  individual  or  multiple  donors  to  supplement  the  tuition  costs  on 
campus.  These  funds  do  not  serve  beyond  their  designation  of  student 
costs. 

Of  course  all  types  of  gifts  are  extremely  important  to 
Sewanee  and  help  keep  the  school  running.  As  students  however,  it  is 
imperative  that  we  start  giving  now.  So  how  can  you  participate  and 
give  back  to  this  place  that  has  helped  shape  your  future?  The  Senior 
Gift  is  given  directly  to  The  Annual  Fund.  It  makes  daily  operations  at 
Sewanee  possible  and  supplements  any  department  not  supported  by 
our  tuition.  It  accounts  for  five  percent  of  our  annual  operating  costs. ' 
This  year's  goal  is  $3.45  million.  Luckily  for  us  Seniors  the  school  is 
not  hoping  that  all  of  this  money  will  come  from  us.  They  are  merely 
hoping  for  100%  participation  of  our  Senior  class.  The  percentage  of 
alumni  support  is  published  in  a  number  of  different  magazines  and  is 
an  important  statistic  for  our  school. 

This  year  the  Senior  Gift  is  asking  each  Senior  to  consider 
a  donation  of  $50.  Since  this  is  a  substantial  amount  of  money  for 
someone  who  is  getting  ready  to  step  into  the  real  world,  please 
consider  your  options: 

1-You  can  make  a  one  time  donation. 
2-You  can  give  $7.14  a  month  from  November  until  May 
and  make  a  $50  contribution  to  your  alma  mater.  (That's  less  than  a 
pitcher  of  beer  at  Shenanigans!) 

3-  You  can  set  your  own  goal  based  on  what  you  can  give  to 
Sewanee  and  adjust  the  amounts  accordingly. 

4- You  can  pledge  an  amount  now  to  be  fulfilled  in  the  next 
few  months. 


Keep  in  mind  that  your  gifts  can  come  in  cash,  check,  or 
credit  card  form  and  can  be  completed  very  easily  online  or  through 
the  SPO.  Next  time  you  are  in  the  library  procrastinating  on  Facebook, 
take  a  second  to  make  a  gift  online:  www.sewaneeonline.com.  I 
promise  you  will  feel  much  more  productive  than  if  you  were  to  spend 
that  time  looking  at  everyone's  newest  Fall  Break  photo  albums.  You 
can  also  SPO  any  cash  or  check  donations  to  "Emily  Estes  Rogers." 

Everyone  seems  to  think  that  Sewanee  has  all  the  money 
we  could  ever  need.  Sewanee  is  a  Non-Profit  Institution  and  makes 
just  enough  money  to  pay  salaries  and  run  the  school.  Alumni-giving 
is  essential  to  the  continued  excellence  at  Sewanee.  If  you  think  that 
your  "small"  donation  of  even  $10  won't  help,  you're  wrong.  Think 
about  this: 

-  If  one  student  gives  $25,  it  can  pay  for  the  lab  supplies  of 
one  student  for  a  year! 

-  If  four  students  each  give  $10,  it  can  pay  for  one  student 
to  receive  career 

counseling.  It  can  also  pay  for  the  cost  of  police  safety  and 
protection  for  one  student  annually. 

-  If  ten  students  each  give  a  gift  of  $5,  it  can  pay  for  the  cost 
of  an  instrument  for  one  member  of  the  University  Orchestra  for  one 
year. 

-  If  ten  students  each  give  a  gift  of  $10  it  can  pay  for  the 
expenses  of  one  Varsity  athlete. 

-  If  three  students  each  give  $50  it  can  cover  the  cost  for 
one  student  to  appear  in  theatre  productions  at  Sewanee  for  the  entire 
year. 

-  If  ten  students  each  give  gifts  of  $10  it  can  pay  for:  Studio 
art  supplies  for  five  students  for  one  semester,  or  the  operations  of  the 
Outing  Program  for  ten  students  for  one  year. 

-  If  twenty  students  each  give  a  gift  of  $25  it  can  cover  the 
costs  of:  Sewanee  Emergency  Medical  Services  for  a  week.  It  can  also 
cover  the  operation  of  the  Language  Lab  for  five  students  for  one  year, 
or  pay  for  one  faculty  member  to  travel  to  professional  meetings  for 
one  year. 

-  If  ten  students  each  give  $100  a  major  campus  lecture, 
operation  of  the  University  Observatory  for  one  month,  the  purchase 
of  a  new  laser  printer  for  the  University  computer  lab  or  a  room  and 
board  scholarship  for  one  student  could  funded. 

The  Sewanee  Fund  supports  all  areas  of  campus  fife.  Every 
student  at  Sewanee  has  participated  in  an  activity  or  event  that  was 
made  possible,  at  least  in  part,  by  the  donations  of  alumni  and  friends. 
I  urge  all  of  you  to  consider  the  ways  in  which  Sewanee  has  given 
to  you,  and  think  about  how  you  could  give  back.  It  is  through  the 
never  failing  succession  of  benefactors  that  Sewanee  will  continue  to 
transform  lives.

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Sewanee  Rugby:  Not  Just  a  Social  Club 
Anymore.

In  1982,  way  back  when  Cal  Ripken  started 
the  first  game  of  his  record  breaking  career, 
Toyota  came  out  with  the  Camry  and  Michael 
Jackson's  "Thriller"  had  just  been  released, 
Dan  Roach  (C'82)  and  Walter  Boddin  (C'82) 
decided  that  there  needed  to  be  a  team  on  The 
Mountain  that  would  stand  above  all  others,  one 
that  would  become  a  shining  example  to  all. 
Since  they  couldn't  get  enough  volunteers  for 
badminton,  they  chose  rugby. 

The  first  team,  known  as  the  Motley 
Crew,  came  together  from  many  different  ath- 
letic backgrounds  including  soccer,  wrestling, 
lacrosse,  and  football  to  name  a  few,  and  even 
an  actual  rugby  player.  The  main  focus  during 
those  first  few  years  was  entirely  social  with 
sporadic  moments  of  actual  rugby.  In  a  great 
Sewanee  moment,  the  team  successfully  per- 
suaded a  local  beer  distributor  to  sponsor  them 
by  giving  them  uniforms  and  jackets  and  copi- 
ous amounts  of  Michelob  beer. 

Of  course,  the  next  year,  the  deal 
was  broken  when  the  team  was  photographed 
in  Florida,  hopelessly  drunk  and  trying  to  mas- 
ter the  high  dive  in  a  local  hotel  while  trying  to 
catch  Frisbees  with  their  mouths.  The  picture, 
which  appeared  in  the  local  newspaper,  showed 
every  player  holding  a  beer  with  the  Michelob 
label  facing  out.  The  distributor  was  not  amused 
and  since  then,  the  '83  rugby  team  has  been 
known  as  the  team  who  blew  it. 

The  team  has  come  a  long  way  since 
those  days  of  drunken  debauchery,  when  cel- 
ebrations took  place,  even  if  a  loss  occurred 
and  some  players  were  known  to  snort  lines 
of  Skoal.  The  Purple  Haze,  as  the  team  is  now 
known,  has  changed  the  way  people  think  about 
Sewanee  Rugby. 

In  2001,  coach  Brian  Stringer,  a  rug- 
by player  from  England,  was  brought  into  the 
program  in  the  hopes  that  he  might  be  able  to 
tum  the  club  around.  And  turn  it  around  he  did. 


Stringer's  six  years  here  on  The  Mountain  have 
seen  the  complete  revitalization  of  the  program. 
In  his  first  years,  he  had  to  coax  players  out  of 
bed  on  Saturday  just  to  play  in  a  match.  Now,  he 
has  thirty-one  players  competing  on  two  teams. 
This  "Sewanee  Rugby  Revolution"  started 
when  an  up-and-coming  team  upset  the  highly 
respected  Western  Kentucky  team  in  a  dramatic 
fashion  by  coming  behind  to  end  up  winning 
by  one  point,  "That  is  the  moment  when  ev- 
erything just  clicked,"  said  Stringer,  "We  had 
a  very  young  program  the  year  before,  and  we 
basically  had  to  start  from  scratch  after  several 
seniors  graduated." 

Since  that  important  victory,  the  club 
has  become  known  as  a  team  to  be  reckoned 
with  and  is  highly  respected  in  rugby  circles  ev- 
erywhere. "Sewanee  Rugby  means  something 
now,"  said  Stringer. 

This  year,  the  first  year  without  the 
original  members  of  the  Sewanee  Rugby  Revo- 
lution, the  team  faces  the  same  challenges  they 
had  at  the  beginning  of  Stringer's  career  here 
They  have  a  very  young  team  that  has  graduated 
many  seniors,  but  both  Stringer  and  the  team's 
captain  Senior  Cuth  Hutton  remain  extremely 
optimistic.  Cuth,  a  four-year  starter  on  the  team 
boasts,  "The  team  is  getting  better  with  each 
match,  and  a  great  team  is  just  right  around." 

This  fall  exhibition  season  (the  com- 
petitive season  doesn't  begin  until  late  Janu- 
ary), the  Purple  Haze  has  had  its  share  of  tough 
matches  including  games  against  Western  Ken- 
tucky. Nashville  Men's  Club,  and  Middle  Ten- 
nessee State.  "We  have  had  some  tough  losses" 
Hutton  admitted,  "But  it  is  all  part  of  building 
a  program.  We  have  been  experimenting  at  new 
positions  and  new  tactics,  and  that  is  always 
going  to  be  tough  in  the  beginning.  But  in  the 
end,  these  tough  games  will  really  help  us  come 
through  the  spring  season." 

While  the  team  has  certainly  pro- 
gressed from  its  crazy,  hooligan-like  origins.

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Sewanee  Traditions: 

Past,  Present,  And 
Future.

Traditions  and  customs  are  held  dear  to 
students  at  Sewanee:  as  such,  they  are 
taken  very  seriously  and  remain  a  vital  part  of 
University  life  on  the  Mountain.  The  Order  of 
Gownsmen  has  been  a  part  of  Sewanee  life  since 
1873.  and  although  the  organization  no  longer 
serves  as  a  Student  Assembly,  wearing  one's 
gown  to  class  remains  a  privilege  that  faculty  and 
students  still  embrace  today.  Sewanee 's  Dress 
Code  was  established  in  1 869  and  is  now  student 
enforced;  it  serves  as  a  student's  sign  of  respect 
for  Academia.  Sewanee's  Honor  Code  has  been 
in  effect  unofficially  since  1876  and  remains  a 
serious  and  important  aspect  of  academic  and 
social  life  on  the  Domain. 

Sewanee's  recent  Sesquicentennial 
celebration  is  proof  of  the  school's  esteem  for 
traditions:  over  1,000  students,  family,  and 
alumni  packed  into  Convocation  on  October  9lh 
to  remember  Sewanee's  past  to  look  towards 
a  brighter  future.  Alumnus  John  Meacham 
eloquently  expressed  Sewanee 's  commemoration 
of  150  years,  as  he  affirmed;  "Sewanee  has 
always  gone  from  strength  to  strength,  pressing 
ahead  through  storm  and  strife,  to  make  the  world 
a  better,  gentler  and  freer  place  than  it  once  was. 
In  that  history  lies  our  hope."  Throughout  this 
celebration,  the  University  Art  Gallery  portrayed 
a  revered  college  history  through  photographs, 
t-shirts,  and  notebooks  donated  from  Sewanee 
Alumni.  The  exhibit  is  open  October  8- 
November  11,  and  is  another  testament  to  the 
University's  value  of  remembrance. 

Yet  some  of  Sewanee's  traditions 
remain  a  memory,  no  longer  maintained  by 
students  and  faculty.  In  "Minding  their  Manners" 
by  Annie  Armour,  C'77,  the  Sewanee  alumna 
reminisces  on  the  community  dinners  and  "at 
homes"  that  were  offered  to  all  students.  Armour 
comments,  "Many  looked  forward  to  Mrs. 
Reynolds  Marvin  Kirby-Smith's  chocolate  cake 
on  Tuesdays,  Mrs.  George  Myers'  "at  home"  on 
Wednesdays,  and  Senor  William  Lewis'  after- 
dinner  coffees."1  Post-  dance  parties  often  took 
place  at  faculty  homes,  and  the  Vice  Chancellor 
left  his  porch  light  aglow  to  encourage  students 
to  visit. 


Armour  states  that  professors  did  away 
with  porch  light  visits  because  of  the  decreased 
l.uk  of  participation  on  the  part  of  students 
The  cafeteria  took  the  place  of  home  dining  and 
as  the  drinking  age  was  raised  to  21.  Sewanee 
staff  members  became  more  uncomfortable 
socializing  with  students 

Armour  recalls  that  many  ladies  used 
to  sponsor  specific  fraternities,  "Mrs.  Maude 
Kirby-Smilh  loved  to  treat  certain  SAE's  to 
Sunday  afternoon  opera,  and  Mrs.  Torian  took 
care  of  the  Phi  Delta  Thetas."  Today,  the  well- 
known  Hurst  alumni  are  good  friends  to  the  Chi 
Psi  fraternity,  but  fraternities  now  seem  to  form 
closer  ties  to  their  male  alumni  as  opposed  to 
ladies  within  the  community. 

Certain  Sewanee  traditions  have  been 
established  in  the  present  day,  and  perhaps  have 
replaced  some  customs  of  the  past.  In  the  early 
1 960s,  Sewanee  students  began  touching  the  roof 
of  their  cars  upon  crossing  the  Sewanee  gates. 
It  is  said  that  the  student  then  takes  a  Sewanee 
Angel  with  them  for  protection;  the  Angel  is 
released  when  the  student  returns  to  the  gates. 

Another  fairly  new  instilled  tradition 
at  the  University  is  the  decorating  of  seniors' 
cars  after  completion  of  a  Comprehensive 
exam.  Although  the  shoe-  polished  phrases  are 
sometimes  to  a  professor's  chagrin,  the  personal 
statements  are  another  testament  to  the  close  ties 
formed  within  four  years  at  Sewanee. 

Some  of  Sewanee's  past  traditions 
are  remembered  for  their  role  in  University  life, 
yet  necessarily  released  from  today's  college 
customs.  Sewanee's  lack  of  Saturday  morning 
classes  does  not  seem  to  aggravate  students 
and  faculty,  although  the  incredible  Smart 
Boards  confuse  many  who  attempt  to  use  them. 
Ultimately,  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  students 
and  staff  who  live  at  Sewanee  to  keep  up  the 
traditions  they  enjoy,  lest  the  college  wishes  to 
lose  the  very  aspects  that  make  it  so  unique  and 
worth  commemoration.

Review:  Avner  The  Eccentric.

It  was  with  some  skepticism  that  I  went  to 
see  Avner  the  Eccentric's  "Exceptions  to 
Gravity."  The  premise  of  the  show  is  that  Avner, 
a  custodian,  must  keep  an  audience  entertained 
as  they  wait  for  the  "real"  show  to  go  on.  When 
I  walked  into  an  almost  full  Guerry  Auditorium 
this  past  Friday,  my  fears  were  confirmed 
as  I  saw  approximately  two  other  Sewanee 
students  in  the  audience.  The  rest  of  the  crowd 
was  composed  of  kids  dressed  in  Halloween 
costumes  who  probably  don't  know  even  what 
the  word  puberty  means. 

With  some  difficulty  I  found  a  seat 
near  the  front  and  watched  as  a  tall,  old  man, 
Avner,  swept  the  stage.  He  had  that  I'm-a- 
crazy-old-man  look  in  his  eyes,  but  moved 
with  the  spryness  of  a  teenager.  The  gaggle 
of  prepubescent  kids  behind  me  laughed 
uproariously  in  what  sounded  like  helium- 
altered  voices.  Their  laughter  amazed  me— I'm 
more  than  twice  their  age  and  I  personally  found 
Avner  a  little  creepy  looking.  The  kids  laughed 
at  everything  and  as  their  laughter  pierced  my 
ears  it  seemed  like  the  show  was  going  to  be 
everything  I  had  dreaded.  Thankfully,  I  was 
wrong. 

Avner  took  a  break  to  fight  a  cigarette 
and  then  realized  he  had  no  matches.  When  he 
finally  found  the  matches  in  one  of  his  many 
pockets,  the  cigarette  had  fallen  out  of  his 
mouth  and  he  performed  a  series  of  clumsy  and 
ridiculously  extravagant  acts  to  retrieve  and 
light  his  cigarette.  For  example,  when  he  finally 
found  his  matches,  they  fell  out  of  their  box, 
and  he  spent  many  minutes  trying  to  pick  them 
up  because  he  kept  dropping  them.  Apparently, 
small  children  find  an  old  man's  inability  to 
pick  up  matches  hilarious. 

This  comedy  routine  of  clumsiness  is 
the  basis  for  the  entire  show.  Avner  would  drop 
various  items— his  hat,  matches,  a  cigarette, 


plastic  cups— and  spend  an  inordinate  amount 
of  time  trying  to  pick  them  up.  After  ten  minutes 
of  failing  miserably  to  retrieve  his  item,  Avner 
would  perform  a  complex,  adroit  maneuver  to 
complete  his  task.  For  example,  after  Avner 
dropped  his  hat  and  spent  ten  minutes  trying  to 
pick  it  up,  he  finally  achieved  his  goal  by  placing 
the  hat  on  his  broom,  flinging  it  skyward,  and 
magnificently  catching  it  on  his  head. 

Occasionally.  Avner  punctuated 
these  routines  with  illusions  or  pantomime 
acts.  Remember  those  magicians  at  pre-school 
birthday  parties?  Well,  those  guys  put  Avner  to 
shame. 

Avner 's  tricks  included  eating  a  pile  of 
napkins  and  then  pulling  them  out  of  his  mouth 
as  one  long  rope  and  tearing  a  newspaper  then 
making  it  whole  again.  This  part  of  the  show 
was  the  most  disappointing  to  me  and  probably 
anyone  else  who  went  to  preschool  birthday 
parties.  I  expected  a  skilled  display  of  illusions 
and  magic  tricks,  and  instead  I  got  a  crazy  old 
man  who  kept  dropping  stuff. 

However,  the  pantomimes  were 
surprisingly  good.  For  one  pantomime.  Avner 
manipulated  a  ferret-like  creature  made  from 
a  handkerchief  to  scurry  around  his  body.  I 
admit,  I  was  fooled.  I  thought  there  had  to  be 
a  spring  or  something  in  the  handkerchief,  but 
when  Avner  unfolded  the  handkerchief  to  reveal 
that  it  was  nothing  more  than  a  handkerchief— I 
realized  the  man  had  mad  skillz. 

Overall,  the  show  was  enjoyable, 
though  nothing  special.  The  comedy  routine  of 
clumsiness  was  overused  and  the  illusions  were 
simple  and  cliche\  although  some  of  the  jokes 
were  legitimately  funny  and  the  pantomime 
acts  were  generally  impressive.  "Exceptions 
to  Gravity"  was  a  somewhat  pleasant  way  to 
fill  an  hour  and  a  half  with  a  couple  of  laughs, 
especially  if  you're  younger  than  ten  years  of 
age.

The  headline  act  might  have  enthused 
some,  but  their  ability  to  do  this  is  out-weighed 
by  the  offensiveness  of  their  music.  Though  I 
assume  that  Lord-T  &  Eloise's  performance  is 
supposed  to  be  humorous,  I  found  it  sophomoric 
and  degrading. 

I  believe  that  the  powers-that-be 
should  attempt  to  bring  in  real  artists  or  fun 
bands  for  concerts  rather  than  dredge  another 
bad  rap  group  from  the  cesspool  of  terrible 
music.  Please  don't  waste  money  on  some 
group  that  won't  be  enjoyed  by  all,  especially 
when  you  can  have  the  TwinScales  do  a  far 
better  job— and  come  on,  they  definitely  need 
the  money  more  than  Lord-T  &  Eloise. 


Outside  the  Bubble,  Inside  the  Beltway:  Colbert  2008?

"A  fternear,v  15  minutes  of  soul  searching.

It's  hardly  news  anymore.  Just  about 
everyone  in  America  who  has  a  television  or  a 
computer  knows  those  words  belong  to  Stephen 
Colbert  of  the  Colbert  Report.  The  comedian 
turned  quasi-politician  (for  the  time  being, 
at  least)  has  filed  papers  to  run  in  both  the 
Republican  and  Democratic  Party  primaries  in 
South  Carolina-  and  only  South  Carolina.  But 
why? 

Tim  Russert  of  NBC's  Meet  the  Press 
asked  him  jusi  that.  Colbert's  answer.  -Because 
l  believe  thai  it's  the  greatest  state  of  the  union, 
I  beliei  ire  things  that -I  believe  I  can 

-  difference  iherc  I  think  it  is  time  to  locus 
on  South  Carolina.  .1  don't  want  Iowa  and  New 
Hampshire  to  be  the  ojil)  people  in  the  United 
States  who  get  to  control  who  is  a  bellwether 


state.  And  if  Iowa  and  New  Hampshire  don't 
like  that,  they  can  take  some  of  that  Iowa  corn 
and  stick  it  right  up  their  Dixville  Notch." 

Regardless  of  Colbert's  intentions 
and  whether  it  is  to  arouse  publicity  for  him 
or  whether  he  thinks  he  has  a  realistic  shot  at 
winning,  he  has  the  potential  to  factor  into  the 
South  Carolina  race.  David  Miller  of  CBS  wrote 
this  in  his  October  31  piece:  "Colbert's  bid  to 
be  the  21st  century's  version  of  Pat  Paulsen 
has  some  support,  especially  among  college 
students  like  those  Colbert  visited.  According 
to  a  Rasmussen  Reports  poll  released  last 
week,  Colbert  is  supported  by  28  percent  of 
likel)  \oiers  aged  18-29  when  pitted  against 
Hillary  Clinton  and  Rudy  Giuliani  Swap  Fred 
Thompson  for  Giuliani,  and  Colbert's  share 
jumps  to  31  percent ." 

And  just  recently,  the  Facebook.com 
group  "One  Million  Strong  for  Stephen  Colbert" 
became  the  largest  political  group  on  the  social 
networking  site.  This  news  amazed  political 


observers  and  journalists  who  had  previously 
written  articles  on  the  largest  political  group  at 
the  time:  "One  Million  Strong  Against  Hillary 
Clinton."  These  observers  had  written  articles 
on  how  it  took  only  several  months  for  the  anti-

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Poverty  for  Beans:  Not  a  Fair  Trade.

What  can  only  be  described  as  the 
lifeblood  of  working  America,  coffee 
holds  a  special  place  in  many  hearts.  For  some, 
it  is  a  necessity;  for  others,  it  is  an  indulgence, 
and  more  recently,  it  is  a  way  some  middle 
class  consumers  can  feel  slightly  better  about 
themselves  when  they  don't  recycle  the  cup  it 
came  in. 

Hold  on.  doesn't  the  increased  price 
go  to  the  impoverished  fanners'*  Yes.  in  some 
but  sadly  the  higher  prices  of  the  goods 
undermine  any  real  benefit  F- .11  r  trade  restricts 
importation  and  increases  prices,  something 
which  consumers  are  not  too  fond  ol  Fail 
trade  achieves  this  by  creating  a  price  flooi  in 
us  contracts  essentially  limiting  the  absolute 
lowest  us  products  can  go  According  to  the 
Fair  Trade  website,  "Democraticallj  organized 
farmer  groups  receive  a  guaranteed  minimum 
floor  price  ..  "  However,  if  the  price  fail  trade 
demands  is  much  higher  than  what  the  world 
will  sell  it  to  you.  why  buy  from  them.'  When 
fair  trade  is  wedged  into  a  preexisting  free  trade 
market,  it  provides  no  incentive  to  buy  it 

Wait,  you  can  count  on  the  back- 
patting,  feel  good  crowd  for  a  few  dollars,  right? 
I  mean,  they've  got  to  dnnk  something  during 
Wal-Mart  protests  and  inside  independently 
owned  record  shops  However,  the  rest  of  the 
world  doesn't.  Fair  trade  companies,  which  run 
on  a  smaller  profit,  can't  hope  to  compete  with 
companies  without  price  floors.  Alan  Reynolds 
of  the  Caito  Institute  echoes  this  sentiment, 
saying,  "tariffs  and  quotas  restrict  competition. 
restrict  supply  and  raise  prices."  These  fair  trade 
corporations  then  receive  less  profit,  and  I'll 
give  you  one  guess  where  the  cuts  come  from. 

However,  let's  imagine  that  the  entire 
coffee  industry  turns  fair  trade.  Without  fear  of 
profit-mongenng  megacorporations,  fair  trade 
will  thrive  and  in  turn  provide  better  living 


standards  for  workers  across  the  world,  right? 
Again,  it's  an  unfortunate  misnomer.  Under  the 
fair  trade  system,  it's  actually  a  benefit  to  have 
fewer  companies  providing  your  good. 

Fair  trade  aims  to  buy  from  everyone, 
optimally  As  seen  on  their  website,  their  goal 
is  to  "lempower)  farmers  and  farm  workers  to 
lift  themselves  out  of  poverty  by  developing 
the  business  skills  necessary  to  compete  in  the 
global  marketplace."  But  what  if  several  new 
suppliers  enter  the  market'7  Instantly,  everyone 
who  is  a  part  of  the  free  trade  alliance  has  1  heir 
sales,  and  thus  profits,  cut.  The  butter  spreads 
thin  rather  quickly  when  it  comes  to  sales,  and 
the  workers  always  get  the  dry  piece  of  toast 

But  let's  go  ahead  and  make  the 
greatest  assumption.  Let's  assume  that  fair  trade- 
works  People  buy  it  up,  countries  produce  as 
much  as  is  needed,  and  everyone  lives  happily 
ever  after  Oh.  I  forgol  to  mention,  they're  still 
impoverished  bean  farmers  Fair  trade  contract*, 
essentially  bind  poor  countries  to  their  imports, 
a  definite  form  of  exploitation.  By  facilitating 
this  one  dimensional  production,  fair  trade 
essentially  dooms  them  to  always  produce 
coffee  beans. 

Fair  trade  implies  two  things:  fairness 
and  trading.  Unfortunately,  it  promotes  neither 
Under  any  scenario  that  fair  trade  is  subject  to. 
regardless  of  its  success,  it  isn't  fair  to  anyone 
It  isn't  fair  to  countries  that  produce  more 
efficiently,  it  isn't  fair  to  the  workers  who  are 
either  paid  the  same.  less,  or  whose  families 
will  be  eternal  bean  farmers,  and  it  isn't  fair 
to  consumers  who  are  paying  more  money  to 
facilitate  this  fallacy. 

Don't  take  it  too  hard,  so  sip  on; 
something  has  to  calm  you  down  as  you  watch 
Who  Killed  the  Electric  Car?  or  validate  your 
intellectualism  as  you  discuss  your  carbon  share 
portfolio  Maybe  you  should  recycle  that  cup 
after  all.

On  November  14- 1 8  the  Tennessee  Williams 
Center  will  host  a  collaborative  effort  of 
the  Sewanee  arts  community  in  an  effort  to  raise 
awareness  and  money  for  the  impoverished 
people  of  Haiti.  The  Perpetual  Motion  Dance 
Program  joins  forces  with  Professor  Pradip 
Malde's  Art  363:  Documentary  Projects  in 
Photography  class  and  the  Theatre  Sewanee  in 
order  to  produce  a  mixed  media  performance 
inspired  by  the  colorful  Haitian  culture. 

In  the  Spring  of  2007  the  Art  363 
class  accompanied  students  in  Biology  232  as 
well  as  representatives  of  the  Sewanee  Outreach 
Program  to  Haiti  in  order  to  work  with  the  locals 
and  observe  their  daily  lives.  The  photography 
students  in  particular  spent  each  day  interacting 
with  the  community  and  documenting  the 
Haitian  culture  through  photography.  From  this 
trip  the  Mango  House  Project  was  born  in  order 
to  raise  money  for  poverty  stricken  Haiti.  For 
the  project,  students  and  staff  who  participated 
in  the  trip  compiled  photographs  and  journal 
entries  to  create  a  book  entitled  Haiti:  Before 
Knowing  Remembers.  Proceeds  earned  through 
sales  of  this  book  as  well  as  prints  of  the 
photographs  taken  on  the  trip  all  went  towards 
the  betterment  of  Haitian  lives. 

At  the  end  of  the  semester  when 
Perpetual  Motion  started  searching  for  themes 
for  its  first  fall  dance  performance.  Dean  of 
Students  Eric  Hartman,  an  active  participant 
in  the  Sewanee  Outreach  Program,  suggested 
a  community  service  element  to  the  show  that 
would  tie  back  to  Haiti.  When  the  Perpetual 
Motion  dancers  and  Professor  Malde  put  their 
heads  together,  they  quickly  arrived  at  the 
concept  of  a  mixed  media  performance  that 
would  combine  dance  and  photography  in  order 
to  meaningfully  convey  the  Haitian  culture. 

The  photographs  were  used  to  both 
inform  and  accompany  the  choreography  of  the 
performance.  The  choreographers  for  the  show 
drew  their  inspiration  from  the  photographs, 
so  the  pieces  themselves  will  reflect  Art  363 's 
work.  Furthermore,  the  images  of  Haitian  life 


will  be  projected  onto  a  screen  throughout  the 
course  of  the  show,  so  the  photographs  will  have 
an  actua]  presence  in  the  performance  as  well. 
"When  Dean  Hartman  recommended  the  theme 
of  Haiti  I  did  not  know  how  much  it  would  mean 
to  me,"  recalled  Perpetual  Motion  Co-President 
Sarah  Wilcox  '08,  "But  after  I  looked  at  the 
pictures  taken  there  and  read  these  peoples' 
stories  I  felt  really  passionate  about  doing  this 
show  for  them."  The  choreographers,  costume 
designer  Jennifer  Matthews,  and  lighting 
designer  John  Womack,  all  worked  intimately 
with  the  photographs  in  order  to  integrate  the 
images  into  every  level  of  the  performance. 
As  a  result,  the  show  was  aptly  named  after 
the  Mango  House  Project  book  Haiti:  Before 
Knowing  Remembers. 

Theatre  Sewanee  also  collaborated 
in  the  project,  providing  costumes,  fighting, 
and  a  performance  space  in  Proctor  Hill. 
Likewise,  readings  from  Haiti:  Before  Knowing 
Remembers  will  be  interspersed  throughout 
the  show  to  give  the  audience  a  verbal  account 
of  the  Haitian  culture  and  experiences  of  the 
students  and  staff  who  worked  on  the  Mango 
House  Project.  Theatre  Sewanee  actors  Ashton 
McRae  and  Whitney  Turner  will  read  these 
passages  in  between  the  choreography.  Theatre 
Professor  Pete  Smith  oversaw  the  creation  of  the 
entire  production,  and  Dance  Professor  Phoebe 
Pearigen  provided  choreographic  advice  and 
assistance. 

Five  pieces  will  be  performed 
that  are  thematically  unified  while  also 
incredibly  unique  stylistically.  Jenny  Parham 
'08  choreographed  two  pieces,  a  classical 
ballet  and  a  modem  piece.  Her  first  will  be 
accompanied  by  Mike  Corliss  '10  on  the  cello 
and  "is  purposefully  simplistic,  portraying  the 
unique  characteristics  of  individual  faces,"  as 
Parham  explained.  By  contrast,  she  described 
her  second  piece  as  "more  of  a  celebration, 
exuding  color  and  life."  Wilcox  choreographed 
a  classical  ballet  en  pointe  that  has  both  young 
girls  and  college  age  dancers  in  order  to  convey 
a  mother  and  daughter  theme.

Sewanee  Outreach: 

New  Orleans  Fall  Break  Service  Trips.

In  the  course  of  one  hurricane,  one  of  the 
United  States'  most  vibrant  cities  was  almost 
completely  reduced  to  a  watery  oblivion.  Once 
colorful  homes  are  now  scarred  by  grimly  high 
water  lines.  Entire  neighborhoods  were  swept 
off  their  foundations  by  water  surges  a  faulty 
levee  system  could  never  hope  to  retain.  Even 
now,  two  years  and  two  months  later,  parts  of 
New  Orleans.  Louisiana  are  inhabited  by  only 
1-3%  of  the  population  they  once  housed.  Over 
Fall  Break,  sixteen  Sewanee  students  spent  their 
time  in  order  to  improve  the  dismal  conditions 
still  present  in  NOLA. 

Sewanee  and  its  students  have  been 
faithfully  volunteering  their  services  to  the  city 
since  the  day  after  Hurricane  Katrina  struck  on 
August  28, 2005.  The  Fall  Break  trip  of  this  year 
was  the  eighth,  and  lasted  four  days  and  four 
nights.  Students  stayed  in  Trinity  Community 
Center,  which  hosts  twenty  AmeriCorps 
volunteers  in  addition  to  groups,  like  Sewanee 
Outreach. 

Students  were  assigned  to  work  on 
the  home  of  a  woman  who  had  managed  to 
evacuate  before  Katrina  struck.  They  spent  their 
time  "siding,  framing,  [installing  |  insulation, 
and  [doing]  any  other  job  that  would  help  her 
out,"  says  Emily  Luelhke.  a  sophomore  on  the 
trip  mdastudenl  intern  for  Sewanee 's  Outreach 
*ram. 
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the  city,"  Luethke  says. 

SAFER  is  an  acronym  for  Student 
Advocacy  For  Equitable  Recovery  (SAFER)  and 
was  formed  just  months  after  Katrina  hit.  This 
on-campus  community  service  organization 
now  operates  under  Mardi  Gras  Service  Corps. 
"People  like  Jim  and  Nicole  [students 
with  SAFER]  persevere  through  setbacks 
and  obstacles  to  make  a  notable  difference 
in  the  rehabilitation  effort.  It  was  a  humbling 
experience  to  see  people  like  that  work  in  such  a 
circumstance,"  says  sophomore  Will  Bostwick, 
who  also  traveled  to  NOLA. 

Unfortunately,  the  miserable  state  of 
many  of  the  city's  regions  still  weighs  heavily 
on  volunteers. 

"It  was  pretty  discouraging  to  see 
some  parts  of  the  city,  namely  the  lower  9th 
ward,  that  is  two  and  a  half  years  later  literally 
without  inhabitants  because  of  the  scarcity 
of  resources  and  governmental  aid,"  says 
Bostwick. 

"It  is  disappointing  to  know  that  there 
are  areas  of  New  Orleans  that  will  never  regain 
the  unique  and  culturally  rich  people  who  lived 
there  before,"  Luethke  says 

Both  students  agree,  however,  that 
the  most  encouraging  and  hopeful  part  of  the 
NOLA  situation  were  the  people  volunk 

"The  work  that  some  of  the  people 
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her  inspiration  she  commented.  "One  picture  in 
particular  shows  an  aged,  wise-looking  woman. 
The  caption  explains  that  her  daughter's 
education  is  her  highest  priority,  and  she  wakes 
up  at  dawn  every  morning  to  get  her  ready  for 
school."  Ashley  Gallman  '08  choreographed  a 
lyrical  piece  with  a  Latin  flare.  "In  the  book,  I 
read  so  much  of  the  dual  nature  of  Haiti:  the 
sorrow  and  the  joy,  the  physical  poverty  and 
the  cultural  richness,"  she  explained,  "I  tried 
to  convey  both  sides  through  my  choreography 
and  images."  For  the  concluding  piece,  Alyna 
Rogow  '08  choreographed  a  high-energy 
hip-hop  dance  to  end  the  performance  on  an 
extremely  high  note.  She  described  both  her 
piece  and  the  show  as  "a  performance  filled  with 
energy  and  joy,  a  celebration  of  life  manifested 
by  the  universal  language  of  dance,  inspired  by 
rhythm,  color,  love,  and  freedom."  The  show 
will  then  end  with  a  finale  including  all  the 
pieces  and  building  the  energy  to  a  crescendo. 

At  each  show,  copies  of  the  book 
as  well  as  prints  of  individual  photographs  will 
be  available  for  purchase,  and  all  proceeds  will 
go  to  the  Mango  House  Project  to  raise  money 
for  Haiti.  Admission  is  free,  but  donations  are 
welcome  and  encouraged.  The  performances 
Wednesday-Saturday  will  begin  at  7:30pm,  and 
the  Sunday  matinee  will  begin  at  2pm. 

The  production  of  Haiti:  Before 
Knowing  Remembers  pulled  together  several 
corners  of  the  campus  in  attempt  to  aid  people 
in  need.  All  of  the  students  and  staff  involved 
in  the  performance  encourage  the  Sewanee 
community  to  come  to  the  show  to  support  not 
only  their  friends,  but  also  the  people  of  Haiti. 
Dancer  Claudia  Quene  '08  urged.  "It's  very 
easy  to  get  caught  up  in  our  own  lives  and  forget 
about  those  who  we  cannot  see.  I  think  that 
Before  Knowing  Remembers  is  a  great  reminder 
that  there  is  a  world  outside  of  our  own."  For  a 
chance  to  step  outside  the  "Sewanee  Bubble" 
and  interact  with  a  vibrant  society  without 
actually  leaving  the  domain.  Haiti:  Before 
Knowing  Remembers  offers  a  unique  artistic 
collaboration  inspired  by  cultural  resonance.

As  a  Sewanee  EMT,  my  perspective  on 
EMS,  in  particular  Sewanee  Emergency 
Medical  Service  (SEMS),  tends  to  be  quite  dif- 
ferent from  that  of  the  general  public.  Unless 
you  have  experienced  SEMS  firsthand,  the  pa- 
rameters of  a  volunteer  medical  service  can  ap- 
pear somewhat  abstract  and  confusing. 

The  makeup  of  the  service  consists 
of  four  sophomore,  junior,  and  senior  students 
along  with  many  community  members.  A  se- 
lected group  of  freshman  students  attend  a  three 
and  a  half  hour  class  twice  a  week  to  obtain  a 
national  EMT-Basic  license  as  well  as  Tennes- 
see EMT-IV  certification.  In  the  Easter  Semes- 
ter around  mid-March,  the  current  SEMTs  hold 
an  intensive  day  of  tryouts  in  which  the  fresh- 
men complete  both  a  medical  and  trauma  sce- 
nario. At  the  end  of  the  day.  four  freshmen  are 
selected  to  be  members  of  SEMS.    Once  they 


have  committed  their  next  three  years  to  the 
service,  every  volunteer  is  required  to  attend  a 
weekly  drill  to  maintain  skills,  help  cover  sports 
events,  and  mainly  be  on-call  for  two  three  and 
a  half  day  shifts  each  month. 

Like  many  EMS  services.  Sewanee 
EMS  offers  Basic  Life  Support  as  do  many 
emergency  services.  In  a  nutshell,  this  means 
Sewanee  EMTs  are  able  to  provide  pre-hospi- 
tal  care  such  as  administering  IVs,  operating  an 
AED,  and  performing  many  other  life-saving 
procedures.  Sewanee  EMS  not  only  represents 
the  emergency  service  for  the  Sewanee  campus, 
but  also  covers  the  entirety  of  Franklin  County, 
responding  as  far  as  thirty  minutes  down  Sher- 
wood and  Jumpoff  roads. 

During  breaks  Sewanee  has  a  scarcity 
of  EMTs  available,  thus  preventing  SEMS  from 
staying  in  service.  Since  SEMS  functions  as  the 
only  emergency  service  for  Franklin  County, 


and  any  other  ambulance  service  responds  from 
about  fifteen  minutes  away,  the  service  had 
been  looking  into  possible  options  for  supple- 
mental care.  Over  the  summer,  a  partnership 
with  Grundy  County  EMS  commenced  and 
one  of  the  Grundy  County  paramedics,  Dennis 
Jones,  replaced  Doug  Cameron  as  the  Director 
of  SEMS. 

Since  the  new  partnership  began  only 
a  few  months  ago.  SEMS  has  already  improved. 
Although  SEMS  is  staffed  with  dedicated,  pro- 
fessional EMTs.  it  is  the  only  volunteer  service 
in  Tennessee,  which  in  itself  can  prove  difficult 
to  keep  in  legal  order  as  there  are  a  number 
of  special  hoops  that  the  Director  must  jump 
through  every  year  to  maintain  the  status  of 
a  volunteer  service.  With  his  experience  as  a 
school  teacher  and  a  paid  paramedic,  Jones  has 
natural  skills  to  help  out  in  any  way  possible. 
Because  Jones  is  certified  as  an  EMS  instruc- 


tor, he  has  already  begun  in-house  Continuing 
Education  Credits,  something  that  was  always 
very  difficult  to  arrange  in  the  past.  Also,  Jones 
has  initiated  many  equipment  upgrades,  which 
have  been  necessary  to  update  our  service  as  a 
whole. 

As  Student  Director  of  the  Sewanee 
Emergency  Medical  Service,  I  can  say  with 
certainty  that  Jones  will  make  a  huge  positive 
impact  upon  the  service.  During  my  three  years 
here  in  Sewanee.  SEMS  has  suffered  setbacks 
as  well  as  major  improvements.  However, 
the  service  intends  to  make  this  year  the  best 
yet.  Jones  is  full  of  great  ideas  and  he  genu- 
inely cares  about  the  volunteers  that  dedicate 
their  busy  lives  to  serving  the  community  in 
Sewanee.  Jones  has  told  me  several  times,  "I 
don't  want  to  come  in  here  and  fix  things  that 
aren't  broken,  but  I  don't  see  anything  wrong 
with  making  things  even  better."

Homecoming 
Vandalism 
Mars  B.C. 
And  Sewanee 
Community.

To  all  who  love  Sewanee.  this  campus  is  an  en- 
clave of  unity  and  tolerance.  It  is  for  this  reason 
that  the  Sewanee  community  was  particularly 
taken  aback  by  an  act  of  vandalism  which  occurred  dur- 
ing one  of  the  University's  most  celebrated  annual  occa- 
sions. Homecoming  Weekend.  On  Sunday,  November  5, 
between  the  hours  of  midnight  and  6  am,  the  front  door 
and  walls  of  the  Bishop's  Common  were  defaced  with 
offensive  language  and  racial  epithets  in  four  specific  lo- 
cations. Among  the  green  graffiti  etched  onto  the  building 
was  a  swastika,  word  "Jew"'  and  the  letters  "KKK."  The 
obscenities  were  removed  by  campus  police  immediately 
the  next  morning. 

Random  acts  of  campus  vandalism  are  becom- 
ing increasingly  commonplace  this  semester.  According 
to  the  University  Chief  of  Police,  James  Parrott,  this  in- 
cident bears  the  characteristics  of  a  random  criminal  act 
committed  by  someone  who  was  visiting  campus  that 
weekend.  In  addition.  Chief  Parrott  echoed  what  many  in 
the  community  have  suggested  regarding  this  crime:  "It's 
just  un-Sewanee.  It's  not  what  Sewanee  students  do  and 
it's  not  what  we're  about  here." 

The  investigation  of  this  case  is  pending  and 
the   Sewanee   Police  Department  reports  no  suspects.

Health  Services  To  Undergo  Medical 
Review;  Improvements  Imminent.

With  the  weather  once  again 
growing  colder  and  an  increasing 
number  of  students'  immune 
systems  on  the  fritz,  the  age-old  campus 
consensus  is  rearing  its  ugly  head  yet  again: 
"Health  Services  sucks."  Looking  a  little 
deeper  into  this  highly  scholarly  supposition, 
the  unfortunate  explanation  for  this  "suck- 
age"  swiftly  surfaces:  Health  Services  and 
Counseling  Services  at  our  institution  are 
atrociously  understaffed.  Even  with  our 
incredible  and  indispensable  staff  of  health 
professionals  working  full-time,  there  simply 
are  too  many  students  and  not  enough  staff 


(or  hours  in  the  day)  to  see  them  all.  "Student 
enrollment  and  the  complexity  of  illnesses  at 
Sewanee  have  increased  in  recent  years,  yet 
the  Health  Services  staff  has  not  increased 
with  these  changes.  This  makes  me  feel  that 
we  are  understaffed.  We  could  provide  more 
services  at  a  quicker  rate  if  we  expanded  the 
Health  Services  department  at  Sewanee." 
explained  Sewanee's  Nurse  Practitioner, 
Anne  Sitz. 

One  probable  explanation  for  our 
apparent  inability  to  provide  a  larger  start 
may  be  our  location.  As  Sitz  clarities,  "It  is 
wonderful  that  technological  advancements 
in  recent  years  allows  for  more  physically 


challenged  people  to  attend  Sewanee,  yet 
our  rural  environment  makes  it  difficult  to 
provide  the  necessary  resources  for  each 
student."  In  this  light,  comparing  ourselves  to 
other  small  liberal  arts  schools  seems  almosi 
unfair  as  the  majority  of  them  are  located  in 
larger  areas  with  access  to  medical  schools. 
hospitals,  and  an  otherwise  broad  selection 
of  counseling  and  health  services.  Schools 
somewhat  more  similar  to  ours,  however, 
still  prove  us  lacking  Washington  and  Lee, 
for  example,  currently  has  a  health  service 
staff  consisting  oi  two  medical  doctors, 
rive  RNs,  and  one  insurance  coordinator

like  the  secularization  of  holidays  and  the  role 
of  media  and  video  games  on  society,  especially 
children. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  Advent 
Semester,  Christopher  Hague  ("11),  brother  of 
Homecoming  King  JD  Hague,  and  Benjamin 
Huelskamp  ('10)  began  tossing  around  the  idea 
of  a  new  social  and  scholarly  society.  "The  Guild 
was  started  as  the  crazy  idea  of  Christopher 
Hague  and  me  at  the  beginning  of  this  term. 
Soon  after  petitioning  several  faculty  members 
for  help  Hailey  Robinson  joined-on  as  did  Ian 
Gray  and  Caitlin  Cutchin.  The  five  of  us  now 
constitute  the  founding/current  officers  of  the 
Guild,"  explained  Guild  Princep  Huelskamp. 

Several  questions  about  the  new 
society  have  spun  rumors  about  the  function 
and  future  of  the  Guild.  Confused  about  the 
appearance  of  new  costumes  at  football  games, 
many  have  assumed  the  group  was  another 
drinking  society  there  to  cheer  on  the  Tigers. 
The  Guild  is  not  a  drinking  society,  nor  is  it  a 
temperance  movement.  "We  are  an  alternative 
to  the  drinking  societies,"  Huelskamp  explains, 
"and  as  I  stated  in  the  campus  clarification  email, 
we  have  the  likes  of  the  Dean  of  Students,  the 
Dean  of  the  College,  the  Chaplain,  and  several 
Head  Residents  supporting  us  or  as  members, 
not  to  mention  many  professors;  these  are  not 
people  who  would  actively  support  a  drinking 
club.  We  do  not  seek  to  end  drinking  at  Sewanee 
or  even  keep  our  members  from  engaging  in 
drinking.  What  we  are  is  an  alternative  and  a 
place  that  values  debate  and  discussion."  The 
choice  to  drink,  he  explained,  is  left  up  to  the 
individual  member.  However,  no  drinking  can 
occur  at  the  meetings  or  other  Guild-sponsored 
events. 

The  Guild  is  made  up  of 
undergraduates,  seminarians,  professors, 
and  University  staff.  Undergraduates  and 
Seminarians  who  are  not  in  a  fraternity  or 
a  society  like  Red  Ribbon  or  Molly  Pitcher 
may  become  Centurions  or  Curates  so  long 
as  he  or  she  attends  at  least  75  percent  of  the 
meetings  during  a  term.  "Because  the  Guild 
stands  to  be  an  alternative  to  the  drinking 
societies,"  explained  Huelskamp,  "we  cannot 
admit  members  of  the  drinking  societies  to  full 
membership;  just  as  a  person  could  not  be  both 
a  Highlander  and  a  Wellington."  These  persons 
are  still  welcomed  to  attend  the  Guild's  lunches 
and  regular  meetings  as  "Squires." 


The  Guild  has  hopes  that  the  group 
will  be  composed  of  members  throughout  the 
Sewanee  community.  "We  hope  to  recognize 
the  element  of  life-long  learning  that  is  first 
hand  experience  and  to  that  end  when  we  say 
'staff'  we  mean  all  staff,"  explained  Huelskamp. 
The  Guild  hopes  to  incorporate  knowledge  and 
views  from  contributions  of  all  in  Sewanee. 
"While  the  person  who  cleans  the  residence 
halls  may  not  be  able  to  debate  Shakespeare 
at  the  level  of  our  professors,"  he  explained, 
"if  the  topic  is  minimum  wage  or  if  they  have 
experience  in  another  area,  then  why  should 
we  not  hear  and  understand  their  perspective 
just  as  much  as  one  gained  from  books  and 
travels?  We  would  like  nothing  more  than 
to  see  and  hear  the  ideas  of  a  chemist  talking 
about  Milton  or  a  philosopher  debating  gene 
theory."  While  stimulating  thought,  the  Guild's 
diverse  membership  promises  to  facilitate  new 
relationships  that  otherwise  may  have  never 
formed. 

The  future  plans  of  the  Guild  are  to 
invite  more  members  and  work  on  the  chitons. 
The  Guild  is  seeking  to  incorporate  professors 
that  are  working  on  books  and  articles  for  the 
group  to  discuss. 

The  elected  positions  of  the  Guild 
are  restricted  to  undergraduates.  The  offices  are 
princeps,  upper  warden,  lower  warden,  clerk, 
and  bursar,  though  the  position  of  custodian  is 
open  to  all  members.  There  are  no  dues  to  join 
the  Guild  of  Humanists.  Once  one  has  earned 
a  chiton,  the  member  must  purchase  his  or  her 
own.  A*i  anonymous  person  has  donated  two 
chitons  for  the  use  of  members  who  cannot 
afford  the  Greek  version  of  the  toga.  Huelskamp 
hopes  the  chitons  will  be  passed  down  in  the 
fashion  of  the  University  gown  in  the  coming 
years. 

The  Guild  of  Humanists  meets  each 
Thursday  in  McClurg  at  12:30  for  an  informal 
lunch.  No  discussions  are  planned  for  these 
meetings,  but  are  primarily  social.  The  formal 
meetings  are  on  Fridays  from  4  to  5:30  in  Gailor. 
"We  utilize  the  French  salon  discussion/debate 
style  with  a  broad  topic  and  let  the  discussion 
go  where  it  wants,"  explained  Huelskamp. 

All  Sewanee  men  and  women 
are  encouraged  to  participate  in  this  new 
adventure.

W&L's  counseling  services  is  made  up  of  two 
psychologists,  one  psychiatrist,  and  one  medical 
doctor.  Additionally,  the  student  health  office 
is  open  twenty-four  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a 
week  (with  physician  appointments  available 
Monday-Friday)  and  has  ten  infirmary  beds  for 
any  necessary  overnight  stays. 

Sewanee,  on  the  other  hand,  currently 
employs  one  nurse  practitioner  and  two  RNs  in 
the  health  services  office  and  two  psychologists 
in  the  counseling  services  office.  Moreover, 
what  many  people  do  not  realize  is  that  that  30 
percent  of  Sitz's  work  is  mental  health,  giving  her 
even  less  time  to  handle  other  health  problems 
faced  by  the  students  at  Sewanee.  "The  high- 
pressure  college  environment  triggers  anxiety 
and  depression  in  students,  so  it  is  important  for 
Health  Services  to  address  these  issues,"  Sitz 
comments. 

It  is  hard,  however,  to  address 
these  issues  when  the  wait  list  at  counseling 
services  is  about  two  weeks  long  (although  any 
emergencies  are  taken  care  of  regardless  of  the 
wait  list),  and  the  wait  for  an  appointment  with 
health  services  is  not  much  better. 

In  addition  to  the  already  crammed 
schedule  of  health  services,  much  of  Health

parties.  A  car  which  was  parked  near  Trezevant 
was  also  vandalized,  an  event  which  Sewanee 
Police  believe  to  be  related.  Although  no  con- 
clusions have  been  reached  in  the  case.  Chief 
Parrott  does  not  believe  that  it  is  the  work  of  a 
hate-based  organization. 

An  association  called  the  Southern 
Poverty  Law  Center  is  responsible  for  inform- 
ing the  Sewanee  police  and  neighboring  depart- 
ments of  the  existence  of  hate  groups,  such  as 
the  Ku  Klux  Klan,  in  the  event  that  they  surface 
in  the  area.  Several  years  ago,  a  non-local  white 
supremacist  group  infiltrated  Sewanee  with 
racist  literature  which  they  attached  to  rocks 
and  then  distributed  at  various  locations  around 
campus.  Since  then,  local  police  have  not  re- 
ceived any  indications  of  hate  organizations  in 
Franklin  County. 

In  addition  to  the  legal  aspect  of  the 
incident,  Eric  Hartman,  Dean  of  Students,  Eric 
Benjamin,  Director  of  Minority  Student  Af- 
fairs, Nicole  Loyd,  Associate  Dean  of  Students 
for  Campus  Life  and  Barbara  Banks,  Building 
Manager  of  the  Bishop's  Common,  have  been 
collaborating  to  devise  a  plan  for  the  admin- 
istration's management  of  this  sensitive  issue. 
The  University  holds  a  commitment  to  unity 
regardless  of  race,  gender,  religion,  sexual  ori- 
entation, nationality  or  disability  "with  zero 


Services'  time  is  spent  on  the  phone  with 
insurance  companies.  Many  parents  of  freshmen 
do  not  check  with  their  insurance  plans  prior  to 
their  child  attending  Sewanee;  therefore,  some 
of  their  child's  necessary  health  procedures 
may  have  to  be  referred  from  Health  Services 
to  places  like  the  University  Hospital  or  out  of 
town  physicians.  Dean  Walker  further  confirmed 
that  many  upperclassmen  are  lacking  health 
insurance,  and  she  detailed  the  consideration 
of  including  health  insurance  in  every  student's 
yearly  tuition  in  an  attempt  to  ameliorate  this 
predicament. 

While  Dean  Hartman  could  not  be 
reached  at  time  of  press  for  further  comment 
on  the  health  services  situation,  Dean  Walker 
explained  what  the  University  is  doing  to 
ameliorate  our  shortcomings.  Currently, 
Sewanee  is  being  reviewed  by  the  American 
College  Health  Association.  This  means  the 
ACHA  is  reviewing  all  of  our  counseling  and 
health  services  and  comparing  us  to  other 
colleges.  The  deans  hope  to  take  the  results 
from  this  review  and  present  them  to  the  board 
and  the  higher  powers  that  be  in  an  effort  to  gain 
support  in  increasing  staff  and  improving  the 
current  conditions  of  these  student  services. 


tolerance  of  hate  speech."  The  apparent  breach 
of  Sewanee's  values  has  drawn  attention  to  the 
subject  of  bias-related  incidents  on  campus  and 
given  the  hateful  nature  of  this  crime,  many  are 
wondering  about  the  prevalence  of  hate  is  in 
Sewanee.  Mr.  Benjamin  said,  "The  actions  of 
one  individual  can  be  disruptive,  potentially,  to 
our  lives  together  in  this  unique  community." 
Events  such  as  these  occur  infrequently,  but 
carry  detrimental  consequences  to  the  sense 
of  fellowship  which  exists  on  the  Domain.  Mr. 
Benjamin  also  said  that  the  offensive  nature  of 
the  act  "was  clearly  the  result  of  a  very  angry 
individual,"  one  whose  intention  may  have 
been  to  destroy  what  community  members, 
faculty  and  students  hold  dear  about  this  place. 

On  November  11th,  The  School  of 
Theology  held  a  candlelight  vigil,  of  which 
some  students  of  the  college  took  part  in.  The 
vigil  was  held  to  signify  solidarity  in  Sewanee 
which  remains  intact;  confirming  that  it  is  the 
people  of  this  community  who  are  charged  with 
the  purpose  of  upholding  the  sense  of  Ecce 
Quam  Bonum  in  Sewanee.  Members  of  the 
administration,  faculty  and  law  enforcement 
anticipate  the  conclusion  of  this  investigation, 
as  the  goal  of  the  University  is  to  eradicate  this 
type  of  action  within  Sewanee's  gates.

Professor  Henrietta  Brown 
Croom  Retires  After  Thirty- 
Five  Years  Of  Service  To  The 
University  Of  The  South.

In  Gailor  Auditorium  two  Saturdays  ago.  a 
biology  symposium  was  held  in  honor  of 
Dr.  Henrietta  Brown  Croom 's  thirty-five  year 
career  at  Sewanee.  There,  an  alumnus  and 
former  student  of  Croom 's.  Dr.  Hal  Minmgan, 
shared  a  fond  memory  from  one  of  Dr.  Croom 's 
classes  with  the  audience: 

Frequently  becoming  rapt  in  the 
excitement  of  her  own  lectures,  Minnigan 
explained.  Dr.  Croom  would  sometimes 
hold  her  classes  overtime,  a  practice  with 
which  Minnigan  and  other  students  became 
increasingly  frustrated.  One  Friday  morning, 
he  and  his  compatriots  came  to  class  prepared  to 
reverse  roles  and  teach  their  professor  a  lesson. 
At  exactly  1 1 :50,  as  class  was  supposed  to  end 
and  Dr.  Croom  predictably  continued  with  her 
lecture,  Minnigan  and  his  band  of  revolutionaries 
leaned  back  in  their  chairs,  removed  Budweiser 
longnecks  from  their  pockets,  popped  their  caps 
in  unison,  and  proceeded  to  begin  their  weekend 
there  in  the  classroom.  The  real  punch  line 
though:  to  the  utter  disbelief  of  her  collegiate 
rebels.  Dr.  Croom  only  paused,  unfazed,  and 
continued  to  lecture. 

The  times  have  changed  considerably 
since  the  1970s  -  not  as  indicated  by  the 
thought  of  libations  in  the  classroom  (may  some 
traditions  never  die),  but  perhaps  more  explicitly 
by  the  fact  that  Minnigan  related  his  tale  in 
Gailor  from  a  home-recorded  DVD  that  he  had 
mailed  in.  Faculty,  current  students,  friends, 
and  alumni  from  as  far  away  as  New  York  and 
Oregon  joined  together  to  celebrate  Croom's 
unabated  passion  for  the  field  of  biology  and 
dedication  to  her  students.  Minnigan  was  but 
one  on  a  panel  of  thirteen  former  students  of 
Dr.  Croom  who  shared  both  fond  memories  and 
recent  accomplishments  -  none  of  which  would 
have  been  possible  without  her  support. 

Dr.  Croom  joined  the  University  of  the 
South  as  an  Assistant  Professor  in  1972,  three 
years  after  Sewanee  became  coeducational. 
Her  appointment  came  at  a  time  when  it  was 
unusual,  if  not  unpopular,  for  women  to  pursue 
careers  in  the  sciences.  In  her  entire  eight  years 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  where  she 
received  both  her  Bachelor's  and  Doctorate 
degrees,  she  was  never  taught  a  science  course 
by  a  female  professor.  One  of  only  four  female 
faculty  members  at  the  time.  Dr.  Croom  was  the 
first  female  biology  professor  at  Sewanee  and 
her  dedication  to  the  sciences,  regardless  of 
the  popular  gender  roles  of  the  time,  inspired 


similar  aspirations  in  her  (especially  female) 
students. 

The  presenters'  topics  varied  greatly; 
some  were  as  specific  as  an  exploration  of  novel 
therapeutic  options  with  which  to  address  ocular 
angiogenesis  (the  growth  of  blood  vessels  over 
the  eye),  others  were  as  broadly  applicable  as 
genetics  and  its  implications  in  bioethics.  As 
diverse  as  these  topics  were,  the  presentations 
shared  a  common  characteristic:  all  inevitably 
included  reminiscences  on  each  speaker's 
experiences  at  Sewanee  and  the  magnitude  of 
the  role  Dr.  Croom  played  in  that  alumnus 's 
career  decisions. 

Judy  Bryson  C'76.  an  alumnus  from 
Dr.  Croom's  first  graduating  class  of  female 
biology  majors,  delivered  an  encomium  so 
profoundly  personal  that  tears  were  visible  in 
eyes  around  the  room.  Bryson  thanked  Dr. 
Croom  for  her  unforgettable  experiences  at 
Sewanee,  for  years  of  close  friendship,  and  for 
challenging  her  and  guiding  her  into  the  career 
and  the  success  she  has  found  today. 

Bryson  hopes  that  with  more  free 
time.  Dr.  Croom  will  spend  more  time  in  the 
Triangle  of  North  Carolina  where  Bryson  now 
resides.  Her  only  regret  is  that  Dr.  Croom 
will  not  teach  her  daughter,  Cathy,  currently  a 
Sewanee  freshman. 

Another  Alumnus,  Eric  Juengst  C'78, 
fondly  recalled  a  much  "groovier"  Sewanee.  In 
his  presentation  he  included  a  slide  depicting  a 
typically  personal  and  insightful  comment  Dr. 
Croom  had  written  in  1977  on  one  of  his  papers 
praising  his  abilities  but  imploring  him  to  get 
his  act  together.  The  comment  reads: 

"Eric,  I  hope  you  will  consider  a 
career  in  teaching.  Your  ability  to  grasp  salient 
features  in  abstract  arguments  is  so  indeed 
impressive.  This  certainly  is  not  your  only 
talent  but  is  one  that  should  be  exploited  in  your 
choice  of  careers.  Be  sure  to  get  some  advice 
about  careers  next  year.  You  really  should  try 
to  pick  a  discipline  and  then  get  help  picking  a 
graduate  program  that  will  best  lead  you  into 
that  discipline.  I'll  be  here  'til  the  end  of  July. 
Try  to  get  some  advice  somewhere  whether 
from  me  or  someone  else.  I'll  be  most  happy  to 
discuss  this  with  you. " 

Juengst  now  serves  on  the  National 
Council  for  Human  Genome  Research  at  the 
National  Institutes  of  Health,  the  Bioethics 
Advisory  Committee  for  NASA,  the  National 
Ethics  Committee  of  the  March  of  Dimes, 
and  half  a  dozen  other  notable  committees.

Though  he  jokes  that  he  still  hasn't  "chosen  a 
discipline."  he  still  attributes  his  success  to  the 
invaluable  direction  and  tireless  support  from 
Dr.  Croom. 

The  festivities  culminated  over  wine 
and  dinner  where  Dr.  Haskell,  current  Chair 
of  the  Biology  Department,  announced  that  an 
anonymous  donor  had  pledged  $50,000  in  honor 
of  Dr.  Croom  and  will  be  dedicating  a  room  to 
her  in  Spencer  Hall,  the  new  science  building 
that  broke  ground  in  December  of  last  year. 
The  money  is  being  used  to  establish  a  fund. 
The  Henrietta  Brown  Croom  Faculty-Student 
Research  Award,  from  which  research-oriented 
students  will  be  able  to  request  financial  support 
for  their  projects. 

Thanks  to  a  grant  from  the  Mellon 
Foundation  to  Sewanee,  Dr.  Croom  has  pursued 
research  on  alternating  semesters  for  the  past 
three  years  as  part  of  her  phased  retirement. 
She  has  conducted  research  with  Sewanee 
students  during  the  teaching  half,  and  with 
colleagues  at  the  Bishop  Museum  in  Honolulu, 
Hawaii  during  the  other  half.  Together,  they  are 
comparing  the  mode  and  tempo  of  evolution  of 
subterranean  crickets  of  Southern  Appalachian 
caves  with  those  of  Hawaiian  lava  tubes.  Next 
semester  she  will  stay  in  Sewanee  sequencing 


some  cricket  outgroups  that  colleagues  have 
sent  her  from  the  South  Pacific  and  help  direct  a 
research  project  on  local  crickets  with  Samantha 
Fuqua  C'08. 

In  thirty-fi  ve  years  science  at  Sewanee 
has  changed  dramatically.  In  her  career  here. 
Dr.  Croom  has  witnessed  the  advent  of  the 
polymerase  chain  reaction  (a  now  fundamental 
technique  in  molecular  biology),  the  evolution 
of  ideas  regarding  the  central  dogma  of  biology, 
and  great  strides  in  advances  of  cancer  biology 
and  other  areas  of  molecular  medicine,  which  is 
truly  amazing  once  considered. 

In  the  somewhat  circular  field  of 
academics,  it  is  easy  to  live  moment-to-moment 
and  disregard  the  profundity  of  those  changes  - 
to  get  lost  in  the  cycle  of  lectures,  projects,  and 
exams  -  and  event  lose  sight  of  the  immortality 
of  the  relationships  that  Sewanee  cultivates. 
The  celebration  of  Dr.  Croom's  retirement 
was  not  only  a  delightful  and  well-earned  rite 
of  passage,  but  also  a  poignant  reminder  that 
Sewanee  alone,  as  a  series  of  charming  limestone 
buildings,  is  nothing  without  professors  like  Dr. 
Coom  who  work  to  make  this  place  so  great. 

For  thirty-five  years  of  tireless 
dedication  to  your  students  and  your  profession. 
Dr.  Croom,  we  sincerely  thank  you.

By  now  you  have  probably  received  the 
cream-colored  envelope  containing  your 
invitation  to  this  year's  Mountain  Top  Ball, 
which  will  take  place  on  Saturday,  Nov.  17.

A  subcommittee  of  the  Program

Jania  Collins,  the  Office  Manager 
for  Student  Activities,  serves  as  their  person 
to  bounce  ideas  off  of,  mentor,  and  budget 
consultant.  The  whole  Program  Board  helps 


with  physically  setting  up  Cravens  for  the 
event,  but  it  is  Mobley  and  Morrison  who  do 
the  majority  of  the  planning. 

The  band  was  booked  over  the 
summer,  and  Mobley  and  Morrison  began 
meeting  with  Collins  during  Orientation.  The 
three  women  met  every  Wednesday  morning 
for  an  hour  or  two,  and  with  the  Program  Board 
co-chairs,  Lizzie  McDuffie  and  Branden  Ozga, 
every  Wednesday  afternoon.  Of  her  Wednesday 
morning  meetings,  Morrison  states,  "I'm  lucky 
to  be  working  with  two  women  who  are  not 
only  motivated,  but  absolutely  hilarious  and  a 
lot  of  fun  to  be  with." 

The  student  co-chairs  try  to  "change 
it  from  year  to  year"  according  to  Collins.  The 
most  obvious  way  to  make  a  mark  is  through 
the  theme.  This  year's  theme  is  the  Old  South. 
"We  thought  the  themes  of  tradition  and  the  Old 
South  tied  in  perfectly  with  the  sesquicentennial 
anniversary  of  the  University,"  says  Morrison. 
The  theme  has  even  been  carried  beyond 
decorations  this  year.  The  menu  will  have  a 
distinct  southern  flavor  according  to  Collins. 


There  will  even  be  a  special  alcoholic  beverage, 
the  Scarlett  O'Hara,  which  consists  of  Southern 
Comfort,  cranberry  juice,  and  lime  juice.  That's 
something  to  look  forward  to  for  those  twenty- 
one  and  older. 

Choosing  a  theme  is  definitely  fun, 
but  according  to  Morrison,  it  can  also  be  quite 
challenging.  "We  have  worked  hard  to  make  sure 
that  MTB  is  something  that  appeals  to  everyone 
invited,  students  and  faculty  alike.  Committing 
to  a  certain  theme  means  restrictions  on  catering 
and  decorations,  but  we  came  up  with  some 
great  ways  to  keep  the  event  formal,  while  still 
infusing  it  with  an  old  southern  feel,"  she  says. 
The  goal  is  "to  make  it  fun  and  comfortable" 
for  students  and  faculty  says  Collins.  Mountain 
Top  is  "one  of  the  rare  chances  students  and 
faculty  have  to  talk  in  a  setting  outside  of  the 
classroom,"  Morrison  states. 

The  band,  The  Big  Thrill,  was 
chosen  for  precisely  this  reason.  This  will  not 
be  the  first  time  The  Big  Thrill  has  played  at 
Mountain  Top.  Their  covers  of  songs  from  the 
1950s  to  current  ones  make  them  a  great  band 


for  a  ball  with  attendees  of  such  diverse  ages. 
"They  make  old  stuff  fun  for  the  young  and 
new  stuff  fun  for  the  faculty,"  says  Collins,  who 
admits  that  it  is  a  challenge  to  find  a  band  that 
will  appeal  to  all  of  the  approximately  five- 
hundred  expected  guests. 

In  these  last  few  weeks  before  the 
ball,  the  Program  Board  has  been  working  on 
delivering  invitations  to  students  through  the 
SPO  and  to  faculty  by  hand.  The  final  details 
have  been  decided  on,  and  now  the  board  waits 
to  physically  decorate  Cravens'  Hall  for  the 
big  day.  "We  hope  they  feel  that  they've  really 
stepped  into  the  Old  South!  Also,  because  MTB 
is  in  the  middle  of  the  winter,  we've  tried  to 
brighten  up  the  ball  with  a  warmer,  spring  feel 
so  hopefully  it  feels  comfortable  and  inviting," 
Morrison  says  of  her  hope  for  when  guests 
first  enter  the  transformed  Cravens.  If  nothing 
else,  Collins  says  that  the  ball  "gives  students 
and  faculty  a  good  excuse  to  wear  their  party 
dresses."  Head  over  to  Cravens  Saturday  night 
for  an  evening  of  food,  music,  and  dancing  with 
a  heavy  dose  of  old  Southern  hospitality. 


Letters  To  Sala  At  The  Tennessee  Williams  Center:  A  Press  Release 


LETTERS  TO  SALA  by  Arlene  Hutton  is  a 
Holocaust  tale,  based  on  a  true  story  which 
has  been  called  "one  of  the  last  great  wartime 
narratives."  In  1940,  when  her  sister  received 
a  letter  to  report  to  a  German  force  labor  camp, 
sixteen-year-old  Sala  Garncarz  volunteered 
to  go  in  her  place.  Over  the  next  five  years,  in 
seven  different  camps  in  Germany,  Poland  and 
Czechoslovakia,  Sala  received  over  350  pieces 
of  mail  sent  to  her  by  friends  and  family  on  the 
outside  or  by  fellow  prisoners.  She  managed 
to  save  every  piece  of  paper,  often  risking  her 
life,  only  to  hide  them  after  her  marriage  to  an 
American  G.I. 

Over  forty  years  later  Sala  gave  the 
letters  to  her  daughter  Ann  Kirschner,  who  re- 


searched the  people  and  stories  in  the  letters 
and  had  them  transcribed  and  translated.  The 
letters  were  exhibited  at  the  New  York  Public 
Library  in  the  spring  of  2006  and  are  currently 
on  temporary  display  in  the  Senate  rotunda  in 
Washington,  D.C.  Ann's  book,  "Sala's  Gift" 
was  published  last  fall. 

Tennessee  Williams  Fellow  in  Play- 
writing  Beth  Lincks  (a.k.a.  Arlene  Hutton) 
began  working  on  a  theatrical  adaptation  of 
"Sala's  Gift"  during  her  2005-2006  fellowship 
at  Sewanee.  Several  readings  of  the  piece  have 
been  done  in  New  York  City  Lincks  is  directing 
a  new  draft  of  the  play  at  Sewanee,  workshop- 
ping  the  play  with  students.  Performances  are 
December  6,  7,  8  at  7:30  in  the  Tennessee  Wil- 


liams Center.  Not  unlike  "The  Diary  of  Anne 
Frank,"  this  production  is  appropriate  for  adults, 
teens  and  older  children.  Sala's  daughter,  Ann 
Kirshner,  currently  the  dean  of  the  CUNY  Mac- 
Cauley  Honors  College,  will  attend  the  first  two 
performances  and  will  speak  in  Gailor  Audito- 
rium on  Friday  afternoon,  December  7th.

Review:  Poet  Bridget  Gray.

On  last  Saturday  evening,  Taylor 
2,  a  company  of  Paul  Taylor, 
performed  an  inspiring  medley  of 
modern  dances  in  Guerry  Auditorium. 
Paul  Taylor  is  a  world  renowned 
and  respected  contemporary  dance 
choreographer,  and  it  was  incredible 
opportunity  to  be  able  to  see  his  dancers 
here  on  the  Mountain. 

The  company  opened  with 
Taylor's  Aureole,  performed  by  five 
of  the  six  company  members.  It  was  a 
beautiful  piece  performed  in  all  white 
with  the  women  in  flowing  skirts. 
Soloist  Winston  Dynamite  Brown 
intrigued  the  audience  with  his  balance 
and  control  in  a  captivating  adagio 
variation. 

I  learned  from  Mr.  Tom 
Patrick,  rehearsal  director  for  Taylor 
2,  that  Paul  Taylor's  choreography  is 
largely  influenced  by  his  time  on  the 
swim-team  in  college.  Patrick  said  that 
much  of  Taylor's  style  comes  from  the 
feeling  of  moving  through  water,  and 
these  deliberate,  fluid  movements  were 
particularly  evident  in  Winston's  solo 
and  throughout  the  whole  of  Aureole. 

The  second  piece,  Profiles,  was 
performed  by  two  couples  of  Taylor 
2  and  portrayed  two  relationships  in 
which  each  member  seemed  to  be 
battling  for  control.  It  was  a  dance 
filled  with  tension  and  at  times,  pain, 
and  the  audience  remained  breathless 
throughout.  The  four  dancers 
magnificently  performed  some  of 
Taylor's  intricate  partnering  work  and 
lifts,  in  which  each  of  the  couples 
seemed  to  move  as  one  being. 

A  beautiful  and  loving  duet 
from   Taylor's    Roses    followed    and 


released  the  tension  that  had  risen 
during  Profiles.  Performed  by  Latra 
Wilson  and  Justin  Kahan,  this  piece 
represented  the  interactions  of  a  couple 
in  harmony.  The  dancers  moved  with 
ease  even  through  some  partnering 
work  that  looked  pretty  scary  for  Latra. 
Their  finesse  dazzled  the  eyes  of  the 
audience,  and  it  seemed  as  though  every 
one  might  let  out  a  sigh  of  "awww" 
as  the  two  finished  their  dance  in  an 
embrace. 

The  final  dance  of  the  show 
was  a  very  lively  and  engaging  piece 
called  Company  B.  It  was  performed 
by  the  entire  cast  of  six.  The  piece 
consisted  of  nine  dances  with  several 
solos  and  duets,  and  it  portrayed  some 
of  the  sentiments  of  Americans  during 
World  War  II.  Parts  of  the  dances 
staged  an  interesting  contrast  between 
the  soldiers  away  in  battle  and  men  and 
women  at  home  listening  and  dancing 
to  the  classic  tunes  of  that  era.  Winston 
Brown  had  another  great  solo  as  the 
Boogie  Woogie  Bugle  Boy,  and  another 
audience  favorite  was  Oh  Johnny,  Oh 
Johnny,  Oh!,  a  solo  for  Justin  Kahan 
with  the  three  female  dancers.  With 
personality  and  attitude  that  emanated 
into  the  crowd,  Kahan  danced  the  part 
of  a  nerdy  boy  who  suddenly  had  a  way 
with  wooing  the  ladies. 

Taylor  2's  entire  performance 
was  breath-taking,  and  Company  B 
proved  to  be  an  exciting  and  energetic 
way  of  ending  the  evening.  It  was  also, 
as  we  found  out,  Winston  Brown's 
farewell  performance  with  Taylor  2, 
and  he  performed  a  solo  encore  for  the 
audience,  who  was  happy  to  have  one 
last  glimpse  of  Paul  Taylor's  unique 
choreography. 


Film  And  Television  Writers  On 
Strike  Indefinitely.

When  I  first  arrived  in  the  Hearth 
room  this  past  Friday  night,  I 
wasn't  sure  what  to  expect— especially 
since  I  was  the  first  person  to  arrive 
and  I  showed  up  late.  Not  really  an 
auspicious  beginning,  don't  you  think? 
So  the  night  started  slow,  with  myself 
reading  the  first  poem  to  warm  up  the 
open  mic.  The  night  proceeded  well 
from  there,  but  mostly  because  more 
and  more  people  kept  showing  up. 

For  me,  an  open  mic  yields 
a  chance  to  read  previously  written 
work  that  is  an  example  of  some  sort 
of  burgeoning  artisanship.  Though  this 
open  mic  did  see  quality  production 
of  this  kind,  there  were  too  few  such 
examples,  and  the  mic  seem  generally 
bogarted  by  unsubstantial  flippancy. 
That  said,  kudos  to  you  spontaneous 
rapscallions  for  having  the  cahones 
to  stand  up  and  pour  forth— just  write 
something  before  you  show  up  next 
time,  please. 

Though  the  open  mic  had  the 
potential  for  the  display  of  quality 
student  poetry,  the  highlight  of  the 
show  was  Bridget  Gray's  outstanding 
performance.  Since  Bridget  is  the  only 
female  to  have  been  a  National  Poetry 
Slam  Grand-Champion  three  times,  one 
can  expect  some  brilliant  work— and 
brilliant  work  it  was.  Bridget  dazzled 
the  (by  now)  nearly  half  full  room  with 
works  such  as  "I  am  a  Woman",  "My 
Letter  to  Hip  Hop"  (the  only  poem  to 
have  received  a  standing  ovation  at  the 
Def  Poetry  Slam),  "Shades  of  Gray", 
"Dear  John",  and  many  more  fantastic 
poems  that  ranged  from  funny  to  sad  to 
sexy  to  lovely  to  intriguing,  poignant, 
and  down-right  impressive. 

Surprisingly,  her  jaw-dropping 
poetry  provided  only  the  structure  of 
her  performance,  as  she  fleshed-out 
the  show  with  personal  stories  aimed 
at  relating  each  poem's  creation  to  her 


own  life.  Each  story  provided  a  means 
of  elevating  her  poems  as  well  as 
building  enthusiasm  within  the  crowd. 
Without  these  tales  between  her  poems, 
her  performance  would  have  been 
very  interesting,  but  not  spectacular. 
Bridget's  ability  to  build  excitement  for 
her  poems  before  she  even  spoke  them 
also  gave  the  performance  an  intimate 
atmosphere,  since  we  were  not  simply 
hearing  her  poems,  but  hearing  her 
describe  her  life. 

Though  I  could  go  on  and 
on  about  how  astounding  Bridget's 
performance  was,  I  would  rather  make 
one  modest  statement.  I  really  enjoy 
the  enthusiasm  with  which  Student 
Activities  finds  amazing  Slam  poets  and 
brings  them  to  Sewanee.  During  my 
years  as  a  Sewanee  student,  I  have  seen 
many  highly  renowned  Slam  poets  give 
performances  on  our  small  campus  and 
I  couldn't  love  it  more.  At  the  same 
time,  though,  I  am  disappointed  by  the 
general  student  response  that  creates 
an  only  mildly  half  full  Hearth  room 
come  performance  night.  Though 
I  am  dismayed  by  the  apathy  with 
which  these  top-notch  Slam  poets  are 
received,  I'm  not  sure  it's  entirely  the 
fault  of  the  student  body. 

While  it  may  not  have  been 
possible  to  have  Bridget  come  and 
perform  on  another  night  or  at  another 
time,  I  think  that  more  students  would 
come  if  the  event  had  been  held  on  a 
Thursday  night  or  simply  any  time 
other  than  nine  p.m.  Had  the  event 
started  sooner,  those  desiring  a  night  of 
drunken  revelry  would  have  been  able 
to  come  for  Bridget's  performance  and 
then  wander  off  afterwards  towards 
the  comforting  glow  of  the  nearest  frat 
house.  While  I  find  it  sad  that  so  many 
missed  this  amazing  opportunity  to  see 
a  brilliant  performer,  I  hope  that  we 
can  do  better  next  time— these  poets 
deserve  it.

On  Monday  November  5th  at 
12:01  am  Pacific  Time  film  and 
television  writers  across  the  US  walked 
on  strike  when  contract  negotiations 
between  the  Writer's  Guild  of  America 
(WGA)  and  the  Alliance  of  Motion 
Picture  and  Television  Producers 
(AMPTP)  collapsed. 

The  WGA  strike  is  the  first  strike 
since  the  guild's  5-month  strike  in 
1988. 

The  writers  get  $0.04  for  every 
DVD  sold,  which  was  from  a  home 
video  deal  made  in  1988;  they  want 
this  adjusted  to  $0.08  for  every  DVD 
sold.  The  scribes  also  want  to  get  the 
same  residuals  would  get  for  TV  when 
their  shows  are  aired  over  the  Internet. 

In  the  strike  of  1988  the  writers 
agreed  to  the  $0.04  per  home  video 
sold  because  the  market  was  young, 
and  producers  did  not  know  how  well 
they  would  do. 

The  strike  has  no  end  in  sight, 
neither   the   WGA   nor   the   AMPTP 


have  made  any  movement  toward  the 
bargaining  table. 

The  Screen  Actors  Guild  (SAG) 
and  the  Directors  Guild  of  America 
(DGA)  both  have  contracts  with  the 
AMPTP  that  expire  in  June  2008. 

The  AMPTP  might  begin 
negotiations  with  the  DGA  and  use  the 
new  contract  to  jumpstart  talks  with  the 
WGA. 

For  now  this  means  CBS 
Paramount,  NBC  Universal.  ABC 
Disney,  Fox,  and  most  other  production 
companies  will  be  producing  the 
remainder  of  their  finished  scripts,  and 
then  shutting  down. 

Late  night  television  shows 
including  Leno,  Letterman,  The  Daily 
Show,  and  The  Colbert  Report  have  all 
been  moved  to  reruns  until  the  end  of 
the  strike.  Saturday  Night  Live  has  put 
its  season  on  hold  until  the  end  of  the 
strike. 

As  the  strike  continues  the 
networks  will  be  airing  more  and  more 
reruns.

Jennifer  Gill:  A  Fresh  Approach 
To  The  University  Art  Gallery.

This  fall  Sewanee  welcomed  a  new  director 
to  the  University  Art  Gallery,  Jennifer  Gill. 
Gill  graduated  from  Vanderbilt  University  with 
a  degree  in  art  and  art  history,  and.  after  working 
at  Vanderbilt  for  about  a  year,  moved  to  New 
York  City.  She  attended  Bard  College  to  study 
what  she  described  as  "a  broader  approach  to  art 
history."  At  Bard,  Gill  considered  the  medium 
between  art  and  craft. 

After  working  for  eight  months  in  an 
Asian  art  gallery.  Gill  said  she  was  "looking  for 
a  reason  to  move  back  to  the  Middle  Tennessee 
area."  Gill  said  "being  an  artist,  it  is  hard  to  be 
based  in  New  York"  due  to  the  lack  of  available 
work  space.  The  position  as  Sewanee 's  gallery 
director  was  a  perfect  opportunity  to  move  back 
to  Nashville,  where  she  feels  she  has  more  time 
to  be  creative,  as  well  as  more  space  in  which  to 
work. 

Talking  to  Gill,  it  is  clear  that  she 
has  an  amazing  vision  for  Sewanee 's  gallery. 
She  said  she  "want[s]  to  continue  the  same 
level  of  exhibition  and  programming"  as  her 
predecessor,  focusing  on  the  gallery's  roles  as 
an  educational  facility  and  as  a  resource  for 


the  art  students.  Along  those  lines,  she  hopes 
to  continue  to  offer  workshops  in  which  the 
students  can  participate. 

Gill  is  also  intent  on  moving  the 
gallery  forward.  She  hopes  to  oversee  the 
gallery's  renovation  in  order  to  "bring  it  up  to 
the  industry's  standards."  She  would  like  to 
"increase  the  gallery's  visibility"  by  organizing 
a  cut  paper  works  painting  and  drawing  show. 
This  exhibit  would  feature  five  Swiss  and  five 
American  artists  and  would  combine  both 
traditional  and  cutting  edge  art.  The  show 
would  then  travel  around  the  country. 

Gill  would  like  to  feature  an  artist 
who  does  outdoor  exhibitions  in  which  Sewanee 
students  would  be  involved.  In  addition,  she 
hopes  to  feature  a  book-art  show  to  highlight 
Sewanee's  role  as  a  center  of  literature. 

The  current  exhibit  is  also  a  source 
of  excitement  for  Gill.  The  show  features 
Norwegian  photographer  Bjom  Sterri,  and  will 
run  through  December  20. 

With  her  background  in  art  and  her 
experience  as  an  artist,  it  is  clear  that  Jennifer 
Gill  will  be  able  to  lead  the  gallery  down  a  new 
and  exciting  path.

On  November  6th,  Michael  D.  Tanner,  Di- 
rector of  Health  and  Welfare  Studies  at 
Washington  DC.  based  at  the  Cato  Institute, 
lectured  in  Gailor  Auditorium  on  the  topic  of 
free  market  healthcare.  At  the  beginning  of  his 
lecture.  Mr.  Tanner  asked  a  very  simple  ques- 
tion to  the  audience,  when  it  comes  to  your 
healthcare.  "Who  decides17"  He  explained  that 
this  fundamental  question,  which  should  be  at 
the  heart  of  the  healthcare  reform  debate,  is 
ultimately  lost  in  the  political  debate.  The  real 
question  in  health  care  is  whether  you,  together 
with  your  doctor,  will  make  your  most  personal 
and  important  health  care  decisions,  or  whether 
a  government  bureaucracy  will  make  these  de- 
cisions for  you. 

Tanner  then  moved  into  addressing 
the  specifics  of  a  nationalized  health  care  sys- 
tem. Government  run  health  care  is  all  about 
limiting  costs  and  restricting  the  amount  of  the 
national  budget  that  can  be  spent  on  healthcare. 
This  ultimately  leads  to  a  rationing  of  care  and 
long  lines  of  patients  waiting  for  medical  proce- 
dures. 

In  the  last  two  years.  5%  of  patients 
in  the  United  State  had  to  wait  more  than  four 
months  for  non-emergency  surgery.  This  is 
compared  to  twenty-three  percent  in  Australia, 
twenty-six  percent  in  New  Zealand,  twenty- 
seven  percent  in  Canada  and  thirty-six  percent 
in  Britain.  The  use  of  high  technology  medi- 
cal procedures  is  also  limited.  For  example,  in 
the  United  States  388.1  patients,  per  100,000 
people  underwent  a  high-tech  medical  proce- 
dure when  receiving  a  coronary  angioplasty. 
In  Canada  that  number  was  80.8  patients  per 
1 00,000  people  and  in  Britain,  5 1 .0  per  1 00.000 
people.  Another  trend  that  is  associated  with 
long  lines  for  medical  procedures  and  limited 
use  of  technology  is  the  cancer  mortality  rate. 
In  the  United  States,  the  mortality  rate  on  di- 
agnosed prostate  cancer  is  19%,  compared  to 
25%  in  Canada,  30%  in  New  Zealand,  35%  in 
Australia,  44%  in  Germany,  49%  in  France  and 
57%  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

Tanner  did  address  the  popular  criti- 
cal arguments  of  our  healthcare  system.  Mi- 
chael Moore  explained  in  his  2007  documen- 
tary "Sicko",  that  the  United  States'  healthcare 


system  is  ranked  37th  in  the  world,  behind 
Slovenia.  This  statistic,  which  was  published 
by  the  World  Health  Organization,  is  very  mis- 
leading. Many  of  the  factors  that  go  into  this 
rating  have  virtually  nothing  to  do  with  the  ac- 
tual quality  of  care  received  by  patients.  Also, 
statistics  show  that  the  infant  mortality  rate  in 
the  United  States  is  higher  than  in  some  other 
developed  countries.  In  the  United  States,  many 
babies  are  brought  to  term  and  born  even  if 
doctors  detect  health  problems  when  they  are 
still  in  the  womb.  Most  of  these  babies  in  other 
countries  would  have  simply  been  aborted,  and 
this  abortion  is  not  counted  in  the  infant  mortal- 
ity rate  statistic.  There  is  no  standard  definition 
on  what  constitutes  "infant  mortality." 

1 1  someone  wants  to  get  an  idea  about 
what  a  single  payer  system  would  look  like  in 
the  United  States,  he  or  she  can  just  turn  and 
look  at  the  Medicare  system  we  already  have 
in  place.  One  of  the  studies  at  the  Cato  Institute 
states.  "Over  the  past  20  years,  the  Medicare 
bureaucracy— and  to  a  lesser  extent  Congress 
itself— has  limited  the  freedom  of  Medicare 
beneficiaries  to  purchase  medical  services  with 
their  own  money. 

Those  limitations  violate  beneficia- 
ries' right  to  privacy,  undermine  a  tool  that 
could  reduce  the  burden  Medicare  imposes  on 
taxpayers,  and  may  deny  care  to  Medicare  ben- 
eficiaries outright,  or  deny  them  access  to  the 
highest  quality  care  available."  So  besides  be- 
ing trillions  of  dollars  in  debt,  this  entitlement 
program,  which  costs  roughly  13%  of  the  fed- 
eral budget,  actually  limits  the  choices  of  those 
patients  on  the  system. 

All  in  all,  Tanner  explained  that  a  na- 
tionalized single-payer  healthcare  system  lim- 
its freedom  and  choices,  and  it  provides  lower 
quality  care  to  patients.  Yes,  it  is  true  that  the 
United  States  spends  more  on  healthcare  than 
any  other  country.  But  we  do  this  because  we 
choose  to  spend  more  money,  and  we  ultimately 
receive  better  care  than  the  rest  of  the  world  be- 
cause of  this.  Because  healthcare  is  one  of  the 
most  personal  issues  for  Americans,  we  must 
ask  the  question,  "Who  decides?"  Is  it  a  deci- 
sion made  by  a  patient  and  his  or  her  doctor,  or 
is  it  a  decision  made  by  a  government  bureau- 
cracy?

Homecoming  2007.

Sewanee's  2007  Homecoming  game  on  November  3rd  against 
the  Birmingham-Southern  Panthers  ended  with  Sewanee 
falling  to  the  Panthers  35-33.  Though  the  Tigers  put  the  first 
points  on  the  board,  they  lost  the  lead  shortly  before  the  end 
of  the  first  half  and  were  unable  to  take  it  back.  Even  a  fourth 
quarter  comeback  left  them  two  points  shy  of  a  win. 

The  Tigers  started  the  game  off  strong  with  a  blocked 
punt  on  the  Panthers'  first  drive  that  led  to  a  42-yard  touchdown 
pass  to  Chris  Murphy  and  a  7-0  Tigers  lead  with  12:45  left  in  the 
first  quarter.  Three  possessions  later,  the  Panthers  faked  a  punt  on 
fourth  down  with  two  yards  to  go. 

After  a  quarterback  sneak  and  a  personal  foul  on  the 
Tigers,  the  Panthers  scored  a  touchdown  to  tie  up  the  score  7-7 
with  3:38  to  go  in  the  first  quarter.  Sewanee  tried  to  answer  with 
a  score  of  their  own,  but  the  first  quarter  ended  instead  with  a 
missed  field  goal  attempt  by  Andrew  Gould.  Those  three  points 
would  come  back  to  haunt  the  Tigers. 

The  second  quarter  opened  with  Birmingham-Southern 
fumbling  the  snap  for  a  16-yard  loss  on  first  down.  Although 
quarterback  Joe  Thigpen  recovered,  the  botched  play  was  only 
the  first  of  three  in  the  drive.  The  following  play,  Thigpen  was 
sacked  by  Lewis  Dawson.  When  the  Panthers  attempted  to  punt 
from  their  own  19-yard  line,  they  then  fumbled  the  snap  and 
scored  a  safety,  breaking  the  tie  in  favor  of  the  Tigers.  The  score 
was  then  9-7  Tigers  with  12:32  left  in  the  first  half. 

The  Panthers'  fumble  was  hardly  the  only  one  of  the 
game,  however.  On  the  following  drive,  with  third  down  and  one 


yard  to  go,  the  Tigers  fumbled  and  the  ball  was  recovered  by 
Panthers'  defensive  back  Jerron  Mitchell.  Birmingham-Southern 
capitalized  on  this  turnover  by  kicking  a  field  goal  to  take  back 
the  lead;  10-9  with  9:18  still  left  in  the  half. 

The  first  half  ended  with  a  fumbled  snap  by  Geoff 
Marolda  while  punting  from  the  Tigers'  own  22-yard  line, 
which  led  to  a  Panthers'  first  down  on  the  Tigers  9-yard  line 
and  then  a  Panthers'  touchdown.  The  score  at  halftime  was  16-9 
Birmingham-Southern. 

The  second  half  proved  to  be  as  action-packed  as  the 
first.  Patrick  Shelton  was  intercepted  by  Brad  Stockdale  in  the 
middle  of  the  first  drive.  Though  Thigpen  fumbled  the  ball,  the 
drive  nevertheless  led  to  a  Panthers  field  goal  and  a  19-9  Panthers 
lead.  The  Tigers  would  answer  with  Chris  Murphy's  kick-off 
return  to  the  Panthers'  19-yard  line,  and  an  8-yard  touchdown  run 
by  Blake  Mears  to  close  the  Panthers'  lead  to  three  with  10:54 
left  in  the  third  quarter. 

Birmingham-Southern  proceeded  to  put  another  seven 
on  the  board  with  a  touchdown  pass  to  W.  Arlington.  Stuart  Rast 
then  recovered  Stockdale 's  fumbled  punt,  leading  to  a  Tigers' 
field  goal  and  a  26-19  score,  with  the  Panthers  still  on  top. 
Birmingham-Southern  would  go  on  to  score  another  field  goal 
and  touchdown,  though  the  extra  point  would  be  no  good. 

The  Tigers  fought  hard  to  take  back  the  lead,  and 
managed  to  put  fourteen  more  points  on  the  board,  including  a 
3-yard  touchdown  by  Trey  Reliford.  and  a  Blake  Mears-David 
Craig  flee  flicker  that  lead  to  a  touchdown  in  the  fourth  quarter.  In 
the  end,  the  Panthers  would  hold  on  to  then  lead  to  win  35-33. 


Football  Looks  To  Rebuild; 
Revamp  For  2008  Season.

If  you  look  at  the  Sewanee  Football  team's  record,  you  might 
notice  that  the  loss  column  has  a  considerable  number  of 
games  under  it.  Sewanee  is  coming  off  an  eight  game  losing 
streak,  including  last  weekend's  road  loss  to  Rhodes  College  in 
the  annual  Orgill  Cup  match  up.  However,  the  program  is  looking 
forward  to  next  season  and  the  years  to  come. 

This  season's  performance  was  a  deceptive  one. 
especially  if  you  go  by  wins  and  losses  alone.  "Our  program, 
if  one  or  two  things  go  our  way,  could  be  coming  off  a  6-3  or 
even  a  7-2  season."  says  Head  Coach  Robert  Black.  "Our  players 
worked  hard  and  fought  all  year  long  and  unfortunately,  all  it 
comes  down  to  are  a  few  key  plays." 

Aside  from  two  games  against  conference  powerhouses 
Millsaps  and  Trinity.  Sewanee's  opponents  only  outscored  the 
team  152-138.  "We  lost  a  lot  of  games  by  a  touchdown  or  less 
said  one  player.  "It  is  really  frustrating  to  know  that  we  could 
have  done  so  much  better  this  season  (win-wise  i  bill  didn't.  A  lot 


of  people  are  ready  to  put  this  season  behind  us  and  move  on  and 
focus  on  next  year." 

While  the  season  did  not  go  as  planned  for  many  in  the 
program,  almost  everyone  is  optimistic  about  the  years  to  come 
in  Tiger  Football.  "We  have  a  lot  of  great  players  that  are  coming 
in  to  visit  and  talk  and  a  lot  of  these  prospects  are  extremely 
interested  in  Sewanee,"  one  coach  commented.  "We  have  a 
couple  Prospective  Athlete  weekends  coming  up  this  winter  that 
we  are  really  looking  forward  to  as  well." 

Returning  football  players  will  begin  their  spring 
workouts  after  a  short  winter  break.  The  coaching  staff  is  already 
in  the  process  of  designing  the  spring  practices  that  will  be 
supplemented  by  the  Advanced  Speed  and  Strength  Training 
course  that  most  of  the  players  will  be  taking  in  the  spring. 

The  program  is  taking  huge  strides  and  the  wheels  are

When     one     thinks     of     traditional     college     basketball 
powerhouses,  names  like  Maryland,  Georgetown.  Duke, 
North  Carolina,  and  Sewanee  come  to  mind. 

Well,  maybe  not  yet,  but  the  Sewanee  Mens  and 
Women's  basketball  teams  would  certainly  like  to  reverse 
the  misfortunes  of  recent  years  by  nding  the  young  talent  that 
both  teams  possess  to  high  seeds  in  their  respective  conference 
tournaments  and  hopeful  NCAA  Dili  Tournament  bids. 

The  Sewanee  Men  will  have  to  overcome  the  loss  of 
their  two  leading  scorers  (Joey  Garcia  and  Spencer  Rowland) 
from  last  season,  as  well  as  their  leading  assist  man  (Chris  Eddy). 
However,  the  Tigers  are  returning  some  strong  players  from  last 
year,  such  as  PF/C  Ben  Pursell  ('09),  who  led  the  team  in  rebounds 
per  game  with  over  six.  and  senior  leader  Gary  Grizzle  ("08)  one 
of  several  athletic  guards  that  the  Tigers  boast  this  year.  One  of 
the  advantages  this  team  does  have  over  many  of  its  opponents  is 
quality  depth  and  experience  at  the  guard  positions,  an  especially 
important  trait  considering  the  frenetic  full  court  game  that  Coach 
Joe  Thoru  likes  to  use  to  wear  opponents  down. 

These  Tigers,  as  they  have  been  the  past  few  years, 
will  be  young,  with  only  two  seniors  on  the  team.  However,  the 
freshmen  class  shows  a  great  deal  of  promise,  and  is  headlined  by 
Garret  Hollingsworth.  a  6-9  All-State  Center  from  Roanoke.  VA. 
Holhngsworth  figures  to  give  the  Tigers  a  commanding  presence 
in  the  middle  that  has  been  missing  from  the  team  the  past  several 
years. 

The  Lady  Tigers,  like  the  Mens  team,  will  be  fairly 
young  this  upcoming  season,  with  only  one  senior,  but  will  be 
returning  several  key  players  from  last  season.  Leading  scorer 
Steffi  Anne  Renninger  ('10)  returns,  as  does  rebounding  force 
Courtney  Childress  ('08).  Anne  Wills  ('09)  will  seek  to  have  a 
breakout  season  after  averaging  nearly  nine  points  a  game  last 
season,  as  the  Lady  Tigers  will  need  her  to  help  fill  the  bucket 
after  the  graduation  of  second  leading  scorer  Dani  Pettay.  Juniors 
Rachel  Miller  and  Acacia  Mack  also  figure  to  make  strides  this 
year,  as  the  team  will  need  solid  efforts  from  them  as  the  Lady 
Tigers  will  likely  have  a  tight  playing  time  rotation  and  short 
bench  this  season,  especially  since  sophomore  guard  Veronica 
Phillips  will  be  out  for  the  first  few  weeks  of  the  season  with  a 
knee  injury  in  the  pre-season. 

With  a  roster  made  up  primarily  of  guards,  the  Lady 
Tigers  will  likely  play  an  up  tempo,  small-ball  style,  similar  to 
what  the  Men's  team  tends  to  prefer. 

Both  teams  should  show  improvement  this  season. 
Regardless  of  whether  Sewanee  establishes  itself  as  a  national 
power  in  basketball,  they  should  be  fun  to  watch.  And  with  some 
solid  fan  turnout  in  the  "Tiger's  Den"  (Juhan  Gym),  they  just 
might  be  making  some  noise  in  March.

Dean  Eric  Hartman  is  sad.  "But  he  always  looks 
so  happy,"  you  might  say.  Well,  beneath  the 
veneer  of  that  wonderful  smile.  Dean  Hartman 
carries  a  constant  lament  for  the  failing  Sewanee  Union 
Theater— that  movie  theater  that  most  of  us  know  as  the 
SUT 

When  Dean  Hartman  first  showed  up  on  the 
Mountain,  one  of  his  jobs  was  operating  the  SUT.  As  a 
movie  lover,  this  was  a  dream  come  true  for  Dean  Hartman, 
who  loved  to  show  "two  to  three  first-run  movies  a  night 
to  nearly  packed  houses."  But,  as  with  any  golden  age. 
this  glorious  state  of  affairs  did  not  last.  It  was  dissolved 
by  Al  Gore's  clever  invention:  the  Interweb. 

In  the  mid-90's,  the  office  of  Student  Activities 
began  to  advertise  the  SUT's  activities  on  the  Sewanee 
website  so  that  students  could  find  out  what  movies  were 
playing  at  the  SUT  from  the  comfort  of  their  dorm  rooms. 
Unfortunately,  a  film  distribution  company  called  Swank 
Motion  Pictures,  Inc.  (which  Dean  Hartman  referred  to  as 
an  "evil-empire")  noticed  this  ploy  and  had  their  lawyers 
notify  the  University  that,  by  showing  first-run  movies  in 
a  "Non-Theatrical  Venue"  (which  is  any  theatrical  venue 
that  caters  to  a  "captive,  subsidized  audience"  like  those 
in  prisons  and  universities),  Sewanee  was  benefiting  from

Sewanee  Domain  To  Receive  3,000 
Acres  From  Land  Trust  Of  Tennessee.

On  the  southern  edge  of  the 
Cumberland  Plateau,  Lost  Creek 
and  its  tributaries  tumble  down 
wooded,  sandstone  bluffs  into  a  giant,  natural 
bowl  called  Lost  Cove.  At  the  bottom  of 
this  bowl  lies  a  beautiful  field  that  over  100 
people  inhabited  in  the  early  1900s  until  the 
cove's  remote  location  caused  its  desertion. 
Now,  the  field  is  a  place  of  natural  wonder 
where  streams  disappear  into  the  ground  at  a 
depression  called  the  Big  Sink  and  form  the 
beautiful  Buggy  Top  cave  system. 

"It's  a  wild  place,  in  the  best  sense 
of  the  word,"  said  Bran  Potter,  professor  of 


geology  at  the  University, 

On  Wednesday,  November  28lh, 
the  University  held  a  reception  to  celebrate 
its  official  partnership  with  the  Land  Trust 
for  Tennessee  designed  to  raise  the  funds 
necessary  to  purchase  the  2.987  acres  that 
make  up  Lost  Cove  and  the  smaller,  adjacent 
Champion  Cove. 

The  $4.3  million  purchase  of 
Lost  Cove  and  Champion  Cove  involves 
contributions  by  many  parties  and  will  not  be 
completed  until  late  February  of  2008.  The 
Land  Trust  for  Tennessee  is  the  institution 
that  will  actually  buy  the  land  from  the 
current     owner,     American     Timberland. 


So  far,  the  Sate  of  Tennessee's  Heritage 
Conservation  Trust  Fund  has  donated  $1 
million  and  the  Nature  Conservancy  has 
donated  $500,000  towards  the  purchase. 

The  University  is  contributing 
money  through  funds  raised  by  the  Sewanee 
Call  Campaign  and  the  sale  of  the  Smith 
Tract.  The  Smith  Tract  is  an  830  acre  pine 
plantation  acquired  by  the  University  m 
1962  and  is  being  sold  for  $1.25  million  to 
the  Tennessee  Division  of  Forestry. 

After  the  transaction  is  complete, 

the  Land  Trust  for  Tennessee  will  deed  the 

nearly  3,000  acres  to  the  University  to  own

Trey  Lefler:  An  Easter  Story  At  Thanksgiving

On  Monday,  November  19"\ 
traveling  during  one  of  the 
nation's  busiest  traffic  weeks. 
Trey  Lefler  ('04)  was  in  a  car  wreck  in 
Maryville,  Tennessee,  that  resulted  in 
his  death  on  Thanksgiving  Day  at  The 
University  of  Tennessee  Medical  Center 
at  4  p.m. 

Trey  was  visiting  a  friend, 
Cody  Bowers,  on  the  campus  of 
Maryville  College,  who  died  Monday 
night.  A  third  passenger  in  the  vehicle 
was  Matt  Lambert  of  Maryville.  who 
is  still  in  critical  condition.  None  were 
wearing  seat  belts  when  Bowers' Toyota 
Tundra  struck  a  tree.  While  speeding  on 
the  wet  roads  that  evening.  Bowers  car' 
drifted  right,  and  after  overcorrecting, 
slid  off  the  road  as  a  preliminary  report 
says.  Alcohol   and  a  cell  phone   were 


found  in  the  car.  A  posthumous  test  has 
been  ordered  on  Bowers'  blood  to  see  if 
he  had  been  drinking.  Trey  and  the  other 
occupant  were  not  tested.  The  impact 
threw  Trey  into  the  windshield  and 
partially  out  of  the  vehicle. 

Trey,  bom  Jack  Heatherly 
Lefler.  Ill,  was  bom  June  23,  1982.  and  is 
survived  by  his  father  Jack  Lefler  (74), 
mother  Tweetie  White  ('73)  and  her 
husband  Edwin  White  ('70),  and  sister 
Laura  Lefler. 

At  Sewanee  Trey  was  a  history 
major,  a  member  of  the  men's  basketball 
team,  and  a  brother  of  the  Kappa  Alpha 
fraternity.  Friends,  family,  and  faculty 
remember  Trey  as  a  quintessential 
Sewanee  gentleman.  "He  loved  and 
embraced  Sewanee.  He  was  an  amazingly 
balanced  student-athlete  who  could  just 
as  easily  have  an  intimate  conversation 


with  you  about  politics,  spirituality,  or 
God  as  he  could  argue  with  you  about 
his  beloved  Alabama  Crimson  Tide  on 
Saturday  afternoon,"  remembers  Kevin 
Herrell  ('06),  fraternity  brother  and 
friend  of  Trey.  "I  love  and  miss  Trey  I 
was  fortunate  to  know  Trey  for  most  of 
his  wonderful  life  " 

Before  coming  to  Sewanee. 
Trey  grew  up  in  Loudon,  Tennessee. 
Trey  had  been  an  all -region  receiver  for 
the  Loudon  football  team  and  once  set  a 
single-season  reception  record.  He  and 
Kevin  Herrell  were  friends  throughout 
those  years  and  graduated  from  Loudon 
High  School  two  years  apart.  They 
remained  close  friends.  "He  was  the 
reason  I  went  to  Sewanee,"  says  Herrell 
Aftergraduating  from  Sewanee. 
Trey  went  to  work  for  Senator  Lamar

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a  violation  of  an  exclusive  contract  that  Swank 
has  with  most  film  companies.  In  other  words, 
because  the  University  was  operating  the  SUT, 
it  could  not  show  movies  unless  they  rented 
them  from  Swank 

So,  because  of  Swank's  exclusive 
contracts,  the  SUT  could  not  continue  showing 
first-run  movies,  but  had  to  rent  three  or  four 
month-old  movies  from  Swank  for  $7-800,  a 
huge  increase  from  the  $100  or  so  Sewanee 
used  to  spend  on  renting  first-run  movies.  This 
meant  that  the  movie  playing  in  the  SUT  was 
only  weeks  away  from  its  release  onto  home 
video.  With  the  absence  of  first-run  films,  the 
SUT  lost  its  large  audience  as  more  people 
started  buying  and  renting  movies  instead  of 
going  to  the  SUT  to  see  a  movie  they  could 
just  as  easily  get  on  DVD  Thus,  the  SUT 
became  a  money-pit,  costing  the  University 
$10-20.000  a  year.  "Which  would  be  fine  if  it 
were  Stirling's,"  said  Dean  Hartman.  but  unlike 
Stirling's,  no  one  was  going  to  the  SUT. 

This  led  Dean  Hartman  to  get  together 
with  Jerry  Forster,  the  University  Treasurer, 
and  Jamey  Campbell  to  try  and  figure  out  a 
way  to  not  only  bring  first-run  movies  back  to 
the  SUT.  but  also  find  a  way  to  be— as  Dean 
Hartman  puts  it— "more  responsible  about 
using  our  students'  money."  So,  they  contacted 
Rhoton,  LLC -the  operators  of  Winchester's 
Oldham  and  ShelbyvUle's  Capri  theaters-and 
asked  them  if  they  wanted  to  take  control  of  the 
SUT.  The  Rhotons  agreed  and  operations  of 
the  SUT  switched  over  late  last  summer  so  that 
we  could  have  first-run  movies  all  school  year 
long. 

But  what  happened  to  Swank?  you 
nught  ask.  Well,  Swank  essentially  became 
the  SUT's  crazy  ex-girlfriend,  as  Swank  used 
legal  pressure  to  try  and  prevent  the  Rhotons 
from  taking  control  of  the  SUT  and  implied  that 
they  would  scrutinize  the  University's  actions 
to  make  sure  that  movies  are  shown  legally. 
In  other  words,  the  only  way  that  any  student 
organization  can  show  a  movie  on  campus— 
unless  the  movie  is  shown  in  a  class— is  to  rent 
the  movie  from  Swank. 

Renting  movies  from  Swank, 
however,  isn't  financially  feasible  for  most 
organizations   and   only    the    Cinema   Guild 


has  enough  financial  resources  to  do  this — 
though  Jamey  Campbell  is  searching  through 
organizations'  records  to  try  and  find  un-spent 
money  so  that  some  organizations  can  show 
movies  again.  In  the  meantime,  however,  this 
means  that  most  student  organizations  can't 
show  movies  without  extreme  secrecy  lest 
Swank  find  out  and  sue  the  school.  Also,  even 
the  Cinema  Guild  has  had  to  make  concessions 
for  the  change  in  operations  of  the  SUT  and 
show  their  movies  on  Saturday  afternoons 
rather  than  the  familiar  Thursday  evening  time 
slot.  This  change  in  show  times  comes  from 
the  fact  that  the  Rhotons  must  show  a  movie  at 
the  same  time  every  night  of  the  week  in  order 
to  be  a  first-run  movie  theater. 

Though  the  change  in  operations  of 
the  SUT  has  been  a  rocky  road,  both  Jamey  and 
Dean  Hartman  hope  that  the  return  of  brand- 
new  movies  to  the  SUT  will  bring  students 
back  to  the  theater.  When  the  Rhotons  first 
took  over  the  SUT.  Dean  Hartman  was  excited 
about  the  opportunity  to  "go  back  to  what  we 
had"  in  the  day  when  first-run  movies  brought 
big  crowds  of  movie-going  students  to  the 
SUT.  Unfortunately,  this  has  not  happened. 
The  SUT  has  never  been  so  empty  and  it  seems 
that  few  students  even  know  that  the  SUT  is 
alive.  Though  students  used  to  be  able  to  easily 
find  out  about  what  movie  was  playing  at  the 
SUT  by  checking  their  e-mail  or  looking  at 
the  posters  in  the  SPO.  the  change  to  a  third- 
party  operator  of  the  theater  prevents  these 
uses  of  university  resources.  Thus,  the  only 
way  to  see  what  movie  is  playing  is  to  search 
through  the  labyrinth  of  ads  in  the  Sewanee 
Messenger,  to  go  to  the  Rhoton's  website: 
www.MontanaDriveIn.com.  or  to  read  the 
"This  week  in  Student  Activities"  e-mails. 

Ultimately,  the  only  way  that  the  SUT 
will  survive  as  a  theater  is  through  student  use. 
If  no  one  goes  to  the  movies,  then  the  Rhotons 
are  not  likely  to  keep  operating  the  theater  and 
we  might  lose  the  opportunity  to  see  movies 
on  the  Mountain.  So,  in  the  name  of  keeping 
one  of  Sewanee's  cherished  institutions  alive,  I 
charge  each  and  every  one  of  you  to  take  a  date 
to  the  SUT.  It's  inexpensive,  it's  fun,  and  you 
won't  have  to  talk  much.

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and  manage  under  a  perpetual  conservation 
easement.  A  conservation  easement  is  a  legal 
agreement  that  protects  certain  conservation 
values  of  land  by  limiting  the  land's  uses. 
Essentially,  this  means  the  University  cannot 
develop,  sell,  or  subdivide  the  property. 

Even  though  the  land  cannot  be 
developed,  it  opens  great  opportunities  for 
students  and  faculty  at  Sewanee.  Lost  and 
Champion  Coves'  primary  benefits  to  students 
«re  an  outstanding  outdoor  laboratory,  especially 
for  students  studying  forestry  and  geology,  and 
a  beautiful  place  for  outdoor  recreation.  Some 
uncertainty  exists  regarding  what  modifications 
will  be  made  to  the  land,  though  "everyone  is 
in  favor  of  as  little  modification  as  possible," 
said  Professor  Potter.  The  addition  of  trails, 
however,  is  likely. 

Sewanee's  acquisition  of  these  coves 
benefits  not  only  students  of  the  University, 
but  also  the  residents  of  the  entire  region.  The 


incorporation  of  Lost  Cove  into  the  Domain 
links  8,000  acres  of  state-owned  forests  to  the 
10,000  acres  currently  owned  by  Sewanee. 
This  chain  of  protected  forests  provides  great 
ecological  benefits  by  creating  a  large,  protected 
habitat  for  native  plants  and  animals.  Protecting 
this  habitat  is  especially  important  considering 
signs  of  a  mountain  lion  have  been  discovered 
in  Lost  Cove. 

The  purchase  of  Lost  Cove  will  cost 
the  University  well  over  a  million  dollars,  but 
the  cost  is  well  worth  the  rewards  to  Sewanee 
and  surrounding  regions.  Professor  Potter 
commented,  "If  you  look  at  the  growth  of  the 
University's  land  through  time,  nothing  of 
this  magnitude  has  occurred  since  the  first  few 
decades  of  our  history."  The  acquisition  of  Lost 
Cove  is  an  important  event  in  school  history  and 
students  are  privileged  to  have  the  opportunities 
it  will  present  available  to  them. 


Lefler 
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Alexander's  federal  office  in  Washington,  DC. 
While  there  he  aided  Sewanee  undergraduates 
seeking  opportunities  in  the  DC  area.  At  the 
time  of  his  death.  Trey  was  serving  as  state  field 
representative  for  the  senator's  2008  re-election 
campaign. 

An  interment  service  for  family 
was  held  on  Tuesday,  November  27"\  in  the 
Steekee  Cemetery  in  Loudon,  Tennessee.

Additional 
seating  was  brought  into  the  chapel  and  served 
as  a  testament  to  the  great  character  and 
compassion  for  which  Trey  is  remembered. 
"People  were  drawn  to  Trey  because  he  was  full 
of  life,  truly  compassionate  toward  others,  and 
wanted  everyone  around  him  to  have  a  good 
time,"  explains  Herrell.  "He  would  buy  a  round 
of  drinks  for  everyone  in  the  bar  with  money 
he  didn't  have  to  spend,"  remembers  his  sister 
Laura. 

Family,  friends,  and  faculty  came  to 
mourn,  remember,  and  celebrate  the  life  of  Trey 
in  tribute  and  Eucharist.  The  service  began  with 

€"ormance  of  the  song  "Wait  a  Minute"  on 
and  banjo,  whose  sound  gave  charm  and 
»rt.  Dr.  Waring  McCrady  read  a  lesson  from 
the  Book  of  Wisdom  and  the  Reverend  William 
Watson  from  the  First  Letter  of  Peter.  The 
Reverend  Edward  T  McNabb,  Trey's  godfather, 
performed  'Take  to  the  Wing"  on  guitar  during 


the  Offertory.  Chaplain  Macfie  read  the  Gospel 
and  Assistant  Chaplain  Myers  gave  the  homily 
and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 

Trey's  older  sister,  Laura,  gave  the 
tribute.  "Trey  cannot  be  captured  in  words."  she 
started.  Kevin  Herrell  agrees,  "His  character 
and  personal  achievements  are  far  too  great 
and  too  many  to  be  summed  up  or  listed." 
Laura  remembered  the  day  her  little  brother 
came  home  for  the  first  time.  It  was  a  day  that 
forever  changed  her  life.  "Spouses  come  to  us 
late  in  life,  parents  leave  us  too  early,  our  true 
companions  in  life  are  our  siblings,"  she  said. 
Laura's  tribute  accentuated  the  generosity 
and  compassion  of  her  brother.  She  happily 
informed  the  congregation  that  five  lives  were 
saved  through  Trey's  willingness  to  be  an  organ 
donor.  "In  his  death,  Thanksgiving  has  become 
another  Easter  story,"  Laura  announced. 

A  reception  followed  the  memorial 

at  the  Bairnwick  Center  for  the  family  and 

friends.

ID  Card 
Issues: 
McClurg 
Stresses  Use.

For  about  half  of  the  student  body,  the  problem 
of  carrying  around  your  Sewanee  I.D.  Card 
is  not  a  big  one:  you  put  it  in  your  wallet  or  your 
purse  or,  if  you  don't  carry  something  like  that, 
you  just  slip  the  card  into  your  pocket.  I  have 
even  seen  cases  where  people  punch  holes  in 
it  and  place  it  on  a  lanyard.  Whatever  gets  the 
job  done. 

But  for  the  other  (slightly  larger)  half, 
you  seem  to  find  that  carrying  an  l.D.  during 
your  travels  is  too  big  of  a  chore  and  simply  go 
about  your  day  without  it.  This  has  not  gone 
unnoticed  by  the  administrartorsr  at  McClurg  or 
by  Chief  Parrot  and  his  officers. 

In  McClurg,  during  a  15-minute 
period  one  morning,  an  administrator  watching 
the  register  counted  50  students  entering  the 
dining  hall  and  only  20  of  them  had  their  cards 
on  them.  The  other  30  either  gave  the  cashier 
his/her  name  or  just  walked  on  by  when  asked 
to  wait.  This  doesn't  even  take  into  account 
the  amount  of  people  who  now  use  the  back 
doors  with  increasing  frequency.  "The  back 
door  makes  it  kind  of  fun,"  says  Food  Service 
Director  Mark  Kelly.  "We  use  the  I.D.'s  strictly 
as  a  tracking  method  to  determine  peak  hours 
and  staffing  schedules.  I  will  look  at  the  amount 
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of  participation  (number  of  students  entering 
McClurg  in  the  correct  manner)  and  I  can  safely 
double  that  number  to  account  for  the  people 
who  also  eat  there." 

"We've  tried  posting  signs,  we  have 
tried  to  make  people  wait  until  people  with 
cards  go  first  but  nothing  really  works,"  one 
McClurg  employee  said.  "We  need  to  be  able  to 
get  accurate  counts  of  people  in  order  to  prepare 
food  for  the  amount  of  students  we  must  feed." 

The  other  uses  of  the  Sewanee 
I.D.  card  have  also  been  impacted  by  lack  of 
responsibility.  Sewanee  Chief  of  Police  Jim 
Parrot  estimates  that  there  are  over  50  cases  a

month  where  students  don't  have  their  cards 
to  get  in  their  dorms  and  the  police  have  to  let 
them  in  remotely  from  the  police  station.  "At 
that  point,  it  becomes  a  community  protection 
liability  since  there  is  no  way  of  knowing  who 
we  are  letting  in.  There  aren't  cameras  and  the 
person  who  is  asking  to  be  let  in  may  not  be 
someone  we  want  to  let  in,  but  we  don't  know 
that,"  Parrot  continued.  Parrot  also  stated 
that  he  and  his  staff  find  cards  all  the  time,  he 
even  still  has  one  that  a  student  has  neglected 
to  pick  up  for  over  a  month  despite  repeated 
communication  attempts.  "We  find  about  50 
cards  a  year,  most  stay  here  for  several  days 


u 


before  someone  claims  them." 

Another  issue  is  safety.  In  a  worst- 
case  scenario,  the  police  may  need  to  identify 
a  person  in  need  of  serious  medical  care,  but 
cannot  do  so.  "This  causes  a  delay  in  notifying 
the  dean  of  students  and  subsequently  the 
students  parents  or  guardians,"  said  Parrot. 

The  only  solution:  carry  your  I.D. 
card  at  all  times.  This  is  the  message  being  sent 
out  from  the  University,  the  dining  hall.  Health 
Services,  the  Sewanee  Police  Department,  and 
many  more.  Said  one  school  administrator: 
"This  is  a  safe  place  and  we  need  to  keep  it  that 
way."

The  Trustees  of  The  University  of  the 
South  ended  the  Sesquicentennial 
festivities  with  the  First  Plenary  Session  of 
their  Annual  Meeting  on  October  9th  and 
the  Second  on  October  10th.  Trustees  are 
composed  of  the  twenty-eight  bishops  of 
the  owning  dioceses,  laypersons  of  each 
diocese,  and  various  elected  persons.  A  few 
dealings  and  decisions  from  the  sessions 
are  as  follows: 

I  Ms.  Arden  Grady  was 
nominated  and  elected  as  a  representative 
of  the  student  body  of  the  College;  Dr. 
John  Willis  of  the  Faculty  of  the  College 
of  Arts  and  Sciences;  and  Mr.  Montague 
Boyd.  The  Reverend  John  Ander  Runkle, 
Ms.  Virginia  Williams.  The  Honorable 
Edwin  Williamson,  and  Mr.  Craig  Wilson 
of  the  Associated  Alumni;  each  to  serve 
until  2010. 

2.  An  amendment  to  change  the 
proposed  University  Statement  of  Purpose 
failed,  and  after  further  discussion,  the 
Trustees  voted  almost  unanimously  to  adopt 
it  as  submitted  by  the  Agenda  Committee. 
It  now  reads  (italics  for  additions  or 
changes  in  language):  "The  University 
of  the  South  is  an  institution  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  dedicated  to  the  pursuit 
of  knowledge,  understanding,  and  wisdom 
in  close  community  and  in  full  freedom 
of  inquiry,  and  enlightened  by  Christian 
faith  in  the  Anglican  tradition,  welcoming 
individuals  from  all  backgrounds,  to  the 
end  that  students  be  prepared  to  search  for 
truth,  seek  justice*,  preserve  liberty  under 
law.  and  serve  God  and  humanity. 

"The     College    of    Arts     and 


Sciences  is  committed  to  the  development 
of  the  whole  person  through  a  liberal  arts 
education  of  the  highestqunlity.  Outstanding 
students  work  closely  with  distinguished 
and  diverse  faculty  in  a  demanding 
course  of  humane  and  scientific  study  that 
prepares  them  for  lives  of  achievement  and 
service.  Providing  rich  opportunities  for 
leadership  and  intellectual  and  spiritual 
growth,  while  grounding  its  community 
on  a  pledge  of  honor,  Sewanee  enables 
students  to  live  with  grace,  integrity,  and  a 
reverent  concern  for  the  world. 

"The  School  of  Theology 
educates  women  and  men  to  serve  the  broad 
whole  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  ordained 
and  lay  vocations.

3.  A  land  swap  has  been  made 
with  the  Sl  Mary's  Community  for  both 
parties  to  have  advantage  in  dealing  with 
any  possible  litigation  by  third  parties  over 
access  easements  across  the  property. 

4.  Passed  an  "Annual  Fund 
Resolution"  supporting  a  "united  financial 
commitment  of  100%  participation  by 
the  Trustees"  and  further  resolving  that 
"those  who  do  not  financially  support  the 
University  on  an  annual  basis  reconsider 
their  commitment  to  the  University." 


Turkey  Trot"  Raises  Over 
$19,000  For  Blue  Monarch.

I  saw  them  on  the  chill  late  morning  of 
November  17,h:  Sewanee  sorority  sisters  clad 
in  shorts,  running  shoes,  and  t-shirts  bearing 
various  combinations  of  screen-printed  Greek 
letters,  all  flocking  purposefully  toward  the 
Theta  Pi  house.  You,  too.  might  have  witnessed 
a  portion  of  the  event,  as  over  200  students, 
college  faculty  members,  and  community 
members  ran  through  campus,  winding  down 
University  Avenue,  past  the  library,  around 
Lake  Trezevant,  and  eventually  ending  back  at 
Theta  Pi. 

Why  the  race  around  campus, 
braving  the  cool  of  a  windy  mid-November 
morning?  They  were  participating  in  the  third 
annual  Turkey  Trot,  a  fundraiser  benefiting 
Blue  Monarch,  a  local  non-profit  organization 
serving  oppressed  and  abused  women  of  Middle 
Tennessee. 

Blue  Monarch  is  a  twelve-month 
program  designed  to  help  women  who  are 
trapped  in  abusive  situations,  alcohol/drug 
addiction,  poverty,  and/or  severe  family 
predicaments.  They  accept  those  who  are 
determined  to  eliminate  the  oppression  in  their 
lives  and  begin  anew.  For  an  entire  year,  these 
women,  dedicated  to  serious  life  changes  for 
themselves  and  their  children,  are  supplied  with 
housing  and  any  necessary  counseling  services 
as  they  work  hard  to  further  their  education, 
break  addictions,  obtain  employment,  and 
become  better  mothers. 

Three  years  ago,  the  women  of  Theta 
Pi  chose  Blue  Monarch  as  their  cause  of  choice. 
"We  wanted  our  community  service  efforts  to 
have  a  positive  effect  on  the  community  around 
us,  and  we  felt  a  natural  kinship  with  the  women 
of  Blue  Monarch,  a  majority  of  whom  are 
our  own  age."  said  Elizabeth  Etherton.  Theta 
Pi  Community  Service  Chair,  "In  a  parallel 
world,  that  could  be  me.  And  that  was  a  major 
motivation  to  do  a  good  job  to  aid  the  cause." 
The  first-ever  Turkey  Trot  raised  $2,000.  The 
following  year  it  brought  in  $4,000.   And  this 


year.  Theta  Pi  combined  with  PKE  and  TKP. 
setting  a  fundraising  goal  of  $6,000. 

Through  the  combined  efforts  of  three 
sororities,  the  women  reached  their  goal.  They 
not  only  reached  it.  but  far  surpassed  it.  raising 
over  $19,000  for  the  women  of  Blue  Monarch 
Sinclair  McCrary.  Theta  Pi  president,  relayed 
to  the  Purple,  "It  was  extremely  moving  to  tell 
Susan  that  we  had  not  only  made  the  goal,  but 
had  exceeded  it  by  $13,000."  Susan  Binkley, 
the  founder  of  Blue  Monarch,  expressed 
incredible  gratitude  saying,  "Anyone  who 
helps  Blue  Monarch  in  any  way,  be  it  through 
larger  scale  fundraising  like  these  amazing 
college  women,  participants  in  the  Turkey  Trot, 
or  anyone  offering  any  contribution,  no  matter 
how  big  or  small,  can  take  ownership  of  the 
good  things  that  Blue  Monarch  does." 

A  sentiment  expressed  by  many 
of  the  young  women  involved  was  that  they 
were  able  to  identify  strongly  with  the  women 
who  participate  in  the  Blue  Monarch  program. 
During  the  Turkey  Trot,  the  women  of  Blue 
Monarch  and  their  children  are  given  an 
opportunity  to  interact  with  Sewanee  students, 
befriending  them  and  sharing  experiences. 
Candace  Hutchins,  a  Theta  Pi  sister,  said  that 
talking  with  the  women  of  Blue  Monarch  was 
"a  powerful,  eye-opening  experience  because 
many  of  the  women  are  our  age." 

The  women  of  Theta  Pi,  PKE,  and 
TKP  are  not  yet  finished.  They  are  currently 
sending  call  letters  to  alumni,  hoping  to  push 
the  total  donation  to  Blue  Monarch  over  the 
$20,000  mark  this  year.  Elizabeth  Etherton 
summed  it  up:  "We  at  Sewanee  are  living  the 
lives  that  they  wish  they  could,  so  I  feel  as 
though  we  have  an  obligation  to  do  all  that  we 
can  to  make  their  situation  easier.  Its  a  win-win 
situation,  as  Blue  Monarch  gets  the  funding  it 
needs  to  continue  great  work  and  we  at  Sewanee 
are  given  an  opportunity  to  help  those  in  need 
and  to  connect  with  the  greater  community." 
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Crossing  The  Curb:  Handicap  Accessibility  At  Sewanee.

My  mother  never  got  to  see  my  dorm  room 
last  year.  My  mother  came  to  visit  me 
several  times  last  year.  So  why  was  it  that  my 
mother  never  saw  my  dorm  room  you  might 
ask?  The  answer  to  that  question  is  that  the 
entrances  to  Cannon  were  not  accessible  to  her. 
My  mother  is  in  a  wheelchair  and  Cannon  is 
one  of  the  buildings  on  campus  that  she  cannot 
enter.  My  mother's  inability  to  go  in  my  dorm 
last  year  prompted  my  investigation  of  handicap 
accessibility  at  Sewanee. 

Nicky  Hamilton,  Head  of  Residential  Life. 
Frank  Lankewicz,  Director  of  Environment  and 
Health  Safety,  and  Marvin  Pate,  Director  of 
Physical  Plant  Services  shed  some  important 
details    od    handicap    accessibility    here    on 
campus.  Marvin  Pate  described  the  University's 
ideal  goal  as  being  one  of  renovation  where  the 
University  can  eventually  bring  most,  if  not 
all,  buildings  up  to  ADA  (the  American's  with 
Disabilities  Act)  regulations.  Under  Title  II  of 
the  Act  all  new  construction  and  alterations 
are  required  to  be  accessible  to  handicapped 
individuals. 

According  to  Marvin  Pate  all  new 
buildings,    those    built    after    1993,    and    all 


buildings  that  have  been  altered  such  as  St. 
Lukes,  Gailor.  and  Quintard  are  up  to  ADA 
standards.  With  the  exception  of  dorms  such 
as  Cannon,  Johnson,  and  other  older  buildings 
on  campus,  most  buildings  are  accessible  to 
handicap  students  and  community  members; 
however,  some  entrances  can  be  rather  obscure 
such  as  the  University  Bookstore's  accessibility 
point  which  is  through  the  Tiger  Pantry  next 
dixir 

Nicky  Hamilton  said,  "The  University 
is    very    willing    to    accommodate    handicap 
students"    According    to    Nicky,    Residential 
Life  is  proactive  and  makes  good  decisions  to 
accommodate  students.  For  example,  students 
who  are  blind  are  more  likely  to  be  put  in  St. 
Luke's    dormitory    because    of    the    addition 
of  brailed  signs  inside  and  outside  the  dorm 
rather  than  Gorgas  which  would  be  challenging 
for  students.   Nicky  also  explained   that   the 
University   (mainly   Trudy   Cunningham   and 
the    Registrar)   also   accommodates   handicap 
students  in  other  ways  such  as  where  classes 
are  held  so  that  handicap  students  may  build 
a  routine  that  may  help  them  to  adjust.  An 
example  of  this  would  be  if  a  handicap-student 
that  had  three  classes  in  Gailor  and  there  was  an

vocabulary.  Thanks  to  www.freerice.com  the 
chance  to  end  world  hunger  and  increase  verbal 
knowledge  are  combined  in  one  incredibly 
addictive  game. 

Free  Rice  is  a  website  (WFP)  run 
in  conjunction  with  the  United  Nations  World 
Food  Program,  which  is  the  world's  largest 
food  aid  agency,  working  with  over  1,000 
other  organizations  in  over  75  countries.  After 
logging  on  to  the  site,  the  player  is  presented 
with  a  word  and  four  possible  synonyms.  If  the 
player  chooses  the  correct  synonym,  twenty 
grams  of  rice  are  added  to  the  digital  bowl  on 
the  screen.  The  game  can  be  played  for  minutes 
or.  most  likely,  for  hours,  but  no  matter  the 
time  spent  on  the  site,  the  number  of  grains 
gained  by  the  player  will  all  be  distributed  by 


WFP  to  impoverished  people  suffering  from 
hunger  around  the  world.  The  money  for  ilns 
process  is  then  raised  by  the  money  gained  from 
advertisements  posted  on  the  site 

The  site  boasts  that  by  playing  the 
game,  players  can  not  only  feel  as  if  they've 
aided  in  a  world  cause,  but  they  also  strengthen 
their  intelligence.  The  positive  effects  of  the 
game  mentioned  on  the  site  include  improving 
LSAT  or  GRE  scores,  writing  better  papers,  and 
performing  better  in  job  interviews.  The  highest 
possible  score  is  fifty,  although  it  is  very  rare 
to  even  reach  forty-eight.  With  each  round,  the 
computer  adjusts  to  the  player's  vocabulary 
level.  With  each  word  the  player  gets  correct, 
the  difficulty  level  increases  so  that  the  game 
not  only  tests  but  instructs  its  participants. 

In  a  time  when  papers  are  piling 
and  finals  are  impending,  the  desire  for 
procrastination  multiplies  dramatically.

As  of  today, 

the  only  entrance  to  Guerry  Auditorium  for 

students  or  community  members  in  wheelchairs 

is   through   the   Quad   and   around   the   back 

of  Carnegie  and  Walsh-Ellet.  Another  great 


feature  the  University  is  working  on  is  the 
implementation  of  curb  cuts  stretching  from  the 
Sewanee  Inn  all  the  way  to  downtown  Sewanee 
which  will  allow  people  in  wheelchairs  to  be 
able  to  travel  all  the  way  on  one  side  of  the 
sidewalk  or  the  other  without  having  to  cross 
back  and  forth  which  is  the  current  mode  of 
travel. 

According  to  Frank  Lankewicz.  the 
Un.versity  is  all  about  accommodation  and 
being  able  to  customize  to  peoples"  handicaps. 
Frank  Lankewicz  stated,  "The  process  of 
accommodation  is  handled  on  a  case  by  case 
basis."  Priorities  are  made  to  use  time  and 
money  effectively.  Both  Residential  Life  and 
Physical  Plant  Services  meet  with  students  with 
handicaps  to  better  assess  their  needs. 

Marvin  Pate  said  that  there  is  room 
for  improvement,  but  that  can  be  said  with 
almost  any  facet  of  the  intricate  bubble  we  call 
home.  Nicky  Hamilton  stated,  "Students  need  to 
be  forthcoming  so  we  can  accommodate  them. 
We  go  beyond  codes  on  a  human  level."  Where 
there  might  be  a  lack  of  accessibility,  there  is  a 
generous  and  hardworking  force  to  improve  the 
lives  of  students  and  community  members  with 
disabilities.

A  S  a  student  and  a  professor  here  at  the  University  of  the 
/"Y  South.  Father  William  H.  Ralston  left  an  indelible  mark  on 
the  Sewanee  community.  As  a  lover  and  connoisseur  of  classical 
music,  he  collected  an  extensive  variety  of  musical  recordings  At 
the  time  of  his  death  in  May  of  2003,  Father  Ralston  had  compiled 
a  massive  collection  of  over  twenty  thousand  recordings,  which 
he  wished  to  donate  to  future  generations  of  Sewanee  students 
In  his  will,  Father  Ralston  expressed  his  desire  for  an  appropriate 
<pace  where  his  collection  could  not  only  be  housed,  but  also 
enjoyed  by  all. 

Dr.  Tarn  Carlson,  a  dear  friend  and  colleague  of  Father 
Ralston,  is  spearheading  the  fundraising  and  construction  of 
the  music  listening  and  study  facility  that  will  be  known  as  The 
William  Ralston  Listening  Library  and  Archive.  When  speaking 
with  Dr.  Carlson  about  this  project,  his  passion  and  excitement  to 
fulfill  his  friend's  dream  is  quite  apparent.  Dr.  Carlson,  a  beloved 
English  professor,  and  Father  Ralston  shared  a  long  and  colorful 
history  together.  In  a  fundraising  letter  Dr.  Carlson  composed 
and  sent  to  seven  hundred  people,  he  reminisces, 

"I  first  met  William  in  1963  at  the  home  of  Andrew 
Lytle...  We  quickly  discovered  a  shared  affection  for  literature, 
music,  and  good  whiskey... Among  great  professors,  he  was 
the  finest  teacher  I  have  known.  Combining  wisdom,  warmth, 
enormous  erudition,  and  what  he  called  'a  slice  of  old  Kentucky 
ham.'  he  transformed  the  lives  of  students  in  the  classroom  and 
at  his  home  where  he  introduced  them  to  the  classical  repertoire 
of  great  music  reproduced  on  exceptional  equipment  within  a 
beautiful  and  welcoming  setting." 

The  Ralston  Listening  Library  will  surely  preserve 
Father  Ralston 's  memory  and  ensure  that  students  will  feel  his 
presence  in  the  state  of  the  art  facility.  Dr.  Carlson  emphasizes 
its  cozy,  "living  room  atmosphere."  He  describes  the  room's 
decorations  as  "lavish,"  "(w]ith  the  University's  silver  collection 
on  display,  thousands  of  record  albums  and  CDs  lining  the  walls 
in  cherry  cases,  leather  furnishings,  Persian  carpets,  and  a  portrait 
of  Arturo  Toscaniru  at  the  end  of  the  dedicated  listening  room." 
So  what  exactly  can  we  as  Sewanee  students  do  in 
the  Ralston  Listening  Library?  Music  scholars  around  the  globe 
have  supported  a  music  listening  project  like  Father  Ralston 's 
in  their  belief  that  "this  kind  of  listening  facility  will  create  the 
best  environment  in  which  students  can  move  from  the  realm 
of  virtual  music  and  iPods  to  a  world  of  shared  classical  music 
in  acoustically  perfected  surroundings."  The  Ralston  Listening 
Library  will  be  a  place  for  "both  serious  students  of  music  and 


casual  listeners  to  fully  appreciate  recorded  music,"  as  a  brochure 
for  the  Listening  Library  states. 

Located  on  the  second  floor  of  DuPont  Library,  the 
Ralston  Listening  Library  and  Archive  will  be  a  three-thousand 
square  foot  facility,  which  includes  an  area  of  the  library  that  will 
be  a  welcoming,  comfortable  study  area  within  a  large  section 
which  will  be  home  to  an  immense  collection  of  musical  scores 
and  books,  "all  in  honor  of  the  most  popular  teacher  in  the  history 
of  the  University  of  the  South,"  Dr.  Carlson  says. 

While  both  enthusiastic  and  anxious  for  the  project 
to  commence.  Dr.  Carlson  also  stressed  the  fact  that  the  plan 
for  the  construction  of  such  a  space  has  been  over  four  years 
in  the  making.  Not  all  the  funds  have  been  raised,  but  the  goal 
of  one  million  dollars  is  "within  sight,"  Dr.  Carlson  declared  in 
his  fundraising  letter.  Once  the  majority  of  the  money  has  been 


raised,  two  world-renowned  architects  will  finalize  the  plans  for 
the  Listening  Library  and  Archive.  Dr.  Carlson  is  hopeful  that 
"construction  that  will  not  compromise  library  operations  will 
begin  during  Easter  semester,  2008.  Following  Commencement, 
construction  will  intensify,  and  the  project  will  be  completed  by 
the  end  of  the  summer.  Students  should  be  listening  to  Father 
Ralston 's  recordings  on  an  astoundingly  fine  sound  system  by 
Advent  semester,  2008." 

If  you  would  like  more  information  on  the  William 
Ralston  Listening  Library  and  Archive,  the  website  (http://www.

a  detailed  image  of  the  floor  plan.  Also,  Dr.  Tarn  Carlson  has 
brochures  on  the  project  as  well  as  added  insight  on  what  will  be 
"a  fitting  memorial  for  Father  Ralston,  who  always  searched  for 
the  best  in  art,  and  in  life." 


The  Incredible  Water  Cycle.

When  I  first  set  foot  in  Dr.  Sid  Brown's  Intro  to  Environmental 
Studies  class  I  had  no  idea  what  an  impact  it  would  have 
on  my  life  or  that  I  would  use  this  course  as  an  opportunity  to 
have  an  impact  on  the  lives  of  others.  We  have  read  books  on 
fast  food  and  articles  on  why  bottled  water  isn't  better.  We  have 
watched  films  on  everything  from  the  evils  of  corporations  to 
"The  Future  of  Food."  Speakers  have  come  from  as  near  as 
University  Avenue  and  as  far  away  as  Colorado  to  speak  about 
global  warming  and  the  Sewanee  Utility  District.  When  it  came 
time  to  choose  a  topic  for  the  semester-long  project,  I  signed 
up  for  Environmental  Education,  not  knowing  exactly  what  it 
entailed. 

My  group  consisted  of  myself,  Sally  Neas  and  Bentley 
Cook.  We  met  at  least  once  a  week  with  the  goal  of  going  to  local 
classrooms  and  teaching  something;  that  something  we  were  not 
so  sure  about.  With  the  help  of  Mae  Wallace  and  Launna  Lyle 
from  the  Education  department,  we  were  able  to  find  a  focus  and 
a  fantastic  curriculum.  We  decided  to  focus  on  fifth  graders;  they 
are  eager  to  learn  and  still  quite  impressionable.  We  looked  at  the 
curriculum  for  fifth  grade  and  the  requirements  of  the  skills  they 
needed  to  master  and  discovered  the  water  cycle  would  be  perfect 
to  teach.  Especially  during  the  worst  drought  in  100  years,  we 
thought  teaching  about  water  would  be  quite  important. 

We  found  a  kit  called  Project  Wet.  a  curriculum  for 
teaching  the  water  cycle  where  the  kids  pretend  they  are  water 
molecules  and  go  to  different  stations,  exploring  the  water  cycle 
and  picking  up  a  colored  bead  as  they  go  along  to  make  a  bracelet. 
We  learned  that  kids  love  to  have  something  to  remind  them  of 
that  experience,  something  to  take  home  and  show  their  family, 
teaching  even  more  people!  The  kit  needed  to  be  tweaked  a  bit 
for  our  needs  and  we  soon  came  up  with  our  own  water  cycle 
curriculum.  While  developing  our  curriculum,  we  called  local 
schools  and  told  them  about  our  project  and  our  desire  to  have 
hands  on  experience  in  a  classroom  to  teach  the  Water  Cycle. 

Finally.l  everything  clicked  and  we  were  able  to  go 


to  Cowan  Elementary  and  teach  two  fifth  grade  classes.  Mrs. 
Cynthia  Young  and  Mrs.  Tom  Barnes  were  very  excited  to  give 
the  kids  over  to  us.  especially  at  the  end  of  a  Friday  afternoon. 
We  needed  more  hands  so  we  begged  our  friends  Tyler  Bodine. 
Enn  Tyrell  and  Carey  Donald  to  help  out.  They  kindly  obliged, 
and  we  were  off  down  the  Mountain.  We  entered  the  classrooms 
and  for  an  hour  and  a  half  were  in  charge  of  twenty-five  students. 
They  had  already  learned  a  bit  about  the  water  cycle  and  were 
aware  of  the  drought.  Each  student  eagerly  raised  their  hands 
when  asked  questions  like,  "How  do  we  use  water?"  and  "Do  you 
know  ways  of  conserving  water?" 

We  divided  the  kids  into  five  groups:  Clouds,  Plants 
and  Animals,  Lakes  and  Oceans,  Rivers,  and  Human  Use.  Each 
child  was  given  a  worksheet  with  each  of  the  stations,  a  kind 
of  map  to  lead  them  around  the  water  cycle.  The  work  sheet 
also  had  questions  about  each  station  for  them  to  answer,  so  they 
would  really  think  deeper  about  each  aspect  of  the  water  cycle. 
They  were  very  excited  to  share  their  knowledge  with  us  and 
equally  excited  to  make  a  bracelet  representing  their  journey 
through  the  water  cycle.  When  the  journey  ended,  each  child 
was  able  to  tell  which  bead  came  from  which  station.  We  also 
left  them  with  a  challenge  to  tell  as  many  people  as  possible  what 
they  learned  about  the  water  cycle,  and  a  slip  of  paper  to  put  on 
the  fridge  with  water  conservation  tips. 

It  was  a  really  amazing  experience  to  interact  with  the 
children,  to  ask  them  questions  and  see  their  eyes  light  up  as  the 
light  bulb  went  off  in  their  heads.  The  kids  enjoyed  this  learning 
experience  and  the  teachers  even  wanted  our  curriculum  for  their 
own  use.  We  all  felt  a  wonderful  sense  of  satisfaction  leaving 
Cowan  Elementary  that  Friday  afternoon,  especially  our  helpers 
who  had  no  idea  what  they  were  getting  themselves  into.  We 
are  so  grateful  to  the  children  and  teachers  who  helped  us  make 
our  dream  of  teaching  a  reality.  It  was  a  wonderful  experience 
to  teach  students  and  share  what  we  have  learned  in  our  own 
classes.

A  fter  starting  out  3-1,  including  a  nineteen 
/~Y  point  trouncing  of  Emory  on  their  home 
court,  the  Sewanee  Men's  Basketball  team 
has  struggled,  dropping  the  past  three  games. 
Sewanee's  shooting  against  rival  Rhodes 
resembled  the  half-court  shooting  contest  that 
fans  partook  in.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  33.9  is  a 
number  that  Sewanee  fans  want  to  see  on  their 
liquor  labels,  not  in  then  basketball  team's 
shooting  percentage.  It's  not  usually  a  good  sign 
for  Sewanee's  chances  when  Coach  Thorn's 
whiteboard  has  to  be  retrieved  with  a  search  and 
rescue  party  from  the  stands. 

Despite  clipboard  chucking  and  major 
turnover  problems,  there  are  some  positive  signs 
for  Sewanee.  Undersized  but  athletic  center  Ben 
Pursell  ('09)  is  playing  better  than  anyone  else 
in  the  Southern  Collegiate  Athletic  Conference, 


as  he  leads  the  Conference  in  points  scored  and 
rebounds  and  has  been  a  force  on  the  interior, 
rejecting  or  altering  multiple  shots  a  game. 
Starting  point  guard  Casey  Berry  ( '09)  has  shown 
flashes  of  brilliance,  using  speed  and  shiftiness 
to  go  coast  to  coast  on  uncontested  layups,  as 
well  as  displaying  a  pass  first  mentality  that  is 
needed  for  the  Tigers'  offense.  Bradley  Pierson 
('09)  seems  to  be  finding  his  shooters'  touch, 
and  freshman  Garrett  Hollingsworth  has  been 
a  solid  substitute  in  the  post.  Sewanee  has  also 
turned  its  relative  lack  of  size  into  a  strength, 
as  forwards  Gary  Grizzle  ('08)  and  Kenton 
Coleman  ('09)  can  use  their  speed  to  shut  down 
larger  players. 

Furthermore,  while  Sewanee  has 
had  disheartening  losses  in  the  past  two  games, 
both  contests  have  been  tales  of  two  halves 
for  Sewanee;  The  University  of  the  South  has 


put  together  a  solid  half  in  both  games,  both 
defensively  and  offensively.  It's  a  long  season: 
the  Tigers  will  likely  have  time  to  recover  and 
learn  to  cut  down  on  turnovers  and  other  mental 
errors.  Should  they  succeed  in  this  endeavor, 
Sewanee  has  the  chance  to  play  deep  into  the 
postseason. 

"We  have  three  wins,  but  we  also 
have  four  losses,"  says  Thoni.  "We  would 
obviously  like  to  improve  upon  that.  The  guys 
are  working  really  hard,  and  each  day  we  are 
working  to  get  a  little  better."  The  coach  is 
optimistic  that  the  Tigers  will  be  able  to  regain 
their  earlier  form  and  continue  to  exceed 
expectations.  "We  came  into  the  pre-season 
ranked  9th  out  of  11th  and  it  will  be  a  good 
chance  to  make  a  showing."

The  Sewanee  Tigers  defeated  Rhodes  Col- 
lege 59-51  at  home  on  Friday,  for  then 
first  SCAC  conference  win.  The  Tigers,  led  by 
Courtney  Childress  who  had  nine  points  and  six 
rebounds  by  halftime,  were  on  top  the  first  half. 
They  had  as  much  as  a  nine  point  lead  during 
the  first  half,  and  kept  their  lead  going  into  the 
second,  with  a  halftime  score  of  32-28  Tigers. 

Rhodes  tried  to  come  back  in  the 
second  half,  and  managed  to  close  the  gap  to 
within  four  points  with  only  five  minutes  left  in 
the  game.  But  the  Tigers  outplayed  them,  with 
Counney  Childress,  Steffi  Renninger,  and  Ra- 
chel Miller  each  adding  1 1  points,  and  the  Tigers 
held  onto  the  lead  to  win  it  59-51 .  Childress  had 
a  double-double  after  getting  10  rebounds. 

The  victory  took  the  Tigers  to  1-0  in 
the  SCAC  and  4-1  overall,  until  they  faced  Bir- 
mingham-Southern College  on  Sunday. 

Though  the  Tigers  held  out  against 
Rhodes  College,  they  lost  on  the  mountain  to 
Birmingham-Southern  on  Sunday,  69-55.  De- 
spite the  Tigers'  best  efforts,  the  Panthers  had 
a  13-point  lead  over  them  at  the  half,  and  the 
Tigers  went  into  the  locker  room  down  36-23. 

Sewanee  closed  the  lead  to  within 
nine  during  the  second  half.  They  still  couldn't 
pull  out  the  victory  however,  even  with  Court- 
ney Childress  earning  her  second  double-double 
of  the  weekend,  this  time  with  15  points  and  13 
rebounds. 

Because  Birmingham-Southern  is 
transitioning  into  Division  III  and  the  SCAC 
over  the  next  few  years,  Sunday's  game  didn't 
count  as  a  conference  match,  so  the  Tigers  are 
now  4-2  overall  and  will  remain  1-0  in  the 
SCAC.  Their  next  game  is  December  is  against 
Piedmont  College  on  December  5,  in  Demorest 
Ga.

SALA'S  GIFT  has  been  called  "one  of  the  last  great 
wartime  narratives."  In  1991  Sala  Garncarz  Kirshner.  schedule 
for  heart  surgery,  showed  her  daughter  a  priceless  collection  of 
more  than  350  letters  and  a  diary  from  her  years  in  Nazi  labor 
camps,  documents  that  she  not  only  had  hidden  in  the  camps,  but 
had  hidden  for  over  forty  years  in  a  cardboard  box. 

As  Ann  says.  "For  nearly  fifty  years,  my  mother  kept 
a  secret.  After  surviving  5  years  of  Nazi  slave  labor  camps  Sala 
Garncarz  Kirschner  came  to  America  as  a  war  bride  and  raised 


our  family  without  ever  speaking  of  her  wartime  experiences  1 
grew  up  in  a  happy  and  safe  home,  and  became  a  scholar  writer 
and  a  mother  myself,  but  always  wondered  about  the  black  hole 
in  my  mother's  past." 

Dr.  Kirshner  began  her  career  as  a  lecturer  in  Victorian 
hterature  at  Princeton  University,  where  she  earned  a  Ph  D  >n 
English.  Her  subsequent  career  as  an  entrepreneur  ,n  media  and 
technology  included  the  creation  of  internet  businesses  for  the 
National  Football  League  and  Columbia  University.  A  frequent 
contributor  to  conferences  and  publications  on  higher  education 
and  interactive  media.  Dr.  Kirschner  is  the  University  Dean  of 
the  Macaulay  Honors  College  of  the  City  University  of  New 
York.

A        i  he  awkward  day-after  McClurg  run- 
in  isn't  reason  enough  to  think  twice  about 
the  mediocre  hook  up  you  are  about  to  have 
with  the  nearest  random  person  you  can   gel 
your  hands  on.  consider  this:  Sewanee  may  be 
small,  but  it  is  not  in  any  way  immune  from  the 
nationwide  onslaught  of  STDs    Not  only  are 
people  in  southern  states  more  likely  to  contract 
STDs.    but   Tennessee   ranks   in   the   top   ten 
states  for  chlamydia,  gonorrhea,  and  syphilis. 
Although  Health  Services  does  not  have  the 
means  to  calculate  a  concrete  number  (as  they 
lack  the  software  to  properly  track  and  chart 
these  diagnoses,  and  because   many  students 
are  treated  elsewhere),  the  percentage  of  STDs 
among  the  student  body  is  expected  to  be  quite 
close  to  the  national  average.  (Percentages  vary 
for  each  disease  Check  resources  like  CDC  and 
ARHP  for  recent  numbers.)  So.  what  sexually 
transmitted  treasures  are  you  most  likely  to 
acquire  on  any  given  weekend  (or  weekday)? 
The  top  three  STDs  Health  Services  has  seen 
in    students   are    HPV   (which,    according    to 
the  Association   for  Reproductive   Health,   is 
currently  the  most  common  STD  in  the  U.S.. 
affecting  about  60%  of  the  population).  Herpes, 
and  Chlamydia,  respectively. 

While  the  sage  advice  is  still  to  wear 
condoms  every  time  you  take  a  trip  to  pleasure 
town.  Anne  Sitz  warns  that  throwing  all  other 
caution  to  the  wind  once  someone  whips  out 


a  condom  leads  to  a  "false  sense  of  security 
as  some  STDs  (like  HPV  and  herpes)  can  be 
transmitted  by  contact  with  the  surrounding 
scrotal  region,  which  the  condom  clearly  does 
not  cover.  Also,  because  of  the  tissue  exposure, 
women  are  more  likely  to  get  an  STD  after  one 
sexual  experience  than  men  are   Hence,  as  Sitz 
explains,  it  is  in  everyone's  best  interest  to  "speak 
with  their  partners  about  their  past  history  ...  it 
may  not  be  the  best  first  date  conversation 
but  it's  hard  to  find  someone  who  doesn't  have 
[an  STD]— most  commonly.  HPV  — or  hasn't 
been  exposed  to  one."  Additionally,  if  a  person 
carries  one  STD,  that  person  is  at  a  higher  risk  of 
carrying  another  STD  as  the  sexually  transmitted 
siblings  tend  to  travel  together.  Presumably,  no 
one  wants  to  take  a  ride  with  these  carpooling 
cohorts,  but  if  you  suspect  you  have  contracted 
an  STD,  there  are  a  few  things  worth  keeping 
m  mind:  currently,  it  is  not  possible  to  test 
for  HPV  in  men.  Women,  who  can  be  tested, 
are  encouraged  to  get  Gardasil.   a  series  of 
shots  that  covers  four  strains  of  HPV  Also, 
most  bacterial  diseases  (like  Chlamydia)  still 
respond  to  cheap  antibiotics  (although,  there  is 
a  strain  of  gonorrhea  that  is  becoming  resistant 
to  such  treatment).  Of  course,  not  everyone  is 
symptomatic,  so  do  not  assume  that  you  are 
disease  free.  We're  all  adults  here  (or  so  I  have 
been  told),  so  do  yourself  and  your  partners  a 
favor  by  being  responsible,  getting  tested,  and 
practicing  safe  sex. 


Aiken-Taylor  Winner 
Gives  Poetry  Reading.

6 i poetry  is  disciplining  the  unconscious." 
A    declared     2007    Aiken-Taylor    award 
recipient  Anne  Stevenson  during  her  poetry 
reading  on  November  26th.  Many  writers  would 
probably    agree    with    Stevenson's    profound 
statement,  which  she  made  introducing  one  of 
her  poems  that  was  the  result  of  a  dream.    In 
fact.  Anne  Stevenson  demonstrated  throughout 
her  reading  that  she  is  in  fact  a  wealth  of  wisdom 
and   experience,    both   poetic   and   otherwise. 
The   well-deserving  poet  has   produced  over 
fifty  years  worth  of  poems  and  is  responsible 
for  dozens  of  publications  such  as  Stone  Milk. 
Correspondences,  Traveling  Behind  Glass,  In 
America  and  even  a  famously  controversial 
biography  of  Sylvia  Plath.  with  whom  it  was 
revealed  that  Stevenson  has  a  rather  amusing 
small-world    connection.    Listening    to    Ms 
Stevenson  read  her  poems  felt  so  reminiscent 
of  sitting  around  a  fireplace  listening  to  stories, 
that  it  almost  made  me  forget  that  I  was  in 


presence    of    literary    greatness.    Stevenson's 
wonderfully  humble  and  endearing  personality 
came  through  in  both  her  commentary  on  her 
poetry  as  well  as  her  reading  of  the  poems 
themselves.    For  example,  the  poet  asked  her 
audience  of  attentive  listeners  to  forgive  her  as 
she  attempted  a  wonderfully  humorous  rendition 
of  a  southern  accent  for  the  reading  of  one  of  her 
"Correspondences"  extracts,  all  of  which  yielded 
a  great  deal  of  entertainment  for  the  audience 
Hearing  the  British  writer  with  American  roots 
read  and  discuss  her  work  was  an  inspiration, 
not  just  because  of  her  now  increased  prestige 
as  winner  of  the  2007  Aiken-Taylor  award  but 
more  because  of  her  warm  presence,  her  integral 
life  experiences,  and  of  course  her  mesmerizing 
way  with   words.  Anne   Stevenson's   reading 
made  it  quite  apparent  that  as  an  accomplished 
poet  and  essayist  the  overarching  role  she  truly 
fills  is  the  role  of  a  storyteller;  and  she  is  the 
kind  storyteller  who  can  change  the  way  we  see 
the  world.

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Sewanee  History  of  Lessons  and  Carols.

Bells  toll  in  jubilation.  Songs  from  the  choir 
fill  the  air.  Candlelight  adorns  All  Saints' 
Chapel.  This  year  marks  the  forty-eighth  annual 
Festival  of  Nine  Lessons  and  Carols,  The 
University  of  the  South's  celebration  marking 
the  coming  of  the  Messiah  and  His  Second 
Corning  at  the  End  of  the  Age.  This  festival  is  a 
replication  of  the  service  held  at  King's  College 
Chapel  in  Cambridge,  England.  It  was  begun  on 
Christmas  Eve  in  1918. 

The  service  of  Lessons  and  Carols 
strives  to  present  the  double  meaning  of  the 
Advent  season.  Choir  songs  and  the  reading  of 
the  Nine  Lessons  illustrate  Christmastide  and 


His  coming  again  to  judge  and  recreate  His 
universe.  The  service  begins  with  the  Choir's 
song  of  Advent  Responsory,  sung  from  the  west 
door  of  the  Chapel.  The  Choir  and  Chancel  parly 
moves  in  procession  from  west  to  east,  "from 
darkness  to  light."  The  service  is  symbolic  of 
the  Christian  Church's  existence  between  two 
points:  the  Incarnation  of  the  Son  of  God  and 
His  Second  Coming. 

The  Nine  Lessons  are  read  by 
students  and  staff  of  the  college  and  university; 
the  reader  of  each  lesson  changes  with  each 
service.  Following  each  reading  is  a  hymn  or 
a  carol;  Dr.  Robert  Delcamp,  choirmaster  and 
University  organist,  directs  the  eighty  voices 


of  the  Sewanee  Choir  to  lead  the  church  in 
song.  Special  guest  instrumentalists  accompany 
the  choir  and  premier  compositions  written 
especially  for  the  choir. 

The  Festival  Service  of  Nine  Lessons 
and  Carols  regularly  attracts  3 .OCX)  people  to 
Sewanee's  campus.  It  is  held  over  a  two-day 
period,  usually  the  first  weekend  in  December. 
A  Saturday  service  is  dedicated  to  guests  with 
tickets;  two  Sunday  services  are  offered  to  the 
general  public  on  a  first-come,  first-seated  basis. 
Prior  to  the  ceremony,  members  of  the  college 
and  community  decorate  the  Chapel  with  greens 
from  the  University  forest;  red  poinsettias  are 
donated  in  memory  of  loved  ones.

An  Interview  With  Stuart  Bowen,  Jr.

SB:    That  Sewanee  can  prepare  you  to  make 

a  difference  in  the  world,  be  it  in  your  town, 

in  your  state,  in  your  country  or,  in  my  case, 

halfway   around  the   world  in   Mesapotamia. 

And  I  think  wherever  we're  called,  be  it  in 

Winchester  or  Nashville  or  Washington  D.C.  or 

beyond,  that  Sewanee  prepares  its  graduates  to 

make  a  difference  and  they  should  take  whatever 

calling  they  have  seriously. 

SP:  I  spotted  you  on  campus  today,  you  know. 

we  exchanged  the  traditional  "Passing  Hello"— 

How  does  it  feel  to  be  back  on  campus? 

SB:  Oh,  the  place  is  looking  great!  Gailor,  what 


an  improvement.  McClurg  is  a  wonderful  place 
to  meet  and  eat.  (Laughs)  And  I  just  think  that 
the  school  appears  to  be  doing  better  than  ever. 
SP:  What  did  you  take  away  from  Sewanee? 
How  much  of  a  hand  did  Sewanee  have  in 
educating  you  for  the  role  that  you  have  today? 
SB:  Sewanee  emphasized  the  importance  of 
good  writing,  and  that  has  been  important  to 
me  ever  since  I  left  the  Mountain,  and  I've 
worked  on  it  my  whole  life  since  my  departure. 
I  think  communicating  clearly  and  effectively 
is  perhaps  the  most  important  key  to  success  in 
professional  endeavors. 

SP:  Do  you  have  any  specific  professors  or 
classes  that  influenced  you? 
SB:  Oh,  yeah.  I  was  an  Economics  and  an 
English  double  major.  The  romantic  poetry 
class  with  Ted  Stirling  was  a  great  one,  as 
was  John  Reishman's  Victorian  Poetry  class. 
I  still  go  back  and  read  the  poems  they  taught 
today,  and  I  think  that's  a  tribute  to.  really,  their 
effective  pedagogy  they  demonstrated  in  the 
classroom.  Interest  stuck.  I  should  say,  Doug 
Pascall's  Shakespeare  class  also.was  important 
to  me.  And  I  would  say  that  Shakespeare 
remains  today  my  favorite  author  to  read. 


SP:  He's  a  good  one. 

SB:  The  best!  With  a  bullet  and  still  there. 
SP:  How  does  your  education  here  affect  the 
way  that  you  deal  with  things  in  Iraq'' 
SB:  I  think  the  liberal  arts  education  is  a 
broadening  one  — it's  the  closest  thing  to 
traveling  without  leaving  the  quiet  of  your  study 
that  there  is.

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Adderall:  The 
Invisible  Drug

Dr.  David  Spaulding,  a  counselor 
at  Sewanee,  reported  that 
University  Counseling  Services 
authorized  3 1  students  in  the  class  of 
2010  for  a  prescription  for  Adderall. 

In  the  fall  of  2006,  the 
University's  CORE  Alcohol  and 
Drug  Survey  reported  that  12.2%  of 
Sewanee 's  student  body  had  used 
prescription  amphetamines  other  than 
prescribed  within  the  last  30  days.  This 
means  that  of  the  1424  undergraduate 
students,  approximately  174 
have  abused  amphetamines.  This 
discrepancy  supports  the  increasing 
prescription  abuse  among  college 
campuses  nationwide. 

Adderall  is  a  stimulant  prescribed 
for  Attention  Deficit  Hyperactivity 
Disorder  (ADHD).  The  drug  affects 
chemicals  in  the  brain  that  contribute 
to  hyperactivity  and  impulse  control, 
resulting  in  greater  concentration. 
For  this  same  reason,  since  its  release 
in  1996,  Adderall  has  become  the 
most  abused  prescription  drug  on 
college  campuses,  according  to  recent

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Firefighters  Fire  Back

Arising  from  last  issue's 
article  on  the  Wiggins 
flooding  over  Christmas 
break,  the  student  firefighters  have 
banded  together  in  outrage  over  some 
of  what  the  University  has  said  about 
the  flooding.  The  firefighters  want  to 
set  the  record  straight,  they  tell  the 
Purple,  and  put  any  misinformation  to 
rest  regarding  what  really  happened  on 
January  3  and  its  aftermath. 

Mark  Kelly,  Executive  Director  of 
Marketing  and  Communications  for 
the  University,  defended  the  policy  the 
school  used  of  turning  down  the  heat 


over  the  break  in  Wiggins  Dormitory, 
calling  it  a  "safe  and  a  responsible 
way  of  conserving  energy  and  costs." 
However,  Andin  Mullis,  a  senior 
member  of  the  Fire  Department, 
notes  that  the  attic,  where  the  pipe  is 
located,  is  not,  in  fact,  heated.  He  also 
reasons,  "Common  sense  suggests 
that  the  bursting  of  a  pipe  inside  of  a 
building  is  the  result  of  a  lack  of  heat 
inside  of  that  building.  The  pipes  run 
right  above  the  ceiling,  and  so  heat 
from  the  rooms  is  enough  to  keep 
them  from  freezing.  It  has  dropped 
well  below  freezing  since  we  have 
returned,    and   the   only   difference 


between  then  and  the  day  that  the 
pipe  burst  is  that  the  heat  has  been 
set  back  to  its  normal  temperature." 

Stuart  Mackintosh,  another 
Senior  on  the  department,  adds 
that  the  vents,  which  were  said  to 
have  contributed  to  the  colder  attic 
temperatures,  are  located  on  the 
exact  opposite  end  of  the  rather  large 
attic  from  the  pipe  that  burst.  "The 
position  in  relation  to  the  turbine 
is  irrelevant,"  Mackintosh  says. 
The  Wiggins  residents  were 
notified  of  the  flooding  within 
twenty   four   hours.   The   cause   of

After  every  Shake  Day,  Dean 
Loyd  sits  down  with  the 
Deans  on  campus  to  discuss 
how  the  weekend  went.  In  every  year 
since  she  has  served  as  Associate 
Dean  of  Students  for  Campus  Life, 
she  walks  into  this  meeting  and  tells 
the  Deans  that  aside  from  minor 
problems.  Shake  Day  went  off  better 
than  the  year  before.  According  to 
Dean  Loyd,  when  she  walked  into 
her  meeting  this  year  after  Shake 
Day.  "this  was  the  first  year  when 
this  did  not  happen." 

After  Shake  Day,  which  occurred 
on  January  27,  2008.  three  sororities 

-  PKE,  TKP,  and  Theta  Pi  -  had  their 
pledgeships  suspended  indefinitely 
for  major  Shake  Day  violations. 
Other  organizations  -  including 
several  fraternities  on  campus  -  were 
cited  for  minor  violations.  Also 
resulting  from  the  weekend  was  the 
creation  of  a  task  force  by  Dean 
Hartman  chartered  with  the  mission 
of  reevaluating  Greek  life  at  Sewanee 

-  specifically  Shake  Day. 

Dean  Loyd  said  that  after  talking  to 


some  of  the  Greek  leaders  on  campus, 
she  believes  that  most  students  did  not 
feel  that  Shake  Day  was  any  different 
than  from  years  past.  The  problem 
was  that  this  year  the  activities  of  the 
Greek  organizations  became  more 
transparent  to  the  administrators, 
alarming  them  as  they  witnessed 
what  Dean  Loyd  termed  "degrading" 
actions  to  the  new  pledges.  "It  felt 
different  to  me  -just  something  that  I 
felt,"  Loyd  stated. 

In  an  interview  in  her  office, 
Dean  Loyd  chose  not  to  mention 
by  name  any  Greek  organization  or 


talk  specifically  about  what  caused 
the  organizations  to  be  suspended 
She  did.  however,  say  that  while  she 
does  not  think  all  the  fraternities  and 
sororities  on  campus  violated  Shake 
Day  regulations,  "some  got  caught, 
others  didn't.  It  was  not  just  one 
group." 

Dean  Loyd  repeated  several  times 
that  the  Shake  Day  she  witnessed  this 
year  did  not  represent  the  Sewanee 
she  knew  "It  definitely  looks  like 
these  new  pledges  were  being 
degraded."

Next  weekend,  one  hundred  of 
the  brightest  applicants  for 
admission  to  Sewanee,  representing 
32  states,  will  visit  our  campus  to 
interview  for  the  institution's  most 
prestigious  financial  aid  package:  the 
Benedict  Scholarship.

Lost  Cove 

"During  its  Monday  meeting, 
the  Board  of  Regents  approved 
the  signing  of  the  deed  to 
3,000  acres  of  Lost  Cove  and 
Champion  Cove  adjacent 
to  the  Domain,  and  the 
document  between  Sewanee 
and  American  Timberland  was 
finalized  today,"  according  to  a 
University  press  release.

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the  flood  was  not  known  at  that  time,  and 
some  residents,  including  Mullis.  were 
originally  told  that  the  "whole  sprinkler 
system  had  gone  off  in   the   whole   dorm." 

The  residents  are  pleased  overall  with 
the  work  that  was  done  in  the  dorm.  They, 
however,  disagree  with  Mark  Kelly's  assertion 
that  "clothes  that  got  wet  were  bagged,  tagged, 
laundered,  and  returned  to  the  students  rooms." 
While  some  clothes  were  washed,  and  many 
possessions  were  boxed,  they  were  not  returned 
to  the  students'  rooms,  nor  were  they  particularly 
organized.  Residents'  items  were  mixed  up  in 
boxes,  and  some  wet  items  had  been  put  in  the 
boxes,  causing  mildew  to  grow  on  all  of  that 
box's  contents.  The  students  had  to  pick  up  the 
boxes  in  the  police  bay  area  upon  their  return  to 
campus.  The  residents  are  not  ungrateful.  "We 
appreciate  what  you've  done."  Mullis  says  to  the 
University,  "but  don't  say  you  diditifyou  didn't." 

The  residents  acknowledge  that  their 
possessions  were  indeed  all  lifted  off  the 
wet  floor.  However,  even  some  soaking 
belongings  were  placed  on  the  beds,  ruining  the 
sheets.  "My  bike  was  put  on  my  bed."  Mullis 
says,  "so  all  the  grease  got  on  my  sheets." 

While  Wiggins  was  fully  repaired  in  time  for 
the  return  of  the  general  student  population  lo 
campus,  it  was  not  ready  for  the  early  return  of 
the  four  senior  residenfs  who  were  going  to  be 
taking  their  Comps.  The  four  seniors  were  first 
placed  in  Humphrey's  and  then  in  the  Sewanee 
Inn  before  they  could  return  to  their  dorm. 
"You  move  one  place,  two  days  later  you  move 
somewhere  else,  and  two  days  later  you  can  move 
back  into  your  dorm,"  Mullis.  one  of  the  four, 
says.  Mullis  understands  that  it  was  not  possible 
to  have  the  dorm  ready  in  tune,  but  he  wishes

the  University  could  have  just  moved  them  right 
into  the  Sewanee  Inn  because  all  of  the  extra 
moving  proved  to  be  quite  disruptive  to  studying. 
The   residents   would   like   the   University 
to   reimburse   them   for   the   purchase   price, 
rather  than  the  current  value  of  their  damaged 
property.    Though    they    were    told    of    the 
University's  policy  not  to  reimburse,  Nicky 
Hamilton,  Director  of  Residential  Life,  told  each 
resident  to  compile  a  list  of  damaged  goods. 
On  Thursday,  February  7,  the  residents  turned 
in  their  lists  to  the  treasurer  for  submission 
to     the     University's     insurance     company. 
The  residents  understand  the  University's 
policy  but  cannot  help  but  feel  entitled  to  some 
compensation  in  this  case.  "It's  one  thing  if 
a  tornado  comes  and  blows  out  a  window." 
Mullis  says,  "but  turning  down  the  heat  is 
their  negligence."  The  residents  would   like 
the  University  to  claim  responsibility  for  the 
flooding,  and  to  reimburse  them  for  their  lost 
possessions.  "It's  not  like  we're  holed  up  in  mere 
with  flat  screen  TVs.  Most  people  are  asking  for 
things  like  mattress  pads,"  says  Mackintosh. 
The  residents  are  grateful  to  Mary  Beth 
Walker  and  Nicky  Hamilton,  as  well  as  to 
Physical  Plant  Services.  "We  would  like  to  thank 
PPS  for  very  much  working  around  our  schedule 
and  everything,  asking  if  there  was  anything  else 
we  needed  done,"  says  Mullis.  The  residents 
are  more  than  satisfied  with  the  work  that  was 
done   on   the  dorm.    However,   the  residents 
would  like  for  someone  to  take  responsibility 
for  the  flooding.  Mackintosh  says,  "Just  admit 
that  it's  their  [the  University's]  fault,  and  stop 
taking  advantage  of  bureaucracy  to  avoid  fault. 
We're    definitely    not    responsible    for    this."

She  described  witnessing  some  organizations 
pouring  liquids  on  their  new  members  -  both 
alcohol  and  other  substances.  "We  saw  people 
on  their  knees.  I'm  not  sure  what  they  were 
doing." 

By  suspending  the  pledgeships  of  the  three 
sororities,  the  organizations  have  not  yet  been 
able  to  conduct  pledgeship.  However.  Dean 
Loyd  expects  for  the  pledgeship  of  all  three 
organizations  to  open  up  within  the  next  week. 
This  re -opening  for  the  sororities  is  contingent 
upon  the  organizations  presenting  to  the  Dean 
a  plan  for  pledgeship  showing  that  alcohol 
will  not  be  a  factor.  At  the  time  of  press,  the 
sororities  had  not  yet  been  opened  up.  Dean 
Loyd  expects,  though,  by  the  time  the  sororities 
are  allowed  to  reinstitute  pledgeship.  they  will 
have  suffered  at  least  a  two-week  punishment. 

However,  the  long-term  effects  of  the 
weekend  have  yet  to  kick  in.  According  to  Dean 
Loyd,  "Dean  Hartman  wants  to  see  a  taskforce 
to  help  us  see  through  Greek  life  and  Shake 
Day." 

Dean  Hartman,  reached  by  email,  chose  to 
not  comment  publicly  until  a  later  time. 

Loyd  contends  that  at  this  point  there  are  no 
plans  or  specifics  worked  out  for  the  task  force. 
With  Dean  Loyd's  planned  departure  from  the 
University  this  week,  she  says  the  task  force 
"will  materialize  when  the  new  dean  comes 
along." 

As  the  outgoing  Dean,  Loyd  hopes  the  task 
force  will  not  only  look  into  the  role  alcohol 
plays  on  Shake  Day,  but  also  to  make  sure 
Shake  Day  is  "representative  of  what  Sewanee 
is."  She  hopes  the  task  force  will  "maintain  the 
tradition  that's  important  -  the  healthy  traditions 
-  but  still  address  the  problems." 

Student  reaction  to  news  of  the  creation  of 
the  task  force  has  caused  some  question  whether 
it  will  lead  to  Shake  Day  being  declared  alcohol 
free.  Without  taking  a  particular  position  on 
whether  Shake  Day  should  be  a  dry  event  in 
the  future,  she  did  express  concern  that  if  the 
task  force  decided  to  enact  a  dry  bid  day,  Greek 
organizations  would  put  a  lot  of  energy  into 
getting  around  the  rules.    She  mentioned  Dean 


Hartman 's  commonly  used  adage  that  "rules 
create  genius"  -  referencing  the  idea  that  Greek 
organizations  will  be  creative  in  having  their 
own  Shake  festivities  at  night  where  alcohol 
would  be  present. 

ISC  President,  Senior  Marion  Mozley 
expressed  similar  concerns.  "We  need  to  be 
careful  about  the  alterations  we  make  to  Shake 
Day.  I  don't  think  making  it  dry  is  the  answer, 
nor  do  I  think  the  administration  wants  to  do 
that.  Shake  Day  is  a  special  Sewanee  tradition 
and  no  one  wants  to  see  it  disappear.  I  think 
if  the  rules  are  tightened  up  too  much,  we  are 
definitely  going  to  see  fraternities  and  sororities 
going  off  campus  to  celebrate." 

Dean  Loyd  expressed  that  she  hopes  students 
themselves  reconsider  Shake  Day.  She  spoke 
to  students  and  Greek  leaders  and  asked  them 
why  they  do  what  they  do  on  Shake  Day.  She 
asked  them  to  focus  on  "why  do  this  to  people 
who  just  joined  your  organization?  Why  is  this 
oksy?" 

She  said  the  most  common  response  was 
that,  "Because  that's  what  happened  to  me. 
That's  how  it  is." 

Mozley  echoed  Loyd's  sentiments  about 
change  coming  from  the  students  themselves: 
"Dean  Loyd  has  always  been  great  about 
encouraging  change  from  within.  She  has  left 
the  changes  up  to  the  individual  sororities, 
which  I  think  makes  for  the  best  change.  And 
I  do  think  that  change  will  happen.  Shake  Day 
was  a  wake-up  call  for  many  of  us,  myself 
included.  In  my  four  years,  I  haven 't  experienced 
a  change  for  better  or  for  worse  in  Shake  Day. 
It  has  maintained  the  same  customs,  but  these 
customs  are  not  necessarily  positive  and  that  is 
the  biggest  thing  that  came  out  of  Shake  Day 
-  acknowledging  that  some  of  the  activities  we 
do  on  Shake  Day  are  not  necessarily  positive. 
Perhaps  we  can  alter  these  slightly  to  make 
Shake  Day  just  as  fun." 

Dean  Loyd's  parting  words  of  advice?  i 
think  you  all  need  to  address  this  and  realize 
that  there  is  something  that  can  happen  that  is 
fun,  but  not  degrading."

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Dean  Loyd's  Farewell  to  Sewanee  adderall

After  two  and  a  half  years  as  Sewanee's 
Associate  Dean  of  Campus  Life.  Nicole 
Loyd  left  her  office  in  the  BC  this  week  to  return 
to  her  home  state  of  Pennsylvania,  where  she 
will  become  the  Dean  of  Students  at  Moravian 
College  in  Bethlehem.  Like  Sewanee,  Moravian 
is  a  small,  private  liberal  arts  school  that  focuses 
on  service  and  community  outreach.  Although 
she  has  always  felt  like  an  "accepted  northerner" 
on  Sewanee's  southern  campus,  Loyd  is 
looking  forward  to  moving  closer  her  family  in 
the  North.  Additionally,  while  BethJehem.  PA 
offers  a  small,  intimate  community  (not  unlike 
Sewanee).  it  has  the  advantage  of  being  located 
in  one  of  the  most  populated  tri-city  areas  in 
the  state.  Before  departing  for  Pennsylvania  on 
Tuesday,  Dean  Loyd  was  kind  enough  to  leave 
the  Sewanee  campus  with  a  few  final  memories 
and  insights. 

Looking  back.  Dean  Loyd  recalled  how  she 
first  arrived  to  the  University's  campus  in  2005. 
She  had  been  introduced  to  the  position  by  Dean 
Rob  Peangen.  whom  she  met  at  a  conference  in 
Florida.  "He  was  a  great  person,  and  I  wondered 
if  there  were  more  great  people  [at  Sewanee]." 
explained  Loyd.  In  further  reflecting  on  her 
matriculation  to  the  mountain.  Dean  Loyd  well 
articulated  the  sentiment  many  of  us  feel  in  our 
hearts  about  our  collegiate  home:  "Sewanee  is 
not  a  place  you  happen  upon  by  mistake."  Loyd 
continued,  "once  you're  part  of  Sewanee,  it's 
with  you  forever.  That's  the  good  part  about 
leaving;  I  know  I'll  be  back." 

Among  her  many  noteworthy  contributions 
to  Sewanee's  campus   life.  Dean  Loyd   was 


especially  excited  about  the  establishment  of 
Mountain  Derby  Days,  and  she  hopes  it  will 
become  one  of  Sewanee's  long  traditions.  She 
claims,  "It  celebrates  some  of  the  great  things  on 
this  campus  and  focuses  on  Greek  Life."  In  the 
same  vein.  Loyd  remarked  how  exceptionally 
proud  she  has  been  of  all  the  Greek  leaders  and 
their  accomplishments. 

When  asked  about  the  quickly  approaching 
transition  to  Moravian,  Dean  Loyd  said,  "I'm 
excited."  and  after  pausing  for  a  moment,  she 
continued,  "yet  change  is  sometimes  hard." 
This  is  especially  true  in  Dean  Loyd's  case. 
Admitting,  "year  one  in  any  place  is  hard," 
Loyd  also  explained  that  she  will  be  replacing 
a  Moravian  Dean  who  has  been  at  the  college 
for  thirty-eight  years,  which  presents  her  with 
the  additional  challenge  of  "replacing  an  icon." 
Still,  she  looks  forward  to  assuming  her  new 
position  and  asserts,  "[the  job]  found  me  . . .  and 
I  strongly  believe  in  following  my  heart." 

While  Dean  Loyd  says  she  will  "miss 
this  place,  the  students,  and  [her]  colleagues 
intensely,"  Loyd  feels  that  she,  like  other  past 
administrators  and  students,  will  always  be 
embraced  by  the  Sewanee  community.  Loyd 
hopes  that  everyone  at  Sewanee  will  continue 
to  challenge  the  students  to  look  at  the  role 
alcohol  plays  in  their  lives  while  taking  pride  in 
and  taking  care  of  the  things  that  matter  most. 
"I  want  Sewanee  to  be  everything  it  can  be  for 
[the  student  body],"  says  Loyd.  She  concluded, 
"I  do  love  this  place  .  .  .  through  the  good  and 
the  bad  there  have  been  challenges,  but  I  have 
never  regretted  being  here,  and  I  know  that  I'm 
a  better  person  for  it." 
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medical  surveys. 

"Adderall  is  the  invisible  drug,"  says 
Dean  Eric  Hartman.  "The  prescription  can  be 
used  legitimately,  recreationally,  or  illegally. 
It's  more  accessible  than  alcohol,  it's  in  your 
roommate's  drawer." 

For  those  who  are  illegally  taking  Adderall, 
the  drug  acts  as  a  study  aid  and  an  appetite 
suppressant.  Taken  recreationally,  it  lessens  the 
depressive  effects  of  alcohol  allowing  longer 
hours  of  partying.  A  Sewanee  sophomore 
describes  it  as  "everyone's  cup  of  coffee." 

Dr.  Spaulding  says  that  many  students  a 
have  the  pills  mailed  from  home.  Students  are 
not  required  to  report  their  prescriptions,  so  if 
they  don't  go  through  Counseling  Services,  the 
University  has  no  way  of  knowing  how  many 
students  legally  take  the  drug.  Even  if  students 
overdose  or  have  been  abusing  Adderall,  the 
hospital  cannot  release  this  information  to  the 
University  or  police  due  to  the  HIPAA  Law, 
which  protects  patients'  privacy.  This  allows 
the  drug  to  fly  completely  under  the  police  and 


administration's  radar. 

"We  don't  encounter  Adderall  abuse.  It's  not 
on  our  radar  at  all.  It  only  impacts  us  when  it's 
stolen,"  says  Chief  Parrot. 

Even  then.  Dean  Hartman  believes  that 
Adderall  theft  is  heavily  underreported  within 
the  school.  This  leaves  him  voicing  the 
administration's  big  question:  what  do  you  do 
about  it? 

The  administration  believes  that  there  is  a 
need  for  societal  awareness.  This  generation 
has  normalized  the  abuse  of  prescription  drugs. 
A  drug  that  initially  was  prescribed  to  set 
students  on  equal  playing  fields  has  now  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of  medical  personnel, 
the  administration,  and  law  enforcement  as 
something  much  more. 

"It's  a  shared  concern  that  I  have,"  Dean 
Hartman  stated.  "It's  a  challenge  to  the  mission 
of  the  college.  The  drug  impedes  academic 
engagement.  What  do  you  do  with  a  work  force 
always  looking  for  a  prescription,  unable  to 
handle  being  a  worker,  spouse,  parent,  leader?" 


Update  on  Area  Drought:  Still  a  Water 
Emergency

The  drought  that  has  been  plagueing  our 
area  has  been  abated  some  by  recent  rains. 
While  the  year  2007  has  been  declared  one  of 
the  driest  years  in  recent  history  by  the  Sewanee 
Utility  District,  perhaps  2008  will  bring  some 
relief  to  the  Mountain. 

According  to  Mr.  Richard  Winslow,  who 
is  the  Domain  Manager,  the  best  way  to  gauge 
the  drought  in  the  area  is  the  measure  of  the 
water  levels  at  Lake  O'Donnell,  Lake  Jackson, 
and  Lake  Dimmick.  He  states.  "I  can  tell  you 
that  Dimmick  was  never  lower  than  8  inches 
below  the  spillway  during  the  drought,  and 
is  now  overflowing  --  obviously  a  good  sign. 
O'Donnell  and  Jackson  are  more  difficult  to 
analyze,  because  water  is  constantly  being 
pumped  from  one  or  both.  Jackson  was  way 
down  during  the  worst  of  the  drought,  but  is 
now  on  its  way  back  up."  The  S\JD\  drought 
policy  has  declared  a  Stage  2  Water  Emergency 
(out  of  4),  which  will  remain  in  effect  until  the 


local  conditions  improve.  Prohibited  activities 
include  fire  fighting  training  and  washing  your 
car,  sidewalk,  patio,  etc. 

Officials  have  seen  some  increase  in  the 
levels  of  our  local  lakes,  signifying  the  decrease 
in  severity  of  the  drought.  Nevertheless,  the 
SUD  implores  everyone  on  their  website,  "to 
continue  to  voluntarily  reduce  their  water 
usage  as  much  as  possible.  If  we  all  keep  the 
water  situation  in  the  back  of  our  minds  as  we 
go  through  our  daily  routines,  together  we  can 
further  reduce  our  overall  usage  and  have  more 
water  for  the  future."  Marvin  Pate,  head  of 
PPS.  reiterates  the  importance  of  conservation 
in  saying,  "Students  should  always  seek  to 
conserve  water,  even  in  times  of  plenty  because 
water  is  several  times  more  expensive  in 
Sewanee  than  in  most  places  in  the  U.S."  For 
more  information  on  the  drought,  check  out 
the  Sewanee  Utility  District's  website  at  www.

On  January  30th  Jacob  Brown  of  Monteagle 
was  arrested  by  Deputy  Chief  Robert 
White  and  Officer  Tony  Gilliam  of  the  Sewanee 
Police  Department.  Brown  had  stolen  a  laptop 
from  Gailor  and  several  items  from  the  library. 
Brown  was  put  in  the  Franklin  County  Jail  in 
Winchester  on  charges  of  aggravated  burglary, 
cnmi  nal  trespassing,  and  theft  of  $  1 000-$  1 0,000 
among  others.  As  of  February  10.  Brown  has 
not  posted  his  bond  (set  at  $5000)  and  is  wait- 
ing for  his  court  date  set  for  March  6th. 

Brown's  case  was  only  one  of  several  trou- 
bling incidents  of  theft  that  have  occurred  at 
Sewanee  this  year.  In  recent  weeks  an  increas- 
ing number  of  thefts  from  unlocked  cars  have 
been  reported  around  campus.  One  student  had 
an  iPod  taken  from  his  unlocked  car,  and  anoth- 
er had  a  cell  phone  stolen.  The  thief  also  stole 
a  set  of  car  keys  from  an  unlocked  vehicle,  but 
the  car  was  not  otherwise  tampered  with.  A  theft 
from  a  dorm  room  in  Gorgas  was  also  reported, 
but  it  is  not  believed  to  be  related  to  the  other 
crimes. 

"We  don't  believe  it's  a  student,"  said  Police 


Chief  Parroti.  "we  think  it's  someone  not  affili- 
ated with  the  University  who  has  been  coming 
here  and  parking  at  The  Pub  or  at  the  library 
and  then  walking  around  parking  lots  looking 
for  unlocked  cars."  The  Police  have  a  list  of 
suspects  and  they  are  confident  the  thief  will  be 
caught  quickly. 

Despite  the  idyllic  notion  many  students 
have  of  life  at  Sewanee,  crimes  do  happen.  "Ev- 
eryone feels  this  is  a  safe  place,  but  we  have 
to  remember  we're  not  separated,"  said  Direc- 
tor of  Communications  Mark  Kelly,  "we  are 
secluded,  certainly,  but  we're  still  a  part  of  the 
community,  and  not  everyone  shares  the  ideals 
we  have.  [Students]  need  to  be  conscious  that 
measures  need  to  be  taken." 

Students  and  faculty  are  advised  not  to  leave 
valuables  in  their  cars  and  to  keep  their  vehicles 
locked  at  all  times.  Dorm  rooms  should  also 
be  locked  if  a  student  is  going  to  be  gone  for 
more  than  a  few  minutes,  and  valuables  should 
never  be  left  unattended.  Students  and  faculty 
are  asked  to  report  any  suspicious  activity  to  the 
police  (ext.  1111).  All  calls  will  be  kept  com- 
pletely confidential.

for  the  scholarship.  While  these  numbers  are 
needed  to  whittle  down  the  1,000  Scholarship 
applicants  to  the  more  manageable  100  students 
they  invite  to  campus,  Dean  Lesesne  stresses 
that  the  board  tries  to  see  beyond  pure  numbers 
to  get  a  better  look  at  the  student  as  a  whole. 

"We  are  looking  for  students  who  have  a 
certain  passion  for  learning,  and  who  will  have 
a  positive  impact  on  campus.  We  want  kids  who 
are  going  to  be  really  engaged  by  this  place,  the 
type  of  student  who  teachers  like  to  have  in  the 
classroom,"  says  Lesesne.  He  also  emphasizes 
that  the  scholarship  is  available  to  anybody: 
"The  Benedict  Scholarship  has  nothing  to  do 
with  need.  It  is  based  only  on  a  student's  merit. 
If  Bill  Gates'  daughter  was  in  the  hunt  and 
meritorious,  she  would  have  the  same  chance  as 
everybody  else." 

Over  the  past  several  years,  the  Benedict 
Scholarship  has  been  accepted  by  an  average  of 
three  of  five  students  offered.  This  past  year  was 
somewhat  of  an  anomaly,  as  only  one  student 
accepted  the  scholarship.  Dean  Lesesne  partly 
blames  the  prestige  factor  in  the  loss  of  some 
of  these  students,  citing  examples  of  students 
opting  to  attend  universities  such  as  Williams, 
UNC,  Emory  and  Vanderbilt  over  Sewanee. 
Also,  other  schools  may  offer  incentives  to  these 
types  of  students,  such  as  early  registration, 
pre-abroad   trips,    and   invitations   to    special 
lecture  series.  One  of  the  reasons  Dean  Lesesne 
believes  that  Sewanee  is  special,  however,  is 
precisely  because  it  does  not  offer  these  types  of 
perks.  "What  we  try  to  tell  people  is  that,  here, 
at  Sewanee,  these  things  are  open  to  everyone. 
Everyone  is  invited  to  lecture  series,  for 
example.  To  offer  those  kinds  of  incentives  would 
go  against  our  egalitarian  ethos,"  claims  Lesesne. 
Perhaps   the    reason    for   Sewanee's   lack   of 
success  last  year  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
Admissions  Office  does  not  back  down  from 
anyone.  "Regardless  of  where  else  a  student 
applies,  we  go  after  anyone  who  qualifies  for 
a  hat  we're  looking  for.  Even  if  the  odds  are 
slim  and  none,  I  believe  that  Sewanee  does 
a  lot  of  things  that  other  schools  can't  do." 
And    although    this    philosophy    makes    the 
Admissions  Office  watch  some  of  the  most 
highly  touted  students  walk  away,  it  also  has 
resulted   in  some   major  academic  recruiting 
coups,    luring    students    away    from    schools 
such  as  Dartmouth.  UVA.  and  Chapel  Hill. 
Richie  Hubbard.  '09,  was  one  such  student. 

The  Ashland,  VA  native  caught  the  eye 
of  the  Admissions  Office  for  his  stellar 
record  and  his  long  list  of  extracurricular 
activities.  Richie  applied  to  eight  universities, 
representing  a  wide  spectrum  of  quality  and 
environment.  Richie's  first  choice  was  UNC- 
Chapel  Hill,  and  his  prospective  visit  did 
little  to  sway  his  decision  in  Sewanee's  favor. 
Hubbard  recalls,  "I  was  hosted  by  a  kid  in 
BETA,  so  I  stayed  in  the  BETA  house  during 


my  visit.  It  happened  to  be  one  of  their  party 
nights.  I  didn't  drink  much  at  that  time,  nor  had 
I  been  to  a  lot  of  things  like  what  was  going 
on  in  that  place.  I  had  to  lock  the  door  to  keep 
people  out.  so  people  were  knocking  and  yelling 
all  night.  I  slept  on  his  floor,  and  I  was  scared 
man,  really  scared." 

The  rest  of  his  visit  was  less  intimidating 
though.  "There  was  no  pressure  during  the 
interview  process.  Everyone  was  really  friendly 
and  nice.  I  guess  they're  trying  to  impress  you 
as  much  as  you're  trying  to  impress  them." 

When  decision  time  came  for  Richie,  he  and 
his  father  sat  down  to  make  a  list  of  pros  and  cons. 
"I  guess  it  came  down  to,  UNC  was  going  to 
cost  $27,000  per  year,  and  with  this  scholarship, 
Sewanee  was  free.  It  was  a  real  no  brainer  at 
that  point."  He  went  on  to  say,  "I'm  really  glad 
I  came  here,  but  without  the  scholarship,  I 
wouldn't  have." 

Richie  maintains  a  3.99  G.P.A.,  but  does  not 
believe  that  being  a  Benedict  Scholar  necessarily 
correlates  to  success  in  college.  "Some  people 
definitely   take   it   for  granted   and  feel   like 
they  deserve  it  and  don't  care  as  much  about 
their  work."  Hubbard  admits  non-scholarship 
students    often    outshine    Benedict    Scholars. 
"College  changes  people,  so  while  a  Benedict 
Scholar  may  have  more  of  a  propensity  to  do 
better,  it  ultimately  comes  down  to  the  person, 
and  whether  they're  willing  to  do  the  work." 
Richie  feels  an  obligation  to  not  only  perform 
in  the  classroom,  but  also  to  stay  engaged 
in    the    community    through    extra-curricular 
activities.  "Sewanee's  given  me  so  much,  I 
can't  really  pay  that  back.  But  I  can  study." 
Once  a  Benedict  Scholar,  the  student  has  very 
few  responsibilities  regarding  the  Scholarship, 
other    than    retaining    a    3.0    G.P.A.    After 
accepting  admittance  to  Sewanee.  the  students 
become  members  of  the  Society  of  Sewanee 
Scholars,  which  meets  once  a  semester  and  in 
composed  of  students  who  hold  the  Wilkins. 
Vice-Chancellor's,  Chancellor's,  and  Benedict 
Scholarships.  The  Scholars  are  not  required  to 
do  work-study  programs,  nor  are  they  required 
to  lecture  or  speak  about  their  experience.  "I 
don't  even  know  any  of  the  other  Benedict 
Scholars  in  my  year,"  Hubbard  says. 

Although  the  school  always  entertains  strong 
candidates  for  the  Scholarship,  Dean  Lesesne 
believes  that  this  year's  crop  is  particularly 
strong.  "The  average  G.P.A.  this  year  is  4.06, 
the  average  S.A.T.  is  1470.  Those  are  the  highest 
averages  we've  had  since  I've  been  here." 

Next  weekend,  this  crop  of  applicants  will 
descend  upon  our  campus  in  the  hopes  of  being 
offered  Sewanee's  most  prestigious  Scholarship. 
And  although  being  a  Benedict  Scholar  is  no 
guarantee  of  success,  it  can  serve  as  a  barometer 
of  future  performance.  Sewanee's  last  two 
Rhodes  Scholars.  Katharine  Wilkinson  and 
Robin  Rottmann,  were  Benedict  Scholars.

Change  the  Music:  Sophomore  Creates 
Mountaintop  Musicians

Sophomore  Andrew  Cotten  is  attempting  to 
create  an  arts  renaissance  at  Sewanee.  He 
is  developing  a  student  run  organization  called 
Mountaintop  Musicians,  which  will  foster  a 
cultural  rejuvenation  of  the  arts  by  lending 
musical  equipment  to  student  musicians  and 
promoting  events  where  musicians  can  learn 
from  each  other,  thus  uniting  the  music  scene  at 
Sewanee.  He  envisioned  such  an  organization 
when  his  band,  T-Sex,  struggled  to  find  the 
proper  equipment  for  a  show. 


From  there,  the  idea  spun  into  a  potential 
benefit  concert  at  Cheston  where  local  musicians 
would  come  together  and  cover  their  favorite 
bands.  The  money  raised  from  the  concert 
would  be  used  to  buy  musical  equipment  such 
as  a  PA  system  and  a  recording  program,  worth 
two  and  five  thousand  dollars,  respectively. 

In  the  future,  the  members  of  the  club 
would  be  able  to  provide  technical  support 
for  concerts  and  lift  the  local  music  scene  to 
a  more  professional  level.  "GarageBand  (an 
Apple  recording  program  commonly  used)  is 


fundamental,"  Cotten  says.  "There  is  a  need  for 
more  advanced  equipment  to  create  and  spread 
music  at  Sewanee." 

Cotten  foresees  his  organization  holding 
monthly  or  biweekly  meetings  to  "expand  music 
beyondconcerts."Theclub,  which  would  beopen 
to  the  community  would  require  a  ten  to  twenty 
dollar  due  fee,  would  also  actively  advertise 
local  art  events.  Mountaintop  Musicians  would 
request  financial  support  from  the  Activities  Fee 
Committee  and  the  University. 

Although  Cotten  admits  that  the  idea  is  in 
its  developing  stages,  "some  basic,  very  basic, 
ideas  have  been  thrown  out  (and  I)  have  a 
lot  to  do  in  the  next  month,"  he  has  written  a 
constitution  for  the  organization  and  plans  to 
seek  the  approval  of  the  Student  Assembly  on 
Tuesday  February  1 2th. 

Cotten  criticizes  programs  such  as  BC 
Nights,  Pub  Nights,  and  the  Program  board  for 
their  "lack  of  cultivating  the  arts."  He  says  that 
while  Sewanee  is  relatively  close  to  the  music 
centers  of  Nashville  and  Memphis,  the  best  that 
Sewanee  can  do  in  attracting  a  Spring  Party 
band  was  Sister  Hazel  and  Perpetual  Groove. 
Furthermore,  he  states  that  too  many  students 
would  rather  dnnk  at  a  fraternity  instead  of 
going  to  sober  events  sponsored  by  the  school 
and  that  "it  wouldn't  be  an  issue  it  people 
wanted  to  go." 

Jamey  Campbell,  director  of  Student 
Activities,  states  that  musical  events  in  the 
recent  past  have  seen  various  results  depending 
upon  the  location  and  attractiveness  of  (he 
event.  In  conjuncture  with  Mr.  Campbell,  the 
Program  Board  has  aggressively  attempted  to 
involve  students  in  the  decision-making  process 
of  determining  a  Spring  Party  band.  Catriona 
Morrison,  a  member  of  the  Program  Board, 
cites  the  recent  Spring  Party  survey  as  a  method 
implemented  in  this  regard. 

Both  Campbell  and  Morrison  are  enthusiastic 
about  the  possibility  and  potential  of  the 
Mountaintop  Musicians.  Campbell  believes 
that  the  success  of  such  a  group  lies  in  its 
determination,  organization,  and  motivation. 

The  future  of  Mr.  Cotten's  Mountaintop 
Musicians,  and  his  dream  of  uniting  Sewanee 's 
artists  into  a  meaningful  arts  movement, 
depends  on  his  tenacity  and  the  future.  But  he 
does  believe  that  if  it  happens,  "Sewanee  would 
change  and  the  movement  would  add  another 
cornerstone  to  the  community."

Focus  the  Nation' 
Event  Advocates 
Global  Warming 
Solutions

On  Thursday,  January  31.  Sewanee 
participated  in  Focus  the  Nation,  a 
national  teach-in  initiative  to  educate  and 
raise  awareness  on  global  warming  and  other 
important  environmental  issues  facing  the 
world  today.  Over  a  thousand  schools,  reli 
groups,  businesses,  and  civic  organizations  — 
including  40  in  Tennessee—  held  the  event 
simultaneously  to  create  a  dialogue  of  these 
pressing  issues.  The  result  was  over  a  million 
students  actively  engaging  in  workshops  and 
panels  around  the  United  States  to  propose 
global  warming  solutions. 

The  initiative  began  on  January  30.  with  a 
live  webcast  of  The  2%  Solution  an  interactive 
documentary  produced  by  the  National  Wildlife 
Federation.  The  webcast  included  a  panel  of 
experts  with  whom  students  could  interact  and 
discuss  possible  solutions  for  global  warming. 
Sewanee  students  gathered  in  Walsh  Hall  to 
view  the  documentary  together,  while  many 
students  around  the  country  did  the  same  al 
their  respective  universities  — so  many,  in  fact, 
that  the  server  overloaded  and  some  were  not 
able  to  view  the  webcast  live  (The  webcasl  can 
still  be  viewed  al  www  focusthenation.org  tor 
those  who  missed  it  | 

The  next  day  various  events  took 
place  around  campus,  including  a  parade 
sponsored  by  the  art  and  music  departments  a 
Sustainability  Film  Pest  in  Guerrv  Auditorium, 
a  series  of  Environmental  Studies  slideshoWS  in 
Convocation  Hall,  and  labvrmlh  incJil.n- 
challenges  and  problems  of  the  em  ironmenl  in 
AllSaints'Chapel.  However,  the  highlight  ol  the 
day  was  the  keynote  address  by  environmental 
activist  Rob  Caughlan  speaking  on  "Individuals 
Making  a  Difference."  Caughlan  draws  from 
over  30  years  of  experience  in  communications, 
politics,  and  environmental  advocacy  and 
activism.  He  has  served  on  the  White  House 
staff  during  the  Carter  Administration  on  an 
initiative  for  solar  energy,  as  well  as  Special 
Assistant  to  the  Deputy  Administrator  of  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency.  He  has 
written  articles,  produced  films,  and  served 
on  various  committees  and  boards,  all  raising 
awareness  of  environmental  challenges. 

In  his  address  at  Sewanee,  Caughlan  spoke 
of  his  experience  as  co-founder  of  the  Surfrider 
Foundation.  As  a  champion  surfer  himself, 
Caughlan  told  students  his  unique  involvement 
with  combating  water  pollution.  In  1984,  he 
and  some  fellow  surfers  noticed  that  the  water 
where  they  surfed  in  Malibu,  CA,  was  beginning 
to  turn  black.  After  some  research,  they  learned 
that  two  nearby  paper  plants  were  responsible 
for  the  pollution.  Caughlan  helped  launch  a 
lawsuit  against  the  companies  and,  after  three 
years,  the  Foundation  was  successful.  Today, 
the  Surfrider  Foundation  continues  to  fight 
around  the  nation  for  clean  water  and  other 
environmental  causes.  Caughlan 's  message 
was  that  individuals,  and  not  just  government 
organizations,  can  make  a  difference.  Quoting 
Margaret  Mead,  Caughlan  said,  "Never  doubt 
that  a  small  group  of  thoughtful  committed 
citizens  can  change  the  world.  Indeed,  it's  the 
only  thing  that  ever  has." 

Sewanee  has  a  special  connection  to  the 
event;  Dr.  Eban  Goodstein,  founder  of  Focus 
the  Nation,  is  a  Sewanee  Native  and  son  of 
Dr.  Marvin  E.  Goodstein,  Sewanee  Emeritus 
Professor  of  Economics,  who  helped  to 
introduce  Caughlan  at  the  keynote  address. 
In  his  introductory  address,  Goodstein  spoke 
of  his  son's  experience  of  growing  up  during 
:hts  movement.  As  one  dedicated  • 
in  himself,  Goodstein  said  that  he 
was  not  surprised  that  his  son  had  taken  on 
this  role.  Currently.  Dr.  Eban  Goodstein  is 
a  Professor  of  Economics  at  Lewis  &  Clark 
College  in  Portland,  Oregon.  He  is  also  the 
author  of  numerous  books  whose  general  focus 
is  the  relationship  between  economics  and  the 
environment. 
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Student  Leads  Crew  On  Indie  Horror  Film

No  one  has  entered  Denville  Grove 
Amusement  Park  since  1999  when  nine 
family  members  were  found  gruesomely 
murdered.  Now,  some  local 
high  school  students  are 
going  back  into  the  park  to 
film  a  documentary  about  the 
murders.  Unfortunately  for 
these  students,  the  plot  takes 
an  excruciatingly  painful 
turn.  As  the  IMDB  tagline 
reads.  "Denville  Grove 
Amusement  Park:  AJ1  the 
kids  are  DYING  to  get  in!" 

This  is  the  plotline  for 
Devil's  Grove,  a  movie 
worked  on  by  Sewanee's 
very  own  Simmons  Falk. 
Simmons,  a  sophomore,  was 
the  first  assistant  director 
during  the  filming  of  this  slasher  film. 

"A  first  assistant  director  is  in  charge  of 
running  the  set  and  making  sure  everything  is 
running  smoothly,"  said  Simmons.  Essentially, 
he  handled  the  practicalities  involved  with  the 
filming  process  such  as  making  sure  everyone 
had  the  most  recent  copy  of  the  script,  the  actors 
were  taken  care  of,  and  the  filming  crew  was 
accounted  for.  Once,  two  days  before  principal 
photography,  one  of  the  production  sound  mixers 
dropped  out  at  the  last  minute  and  Simmons  had 
to  find  and  hire  a  replacement. 

"It  was  a  lot  of  fun,  but  it  was  a  lot  of  hard 
work,"  Simmons  said. 

Because  the  first  assistant  director  takes  care 
of  practicalities,  the  director  is  free  to  focus 
on  his  creative  vision  and  bring  us  films  like 
Devil's  Grove.  According  to  the  co-director. 
Michael  Hein,  "It's  a  torture  film  in  the  mold  of 
HOSTEL  or  SAW— without  the  gadgets.  The 
movie  is  very  bloody  and  brutal,  and  we're  sure 
the  hardcore  indie  horror  fans  will  enjoy  it" 
Just  to  emphasize  the  bloodiness  and  brutality  of 
this  film,  IMDB's  key  words  for  Devils  Grove 
are  B-movie.  blood,  torture,  and. . .  splatter. 

Principle  photography  of  the  film  started  in 
late  June  2006  in  Springboro.  Ohio.  The  movie 


took  a  little  under  one  month  to  film,  a  long 
time  for  a  movie  of  this  size  and  budget.  To 
put  this  time  frame  in  perspective.  Pirates  of 
the  Caribbean  took  over  90  days  to  film.  Most 
of  the  time  needed  to  create 
a  movie  is  dedicated  to  the 
editing  process.  Even  though 
shooting  for  Devil's  Grove 
took  place  about  a  year  and 
a  half  ago,  the  producer  just 
finished  editing  the  film. 

While  the  plot  goes  much 
deeper  than  what  has  been 
mentioned  thus  far,  Simmons 
cannot  legally  reveal  the 
plot's  twists  and  intricacies. 
However,  he  could  reveal 
the  movie  will  go  straight  to 
DVD  (don't  look  for  Devil's 
Grove  in  theatres)  in  late 
spring  or  early  summer  of 
this  year.  The  movie  will  be  available  from 
well-known  companies  such  as  Netflix.  When 
asked  about  the  success  of  his  previous  films, 
Simmons  responded,  "No,  you  could  not  rent 
any  of  my  previous  movies  through  Netflix." 

Simmons  got  the  job  through  the 
recommendation  of  a  friend  he  worked  with  on 
a  previous  film.  "I  did  the  film  because  it  was 
a  great  job.  I'm  not  really  a  huge  fan  of  the 
genre,"  Simmons  said.  However,  Simmons  adds 
that  if  you  like  horror  movies,  or  the  subgenre 
of  slasher  films,  you  would  love  Devil's  Grove. 
"It's  got  a  great  story  for  that  genre.  It's  different 
from  what  you'd  expect.  It's  got  a  different  plot 
and  it's  pretty  suspenseful  and  you  wouldn't 
expect  the  ending." 

Simmons  plans  to  pursue  a  career  in  film, 
his  goal  to  be  a  show-runner.  "I  either  want  to 
work  on  TV  or  movies.  I  really  want  to  work 
for  a  live  TV  show,"  Simmons  said.  To  produce 
Saturday  Night  Live  is  Simmons'  dream. 

How  does  Simmons  feel  about  his  name 
being  on  a  movie  anyone  can  rent  on  Netflix? 
"It's  pretty  similar  to  the  feeling  of  immense 
pride  you  get  the  first  time  your  mom  hangs  up 
a  picture  you  drew  on  the  refrigerator."

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University  Looks 
to  Expand  Faculty

With  the  influx  of  emails  announcing 
candidate  lectures,  it  has  become 
apparent  to  most  that  the  University  is  in  the 
process  of  hiring  an  unusually  high  number  of 
new  professors.  Dean  Gatta  confirmed  that  this 
year  there  are  in  fact  more  positions  to  fill  than 
typical.  The  cause,  according  to  Gatta,  is  "an 
exceptional  combination  of  circumstances." 

These  circumstances  include  two  departures, 
retirements,  one  death,  and  three  position 
expansions.  Also,  as  student  numbers  increase, 
the  school  adds  new  positions  in  order  to 
maintain  student:faculty  ratios.  In  addition 
there  is  a  desire  to  expand  offerings  in  various 
fields  of  study. 

Dr.  Karen  Yu,  head  of  the  Psychology 
Department,  commented  on  the  changes 
taking  place,  specifically  about  the  addition 
of  Dr.  C.  Albert  Bardi  to  the  psychology  staff. 
Dr.  Yu  believes  that  Bardi  will  enhance  the 
current  curriculum,  particularly  in  regards 
to  his  interest  in  "existential  philosophy  and 
psychology,  gender  issues,  and  cross-cultural 
issues."  The  new  tenure  position  will  also 
enable  the  department  "to  more  consistently 
staff  a  reasonable  number  of  100-  and  200-level 
courses,  as  well  as  allowing  [it]  to  develop  some 
new  offerings." 

The  tenure  position  also  makes  it  easier  for 
the  department  to  think  about  its  future,  while 
the  current  temporary  positions  have  forced  it 
to  think  only  from  year-to-year  or  semester-to- 
semester.  Dr.  Yu,  on  behalf  of  the  Psychology 
Department,  "thanks  the  Appointments 
Committee  for  their  hard  work  on  our  behalf 
and  the  Administration  for  granting  us  this 
expansion  position.  We  look  forward  to  what  it 
will  bring." 

Overall,  there  are  12  positions  that  hopefully 
will  be  filled  this  year.  Those  welcoming  new 
members  are  the  Biology,  Chemistry.  Chinese, 
Economics.  English,  History,  Political  Science, 
Psychology,  Classical  Languages,  and  Spanish 
epartments.  Both  the  classical  languages  and 
the  Spanish  departments  are  hoping  to  fill  two 
positions. 

While  Dean  Gatta  notes  that  it  "is  sad  to 
lose  someone  with  accomplished  experience," 
he  hopes  these  new  additions  to  the  faculty  will 
further  enhance  the  Sewanee  experience.

"I  know  we  didn't  have  an  earth- 
quake, so  somebody  had  to  have 
ripped  every  one  of  those  mirrors 
off,"  the  Chief  said,  quaking  with 
gravitas.  Save  for  someone  with  an 
unhealthy  distrust  of  vanity,  or  per- 
haps a  vampire,  the  police  haven't 
any  idea  or  clue  why  someone  would 
do  this. 

The  most  puzzling  in  recent 
events  of  vandalism  is  also  bath- 
room-related. On  Monday,  Febru- 
ary 4.  the  custodians  cleaning  Con- 
vocation and  Breslin  Tower  entered 
the  men's  bathroom  at  the  foot  of 
the  tower.  Upon  first  descending 


the  little  staircase  that  led  into 
^he  small  cellar  of  a  re- 
stroom,  they  noticed 
what  appeared  to 
be  a  new  wallpa- 
per   job     freshly 
applied.       Upon 
closer  inspection, 
they  realized  that 
the    wallpaper    was 
actually  a  layer  of  pages 
carefully  cut  from  a  small 
Gideon  New  Testament 
Bible,    dampened,    and 
then    placed    in   meticu- 
lous order  on  the  walls  of 
the  bathroom,  covering  them 
entirely. 

In  cut-out   letters,   adorning 

the    hand    towel    dispenser,    was 

the  phrase,  "An  act  of  Moth,"  and 

on  the  edge  of  the  mirror  in  the  same  form 

was  the  name,  "The  Gideon  Christian  Guerrilla 

Army."  Falling  back  on  years  of  experience  in 

criminal  justice.  Chief  Parrott  "Googled"  the 

word  "Moth",  finding  that  it  was  a  character  in 

Shakespeare's  Love s  Labor 's  Lost,  which  is  go- 


ing up  in  The  Tennessee  Williams  Center  at  the 
end  of  the  month.  Unfortunately,  the  trail  went 
cold  at  this  time,  since  the  character  of  Moth  has 
nothing  to  do  with  placing  Bible  pages  on  bath- 
room walls,  nor  does  the  plot  of  Shakespeare's 
play. 

The  Chief  is  at  a  loss.  With  Morgan  Free- 
man-like precision,  the  investigating  officers 
tried  to  find  some  pattern  in  the  placement  of 
pages,   perhaps   another   message    from   The 
Moth.  Despite  their  best  efforts,  the  officers 
could  find  no  rhyme  or  reason  to  the  act.  and 
the  pages  peeled  off  with  such  ease  that  the  van- 
dalism was  clearly  not  meant  to  be  permanent.

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The  King's  Singers 
Vocal  Ensemble  to 
Perform  February 
25th

One  of  the  world's  most  celebrated  vocal 
ensembles,  the  King's  Singers,  celebrating 
their  40th  anniversary,  will  perform  on 
Monday.  Feb.  25.  2008  at  7:30  p.m.  in  Guerry 
Auditorium,  as  the  last  concert  of  Sewanee's 
2007-08  Performing  Arts  Series. 

Ticket  prices  are  $20  for  adults,  $15  for 
seniors,  and  $5  for  students.  Sewanee  faculty, 
staff,  and  students  are  admitted  free.  All  seating 
is  general  admission. 

The  King's  Singers  trace  their  beginnings  to 
England's  famed  Cambridge  University,  where 
the  ensemble  was  founded  at  King's  College  in 
1968.  Since  then,  they  have  performed  in  many 
different  venues,  including  New  York's  Carnegie 
Hall  and  Lincoln  Center.  Washington's  Kennedy 
Center  for  the  Performing  Arts,  the  major  halls 
of  Atlanta,  Boston,  Chicago,  Cleveland.  Dallas, 
Los  Angeles.  Philadelphia,  and  San  Francisco, 
and  at  major  American  music  festivals  such  as 
Tanglewood.  Ravinia.  and  Interlochen.  They 
have  also  appeared  in  concert  halls,  cathedrals 
and  palaces  all  over  the  world. 

The  King's  Singers  perform  from  a  wide 
repertoire,  with  music  ranging  from  Renaissance 
madrigals  to  orchestral  classics  to  folk  music 
and  popular  songs.  They  often  give  a  cappella 
performances,  but  they  have  also  performed 
alongside  renowned  symphonies  such  as  the 
National  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  the  New 
York.  Boston,  and  Cincinnati  Pops  Orchestras. 

Several  of  the  King's  Singers'  more  than  70 
recordings  have  received  Grammy  nominations. 
In  January  2001.  the  ensemble  received  another

Complete  Campaign  to  Purchase 


The  University  of  the  South  and  The  Land 
Trust  for  Tennessee  today  completed 
the  purchase  and  permanent  protection  of 
nearly  3.000  acres  on  the  South  Cumberland 
Plateau  in  Franklin  County  from  American 
Timberland  Corp.,  a  subsidiary  of  Regions 
Morgan  Keegan  Timberland  Group. 

The  purchase  caps  a  four-year  project 
originated  by  The  Land  Trust  to  acquire 
and  protect  the  property,  culminating  in  the 
successful  Lost  Cove  Campaign,  a  community 
fund-raising  effort  that  generated  $4.3  million 
for  the  purchase. 

The  land -which  contains  portions  of 
Lost  Cove  and  Champion  Cove  adjacent  to 
the  10,000-acre  Domain  of  the  University  and 
extends  to  the  boundary  of  privately  held  land 
at  the  bottom  of  Lost  Cove— will  be  owned 
and  managed  by  Sewanee  for  use  as  an  outdoor 


academic  laboratory  and  for  recreation. 

The  Land  Trust  for  Tennessee  will  hold  a 
perpetual  conservation  easement  on  the  tract, 
and  will  monitor  the  area  to  assure  that  the 
land  is  conserved  in  perpetuity. 

The  combined  Sewanee  holdings  of  1 3.000 
acres  now  will  be  linked  with  8,000  acres  of 
state-owned  forests  in  the  southern  portion  of 
Frank]  m  County. 

"The  Lost  Cove  Campaign  represents 
an  extraordinary  opportunity  for  Sewanee 
to  extend  its  academic  traditions  and  our 
commitment  to  environmental  stewardship," 
said  Vice  Chancellor  and  President  Joel 
Cunningham.  "The  project  has  far-reaching 
implications  lor  the  University  and  the 
Cumberland  Plateau,  and  we  are  grateful  to  the 
many  leadership  partners  in  the  community 
and  among  our  alumni  who  made  this  possible. 


We  all  owe  a  very  special  thanks  to  The  Land 
Trust  for  Tennessee." 

The  fund-raising  will  continue  as 
Sewanee  seeks  endowment  funds  to  support 
educational  programs  and  ongoing  operating 
expenses  associated  with  the  tract,  according 
to  Rob  Pearigen.  Vice  President  for  University 
Relations  at  Sewanee.  The  Land  Trust  for 
Tennessee  will  continue  to  raise  funds  to 
protect  additional  significant  lands  of  the 
South  Cumberland  Region  and  statewide. 

"The  public-private  partnership  for  Lost 
Cove  reflects  the  highest  ideals  of  the  Land 
Trust,"  said  Jean  C.  Nelson,  Executive 
Director  of  The  Land  Trust  for  Tennessee.  "We 
are  now  able  to  protect  these  valuable  acres 
from  inappropriate  development,  inconsistent 
land  uses  and  timber  clear  cutting,  which 
will  provide  both  economic  and  ecological 
benefits  to  the  area.  Moreover,  we  were 
able  to  do  so  by  involving  many  others  m 
Tennessee,  including  the  University's  alumni 
who  share  our  commitment  to  the  stale's 
natural  resources 

A  leadership  commitment  of  $  1 .75  mi II  ion 
from  the  Tennessee  Heritage  Conservation 
Trust  Fund,  along  with  significant  gifts  from 
the  Benwood  Foundation,  the  Lyndhurst 
Foundation,  and  The  Nature  Conservancy, 
helped  accelerate  the  Lost  Cove  Campaign  in 
the  early  stages  of  the  effort 

Major  commitments  by  alumni  and  friends 
of  the  University  and  The  Land  Trust,  along 
with  a  grassroots  effort  among  young  alumni, 
provided  gifts  totaling  more  than  $1,2  million 
that  assured  the  success  of  the  campaign. 


A  conservation  easement  among  Sewanee, 
The  Land  Trust  for  Tennessee  and  the 
Heritage  Conservation  Trust  Fund  asserts  that 
the  property  "will  be  conserved  and  retained 
forever  predominantly  in  its  natural,  scenic, 
and  forested  condition"  and  prevents  "any 
use  of  the  Property  that  will  significantly 
impair  or  interferes  with  Conservation  Values 
of  the  Property,  while  allowing  uses  of  the 
Property  that  are  compatible"  with  Sewanee's 
educational  mission  and  traditional  uses  such 
as  approved  timber  harvesting  under  a  forestry 
plan  and  recreation  through  a  trail  system. 

Select  restrictions  of  the  conservation 
easement  include: 

•  Timbering  will  be  permitted  under 
the  terms  of  a  forestry  plan  to  insure  the 
maintenance  and  regeneration  of  good  quality 
growing  stock  and  native  species.  Both  The 
Land  Trust  and  the  Trust  Fund  must  approve 
any  forestry  plans  before  work  may  begin: 

•  Access  will  be  provided  to  the  general 
public  through  a  trail  system  developed  and 
maintained  by  the  University,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  The  Land  Trust, 

•  Recreational  hunting  for  the  general 
public  will  be  allowed  from  time  to  time  and 
will  be  managed  by  the  University; 

•  No  structures  will  be  permitted,  other  than 
up  to  two  field  stations  to  pursue  scientific, 
forestry,  educational  and  research  programs 
related  primarily  to  the  property;  and 

•  Adjoining  landowners  may  seek  approval 
from  the  University  for  limited  tree  removal 
on  the  property  for  the  purposes  of  safety  or 
view.

Art  of  Academia  Exhibit  to  Open  at  End 
of  Month

Art  of  Academia,  the  newest  exhibit  of  the 
University's  permanent  collection,  will 
open  on  Thursday,  February  28  in  the  Kappa 
Sigma  House. 

As  the  title  of  the  exhibit  suggests,  all  works 
included  in  this  exhibit  are  related  to  courses 
being  taught  at  the  University. 

"We  hope  that  by  choosing  a  theme  that 
is  so  interactive  with  the  professors  and  their 
students,  we  will  not  only  fulfill  the  educational 
potential  of  the  collection,  but  also  spread 
general  awareness  of  the  invaluable  artistic 
resources  the  University  possesses,"  says  senior 
Ashley  Gallman,  the  student  curator  of  the 
University's  permanent  collection. 

Twenty  works,  dating  from  fifteenth  to 
twenty-first  century,  comprise  the  Art  of 
Academia  exhibit.  All  but  one  of  the  pieces,  a 
second  century  Phrygian  sculpture  loaned  from 
a  private  collection,  will  remain  part  of  the 
University's  impressive  permanent  collection. 

Though  many  of  the  works  included  in  Art  of 
Academia  have  been  obtained  through  various 
funds  appropriated  to  such  acquisitions,  "four 
have  been  acquired  by  the  Teaching  Collection 
Committee  between  January  and  November 
of  2007,"  says  John  Tilford,  curator  of  the 
University's  permanent  collection. 

Elizabeth  Mansfield,  professor  of  art 
history  and  chair  of  the  department,  formed  the 
Teaching  Collection  Committee  in  the  fall  of 
2006.  Gregory  Clark,  professor  of  art  history, 
is  the  committee  chair,  with  Mishoe  Brennecke, 


professor  of  art  history,  Julie  Puttgen.  professor 
of  art,  and  John  Tilford  serving  as  voting 
members.  Two  University  students  are  chosen 
each  academic  year  to  serve  on  the  Teaching 
Collection  Committee. 

"We  acquired  works  from  major  auction 
houses  in  America,  Great  Britain,  and  Europe 
knowing  that  we  stood  a  far  greater  chance  of 
acquiring  museum-quality  works  given  our 
limited  budget  if  we  competed  against  dealers 
at  auction,"  Tilford  explains. 

The  permanent  collection  now  boasts  over 
650  highly  valuable  works  of  art,  including  a 
Nuremburg  Bible,  which  was  donated  to  the 
University  a  century  ago  this  year. 

"The  permanent  collection  is  first  and 
foremost  a  teaching  collection  to  be  utilized 
in  the  education  of  University  students,"  says 
Gallman. 

As  an  extension  of  this  awe-inspiring 
collection.  Art  of  Academia  includes  pieces  by 
Francisco  Goya,  Alexander  Calder,  and  etchings 
by  William  Blake,  Perhaps  the  crowning  glory 
of  the  collection  is  Albrecht  Durer's  Christ 
Bearing  the  Cross  from  the  Engraved  Passion, 
which  dates  back  to  1512. 

"It  is  exactly  the  sort  of  thing  a  University 
collection  should  possess  for  its  enormous 
pedagogical  value."  says  Tilford. 

The  opening  of  Art  of  Academia  will  take 
place  on  February  28  at  5  PM  at  the  Kappa 
Sigma  house.  Refreshments  and  hors  d'eourves 
will  be  provided.  The  exhibit  will  remain  until 
May  16. 


The  Vagina  Monologues  Come  to 
Sewanee

You  may  believe  that  if  you  have  a  hard 
time  referring  to  female  genitalia  by 
its  anatomically  correct  name,  you  will  not 
appreciate  a  play  devoted  entirely  to  said  sexual 
organ.  But  Eve  Ensler's  The  Vagina  Monologues 
just  may  change  your  mind. 

The  play  is  for  those  throughout  the  world 
who  need  to  or  already  have  embraced  the 
vagina  as  more  than  just  baby-making  device. 
It  is  for  those  in  search  of  their  "metaphorical" 
vagina;  that  is,  their  essence,  what  makes  them 
who  they  are. 

This  will  be  the  second  year  The  Vagina 
Monologues  will  be  performed  as  part  of  the 
Sewanee  Conference  on  Women.  Last  year's 
performance  was  reportedly  "electric,"  says 
sophomore  Jessica  "Jack"  Wyrick,  director  of 
the  play.  "I  could  probably  write  a  series  of 
monologues  just  based  on  people's  reactions 
to  The  Vagina  Monologues]"  she  continues. 
Participants  in  this  year's  rendition  are  striving 
for  an  equally  memorable  experience. 

Assistant  Dean  of  Students  Mary  Beth 
Walker,  faculty  advisor  to  the  Women's  Center, 
is  one  of  five  faculty  members  participating  in 
the  play. 

"I  draw  strength  from  this  play  because  I 
feel  like  these  stories  help  women  throughout 
the  country  and  around  the  world.  This  play 
helps  them  because  it  makes  them  realize  that 
they  are  not  the  only  ones  with  these  struggles," 
Walker  said. 

Written  by  Eve  Ensler  in  1996,  The  Vagina 
Monologues  are  based  on  200  interviews 
recorded  by  Ensler  over  a  number  of  years. 
Some  are  funny,  some  tear-jerking  and  all 
of  them  completely  true.  The  play  became  a 
springboard  for  the  V-Day  movement,  the  V 


standing  for  valentine,  vagina,  and  victory. 
V-Day  is  celebrated  between  February  1  and 
March  8.  and  all  proceeds  generated  by  any 
performances  of  the  play  benefit  groups  that 
work  to  end  violence  against  women  and  girls. 

"The  Vagina  Monologues  is  how  I  got  in 
touch  with  myself  in  a  deeper  sense,  and  figured 
out  what  it  really  means  to  be  a  woman  in  the 
global  sense,"  says  Wyrick. 

Though  the  title  of  the  play  has  been  met  with 
some  reluctance  on  behalf  of  the  University's 
administration  (one  higher-up  was  reported  as 
asking,  "Are  you  sure  we  can't  just  call  it  The 
Monologues!"),  advertisement  for  the  show 
has  gone  according  to  plan,  even  appearing 
as  an  event  in  the  Merit  Weekend  schedule  of 
activities. 

"They're  not  the  Vajayjay  Monologues,  or 
the  Hoohaa  Monologues,  or  The  Monologues. 
This  is  about  vaginas,  people.  They're  The 
VAGINA  Monologues,"  Wynck  says. 

Participants  in  Tlie  Vagina  Monologues  are 
not  required  to  memorize  their  lines;  in  fact, 
they  are  encouraged  not  to  in  order  to  emphasize 
the  fact  that  they  are,  for  that  moment,  the 
embodiment  of  women  everywhere,  not  an 
actress  portraying  a  fictional  character.  The 
performers  also  wear  all  black  with  one 
red  accessory  to  symbolize  every  woman's 
uniqueness  against  the  backdrop  of  society. 

This  bit  of  the  "V  Day"  celebration  will 
take  place  Friday,  February  15  at  7:30  PM  in 
Guerry  Auditorium.

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Sewanee  Lacking  Awareness  of  Black  History  Month

Sewanee  African-American  students  and  staff  have  expressed 
their  unease  regarding  the  little  recognition  given  to  Black 
History  Month  February  has  been  designated  as  the  month  of 
recognition  for  Black  history;  not  just  for  African-Americans, 
but  for  all  Americans.  However,  it  has  been  unrecognised  by  the 
majority  of  the  Sewanee  community.  This  celebration  was  first 
introduced  as  Negro  History  week  in  1 926  by  Carter  G.  Woodson, 
but  later  expanded  in  1976  to  the  whole  month  of  February  to 
honor  the  likes  of  Woodson,  Mary  Church  Terrel,  Frederick 
Douglass.  WE.B  DuBois,  Rosa  Parks.  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  and 
many  more  for  their  achievement  and  contributions  to  American 
History.  It  is  a  celebration  of  the  historical  movement  of  Africans 
from  the  depths  of  slavery  to  the  light  of  freedom.  It  would  seem 
that  Americans  all  over  our  campus  should  be  singing  praises 
to  these  honorable  figures;  yet  walking  through  Sewanee,  Black 
History  Month  is  hardly  noticeable. 

Eric  Benjamin,  Director  of  Multi-Cultural  Affairs,  is  working 


with  the  African- American  Alliances  (AAA)  to  keep  the  dream 
alive.  This  year  AAA  presented  Sewanee  with  a  celebration  of 
Martin  Luther  King  Jr.'s  Birthday  and  an  exhilarating  step  show 
that  has  its  roots  in  African  American  fraternities  and  sororities. 
On  February  29th  they  will  be  doing  a  series  of  skits,  spirituals, 
and  speeches  honoring  Black  History,  known  as  the  Black  History 
Production.  According  to  Shenae  Holmes.  History  major  and 
President  of  AAA.  "This  is  by  no  means  near  enough.  It  is  very 
frustrating  because  with  the  lack  of  events  and  action  towards 
spreading  the  awareness  of  Black  History  Month,  there  appears 
to  be  a  lack  of  concern  and  interest  from  [Sewanee]  students. 
Coming  from  communities  that  strive  on  this  month,  the  change 
is  a  huge  adjustment." 

Ms.  Barbara  Banks,  Manager  of  Student  Affairs,  also 
expressed  her  disappointment  in  Sewanee  students.  "Students 
should  take  pride  in  Black  History  Month.  They  should  be 
singing,  and  dancing  to  honor  the  ones  that  fought  for  freedom, 
and  showing  the  strength  of  Black  history."  She  further  stated 


that  this  celebration  is  avoided  by  the  Sewanee  community.  Black 
history  forms  part  of  American  History  and  it  should  be  celebrated 
by  all  Americans.  The  importance  lays  in  the  acknowledgement 
of  the  impact  that  Blacks  have  made  on  our  campus,  the  nation, 
and  the  world  as  a  whole. 

Maggie  Hinchey,  a  non  African-American  student  currently 
attending  Sewanee.  comments  that  "it  is  not  that  the  majority  of 
non  African-American  student  do  not  want  to  go  to  events  hosted 
or  celebrating  Black  history,  but  because  of  a  clash  of  interests 
between  these  two  culture  groups." 

However  there  are  those  who  feel  that  there  should  be  a  more 
aggresive  approach  to  remedy  this  situation. 

Bakari  Faulkner.  '10,  said,  "It  is  important  for  our 
campus  to  acknowledge  such  events  as  Black  History  Month 
because  the  common  misconceptions  that  we  all  share  toward  one 
another  stem  from  the  ignorance  of  our  cultures.  By  participating 
actively  in  cross-cultural  events,  we  can  learn  more  from  each 
other  and  develop  true  unity  in  The  University  of  the  South." 


Political  Fervor  Sweeps  the  Nation  on  Super  Tuesday

Believe  it  or  not.  February  does  have  more  going  for  it 
than  candy  hearts.  Mardi  Gras  beads,  and  buffalo  wings. 
In  fact,  it  could  be  argued  that  despite  the  incessant  fog,  the 
temperamental  winds,  and  the  dampened  spirits  of  students  that 
accompany  the  winter  months.  February  2008  promises  to  be 
exceptionally  eventful. 

The  month  started  off  strong  afteroneofthemostexcitingSuper 
BowJ  finishes  in  recent  history,  and  the  momentum  continued 
into  the  Super  Bowl  equivalent  for  our  political  friends,  Super 
Tuesday'.  Super  Tuesday,  for  those  understandably  trapped  in  the 
Sewanee  bubble,  is  the  zenith  of  the  presidential  primaries:  the 
day  when  the  greatest  numbers  of  states  (this  year  it  was  24  slates ) 
hold  presidential  primary  elections.  A  number  of  factors  made  this 
years  Super  Tuesday  exceptionally  pivotal.  With  an  extremely 
unpredictable  Republican  race  in  a  party  that  has  historically 


of  18  and  24.  according  to  an  independent  student  newspaper 
in  Syracuse),  young  citizens  were  eager  to  use  their  newfound 
power  and  vote,  a  notable  presence  that  showed  up  in  the  polls. 
While  candidates  may  have  previously  campaigned  to  win  the 
votes  of  pivotal  groups  such  as  women  and  various  ethnicities, 
they  are  now  trying  to  win  the  votes  of  a  new  pivotal  group:  the 
young  voters. 

For  the  Democrats,  the  day  began  with  an  initial  Clinton 
surge,  but  ended  with  the  candidates  still  neck  and  neck. 
Clinton  won  in  fewer  states,  but  with  the  higher  delegate  counts. 
Geographically  speaking,  she  was  most  popular  in  the  north  and 
far  west.  Among  her  victories,  the  most  notable  win  was  the 
surge  of  substantial  votes  coming  from  California.  Meanwhile, 
Obama  captured  wins  in  more  states  with  smaller  delegations. 
His  notable  achievements  include  a  pivotal  domination  of 
the  Southern  states,  and  notable  popularity  in  the  Mid- West.

trail,  voters  were  eager  to  see  how  long  Senator  John  McCain 
(AZ)  would  uphold  his  recent  status  as  the  potential  front-runner. 
After  a  neck  and  neck  battle  thus  far.  the  California  debates  took 
Democratic  voters  by  surprise  with  an  uncharacteristically  cordial 
debate  between  Senator  Hillary  Clinton  (NY)  and  Senator  Barack 
Obama  (IL),  leaving  the  Democratic  candidacy  still  very  close 
and  extremely  unpredictable.  Finally,  with  a  notable  increase 
in  primary  participation  (especially  in  voters  between  the  ages 


the  Democratic  race  remained  essentially  tied  as  the  candidates 
headed  into  primaries  in  Kansas.  Louisiana,  Washington,  and 
Nebraska.  Meanwhile,  as  the  Democrats  continued  their  close 
competition,  the  Republican  polls  reinforced  voters'  hunch 
that  John  McCain  is  the  obvious  party  front-runner.  However, 
while  McCain  boasts  the  title  of  the  front-runner,  he  has  not  yet 
gained  enough  votes  to  secure  a  nomination.  That  being  said, 
the  Republican  race  was  not  without  its  fair  share  of  excitement 


as  well.  Former  Governor  Mike  Huckabee  (AR)  demonstrated  a 
comeback  with  his  big  wins  in  the  Southern  states,  and  Fomer 
Massachusetts  Governor  Mitt  Romney  (MA)  trailed  with  a  few 
wins  primarily  in  Northeastern  states  and  smaller  Western  states 
such  as  Colorado  and  Utah. 

In  recent  news  since  Super  Tuesday,  both  races  have  taken 
interesting  turns  with  the  Kansas  caucuses.  Louisiana  primaries, 
and  Washington  caucuses  for  both  parties.  The  Nebraska 
Democratic  caucus  also  occurred,  and  the  Nebraska  Republican 
primary  will  take  place  in  May.  CNN  reports  that  Obama 
captured  wins  in  Kansas.  Louisiania.  Nebraska,  and  Washington, 
while  Huckabee  picked  up  momentum  with  wins  in  Kansas  and 
Louisiana.  McCain  won  Washington.  As  mentioned  before,  this 
race  has  been  one  of  the  most  unpredictable  and  exciting  elections 
in  recent  years,  partially  due  to  the  presence  of  young  voters  such 
as  college  students.  Having  come  of  voting  age  during  a  very 
controversial  presidency,  dissatisfaction  with  the  current  political 
climate  has  allowed  this  new  crop  of  voters  to  formulate  strong 
ideas  about  their  country's  identity,  understand  more  fully  their 
obligation  to  vote,  and  recognize  the  opportunity  to  play  a  role  in 
selecting  their  country's  leadership.  To  embrace  that  opportunity 
yourself  and  keep  abreast  of  political  action,  visit  websites  such 
as  our  partner  politico.com,  secure  an  absentee  ballot,  and  vote 
in  your  local  primary.

Sidetrax  Restaurant  in  Cowan

Down  in  Cowan  along  the  railroad  tracks 
there  is  a  quaint  restaurant  with  a  classy 
atmosphere  called  Sidetrax.  It  is  very  much  a 
cloth  napkin  and  water  glass  type  of  restaurant, 
with  cozy  exposed  brick  walls  inside  and  a 
modest  bar  in  the  back.  Its  slightly  more  formal 
atmosphere  is  reflected  in  its  menu  prices 
which,  although  entrees  are  under  $20.00, 
seemed  somewhat  inflated  for  the  quality  of 
meal  which  dining  companions  and  I  received. 
That's  not  to  say  that  their  food  is  bad  by  any 
means,  as  one  member  of  our  party  proclaimed 
"it's  not  un-delicious."  Although  the  entrees 
were  pleasant,  they  were  slightly  too  subUe  in 
flavor.  Most  of  us  ordered  pasta  dishes,  mine 
was  a  Mediterranean  dish  of  noodles  with 
artichokes,  roasted  peppers,  olives,  feta  cheese 
and  a  wine  sauce,  which  just  did  not  make  as 
strong  impression  on  the  taste  buds  as  one 
would  expect  (perhaps  the  wine  sauces  were 


a  bit  to  thin)  for  fifteen  dollars  a  plate.  That 
said,  the  restaurant  does  come  off  as  the  type 
that  may  be  better  specialized  in  fillet  mignons 
rather  than  pasta  dishes  and  the  menu  does  have 
a  great  deal  of  variety  from  intriguing  seafood 
to  savory  sounding  meats. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  appetizers  of  either 
soup  or  salad  that  come  with  the  entre'e  were 
quite  tasteful,  and  all  the  salad  dressings  are 
homemade.  My  bowl  of  French  onion  soup  was 
comparatively  better  than  any  I  had  in  Paris,  a 
perfect  balance  of  sweet  and  salty  that  can  be 
challenging  to  achieve.  The  service  is  very 
attentive  and  the  portions  are  perfecUy  sized 
to  leave  room  for  the  tempting  desert  menu. 
Overall,  Sidetrax  is  a  nice  dining  experience  - 
not  an  outstanding  one.  But,  if  you  have  money 
to  spend  I  would  certainly  recommend  giving  it 
a  try  (maybe  order  a  meat  dish  and  let  me  know 
how  it  is).

I  studied  Latin  and  I  really  regret  that  I  didn't  leam  much  in  that 
class.  I  really  hardly  learned  anything.  I  didn't  dislike  Latin,  but 
the  teacher  was  just  terrible. 

What  college  did  you  go  to? 

Keble  College  at  the  University  of  Oxford.  I  studied  Zoology. 

Why  Zoology? 

Ever  since  I  was  a  little  kid  I  have  been  interested  in  biology:  how 
the  world  works,  what  life  is.  When  I  went  to  Oxford  my  plan 
was  to  be  a  bio  major.  However,  at  Oxford  the  Zoology  program 
when  I  was  an  undergrad  was  a  lot  more  exciting.

Consult  any 
syllabus  you've  been  given  this  semester  for  information 
on  plagiarism,  and  look  at  your  university  computer  use 
policy  for  information  on  downloading. 

The  most  interesting  information  of  Mr.  Lindsey's  talk 
came  from  his  information  regarding  pictures  posted  on 
Facebook.  Ass  mentioned  above,  he  was  not  speaking  in 
an  attempt  to  discourage  illegal  activity  ("I  Did  the  same 
thing  when  I  was  in  college.  Got  beer,  took  pictures 
Hey,  parties  are  fun."),  but  to  explain  how  the  internet 
increases  the  exposure  of  said  activities.  "Everything  you 
do  online  has  a  real  world  equivalent.  If  you  wouldn't  do 
it  off-line,  don't  do  it  online."  Lindsey  said,  alluding  to 
the  disconnect  of  the  experience  of  doing  something  in 
real  life  and  on  the  internet. 

For  instance,  a  student  can  use  Google  to  access  a 
lot  of  the  information  and  material  found  in  the  library 
doing  the  equivalent  of  five  hours  of  research  in  about' 
.05  seconds.  Posting  a  picture  on  Facebook,  Lindsey 
explains,  is  like  posting  ten  thousand  copies  of  the 
same  picture  all  around  campus.  The  ease  of  Facebook 
allows  someone  to  post  pictures  that  lead  to  a  feeling  of 
anonymity,  making  it  seem  like  the  picture  is  not  as  wide 
reaching  as  it  actually  is.  Mr.  Lindsey  explains  that  this 
sense  of  anonymity  leads  to  ethics  changing  online. 

The  easy  response  to  this  is,  "So  what?"  Who  cares  if 
I  post  pictures  of  myself  drinking,  smoking,  doing  drugs 
etc  on  Facebook?  These  pictures  by  themselves  are  not 


sufficient  proof  that  I  actually  engage  in  this  sort  of 
activity.  Those  cans  could  be  empty  and  that  joint  could 
just  as  easily  be  a  cigarette.  While  this  response  works 
in  connection  to  any  sort  of  legal  action,  (i.e.  the  police 
using  pictures  on  Facebook  as  evidence  in  a  criminal 
trial),  the  University  does  not  follow  the  same  protocol. 
Mr.  Lindsey  explains  that  in  a  University  hearing  there 
are  no  statutes  of  evidence,  or  burden  of  proof,  but  the 
University  (especially  a  private  institution  like  Sewanee) 
can  take  action  based  on  the  suspicion  of  illegal  activity. 
So,  if  the  dean  has  a  picture  of  a  student  chugging  a 
fifth  of  whiskey,  he/she  is  justified  in  taking  whatever 
disciplinary  action  he/she  sees  fit.  The  same  suspicion 
applies  to  employers  checking  out  Facebook  to  find 
information  on  the  person  they  are  about  to  hire:  If  they 
perceive  the  potential  candidate  to  be  some  crazy  partier, 
they  do  not  really  care  what  the  picture  is  actually  of; 
they've  already  made  up  their  minds. 

Mr.  Lindsey  ended  his  talk  stating  that  "By  2048, 
the  presidential  candidates  will   have  a  full   history 
on  Facebook/Myspace  to  be  judged  by."  As  social 
networking  sites  grow  in  popularity,  the  probability  of 
someone  having  a  profile  dating  from  middle  school  is 
pretty  high,  meaning  that  by  the  time  that  person  reaches 
adulthood  their  entire  life  will  have  been  chronicled 
online.   Mr.   Lindsey  suggests  keeping  your  privacy 
settings  high,  not  letting  incriminating   pictures  get 
too  far  outside  of  your  social  network,  and  to  just  stop 
uploading  stupid  pictures.  He  isn't  trying  to  detract  from 
the  behavior.  I  mean,  he  said  it  himself,  "Parties  are  fun," 
but  maybe  next  time  you  should  leave  the  digital  camera 
in  your  room  when  you  decide  to  go  out.

Brew,  a  senior  from  Gainesville, 
Florida,  set  two  new  school  records 
at  the  DePauw  Indoor  Classic  the 
weekend  of  the  16th  and  17lh.  Brew 
demolished  the  school  record  for  the 
600m  with  a  1.23.25  time,  besting 
the  previous  school  record  by  an 
impressive  margin  of  four  seconds. 
Brew  followed  his  impressive  600m 
performance  with  another  middle 
distance  record,  posting  a  2.36.44 
time,  a  three  second  improvement 
on  the  school  record  (set  by  current 
Sewanee  runner  Will  Harper  '08).

Dean  Hartman  Proposes  New 
Direction  for  Sewanee  Dorms

Faced  with  the  knowledge  that 
three  matrons  would  retire 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  Dean 
Hartman  took  advantage  of  this 
dramatic  change  in  the  Residential 
Life  world  to  institute  his  own 
dormitory  transformation.  With  the 
dissolution  of  the  First  Year  Program 
last  year,  Dean  Hartman  began 
searching  for  an  improved  method 
of  using  residence  halls  as  the  bridge 
between  students  and  their  education. 
After  studying  various  co-curricular 


models  at  other  institutions  and 
chatting  with  a  number  of  students 
and  faculty,  he  arrived  at  a  solution 
that  he  has  begun  to  endorse  as  the 
solution  to  the  freshman  dilemma: 
the  Learning  Community. 

Although  the  First  Year  Program 
was  highly  praised  by  its  participants 
as  a  beneficial  means  to  bond  freshmen 
together  through  academic  interests, 
its  positive  effects  were  limited  by 
the  program's  narrow  scope.  Instead 
of  simply  placing  students  together 
in  a  dorm  based  on  their  choice  of 


one  class,  Learning  Communities 
will  represent  general  areas  of  study 
that  offer  three  to  four  classes  that 
all  of  the  freshmen  in  that  dormitory 
will  take  together.  At  this  point,  the 
proposed  Learning  Community 
topics  consist  of  Our  Planet,  Our 
Responsibility.  Globalization: 

Cultures  and  Economics.  The 
Humanities;  The  Arts  and  the  Stage; 
The  Scientific  World;  and  Health  and 
Humanity.  Each  of  these  general  areas 
of  interest  would  then  be  bolstered  by

The  Sewanee  community  has 
always  been  characterized, 
if  not  defined,  by  the  sense 
of  tradition  and  integrity  supplied  by 
the  University's  Honor  Code.  Many 
members  of  the  community  feel 
that  the  Honor  Code  is  a  strong  and 
critical  factor  in  Sewanee's  close- 
knit,  ethical  atmosphere  and  still  a 
very  valuable  part  of  the  Sewanee 
tradition  even  though  established 
decades  ago.  During  the  2007 
Advent  semester,  however,  eleven 
cases  appeared  before  the  Honor 
Council,  a  committee  of  ten  voting 
members.  Only  two  of  these  cases 
were  for  academic  violations,  while 
the  majority  fell  under  non-academic 
violations. 

Clark  Welch,  former  Secretary 
and  current  Vice  Chair  of  the 
Council,  states,  "seventy-five  percent 
of  violations  are  for  non-academic 
violations,"  of  which,  "seventy-five 
to  ninety  percent  are  guilty."  The 
exact  statistics  suggest  81.8%  of 
the  cases  last  semester  were  social 


violations  with  a  12.5%  finding  of 
not  guilty,  while  half  of  academic 
violations  were  found  not  guilty 

Dean  Larry  Jones  describes  the 
Honor  Code  proceedings  as  "fully 
implemented  by  the  students  and  the 
student  body."  After  a  student  has 
been  accused  the  student  meets  with 
Tyler  Brantley,  Chair  of  the  Council, 
who  informs  the  student  of  the  charge 
against  him/her.  The  accused  signs  a 


document  verifying  that  he/she  has 
been  informed.  A  student  investigator 
is  then  designated  from  the  council  io 
search  out  the  facts  of  the  incident. 
Next,  an  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Council  meets  to  determine  whether 
there  is  enough  information  for  a 
hearing.  The  accused  has  the  option 
of  being  present.  If  the  matter  is  not 
dropped,  "it  gets  serious,"  as  Dean

How  Sewanee 
Aids  The 
Impoverished 
Community

Outreach  networks  at  Sewanee 
have  been  working  to  ease 
the  high  levels  of  poverty  in  the 
community.  This  year,  the  Community 
Action  Committee  (CAC)  hopes 
to  raise  $7,000  to  provide  24,000 
pounds  of  food  for  90  impoverished 
families  in  Sewanee.  In  2007, 
Housing  Sewanee  raised  $55,400  to 
build  a  house  for  a  family.  In  2008, 
the  Senior  Citizens  Center  plans  to 
spend  $7,500  to  serve  45  hot  lunches 
to  hungry  community  members  each 
week. 

Although  these  numbers  seem  like 
they  would  aid  a  lot  of  families,  7.6% 
of  the  Sewanee  community  members 
are  living  below  the  poverty  line  and 
some  do  not  receive  help.  "Many 
of  the  impoverished  people  who 
live  in  the  Sewanee  community  feel 
neglected  by  the  University."  says 
Laura  Willis.  Director  of  the  CAC. 

Whether  students  or  faculty 
have  experienced  it  or  not,  there  is 
an  undeniable  contrast  between  the 
locals  and  the  University  community 
"When  locals  are  on  campus  they 
see  students  driving  cars  that  they 
themselves  could  never  afford,"  says 
Willis 

However,  there  are  students  and 
faculty  who  do  help.  Many  students 
who  are  part  of  the  Greek  system 
help  pack  groceries  and  distribute 
them  around  the  Mountain.  Housing 
Sewanee.  Inc.  gives  all  University 
members  a  great  opportunity  to 
volunteer  their  time  and  effort  to 
build  houses  Since  1993,  Housing 
Sewanee.  Inc.  has  built  14  houses  in

a  variety  of  classes  from  a  number  of  academic 
areas.  Dean  Hartman  explains  that  he  hopes 
this  increased  diversity  "will  facditate  some 
collaboration  among  departments  in  connecting 
courses  from  different  departments  so  that 
students  can  make  better  connections  between 
their  Religion  course  and  their  Environmental 
Studies  course." 

For  example,   some   of  the   courses   that 
are    being   considered    for   Our   Planet,    Our 
Responsibility  include:  Field  Investigations  in 
Biology,  Introduction  to  Cultural  Anthropology. 
Physical    Geology.    The    Responsible    Self, 
Introduction     to     Environmental     Education, 
Walking     the     Land,     and    Introduction     to 
Environmental  Studies.  Unlike  the  very  specific 
focus  of  the  FYP.  the  Learning  Communities 
will   instead  harbor  interest  in  a  variety  of 
subjects  through  the  outlet  of  a  general  shared 
interest. 

The  Learning  Communities  wdl  also  more 
effectively  facilitate  involvement  in  related 
extracurricular  programs  and  events  that  only 
had  a  minor  presence  in  the  First  Year  Program. 
Dean  Hartman  explained  that  through  the 
Learning  Communities,  the  residence  hall 
can  serve  as  a  "venue  for  doing  community 
engagement  projects  so  that  students  are  going 
to  be  asked  to  participate  in  the  co-curricular 
aspects  of  what  the  FYP  offered  but  in  larger 
groups  that  can  have  greater  variety  to  them." 

While  he  stresses  that  these  activities  are  not 
"prescriptive."  Dean  Hartman  does  believe  that 
by  bringing  opportunities  to  the  residence  halls, 
students  will  find  it  easier  to  get  involved  in 
programs  and  discover  their  niche  at  Sewanee. 
He  points  out,  "It's  easier  for  students  to  find 
themselves  attending  a  dinner,  a  lecture,  an 
activities  fair,  or  a  community  engagement 
project  if  it's  just  down  the  hall."  By  making 
these  opportunities  more  accessible.  Dean 
Hartman  hopes  that  students  will  be  made  aware 
of  activities  that  they  might  otherwise  miss. 

Furthermore,    he    hopes     that    some    of 
these  programs  will  come  from  the  students 
themselves.  He  explains  that  if  and  when  these 
"grass-roots"   activities    occur,    the    Learning 
Communities    will    help    to    foster   them    by 
providing  "good  faculty  mentorship,  academic 
coursework  that  enlightens  it,  and  the  space  and 
the  fiscal  resources."  Consequently,  although 
students  would  not  be  required  to  participate 
in  any  of  these  opportunities,  their  learning 
community    environment     would    positively 
reinforce  any  interest  or  effort  on  the  students' 
part  to  get  involved. 

Although,  like  the  FYP,  the  Learning 
Communities  will  be  completely  optional  and 
primarily  directed  toward  freshmen.  Dean 
Hartman  also  sees  upperclassmen  in  the  big 
picture.  He  explains.  "It's  not  so  different 
from  what  happens  now.  You're  living  in  a  had 
and  you  have  some  idea  of  what  the  culture 
of  dial  hall  is."  Instead  of  deciding  between 
a  party  dorm  and  a  quiet  dorm,  however, 
students  can  choose  between  a  humanities  or

scientific  dorm.  Ultimately,  Dean  Hartman  sees 
upperclassmen  getting  involved  in  the  Learning 
Communities  as  student  leaders:  "Over  time  the 
proctorship  and  the  assistant  proctorships  are 
going  to  be  a  little  bit  more  aligned  with  these 
Learning  Communities."  Leaders  of  existing 
organizations  will  also  be  encouraged  to  use 
the  Learning  Communities  directly  related  to 
their  organization  as  a  base.  He  suggests  that 
eventually,  "your  room  may  also  become  a  bit 
of  an  office  for  your  organization."  If  related 
organizations  one  day  become  that  involved  in 
Learning  Communities,  Dean  Hartman  feels  that 
it  will  "make  for  ease  of  engagement"  and  make 
the  residential  life  experience  more  meaningful 
and  enriched  with  intellectual  opportunity. 

Another    way    Dean    Hartman    hopes    to 
tie    dormitory    leadership    with    co-curricular 
engagement    is     through     the    selection    of 
Head   Residents.    While    Dean   Hartman   has 
already  taken  the  first  steps  in  this  process, 
the  impending  retirement  of  so  many  matrons 
makes  for  an  increased  opportunity  to  revamp 
the  matron  system.  He  points  to  Hunter's  Head 
Resident  Lynn  Cirruno-Hurt,  who  also  serves 
as  the  University's  Sustainability  Coordinator. ' 
In  the  future,  the  administration  plans  to  hire 
more  matrons  tike  Cimino-Hurt  who  wdl  not 
only  serve  in  a  Residential  Life  capacity,  but 
also  have  particular  expertise  in  the  area  of  a 
specific  learning  community.  "We  want  them  to 
be  intellectually  engaged,  we  want  them  to  be 
able  to  coordinate  some  of  this  life,  and  we  want 
them  to  be  able  to  connect  with  students."  Dean 
Hartman  explained. 

He  also  suggested  that  current  matrons 
who  are  not  retiring  might  also  find  a  place  in 
this  new  intellectual  engagement.  "It  changes 
a  little  bit  of  who  they  are  and  what  their  role 
is  in  the  hall  that  is  a  lot  more  intentional  and 
a  lot  more  about  learning  and  intellectual  life 
and  engagement  than  their  role  has  been  in  the 
past."  He  asserts  that  Sewanee 's  current  matrons 
are  "great  women  who  have  great  intellectual 
capacities"  and  should  be  utilized  as  such  by 
both  the  University  and  its  students. 

Ultimately,  Dean  Hartman  argues  that  the 
Learning  Communities  will  not  be  so  different 
from  how  things  are  done  now.  Freshmen 
will  still  be  placed  together  in  dormitories 
according  to  common  concerns  and  will  still 
be  placed  with  faculty  advisors  in  their  area  of 
academic  interest.  Dean  Hartman  explains  that 
the  Learning  Communities  will  simply  be  the 
University's  way  of  "saying  that  what  we  want 
is  to  enhance  the  intellectual  life,  to  make  it 
easier  to  find  meaningful  things  to  be  engaged 
in  so  that  students  aren't  engaging  in  unhealthy 
things  by  default." 

Dean  Harman  is  currently  presenting  the 
proposal  for  the  Learning  Communities  to 
students  and  faculty  and  is  receiving  warm 
feedback.  He  hopes  the  program  will  be 
implemented  in  full  for  the  incoming  freshman 
class  of  2012  and  will  provide  them  with  a  force 
of  intellectual  stability  and  involvement.

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Professor  Engel  to  be  New  Professor  of  Chaucer

The  venerable  Robert  Benson,  a  professor  of  English  at 
the  University  since  1979,  is  taking  a  phased  retirement, 
transferring  his  position  as  professor  of  Chaucer  to  Professor  Bill 
Engel.  Professor  Engel.  who  has  taught  as  a  Visiting  Assistant 
Professor  at  the  University  for  the  last  five  years,  applied  for  the 
position  along  with  many  other  candidates  and  was  selected  by 
the  English  Department  and  the  University  for  the  job  He  wants 
to  clarify  that  while  no  one  can  "replace"  Professor  Benson,  he 
in  honored  to  be  able  to  take  over  the  courses  Professor  Benson 
has  so  ably  taught  for  years." 

While  Professor  Engel  has  only  taught  at  the  University  for 
five  years,  he  has  known  about  Sewanee  and  Professor  Benson  for 
much  longer.  In  1987,  Engel  gave  a  presentation  on  late  medieval 
heraldry  at  the  Sewanee  Medieval  Colloquium  where  he  first  met 
Professor  Benson.  Also.  Professor  Engel,  a  Birmingham  native 
and  southern  gentleman,  has  known  about  the  University  of  the 
South  through  its  reputation  and  from  his  high  school  friends 
who  attended  the  University. 

Professor  Engel  received  his  B.A.  in  Education  and  English 
from  Trinity  College  in  Connecticut  and  went  on  to  obtain  a  Ph.D. 
in  English  from  the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley.  In  his 
time  here  at  the  University  of  the  South,  Professor  Engel  has 
taught  courses  on  Milton.  Shakespeare.  Renaissance  drama,  and 


even  Modem  British  Poetry.  While  these  courses  vary  greatly  in 
subject  matter  and  time  period,  Engel  comments  that  he  is  happy 
with  this  movement  between  subjects. 

In  addition  to  teaching.  Professor 
Engel  helps  direct  a  boys'  summer 
camp  (Camp  Horseshoe  in  Wisconsin), 
is  an  avid  fencer  (once  ranked 
nationally  in  epee).  and  is  working  on 
several  new  books.  He  also  writes  for 
The  Sewanee  Review  and  serves  as  a 
Education  Consultant  for  the  Tennessee  ^--" 
Commission  on  Holocaust  Education. 

"Though  never  loo  busy  for  my  students  who  always  come  first, 
I'm  a  busy  man."  Engel  says.  "I  live  fast." 

Professor  Engel  sees  his  role  as  the  new  professor  of  Chaucer 
and  Medieval  English  literature  in  general  as  "someone  who 
strives  to  teach  students  to  fight  the  good  fight."  What  does 
"fight  the  good  fight"  mean?  "I  believe  reading  works  of  English 
literature  can  make  us  better  people."  Engel  clarifies.  "I  think 
there's  an  ethical  dimension  to  what  I  do  as  a  teacher." 

Although  Professor  Engel  has  his  own  beliefs  on  teaching,  he 
comments.  "No  one  can  replace  Dr.  Benson."  Engel  continues. 
"I  feel  truly  honored  to  teach  this  class  and  [his  reputation]  is 
something  I'm  trying  to  live  up  to."   Professor  Engel  will  keep

Jones  says.  The  formal  proceeding  usually  includes  the  student, 
parents  and  faculty  for  support,  character  witnesses,  witnesses 
against  the  accused,  and  at  least  seven  members  of  the  Council. 
The  Chair  guides  everyone  involved  through  the  hearing  in  what 
Jones  calls  a  "controlled  process." 

The  Council  reaches  a  decision  and  the  guilty  can  appeal 
the  decision  within  seventy-two  hours.  The  Vice  Chancellor 
then  makes  the  final  decision.  The  power  to  review  and  perhaps 
override  the  decision  is  made  by  the  Council.  The  guilty  must 
meet  with  Jones  to  proceed  with  the  punishment.  The  longer 
seventy-two  hour  time  period  was  adopted  in  a  relatively  recent 
revision  of  the  Honor  Code,  a  process  that  takes  place  roughly 
every  decade  to  keep  the  code  relevant  and  effective. 

Adopted  in  1876.  the  Honor  Code  has  undergone  several 
revisions  in  1906,  1913.  1956.  1977,  1986.  and  2001.  On 
September  26th,  1 906  the  first  documented  hearing  was  convened 
to  change  the  Code  from  a  "gentlemanly  understanding"  to  its 
modern  form.  The  format  for  the  hearings  has  changed  during 
each  revision;  Council  membership  enlarged  to  fourteen 
members  in  the  early  20th  century  and  then  receded  to  the 
present  ten  members  a  few  revisions  later.  Other  alterations 
include  the  prohibition  of  professional  lawyers  advising  students 
during  the  hearing,  after  a  particularly  difficult  experience  for 
the  University  in  200 1 .  and  the  removal  of  the  early  20th  century 
offense  of  "drink[ing]  at  dances  or  pemut(ting)  it  to  be  done." 
The  most  complete  history  of  the  Honor  Code  can  be  found  in 
Ted  Goodman's  independent  study  thesis,  "The  Checkered  Past 
of  a  Hallowed  Tradition." 

The  Council  deals  with  both  academic  and  non-academic 
violauons.  An  academic  violation  would  be  one  committed  in 
the  classroom  or  in  relation  to  class  work,  such  as  plagiarizing 
or  cheating.  A  non-academic  offense  is  dishonorable  conduct 
actions  which  damage  the  reputation  of  the  University  as  well  as 


the  individual  student,  such  as  stealing  or  using  a  fake  ID.  Dean 
David  Lesesne  of  Admissions  believes  that  as  students  come  to 
the  University  from  diverse  backgrounds  the  Code  is  a  point  of 
"commonality."  He  goes  on  to  say,  "[The  Honor  Code]  signifies 
a  rite  of  passage  into  the  community." 

The  Honor  Code  is  a  symbol  of  integrity,  trust,  and  civility 
that,  until  recently,  the  Admissions  Department  did  not  use  as 
a  method  to  recruit  students.  Admissions  then  found,  through  a 
recent  survey  of  potential  and  accepted  students,  that  while  52% 
of  students  who  had  a  low  likelihood  of  applying  thought  "a 
comprehensive  honor  code  was  a  "deal  breaker"  (a  factor  that 
would  cause  them  to  no  longer  consider  Sewanee  as  a  college 
option).  94%  of  enrolled  admitted  students  thought  it  was  a  "deal 
maker"  (an  aspect  of  Sewanee  life  that  would  cause  them  to 
choose  it  over  others).  Since  then  the  admissions  department  has 
used  it  to  start  its  conversation  with  prospective  students  about 
the  University's  Episcopal  heritage.  Judeo-Chnstian  ethics,  and 
traditions,  Lesesne  says. 

Furthermore,  Mr.  Lesesne  says  the  Honor  Code  is  a,  "bridge 
between  the  academic  experience  and  the  social  experience 
[at  Sewanee]."  Students  agree.  Lizzie  Corey  feels  safe  leaving 
her  belongings  unattended.  And  Henry  Kiser  says,  "[the  Honor 
Code]  makes  me  a  little  more  wary  of  my  actions." 

The  Sewanee  student  body  employs  the  Honor  Code  on  a 
daily  basis,  be  it  in  accessing  the  Internet  and  choosing  whether 
or  not  to  partake  in  illegal  file  sharing  or  in  pledging  an  exam 
paper  at  the  end  of  a  test.  Students  are  acquainted  with  the  Code 
even  prior  to  their  matriculation,  as  all  are  sent  a  copy  upon 
acceptance,  and  all  Sewanee  hopefuls  must  sign  a  version  of  the 
Pledge  on  their  application.  The  Sewanee  Honor  Code  affects  a 
student's  campus  career  from  start  to  finish.

Benson's  syllabus  explaining  that  he  believes  Professor  Benson 
has  been  teaching  Chaucer  for  approximately  thirty  years  and 
knows  what  he  is  doing.  "Professor  Benson  and  I  are  of  the  same 
mind  that  you  can't  say  you've  read  Chaucer  until  you've  read 
Truilus  and  Criseyde  and  the  Canterbury  Tales  in  the  original 
Middle  English,"  Engel  says.  Naturally,  ihe  class  will  continue 
to  focus  on  these  two  Chaucerian  works. 

Engel  has.  however,  made  some  additions  to  Benson's 
syllabus.  Engel  is  incorporating  selections  from  "The  Legend 
of  Good  Woman,"  one  of  Chaucer's  longest  poems,  into  the 
class,  explaining  that  it  has  a  "simpler  structure  and  style"  than 
Chaucer's  other  works  allowing  "students  to  get  used  to  Chaucer ." 
Another  change  Engel  is  making  to  the  class  is  a  greater  focus  on 
Chaucer's  non-literary  works.  "Chaucer  also  wrote  on  scientific 
instruments  and  I  want  students  to  know  that  — that  he  was  more 
than  just  a  poet." 

Professor  Engel's  excitement  to  teach  Chaucer  stems  from  his 
love  of  the  University  and  its  students.  "Sewanee  is  just  such  a 
wonderful,  unique  place."  Engel  says.  "It's  a  place  I  just  love 
being  at— to  end  my  sentence  in  a  preposition." 

Engel  and  Benson  continue  to  be  friends,  and  Engel  states, 
"There  are  more  similarities  than  differences  [between  our 
teaching  styles],  and  what  we  have  in  common  is  a  passionate 
love  for  the  material."

the  Sewanee  community. 

Dixon  Myers,  the  founder  of  Housing  Sewanee,  Inc.,  says, 
"We  founded  Housing  Sewanee  in  1993  to  help  ease  poverty, 
particularly  in  the  Sewanee  community."  New  homes  have  aided 
families  by  improving  their  standard  of  living  both  physically 
and  emotionally.  Additionally,  "Housing  Sewanee,  Inc.  gives 
volunteer  students  a  different  perspective  of  poverty  in  Sewanee 
as  well  as  abroad." 

Nicholas  Hull,  Student  President  of  Housing  Sewanee.  Inc.. 
comments.  "Sewanee  offers  an  amazing  culture  for  its  students 
and  staff.  However,  it  is  easy  to  get  caught  in  the  Sewanee  Bubble 
and  become  blind  to  our  surroundings.  Housing  Sewanee,  Inc. 
provides  a  weekly  reality  check  and  reminds  me  that  we  should 
not  forget  our  duty  to  humanity." 

The  CAC,  founded  in  1974,  develops  strong  relationships 
with  its  clients  by  helping  impoverished  families.  Not  only  does 
it  provide  food  for  the  families,  but  it  also  assists  with  utility 
bills,  financial  counseling,  medical  and  dental  bills,  education, 
and  job  training.  Willis  explains  that  the  Committee  is  flexible  to 
its  clients'  needs. 

Despite  all  these  efforts,  problems  with  housing,  transportation, 
and  unemployment  will  continue  to  be  a  matter  of  concern  for 
many  in  a  rural  area  like  Sewanee.  "Rural  poverty  is  different 
from  urban  poverty.  People  who  want  to  have  a  job  outside  of 
the  University  need  to  be  able  to  travel  off  the  Mountain.  But, 
transportation  is  hard  to  find.  There  is  just  no  easy  solution  to 
rural  poverty."  says  Laura  Willis.  Director  of  the  CAC.

Fire  Alarm  Sounds  in 

Humphreys  Without 

Notifying  Police

On  Sunday  February  17th.  the  Humphreys  fire 
alarm  went  off  without  notifying  the  police 
department,  causing  the  firemen's  arrival  to  be  delayed 
for  approximately  twenty  minutes. 

Mark  Kelly.  Executive  Director  of  Marketing  and 
Communications,  explained  that  the  University  "has  a 
very  sophisticated,  very  redundant  fire  alarm  system"  in 
almost  every  building  on  the  campus.  An  audible  alarm 
goes  of  inside  the  building  and  sends  an  audible  and  visual 
signal  through  the  phone  lines  to  the  police  dispatcher. 

The  system  was  updated  in  November  and  according 
to  Kelly  "everything  has  been  working  great."  There 
have  been  25  successful  alarms  since  the  update,  the 
Humphreys  incident  being  the  first  time  that  there  was 
any  problem. 

Kelly  and  a  team  of  people  from  various  departments 
immediately  investigated  the  situation  to  see  what  could 
have  gone  wrong.  They  tested  all  alarms  on  campus 
and  also  called  the  software  company  who  installed  the 
system.

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Widespread  Panic  Over  Flu  Documentation

VTrith  the  arrival  of  winter  on  the  Mountain,  the  "Sewanee 
V  V  crud"  begins  to  take  its  toll  on  students  and  faculty  alike. 
Classrooms  are  filled  with  hacking  coughs,  incessant  sneezing, 
and  the  obnoxious  (sometimes  downright  disgusting)  honks  of 
noses  being  blown.  In  most  cases,  this  "crud,"  which  Sewanee 
is  all  too  familiar  with,  is  a  simple  head  cold  that  can  only  be 
remedied  with  sleep,  ibuprofen,  and  sobriety.  However,  Health 
Services  has  diagnosed  several  students  with  the  flu,  causing 
campus-wide  panic  among  those  of  us  who  did  not  get  a  flu 
vaccine. 

Maryellen  McCone,  a  Registered  Nurse  at  Health  Services, 
states  the  most  common  symptoms  of  the  flu  are  a  cough,  fatigue, 
and  a  fever.  Other  viral  illnesses  share  these  symptoms  so  the 
only  way  to  be  sure  you  have  the  flu  is  to  get  tested.  If  the  flu  is 
diagnosed,  the  next  step  is  to  take  an  antiviral  drug.  She  points 
out  that,  "Because  of  a  variant  strain  that  developed  after  the 
vaccine  was  manufactured,  some  people  who  got  the  vaccine 
have  gotten  the  flu  this  year.  This  doesn't  mean  that  the  vaccine 
is  ineffective  and  we  hope  people  will  continue  to  come  in  for 
flu  shots.  It's  my  understanding  that  next  year's  vaccine  will  be 
formulated  differently  and  hopefully  will  be  more  effective  for 
whatever  comes  around." 

Nevertheless,  for  those  who  have  been  diagnosed  with  the  flu 
it  is  important  to  know  several  things.  First  of  all,  the  antiviral 


medication  must  be  taken  within  the  first  forty-eight  hours  of  the 
diagnoses.  Also,  the  drug  is  not  a  cure  but  only  shortens  the  length 
of  the  illness  and  lessens  the  severity  of  symptoms.  Whether  one 
takes  the  medication  or  not,  McCone  emphasizes  the  importance 
of  keeping  the  fever  down. 

"This  is  done  by  alternating  Tylenol  and  Ibuprofen  (Advil) 
every  2  hours  for  a  temperature  of  100  or  above.  Lots  of  fluids 
will  help  replace  what  is  lost  when  the  body  is  fighting  a  fever. 
The  person  should  stay  out  of  class  and  away  from  others  as 
much  as  possible  until  the  fever  is  down  -  usually  48  hours." 

She  adds  that  she  does  not  want  the  student  body  to  think 
that  Health  Services  does  not  want  to  see  sick  students.  A  high 
fever  can  cause  miserable  symptoms  such  as  severe  body  ache 
and  lightheadedness  and  can  best  be  remedied  by  staying  in 
bed.  Also,  Health  Services  has  been  so  inundated  with  sick 
patients  that  they  are  not  taking  appointments  for  physicals  or 
other  non-urgent  reasons.  McCone  asks  for  the  student  body's 
understanding  during  this  hectic  time  and  assures  everyone  the 
widespread  illness  will  dissipate.  Until  then.  "The  number  one 
thing  that  anybody  can  do  to  minimize  the  transmission  of  these 
viruses  is  to  wash  their  hands.  It  seems  so  simple  but  it's  amazing 
how  often  people  don't  do  that,"  McCone  says.  For  the  majority 
of  the  year,  the  college  population  remains  in  very  good  health 
and  McCone  asserts  that  the  recent  documented  cases  of  the  flu 
should  not  cause  alarm.

Vagina  Montagues 
Attracts  Controversy

r\  n  the  Valentine's  Day  airing  of  the  Today  Show.  Jane  Fonda 
W  announced  to  the  nation  that  she  had  hesitated  to  perform  in 
Eve  Ensler's  The  Vagina  Monologues.  Her  reasoning  was  that  she 
is  from  Georgia,  and  the  monologue  she  was  asked  to  read  was 
titled  "Cunt." 

Oops.  Fonda  was  only  calling  the  monologue  by  its  name,  but 
NBC  stall  felt  the  need  to  apologize  for  her  slip  of  the  tongue  and 
to  censor  the  show  before  it  aired  in  western  time  zones.  Like 
the  c-word  when  the  show  aired  in  Cal.fornia.  posters  around  our 
own  campus  bearing  the  words  'vagina"  and  "bitch"  advertising 
the  Sewanee  Conference  on  Women  disappeared  last  week  as 
well. 

According  to  Rachel  Snow,  a  resident  and  co-director  of  the 
Women's  Center,  all  materials  bearing  this  year's  slogan  "Bitches. 
Brains,  and  Babes"  were  approved  by  Dean  Mary  Beth  Walker 
before  they  were  posted  around  campus.  Still,  posters  in  the  B.C. 
and  various  academic  buildings  advertising  the  conference's 
scheduled  events,  which  concluded  with  a  performance  of  The 
Vagina  Monologues,  somehow  disappeared  from  their  original 
positions  as  the  week  progressed.  PPS  removed  associated 
painted  sheets  and  red  ribbons  from  the  Sewanee  gates  and  other 
outside  locations,  claiming  that  they  looked  "tacky"  while  the 
regents  were  on  campus. 

On  the  Friday  before  the  conference.  Snow  and  Women's 
Center  co-director  Raisa  Johnson  saw  McClurg  workers 
removing  their  table  tents  (the  cardboard  triangles  by  the  napkin 
dispensers)  from  the  dining  tables  and  asked  them  to  leave  their 
advertisements  alone.  When  the  workers  explained  that  they  were 
only  following  instructions  from  Keith  Davis,  Snow  and  Johnson 
collected  the  tents  themselves  to  prevent  them  from  being  thrown 
away,  and  took  them  to  Dean  Walker's  office. 

Dean  Walker  discussed  the  issue  with  Davis,  who  says  he 
does  not  want  anything  in  McClurg  that  might  be  inappropriate 
for  his  children  or  other  children  dining  there  to  read,  and  that 
the  conference  members  did  not  follow  the  protocol  of  having 
the  materials  approved  by  him.  Unaware  that  such  protocol  was 
required,  the  Women's  Center  argued  their  case  until  the  tents 
were  allowed  once  again  in  McClurg. 

"Vagina  is  a  medical  term."  says  Snow.  "If  they  were  called 
The  Colon  Monologues  I  think  the  reaction  would  be  different." 
About  using  the  word  bitch,  she  says  "Our  main  speaker  is  the 
editor  and  co-founder  of  Bitch  magazine.  It's  kind  of  hard  to  write 
anything  about  it  without  using  that  word." 

Keith  Davis  is  not  the  only  person  on  our  campus  to  have 
vocalized  his  opinion  about  the  use  of  this  so-called  profanity. 
The  play's  director.  Jack  Wynck,  received  a  personal  letter  from  a 
faculty  member  calling  The  Vagina  Monologues  "disturbing"  and 
a  form  of  "sexual  harrassment."  Also.  Dean  Hartman  proposed 
that  the  name  be  shortened  to  just  The  Monologues,  because 
he  considers  the  word  vagina  abrasive.  Hartman 's  proposal  is 
not  so  original— the  play  has  been  referred  to  as  The  Hoo  Ha 
Monologues  and  other  comical  nicknames  in  communities  that 
apparently  also  cannot  handle  such  obscenities. 

When  Annie  Nabers.  C'09  and  the  "face"  of  the  conference 
was  asked  if  having  her  photograph  on  the  controversial  print 
materials  made  her  uncomfortable,  she  replied,  "I  wasn't  really 
uncomfortable.  I  was  proud  to  be  on  it.  I  was  proud  of  the  cause 
and  that  the  proceeds  go  to  Blue  Monarch." 

She  says  that  the  word  "bitch"  bothered  her  more  than  the 
word  "vagina"  because  the  former  is  so  derogatory.  "There  isn't 
a  word  that's  the  same  for  guys,"  she  says.  "They  used  that  word 
to  desensitize  it,  but  I  don't  think  we're  progressive  enough  for  it 
to  make  sense." 

About  the  overall  success  of  the  conference.  Snow  says. 
"On  the  whole,  I  think  the  conference  week  actually  went  better 
because  of  the  contention  surrounding  it.  Audience  numbers  were 
up  from  last  year." 

Regardless  of  any  outside  attempts  to  be  apologetic  or  polite, 
it  appears  that  the  Sewanee  Conference  on  Women  accomplished 
exactly  Snow  says  it  hoped  to  do:  "to  get  people  to  talk  and  think 
about  women's  issues  and  to  challenge  the  status  quo  as  to  whai 
women's  roles  are."

Regents  Convene,  Meet  with  Students

prom  February  10th  to  13th,  the  Board  of 
i-  Regents  met  to  discuss  important  changes 
and  plans  for  the  University.  During  this  time, 
the  Lost  Cove  deal  was  closed  with  state  and 
Land  Trust  officials  and  a  budget  for  the 
upcoming  fiscal  year  was  assembled.  While 
making  decisions  such  as  these  is  at  the  forefront 
of  the  Board's  role,  student  interaction  is  also 
becoming  an  increasingly  important  focus  of 
the  Regents'  visits. 

This  round  of  meetings  was  the  first  that 
Claude  Neilsen  presided  over  as  Chair,  but  his 
efforts  towards  bridging  the  student-Regent  gap 
were  in  the  making  before  his  arrival. 

"Mr.  Nielsen,  the  new  chair  of  the  Board  of 
Regents,  has  taken  the  lead  in  helping  to  move 
us  toward  some  opportunities  for  increased 
interaction  with  students,  faculty,  and  staff." 
said  one  Board  member  Walter  Merrill. 

An  example  of  Nielsen's  leadership  is  found 
in  the  recent  changes  to  the  luncheon  attended 
by  Regents  and  students  once  a  semester 
Previously  these  functions  were  open  to  student 
leaders  and  other  presenters  who  spoke  on  a 
particular  topic  selected  per  the  Chair's  request 
Nielsen,  however,  had  a  different  idea  for  this 
luncheon  in  hopes  of  fostering  more  productive 
discussion  between  students  and  Regents. 
He  contacted  Dean  Hartman  and  Student 


Trustees  weeks  before  to  discuss  a  new  format 
consisting  of  a  more  randomly-selected,  diverse 
groupof  students  in  attendance  and  conversations 
focused  at  each  table  as  opposed  to  less  efficient 
full-room  discussions.  The  students  were  more 
open  to  sharing  their  opinions  in  this  set-up  and 
Regents  were  able  to  get  answers  to  whatever 
questions  they  had. 

The  Regents  and  Nielson  went  beyond 
luncheon  planning  and  sought  out  student 
engagement  more  regularly  throughout  their 
stay.  In  the  week  before  their  arrival,  flyers  were 
placed  on  tables  in  McClurg  advertising  that  the 
Regents  would  be  available  on  February  13  for 
discussion  during  lunch.  While  they  did  not 
get  many  student  visitors  at  their  tables,  their 
commitment  to  connecting  with  students  was 
evident  and  they  plan  to  make  their  availability 
better  known  come  the  Board's  meetings  next 
fall. 

The  Board  of  Regents  has  made  strides  in 
relating  to  the  students  and  faculty  that  keep 
the  University  running.  Positive  changes  have 
already  taken  place,  according  to  the  chair,  with 
more  to  come  in  the  future. 

Merrill  explains,  "Unquestionably  the 
Regents  are  interested  in  all  aspects  of 
University  life,  and  we  look  forward  to  learning 
more  in  the  hope  that  we  can  be  more  effective 
in  our  role  as  servants  of  the  University." 


Early  Spring  Break  Hurts  Comping  Seniors

Purple  Profile:  Dixon  Myers

First  of  all,  where  are  you  from?  Jackson, 
Mississippi. 
What  did  you  do  for  fun  when  you  were 
a  kid  (sports,  instruments,  etc.)?  Well,  we 
[our  family]  were  odd  people  on  the  block... 
We  were  borderline  low  income  in  a  nicer 
neighborhood.  My  father  sold  used  cars  and  he 
made  medicine  in  the  back  of  his  auto  shop.  We 
were  the  kids  who  had  motorcycles  and  cars 
with  no  mufflers  and  so  the  five  of  us  were  kind 
of  a  rag-tag  bunch.  Because  of  that,  all  the  kids 
loved  coming  over  to  our  house.  So,  we  did 
kind  of  dastardly  things.  We  just  rode  our  bikes 
everywhere  before  we  had  cars  and  we  had  a 
creek  behind  our  house—  we  tried  to  dam  the 
thing  up  one  time.  The  first  big  rain  just  tore  the 
thing  away.  Oh,  and  my  brother  shot  me  in  the 
head  with  a  bee-bee  gun  one  time. 

Also,  my  family  wasn't  really  religious,  but 
there  were  these  Baptist  friends  of  mine  with 
whom  I  went  to  elementary  school.  There  was 
also  a  Baptist  gymnasium  near  us  and  I  aJways 
hung  out  there.  It's  funny,  because  throughout 
this  kind  of  crazy  stuff  going  on  in  my  childhood, 
was  always  this  backdrop  of  people  who  had  an' 
ounce  of  morality,  who  kind  of  kept  me  on  a 
straight  path. 

How  about  your  college  experience-  where 
did  you  go,  what  was  your  major,  what  were 
you  interested  in,  etc.? 

I  started  off  at  Millsaps  College,  and  was  a 
Political  Science  major.  I  spent  two  years  there 
and  my  grades  were  okay,  but  not  great.  I  had  to 
pay  for  it  myself,  so  I  was  always  working  at  the 
same  time.  After  sophomore  year  I  transferred  to 
an  all-black  college  (Jackson  State  University) 
on  a  minority  scholarship  for  two  years.   I  was 
pretty  much  the  only  white,  but  they  gave  me 
a  lot  of  money.  Everything  was  paid  for— in 
fact,  they  even  gave  me  change!  I  still  worked 
at  the  time,  though,  and  realized  that  I  probably 
wanted  to  get  a  better  education  so  I  went  back 
to  Millsaps.  Two  years  after  that  I  finished 
(yes,  six  years  to  finish—  it  was  a  rocky  road) 
with   a   degree   in   Economics   and   Business 
Administration.     Although,  in  retrospect,  my 
time  at  Jackson  State  influenced  me  a  lot- 
there  were  some  aspects  to  that  education  that 
were  really  extraordinary,  because  they  focused 


on  things  from  an  African  American  standpoint 
There  was  one  music  class  that  I  took  there  that 
was  amazing.  I  think  that  experience  really 
helped  shape  my  life  as  it  is  today,  because  I 
developed  such  an  affinity  for  that  culture. 

What  did  you  end  up  doing  when  you 
graduated?  I  worked  for  a  doctor  who  was 
really  into  renovating  old  houses.  I  got  involved 
in  that,  working  in  property  management  and 
real  estate.  It  was  basically  buying  houses  and 
then  fixing  them  up.  Eventually  I  had  a  property 
management  company  and  was  probably  a 
workaholic  at  the  time.  I  recall  one  experience 
though,  where  I  had  some  low-income  property' 
and  this  one  family  just  couldn't  pay  their  rent  I 
had  to  evict  them.  I  had  worked  with  this  family 
for  a  month  trying  to  help  them  and  I  thought, 
"I'm  just  not  hardwired  for  this."  At  that  point,  I 
had  started  going  to  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  1 
knew  there  were  some  things  that  had  to  change 
vocationally.  1  then  met  my  wife  in  Pascagoula. 
She  was  offered  at  job  up  here  in  1989  and  we 
have  been  up  here  ever  since. 

What  was  your  first  Outreach  trip: 
Jamaica  was  the  first  trip  we  lead  [in  March 
of  1990].  We  also  did  smaller  local  trips,  like 
to  the  Carolinas  for  Hurricane  Hugo  relief  We 
ended  up  having  a  lot  of  demand  for  these  trips, 
and  eventually  started  one  to  New  Orleans  as 
well.   The  program  has  obviously  grown  a  lot, 
but  18  years  later  we  are  still  going  back  to 
Jamaica.   I  believe  it's  really  important  to  keep 
returning  to  places  on  these  trips;  it  gives  you 
the  opportunity  to  know  the  community  and 
the  people,  adding  a  whole  other  dimension  to 
the  outreach.   In  fact,  one  of  the  most  heartfelt 
quotes  I've  ever  heard  was  from  a  host  agency 
in  New  York.    The  people  that  we  help  have 
said  that  "when  Sewanee  comes,  it's  like  the 
geese  returning  from  the  winter  and  we  know 
that  Spring  it  right  around  the  comer."    Even 
though  lot  of  other  schools  from  around  the 
country  go  to  that  place  in  New  York,  we  have 
been  going  for  many  years  and  it's  so  neat  to 
see  these  people  light  up  when  they  know  that 
Sewanee  has  come  again.   Those  are  the  kinds 
of  friendships  we  have  fostered  by  returning  to 
the  same  places  each  year,  so  of  course  we  have 
to  go  back!

Over  Spring  Break  ninety-one  students 
and  thirteen  leaders  will  be  going  on  six 
outreach  trips  to  Costa  Rica,  Ecuador,  New 
York  City.  New  Orleans,  Miami,  and  Haiti. 
The  Outreach  Network  has  been  organizing 
and  sponsoring  Spring  Break  trips  for  eighteen 
consecutive  years.  "We're  trying  to  give  people 
a  wider  worldview,"  said  Outreach  Coordinator 
Dixon  Myers,  "[We're]  not  just  going  down  and 
doing  something,  but  really  [getting]  involved 
in  an  in-depth  way... we  want  it  to  be  a  balance 
between  education  and  service." 

The  groups  have  been  meeting  together  once 
a  week  since  late  last  November  to  try  to  develop 
a  sense  of  closeness.  "When  you  sign  up  for  a 
trip,  you  never  know  what  kind  of  group  you're 
going  to  get  thrown  in  with,"  said  Myers.  "But 
they've  gotten  really  close." 

Students  will  leave  Thursday,  March  6*.  and 
return  on  Saturday,  March  16th. 

Costa  Rica 

Costa  Rica  is  located  in  Central  America, 
bordering  the  Caribbean  Sea  to  the  east,  the 
North  Pacific  Ocean  to  the  west,  Nicaragua  to 
the  north,  and  Panama  to  the  southeast.  Costa 
Rica  covers  a  land  area  about  the  size  of  West 
Virginia,  and  has  a  population  of  4.1  million.  In 
recent  times  the  growth  of  Costa  Rica  as  a  popular 
destination  has  strained  the  infrastructure  to  the 
point  where  non-sustainable  development  has 
led  to  a  deterioration  of  the  natural  habitat. 

Director  of  Student  Activities  Jamey 
Campbell,  and  professor  of  economics  Robin 
Gottfried  will  be  leading  a  team  of  sixteen 


students  to  work  with  the  Cloud  Forest  School 
in  Monte verde,  Costa  Rica.  According  to 
their  website,  the  Cloud  Forest  School  aims 
to  "provide  the  children  of  the  region  the 
necessary  skills  to  negotiate  the  delicate  balance 
between  thoughtful  economic  development 
and  environmental  protection."  Students  will 
primarily  be  getting  a  feel  for  how  the  Cloud 
Forest  School  operates  and  working  on  a 
building  project. 

Ecuador 

Ecuador  is  located  in  Western  South 
America,  bordering  the  Pacific  Ocean  to  the 
west,  Columbia  to  the  northeast,  and  Peru  to 
the  southeast.  Ecuador  covers  an  area  roughly 
the  size  of  Oregon,  and  has  a  population  of  1 3.8 
million.  Ecuador  ranks  number  1 12  in  the  world 
in  GDP  per  capita. 

Fourteen  students  led  by  Lay  Chaplain  Seth 
Olson  and  Dean  of  Students  Eric  Hartman  will 
be  working  on  construction  projects  and  with 
inner-city  youth.  Students  will  be  working 
with  a  missionary  and  two  Sewanee  alumni 
who  moved  to  Ecuador  last  summer.  Students 
will  have  the  opportunity  to  reach  out  through 
dramas,  sports,  and  various  other  activities. 

New  York  City,  New  York 

Senior  Sam  Kennedy  and  Assistant  Dean  of 
Students  Mary  Beth  Walker  will  be  leading  a 
team  of  twelve  students  on  an  outreach  trip  to 
New  York  City.  Students  will  be  working  with 
GMHC  (Gay  Men's  Health  Crisis)  to  provide 
nutrition.  AIDS  education,  meals,  and  low-cost 
prescription  drugs  to  patients  with  HIV.  GMHC 


is  a  non-profit  organization  whose  mission  is  "to 
reduce  the  spread  of  HTV  disease,  help  people 
with  HIV  maintain  and  improve  their  health 
and  independence,  and  keep  the  prevention, 
treatment  and  cure  of  HIV  an  urgent  national 
and  local  priority."  Their  goal  is  to  do  this  by 
"remaining  true  to  our  heritage  by  fighting 
homophobia  and  affirming  the  individual 
dignity  of  all  gay  men  and  lesbians." 

New  Orleans,  Louisiana 

Seminarian  Denise  Mackenzie  and  seven 
students  will  travel  to  New  Orleans  to  work 
with  Trinity  Community  Church  and  SAFER, 
a  hurricane  relief  program   run  by  students 
at  Tulane  University  in  New  Orleans.  With 
much  of  the  cleanup  and  demolition  of  the 
rubble  from  Hurricane  Katrina  done,  students 
will  be  working  on  some  type  of  construction 
project.  "Students  won't  just  be  going  down 
and  working,"  said  Dixon  Myers,  "but  they'll 
be  investigating."  Students  will   learn  about 
the  continuing  problems  caused  by  Katrina  as 
well  as  the  political  and  economic  issues  that 
surfaced  after  the  hurricane  and  subsequent 
flooding.  This  will  be  the  second  trip  Sewanee 
students  have  made  to  New  Orleans  this  school 
year. 

Miami,  Florida 

Barbara  Banks  will  be  leading  a  group  of 
twelve  students  on  an  outreach  trip  to  Miami 
Students  will  be  involved  with  a  group  called 
Shake-a-Leg.  Shake-A-Leg  Miami  is  a  group 
that  "helps  children  and  adults  with  physical. 
developmental     and     economic     challenges, 


liberating  them  from  the  realm  of  imagination 
into  the  realm  of  experience."  Sewanee  students 
will  be  working  with  youth  in  Miami  public 
schools,  primarily  tutoring  and  working  with 
disabled  and  handicapped  children. 

Haiti 

The  outreach  trip  to  Haiti  was  inspired  by 
a  book  that,  in  theory  at  least,  all  sophomores 
and  freshmen  have  read.  Tracy  Kidder's  book 
Mountains  Beyond  Mountains  details  the  work 
of  Paul  Farmer  at  Zanmi  Lasante  in  Cange, 
Haiti.  Farmer's  community  clinic  was  started  in 
1985,  and  has  grown  rapidly  In  1998,  Zanmi 
Lasante  started  "the  world's  first  program  to 
provide  free,  comprehensive  HIV  care  and 
treatment  in  an  impoverished  setting." 

Alumni  and  Assistant  Director  of  Outreach 
and  Community  Service  Angela  Galbreath 
lived  in  Haiti  for  a  period  of  time,  and  is  fluent 
in  Haitian  Creole.  Galbreath,  along  with  Dixon 
Myers,  local  dentist  Bruce  Baud  and  his  wife, 
Sandy,  and  Dr.  Petrialla  of  Sewanee  will  be 
leading  a  group  of  twenty  students  on  an 
outreach  trip  to  Haiti  over  spring  break. 

The  group  will  spend  the  first  part  of  the  trip 
in  the  southern  peninsula  of  Haiti  before  going 
to  the  Zanmi  Lasante  clinic  in  Cange.  Students 
will  primarily  be  working  to  set  up  a  dental 
clinic  in  Haiti,  but  will  also  be  involved  in  other 
work. 

Last  year,  for  the  first  time,  students  were 
able  to  receive  academic  credit  for  their  trip  to 
Haiti  through  two  different  courses:  Advance 
Documentary  Projects  in  Photography, 
and    Biology    232:    Human    Health    and    the 
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BACCHUS  Diaries:  A  Driver  On  The  Verge  Of  A  Breakdown.

In  an  academic  year  that  has  seen  much 
promise  but  little  success  for  Sewanee 
athletics,  this  tennis  season  may  be  a  breath  of 
fresh  air. 

Sewanee  Men's  Tennis  has  gotten  off  to  a 
torrid  start.  4-1.  The  men  dropped  their  only 
(and  first)  match  against  Cumberland,  a  NAIA 
powerhouse  that  was  already  in  midseason. 
Aside  from  the  season  opening  blemish  to  their 
record,  the  men  have  easily  won  their  other  four 
matches,  including  their  SCAC  opener,  by  an 
average  of  6.75  points  (matches  are  typically 
decided  by  nine  matches,  six  singles,  and  three 
doubles,  each  worth  a  point).

Sewanee  Women's  Tennis  has 
begun  its  season  with  a  perfect  record,  5-0,  and 
shut  out  all  but  one  of  their  opponents.  Not  so 
coincidentally,  that  opponent,  Cumberland,  was 
their  first  of  the  season  and  had  already  played 
several  matches.

The  men  and  women's  swimming  and  diving 
teams  took  fourth  and  seventh,  respectively, 
at  the  SCAC  championship  meet  in  Southlake.

For  the  past  three  years,  Sewanee 's  lacrosse 
team  has  developed  into  a  legitimate 
sporting  interest  on  campus.  This  year  the  team 
has  been  upgraded  to  a  varsity  sport,  and  the 
commencement  of  the  spring  season  will  bring 
tough  competition  and  high  hopes. 

The  man  behind  the  scenes  of  getting  the 
lacrosse  team  to  varsity  status  was  Phil  Carter, 
class  of  2007.  He  has  worked  hard  to  put  together 
the  varsity  program,  including  scheduling  all 
the  games  that  the  club  team  had  over  the  past 
three  years.  Last  year,  the  team  hired  a  head 
coach,  Marty  Watters,  who  has  past  coaching 
experience  at  Washington  and  Lee  University 
and  Colorado  College.  The  team  hopes  Coach 
Watters'  experience  and  passion  will  elevate  its 
playing  to  a  new  level.  Dennis  Tippo.  who  has 
forty  years  of  coaching  experience  at  the  Taft 
School,  and  Tony  Coode,  who  has  a  variety 
of  different  coaching  experiences  both  assist 
Waters  in  his  coaching  duties. 


The  team's  three  seniors,  Matthew  Pope. 
Cole  Flannery,  and  John  Pinney,  bring  unique 
experiences  to  the  team  and  collectively  serve 
as  a  focal  point  of  leadership  and  direction  for  a 
relatively  young  squad.  Co-captain  John  Pinney 
said.  "I  think  we  have  a  great  team  this  year, 
everyone  brings  a  lot  to  the  table,  and  this  will 
be  a  great  opportunity  to  prove  we  can  compete 
with  elite  teams."  As  for  the  chances  of  the 
team  making  the  NCAA  tournament.  Pinney 
commented.

•  Men's  lacrosse  is  a  contact  game  played  by 
ten  players:  a  goalie,  three  defensemen.  three 
midfielders  and  three  attackmen.  The  object  of 
the  game  is  to  shoot  the  ball  into  the  opponent's 
goal.  The  team  scoring  the  most  goals  wins. 

•  Each  team  must  keep  at  least  four  players, 
including  the  goalie,  in  its  defensive  half  of  the 
field  and  three  in  its  offensive  half.  Three  play- 
ers (midfielders)  may  roam  the  entire  field. 

•  Collegiate  games  are  60  minutes  long,  with 
1 5-minute  quarters. 

•  Men's  lacrosse  begins  with  a  face-off.  The 
ball  is  placed  between  the  sticks  of  two  squat- 
ting players  at  the  center  of  the  field.  Center 
face-offs  are  also  used  at  the  start  of  each  quar- 
ter and  after  a  goal  is  scored.  Field  players  must 
use  their  crosses  to  pass,  catch  and  run  with  the 
ball.  Only  the  goalkeeper  may  touch  the  ball 
with  his  hands.  A  player  may  gain  possession 
of  the  ball  by  dislodging  it  from  an  opponent's 
crosse  (stick)  with  a  stick  check. 

•  Body  checking  is  permitted,  if  the  opponent 
has  the  ball  or  is  within  five  yards  of  a  loose  ball. 
All  body  contact  must  occur  from  the  front  or 
side,  above  the  waist  and  below  the  shoulders, 
and  with  both  hands  on  the  stick.  An  opponent's 
crosse  may  also  be  stick  checked,  if  it  is  within 
five  yards  of  a  loose  ball  or  ball  in  the  air.  Ag- 
gressive body  checking  is  discouraged. 

•  If  the  ball  or  a  player  in  possession  of  the 
ball  goes  out  of  bounds,  the  other  team  is  award- 
ed possession.  If  the  ball  goes  out  of  bounds  af- 
ter an  unsuccessful  shot,  the  player  nearest  to 
the  ball  when  and  where  it  goes  out  of  bounds  is 
awarded  possession. 

•  An  attacking  player  cannot  enter  the  crease 
around  the  goal,  but  may  reach  in  with  his  stick 
to  scoop  a  loose  ball, 

•  A  referee,  umpire  and  field  judge  supervise 
field  play.  A  chief  bench  official,  timekeepers 
and  scorers  assist. 

Women's  Condense  Rw|fi^ 

•  Women's  lacrosse  is  a  non-contact  game 
played  by  12  players:  a  goalkeeper,  five  attack- 
ers and  six  defenders.  The  object  of  the  game  is 
to  shoot  the  ball  into  the  opponent's  goal, 

•  Women's  lacrosse  begins  with  a  draw, 
which  is  taken  by  the  center  position.  The  ball 
is  placed  between  two  horizontally  held  crosses 
(sticks)  at  the  center  of  the  field.  At  the  sound  of 
the  whistle,  the  ball  is  flung  into  the  air  as  the 
crosses  are  pulled  up  and  away.  A  draw  is  used 


to  start  each  half  and  after  each  goal,  and  it  takes 
place  at  the  center  of  the  field. 

•  The  collegiate  game  is  60  minutes  long, 
each  half  being  30  minutes.  Teams  are  allowed 
two  timeouts  per  game  (including  overtime). 

•  The  field  is  1 20  yards  by  70  yards. 

•  When  a  whistle  blows,  all  players  must 
stop  in  place.  When  a  ball  is  ruled  out  of  play, 
the  player  closest  to  the  balJ  gets  possession 
when  play  is  resumed,  Loss  of  possession  may 
occur,  if  a  player  deliberately  runs  or  throws  the 
ball  out  of  play. 

•  Rough  checks  and  contact  to  the  body  with 
the  crosse  or  body  are  not  allowed. 

•Field  players  may  pass,  catch  or  run  with 
the  ball  in  their  crosse.  A  player  may  gain  pos- 
session of  the  ball  by  dislodging  it  from  an 
opponent's  crosse  with  a  check.  A  check  is  a 
controlled  tap  with  a  crosse  on  an  opponent's 
crosse  in  an  attempt  to  knock  the  ball  free.  The 
player  must  be  one  step  in  front  of  her  opponent 
in  order  to  check.  No  player  may  reach  across 
an  opponent's  body  to  check  the  handle  of  a 
crosse  when  she  is  even  with  or  behind  that  op- 
ponent. A  player  may  not  protect  the  ball  in  her 
crosse  by  cradling  so  close  to  her  body  or  face 
so  as  to  make  a  legal,  safe  check  impossible  for 
the  opponent. 

•  All  legal  checks  must  be  directed  away 
from  a  seven-inch  sphere  or  "bubble"  around  the 
head  of  the  player.  No  player  is  allowed  to  touch 
the  ball  with  her  hands  except  the  goalkeeper 
when  she  is  within  the  goal  circle.  A  change  of 
possession  may  occur  if  a  player  gams  a  distinct 
advantage  by  playing  the  ball  off  her  body. 

•  Fouls  are  categorized  as  major  or  minor, 
and  the  penalty  for  fouls  is  a  free  position.  For 
major  fouls,  the  offending  player  is  placed  four 
meters  behind  the  player  taking  the  free  position. 
For  a  minor  foul,  the  offending  player  is  placed 
four  meters  off.  in  the  direction  from  which  she 
approached  her  opponent  before  committing  the 
foul,  and  play  is  resumed.

Would  You  Support  The  Penis  Monologues'

A  ccording  to  Eve  Ensler,  the  author  of 
iVThe  Vagina  Monologues,  the  play's 
purpose  is  to  stop  violence  against  women. 
Sewanee's  performance  of  The  Vagina 
Monologues  opened  with  Dean  Mary  Beth 
Walker  explaining  that  the  monologues 
that  were  to  follow  were  not  vulgar  or 
about  sex,  they  are  about  women's  real-life 
encounters  with  their  vaginas.  She  went 
on  to  explain  that  money  raised  by  the 
Monologues  would  benefit  Blue  Monarch, 
a  program  that  helps  rehabilitate  abused 
woman. 

While  contributing  money  to  Blue 
Monarch  is  a  good  thing,  The  Vagina 
Monologues  is  mostly  not  about  stopping 
violence  against  women,  and  they  are 
definitely  vulgar  and  sexual.  And,  in 
addition  to  being  more  of  a  sexual  comedy 
than  anything,  the  Monologues  are  strongly 
anti-male  and  anti-Christian. 

Yes,  there  are  some  good  points 
behind  the  Monologues.  The  vagina  is 
usually  considered  a  taboo  subject  when 
it  is  simply  a  part  of  the  female  anatomy. 
Women  should  be  comfortable  talking 
about  their  entire  bodies,  including  their 
vaginas,    and    The    Vagina    Monologues 


helps  women  to  become  comfortable 
with  their  vaginas.  But  can  this  goal  not 
be  accomplished  without  demeaning  men 
and  Christians?  Can  this  performance  be 
sincere  and  uplifting  rather  than  "a  blast 
of  hatred  at  men  and  heterosexuality."  as 
Betty  Dodson,  a  FEMINIST,  describes  the 
play? 

Every  male-female  relationship  in 
The  Vagina  Monologues  is  depicted  in  a 
negative  fashion  except  for  one.  And  this 
one  monologue  is  introduced  with  this 
sentence:  "This  monologue  was  based  on 
an  interview  with  a  woman  who  had  a  good 
experience  with  a  man."  The  connotation 
of  this  sentence  is  that  women  rarely  have 
good  experiences  with  men.  Bob,  the 
male  in  this  monologue,  is  portrayed  as  the 
exception,  not  the  norm. 

On  the  other  hand,  every  female-female 
relationship  in  the  Monologues  is  praised, 
including  one  that  legally  constitutes 
statutory  rape.  In  the  monologue  entitled 
"The  Little  Coochi  Snorcher  That  Could,"  a 
twenty-four-year  old  gives  a  thirteen-year- 
old  girl  alcohol  and  later  has  sex  with  her. 
In  the  original  script  of  the  Monologues, 
the  last  line  of  this  monologue  was  "If 
it  was  rape,  it  was  good  rape."   This  line 


is  omitted  in  the  current  script,  but  the 
original  story  still  remains. 

In  another  monologue,  "The  Vagina 
Workshop,"  a  bunch  of  women  lie  in  a 
room  and  masturbate.  How  does  this 
monologue  help  stop  violence  against 
women?  And  how  is  this  not  vulgar  or 
sexual?  If  I  wrote  a  play  called  The  Penis 
Monologues  and  had  a  bunch  of  dudes 
playing  with  their  balls  and  jacking  off, 
would  the  University  support  that  too?  I 
know  this  might  sound  risque\  and  I  could 
have  written  the  previous  sentence  with  a 
more  pleasant  tone,  but  I  want  to  make  a 
point.  The  Vagina  Monologues  are  vulgar, 
they  are  sexual,  and  they  are  sexist. 

But  the  Monologues  do  not  just  demean 
men;  they  also  demean  Christians.  I  quote, 
"Mainly  because  they  wouldn't  advertise 
this  piece  there  [Oklahoma  City]  because 
all  of  the  papers  are  Christian-run,  and  we 
know  Christians  don't  have  vaginas."    In 
the  monologue  entitled  "The  Woman  Who 
Loved  To  Make  Vaginas  Happy,"  a  series 
of  different  moans  are  described.    One  of 
these  moans  is  the  "WASP"  moan -White 
Anglo-Saxon     Protestant     moan.        The 
description  for  this  moan  is  silence. 

Why   are   these   erroneous   comments 


on  Christians  included  in  The  Vagina 
Monologues,  and  why  does  the  University 
of  the  South,  an  Episcopalian  University, 
support  them?  Is  the  feminist  movement 
unique  to  non-Protestants'?  I  JL,st  don't 
understand  why  a  play  that  uplifts  the 
vagina  and  women  in  general  would 
purposely  debase  such  a  large  number  of 
women  at  the  same  time. 

While  The  Vagina  Monologues  might 
raise  money  for  a  good  cause,  that  does  not 
make  the  monologues  themselves  good.   I 
can  sell  crack  to  pre-school  children  and 
give  the  money  to  cancer  patients,  but  that 
doesn't  make  selling  crack  to  kids  a  good 
thing.  I  am  not  completely  discrediting  The 
Vagina  Monologues  because,  as  I  stated 
before,  there  are  some  good  points  behind 
them.    Unfortunately,  these  points  are  lost 
in  vulgarity,  a  bias  against  Christians  and 
men,  and  a  bias  against  heterosexuality  in 
general.  Many  students  of  The  University 
of    the    South    supported    The     Vagina 
Monologues,  but  why?  I  want  to  end  with 
this  question:    Would  you  support  a  play 
called  The  Penis  Monologues  that  would 
demean  women  and  non-Chi  istians?

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hours.  When  approached  in  McClurg,  JJ 
Kablunde  (C  09')  says.  "Personally.  I  find  the 
food  quality  at  McClurg  well  above  that  of 
other  college  campuses,  but  my  main  concern  is 
thai  when  1  stud>  late  into  the  night,  there  is  no 
food  option  other  than  [the]  Pub  if  I  wanl  to  sta\ 
on  campus  and  on  the  meal  plan."  Jon  Taylor 
(C  10')  adds.  "And  if  they  can't  afford  to  hire 
new  employees  to  work  later  shifts,  then  I  think 
it  is  perfectly  reasonable  for  students  to  expect 
McClurg  to  always  have  to-go  boxes.  They 
never  seem  to  have  to-go  boxes  when  I  ask  for 
them,  so  I  can"t  make  sandwiches  to  store  in  my 
room  for  later." 

Keith  Davis  says  the  proposition  of 
extending  McClurg's  hours  of  operation  "has 
been  discussed."  He  went  on  to  say  that  any 
concerns  or  decisions  regarding  McClurg's 
operation  hours  must  be  taken  up  with  the 
Dining  Council.  He  also  added  that  "the  student 
led  Dining  Council,  the  Dining  Service  Staff, 
and  the  University  are  always  talking  about  new 
ideas  to  provide  a  great  dining  experience  for 
the  student  body." 

A  McClurg  employee,  who  wishes  to  remain 
anonymous,  commented  on  the  issue  of  working 
overtime.  "Yes.  I  would  be  willing  to  work  past 
midnight  if  I  was  being  paid  overtime.  I  am  not 
sure  everyone  would,  but  I  am  positive  at  least  a

in  the  office,  several  nights,  and  a  chunk  of  the 
weekends."  Campbell  says.  He  has  a  wife  and  a 
one-year-old  son  with  whom  he  wants  to  spend 
more  time.  A  job  with  such  long  hours  does  not 
allow  for  this  family  time. 

"It's  a  tough  decision  to  leave,"  admits 
Campbell.  "Sewanee  has  a  wonderful 
community  •  and  we've  loved  living  on  the 
Mountain."  He  also  compliments  the  members 
of  the  Student  Life  Cabinet,  whom  he  says  have 
been  outstanding  and  supportive  throughout  his 
stay  at  Sewanee.  He  also  comments.  "I  love 
working  with  Sewanee  students,  people  who  are 
energetic  and  have  a  broad  range  of  interests. 
And  just  as  a  location  I  love  [Sewanee]." 

Currently.  Mr.  Campbell  has  not  secured 
another  job.  but  he  felt  "confident  enough  about 
his  decision  to  leave  to  go  ahead  and  let  Dean 
Hartman  know."  Announcing  his  decision  was 
done  primarily  out  of  courtesy  so  the  University 
will  have  time  to  secure  a  Director  of  Student 
Activities  for  the  next  school  year. 

Mr.  Campbell  has  sent  applications  out  to 
several  universities  seeking  a  job  with  more  of 
a  focus,  such  as  university-parent  relations  or 
a  service  related  job  (such  as  Dixon  Myers  or 


couple  of  employees  would  do  it.  The  problem 
is  that  there  is  no  reason  to  offer  overtime 
because  we  close  at  9:00  PM 

Compared  to  other  small  liberal  arts  colleges, 
Sewanee's  meal  plan  is  much  less  flexible.  At 
Sewanee.  students  pay  a  total  of  $4,200  each 
year  for  the  McClurg  meal  plan,  which  averages 
out  to  around  $140  per  week.  Students  pay  for 
all  meals  regardless  of  attendance.  Davidson. 
a  liberal  arts  college  similar  in  size  (1.700) 
and  location  to  Sewanee.  has  a  very  different 
meal  plan.  Students  can  buy  between  5  and  19 
meals  for  each  week,  and  use  these  food  credits 
at  either  common  room  cafeterias  or  student 
unions.  The  price  ranges  from  500-2000  dollars 
per  each  semester,  and  depends  on  how  many 
meals  each  particular  student  buys. 

Although  changing  the  meal  plan  to  be  more 
like  Davidson's  does  not  seem  probable  or 
necessary,  it  is  important  for  students  to  realize 
that  their  opinions  matter.  The  University  wants 
the  meal  plan  to  tend  to  the  needs  of  the  students. 
Instead  of  simply  complaining,  students  should 
try  and  let  the  school  know  their  concerns. 

The  Dining  Council  is  the  students '  way  to 
be  heard,  and  if  anyone  has  any  issues  they

He  hopes  these 
jobs  will  give  him  more  family  time.

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University  Lacking  Land  Management  Plan  AFRICA

With  the  recent  acquisition  of  Lost  Cove 
and  an  affirmed  Strategic  Goal  regarding 
environmental  commitment,  the  University's 
administration  has  been  focused  intently  on 
land  use  within  the  Domain  in  the  last  several 
months.  Currently,  the  University  does  not  have 
a  land  management  plan  that  provides  enough 
detail  about  how  the  land  will  be  used  in  the 
future  and  who  will  use  it. 

The  Management  Plan  developed  in  2003 
has  not  fulfilled  its  goal  of  laying  out  a  true 
management  plan.  It  does  not  provide  an  outline 
for  future  use  of  the  land,  but  instead  gives  a 
thorough  history  of  past  land  management  and 
a  description  of  key  issues  viewed  as  important 
to  a  Domain  management  plan. 

Mark  Kelly,  the  executive  director  for 
marketing  and  communications,  said,  "The 
2003  Management  Plan  received  a  fair  amount 
of  criticism  for  being  too  general  and  not  laying 
out  a  specific  timetable  or  how  to  deal  with 
particular  issues." 

Challenges  in  communication  among 
groups,  disagreement  in  departments,  and 
varying  management  philosophies  prevented 
more  productive  solutions  from  being  made  at 
that  time.  These  same  challenges  will  face  those 
involved  in  developing  a  new  management  plan, 
and  because  of  all  the  different  parties  involved 
in  this  sensitive  topic,  compromise  should  not 
be  expected  immediately.  According  to  Kelly. 
"There  is  no  quick  fix." 

According  to  the  2003  Management 
Plan,  "The  use  of  the  forest  as  a  teaching  and 
research  laboratory  was  a  central  theme  of  most 
of  these  plans,  and  this  use  should  continue  to 
be  a  top  priority  in  the  future."  Using  the  land 
to  its  educational  potential  is  the  goal  of  those 
involved  in  this  process,  and  has  been  since 
a  1953  Management  Plan  wluch  focused  on 
"teaching  and  research  potential... as  the  most 
important  asset  of  the  Domain  Forest." 

This  mission  is  emphasized  today  by 
the  language  in  the  Strategic  Goal,  "...the 
University  shall  achieve  national  distinction 
for  the  caliber  of  its  academic  programs  in  the 
study  of  the  natural  environment."  The  entirety 
of  this  goal  created  two  subcommittees  under 
the  umbrella  of  the  Environmental  Strategic 
Planning    Initiative.   These    are    the   Campus 


Sustainability  Committee  and  the  Academic 
Working  Group,  relating  to  the  educational 
opportunities  the  land  provides. 

Jon  Evans,  chair  of  the  Academic  Working 
Group,  explains  the  goals  of  the  subcommittee, 
"We  are  focused  on  incorporating  the 
environment  into  courses  across  the  curriculum 
and  managing  the  domain  for  academic 
opportunities." 

The  use  of  Lost  Cove  for  educational 
purposes  is  acentral  part  of  discussions  regarding 
Sewanee's  new  addition  of  3,000  acres.  In  fact, 
brainstorming  about  academic  opportunities  in 
this  area  began  before  the  land  was  purchased. 
Proposals  for  specific  classes  in  departments 
range  from  Forestry/Geology  to  Religion  and 
from  Biology  to  Anthropology  demonstrated 
the  benefits  of  acquiring  this  additional  resource 
to  both  University  administration  and  donors. 
A  large  portion  of  the  money  that  funded  this 
project  was  generated  from  benefactors  who 
saw  the  educational  promise  within  this  large 
tract  of  land. 

The  effects  of  Lost  Cove  and  the  Strategic 
Goal  are  reaching  areas  of  the  University 
beyond  curriculum  and  Academics.  The 
Campus  Sustainability  Committee  meets  to 
discuss  plans  to  make  fife  on  campus  more 
environmentally  friendly.  This  committee 
works  to  "develop  an  institutional  action  plan 
for  becoming  climate  neutral"  as  required  by 
the  Presidents  Climate  Commitment.  Another 
task  force  is  working  to  develop  a  process  by 
which  a  more  comprehensive  management 
plan  can  be  developed  and  used  to  guide  all 
future  land  management  decisions  for  the 
domain.  This  group  is  recommending  that  a 
GIS  Database( Geographic  Information  System 
-computer  system),  which  is  currently  being 
developed  for  the  Domain,  be  utilized  to 
identify  past  land  use  and  spatially  coordinate 
future  land  uses  such  as  student-faculty  research 
and  recreation  needs. 

Evans  said,  "In  passing  a  Strategic  Goal 
regarding  national  environmental  stewardship, 
we  have  been  forced  to  ask  ourselves,  'What 
does  having  a  world-class  institution  in  the 
area  of  Environmental  Studies  mean9'  And  the 
momentum  that  is  building  within  the  University 
now  will  propel  us  towards  demonstrating  the 
answer  to  that  question."

Ben  Greaves  (South  Africa)  Peter  Manyang 
(Sudan),  Bexter  Richardson  (Liberia)  and 
American  students,  Alysia  Belle,  and  Timothy 
Moore.  They  all  had  experienced  the  negative 
and  sometimes  misinformed  depictions  of 
the  African  continent  and  its  people.  African 
students  at  other  universities  such  as  Howard 
University  and  George  Washington  University, 
both  in  Washington  D.C.,  have  also  designated 
their  own  "Africa  Weeks"  with  the  intention  of 
sharing  the  beauty  of  Africa  with  their  respective 
campuses.  SAW  sought  to  do  the  same  and  with 
great  success. 

The  week  began  in  McClurg.  where  patrons 
literally  received  a  taste  of  Africa  with  rich 
coffees  from  destinations  such  as  Ethiopia. 
McClurg  regulars  were  also  treated  to  tantalizing 
African  dishes  like  Algerian  salads,  Nigerian 
Ahara  pancakes.  Tunisian  fennel  and  cous- 
cous and  many  more,  during  lunch  throughout 
the  week.  Keith  Davis.  Director  of  Sewanee 
Dining,  says,  "students  were  appreciative  of  a 
change  in  the  regular  McClurg  menu." 

Tuesday's  event  included  the  student 
panel  discussion  on  "Contemporary  Africa" 
moderated  by  Dr.  Elwood  Dunn.  Professor  of 
Political  Science  from  Liberia.  The  six  students 
who  spoke  at  the  discussion  presented  then 
unique  experiences  as  African  young  adults  to 
all  in  attendance.  Students  expressed  how  they 
contended  with  everything  from  life  in  their 
native  countries  to  the  identity  issues  they  face, 
in  America  as  well  as  at  home.  Karl  Rogers,  a 
sophomore  economics  major,  says.  "African 
students  displayed  pride  in  their  different 
countries  and  gave  Sewanee  students  a  chance 
to  experience  something  different  from  the 
media's  portrayal  of  Africa." 

On  Wednesday,  students  were  able  to  find 
out  even  more  about  what  it's  like  to  live  in  an 
African  country  from  American-born  Sewanee 
students  who  studied  abroad  in  Africa.  Hayley 
Robb  and  Mary  Clark  were  at  the  study  abroad 
table  in  McClurg  ready  to  inform  students  of  the 
many  opportunities  there  are  to  explore  many 
African  countries. 

African  cultural  festivities  filled  the  latter 
part  of  the  week.  Movie  lovers  were  treated 


to  the  best  of  South  African  arts  on  Thursday 
when  the  Cinema  Guild  presented  the  critically 
acclaimed  movie,  Tsotsi.  The  2005  Academy 
Award  winning  movie  was  written  and  directed 
by  Gavin  Hood  and  based  on  the  novel  Tsotsi  by 
Athol  Fugard  (available  at  DuPoint  Library). 

Friday  afternoon  was  full  of  music  and 
dance  with  the  African  drum  circle  and  BC 
Nights  dance  party  later  that  night.  The  sound  of 
African  drums  was  unavoidably  catching  as  Ivy 
Joe  Milan  from  Huntsville  led  the  drum  circle. 
Also  available  was  the  opportunity  to  learn  how 
to  move  to  the  rhythm  from  the  professional 
dancers.  The  dance  party  carried  over  into 
the  night  where  some  African  students  taught 
others  the  latest  African  dances  like  Makossa 
and  many  more. 

The  week  concluded  with  Culture  Night, 
for  which  a  delightfully  large  number  of  people 
filled  the  BC  hearth  room  to  partake  of  delicious 
homemade  African  cooking  and  a  slideshow 
highlighting  prominent  African  people,  poetry 
and  music.

Also  on  the  agenda  is  what  to  do  about  the 
Monteagle  Sewer  system,  which  the  State  of 
Tennessee  deemed  unsatisfactory  and  recently 
awarded  a  $20,000  fine  to  Monteagle  for  the 
sewer's  abysmal  state. 

Another  important  issue  is  how  to  handle 
the  proposed  New  Life.  Inc.  Development.  The 
plan  seeks  to  build  a  thousand  plus  housing

the  region  known  as  Cooley's  Rift.  The  most 
recent  proposition  places  about  half  of  the  units 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  Monteagle  Utility  and 
the  other  half  under  the  Sewanee  Utility  District. 
With  the  need  to  provide  enough  water  for  the 
citizens  of  Monteagle  already  a  pressing  issue, 
many  wonder  if  such  a  large  scale  development 
is  the  right  decision  at  this  time.

On  March  18,  the  Lectures  Committee, 
and  the  Theater,  Art,  and  Art  History 
Departments  hosted  film  scholar  John  David 
Rhodes  C  92.  Rhodes  delivered  a  lecture 
entitled  "Lonely  Villas,  Spanish  Bungalows: 
Cinematic  Space,  Domestic  Architecture"  at  the 
McGnff  Alumni  House. 

After  graduating  from  Sewanee  with  a 
B.A.  in  English.  Rhodes  earned  an  MA.  in 
English  at  Columbia  University  and  a  Ph.D. 
in  Film  Studies  from  New  York  University.  He 
subsequently  taught  at  University  College  Cork 
and  the  University  of  York  before  assuming  his 
current  position  as  a  lecturer  at  the  University 
of  Sussex. 

At  Tuesday's  lecture,  Rhodes  discussed 
common  architectural  forms  in  Hollywood 
and  their  relationship  to  American  cinema.  He 
focused  primarily  on  two  architectural  styles, 
the  suburban  villa  and  the  urban  bungalow,  in 
his  discussion.

Rhodes  began  the  lecture  with  a  description 
of  houses  as  narrative  media.  A  clip  from 
D.W.  Griffith's  1909  film.  "The  Lonely  Villa," 
evidenced  the  crucial  historical  and  aesthetic 
significance  of  the  villa  style  on  the  '"bourgeoisie 
domestic  order."  Rhodes  then  transitioned  to  a 
discussion  of  the  California  bungalow,  which  he 
described  as  an  "emblem  of  the  complications  of 
social  modernity."  That  segment  of  the  lecture 
was  accompanied  by  selections  from  George 
Marshall's  "The  Blue  Dahlia,"  Michael  Curtiz's 
"Mildred  Pierce,"  and  Maya  Deren's  "Meshes 
of  the  Afternoon,"  all  of  which  featured  typical 
bungalows  as  a  prominent  setting. 

Rhodes  is  currently  writing  a  book  about 
cinematic  space  that  encompasses  the  content  of 
his  recent  lecture.  In  2007  he  published  a  book 
entitled  Stupendous,  Miserable  City:  Pasolini's 
Rome,  which  examines  the  relationship  between 
Italian  director  Pier  Paolo  Pasolini's  films  and 
their  architectural  setting  in  mid-twentieth 
century  Rome.

Other  construction  is  happening  on 
campus  besides  the  new  addition  to 
Woods  Lab,  and  it  may  prove  to  be  more 
interesting  to  those  of  us  not  associated 
with  the  sciences.  What  is  it?  The  Phi 
Society  of  1883's  new  Social  Hall. 

Most  current  Sewanee  students 
probably  do  not  know  that  the  Phi  House, 
more  commonly  known  as  Phi.  has 
not  always  been  the  fraternity's  place 
of  residence.  Until  2002.  the  McGriff 
Alumni  House  was  home  to  the  fraternity 
and  hosted  all  of  its  meetings  and  social 
events.  When  the  school  decided  that 
such  a  centrally  located  building  would 
be  better  suited  for  aJumm  gatherings 
than  fraternity  parties.  Phi  moved  to  the 
Gass  House  on  the  corner  of  Texas  and 
University  Avenues. 

Guests  of  the  Phi  house  say  it  isn't  the 
most  comfortable  setting  for  a  large  group 
of  people.  According  to  Phi  senior  Kyle 
Manning,  the  fraternity's  pledge  educator 
and  a  resident  of  the  house,  this  is  because 
the  house  was  originally  a  family  residence 
and  not  meant  for  large  parties. 

"The  current  Phi  House,"  Manning 
says,  "was  built  as  a  residential  house, 
not  as  a  fraternity  house.  We  haven't  had 
a  place  to  hold  band  parties  and  stuff  like 
that." 

A  group  of  Phi  alumni  and  current 
members  worked  together  to  raise  money 
to  build  a  more  welcoming  and  efficient 
structure  With  the  new  social  hall  going 
up  in  their  backyard,  the  Phi's  will  be  able 
to  use  their  current  house  according  to  its 
purposes  and  the  social  haJl  according  to 
its  purposes— socializing. 


The  hall  will  contain  a  chapter  room 
for  the  fraternity's  meetings,  a  larger  room 
for  band  parties,  and,  last  but  definitely 
not  least,  new  bathrooms.  In  designing 
the  building,  the  Phi's  replicated  as  much 
as  possible  the  aesthetics  of  their  old 
home.  One  of  the  new  hall's  most  unique 
features  will  be  its  round,  stone  patio  with 
a  fireplace. 

Manning  says  that  the  fraternity  plans 
for  the  social  hall  to  be  functional  by 
Spring  Party  and  completely  finished  by 


graduation.  Students  besides  just  the  Phi's 
can  expect  to  enjoy  the  haJl  to  its  fullest 
extent  before  the  semester  ends. 

"We'll  definitely  have  a  dedication, 
and  then  our  big  Phi-esta  party  during 
Spring  Party,  and  then  the  graduation 
party,"  says  Manning.

Sophomore  Seriously  Injured  in  Spring 
Break  Wreck

On  Thursday.  March  6.  four 
sophomores  set  off  on  a  Spring 
Break  road  trip  for  a  week  of  backpacking 
in  Utah.  That  night,  at  1 1  30.  in  Columbia, 
Missouri,  Jeff  Christopher.  Guy  Cooper, 
Bill  O'Farrell,  and  Alex  Taylor  were  in 
a  life-threatening  car  crash.  Chnstopher, 
O'Farrell.  and  Taylor  suffered  minor 
injuries.  Cooper  was  seriously  injured  and 
is  now  recovering  in  Chattanooga. 

"Guy  and  I  weren't  buckled  up.  I  was 
in  the  back  sleeping,  and  Guy  was  sleeping 
in  the  trunk.  Bill  and  Jeff  were  up  front. 
Bill  was  driving,  and  he  started  veering 
toward  the  left.  There  was  ice  on  the  road. 
Jeff  started  yelling,  and  Bill  overcorrected 
and  the  car  spun  out,"  said  Taylor. 

"After  I  overcorrected,  the  people  in 
front  of  us  started  breaking,  so  I  hit  the 
brakes.  The  breaks  locked  and  we  went 


off  the  road.  We  went  down  a  huge  ditch 
and  rolled  three  times."  said  O'Farrell. 

Christopher  and  O'Farrell  were  held  in 
the  vehicle  by  their  seatbelts.  but  Taylor 
and  Cooper  were  ejected.  Taylor  landed 
40  feet  from  the  car,  and  though  Cooper 
was  ejected  only  half  that  distance,  he  was 
gravely  injured.  He  broke  his  sternum  and 
three  ribs,  fractured  multiple  places  in 
his  neck  and  back,  and  had  a  concussion. 
Taylor  sustained  only  cuts  and  bruises. 

After  the  crash.  Christopher  said. 
"I  was  yelling  for  Alex  and  Guy.  Alex 
comes  stumbling  out  of  the  woods  yelling, 
I'm  all  right,'  and,  'Where's  Guy?'  I  was 
standing  over  Guy  shaking  him,  and  Guy 
asked  if  we  got  in  a  car  wreck  three  times 
and  if  I  landed  on  him  because  I  was 
standing  over  him.  Guy  kept  saying  'Oh 
man  my  back  hurts.'  " 

Cooper  and  Taylor  were  rushed  to  the 


University  of  Missouri  Hospital  in  an 
ambulance.  O'Farrell  and  Christopher 
went  to  the  hospital,  but  had  minor  injuries 
and  were  not  admitted.  Christopher. 
O'Farrell,  and  Taylor  were  all  scared  that 
Cooper  was  paralyzed. 

Cooper  was  released  from  the 
University  Hospital  on  March  15.  and 
was  taken  to  his  brother's  home  in 
Chattanooga.  Cooper  is  uncertain  about 
whether  he  is  going  to  finish  out  this 
semester.  Friends  and  acquaintances  are 
welcome  to  visit  Cooper  in  Chattanooga. 

"We  just  want  everyone  to  be  aware 
of  Guy's  condition  and  know  that  it  can 
happen  to  anyone.  The  two  guys  who 
were  wearing  safety  belts  were  never  in  a 
hospital  bed  and  stayed  in  the  car  when  it 
flipped,"  said  Chnstopher. 

Taylor's  advice  is  to  "wear  your  damn 
safety  belts."

University's  Emergency  Communications  to  Use  New  Text  Messaging  System

The  University  of  the  South  has  amongst  its 
primary  concerns  the  safety  of  its  residents. 
Because  of  this,  the  University  has  an  elaborate, 
encompassing  system  of  communications  that 
serves  to  protect  the  students,  faculty,  staff,  and 
other  members  of  the  community. 

According  to  Mark  Kelly,  Executive 
Director  of  Marketing  and  Communications. 
"Sewanee  takes  a  two-pronged  approach-'  in 
emergency  communications.  The  University 
first  focuses  on  education.  Kelly  explains,  "to 
help  raise  awareness  and  to  train  people  about 
prevention  and  preparedness."  Along  these 
lines,  the  University  promotes  Residential  Life 


discussions  about  safety  and  crime  prevention 
and  offers  publications  and  web  notices  that 
warn  about  approaching  severe  weather 

Second.  Kelly  states  that  the  University 
has  "a  comprehensive  system  of  alerts 
utilizing  a  wide  range  of  technologies  "  These 
technologies  alert  the  community  of  a  range 
of  threats,  form  low-level  to  immediate  For 
sudden  weather  emergencies,  the  Universit) 
uses  the  siren,  which,  according  to  Kelly  is 
intended  to  quickly  let  the  entire  community 
know  to  seek  cover."  In  addition,  in  imminently 
dangerous  situations  the  University  will  utilize 
phone  messaging,  e-mails,  and  the  University 
website  to  communicate. 


The  new  text  messaging  system  will  also  be 
essential  in  communicating  "other  imminent 
threats  or  unfolding  crises  that  threaten  lite  01 

safety,  like  an  explosion  in  a  lab  or  a  misuse 

ol  firearms,"  says  Kelly     These  messages  will 
ide  with  the  other  methods  listed  above. 
Less    threatening    emergency    communication 
will  generally  be  conveyed  via  email

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"The  Axis  on  Campus  Changed":  A  Longtime 
Member  of  the  Sewanee  Faculty  Reflects  on 
Forty  Years  of  Honor  Code  History

The  Sewanee  Honor  Code  affects  all  members 
of  the  community  and  governs  the  lifestyles 
of  all  Sewanee  students,  but  some  Sewanee 
residents  have  more  interest  in  the  code,  and 
more  knowledge  of  its  history  than  others.  One 
such  individual  is  Dr.  Gerald  Smith,  a  respected 
Sewanee  professor  of  Religion.  Dr.  Smith  has 
lived  and  taught  in  Sewanee  since  1969,  and  has 
played  an  active  role  in  many  Honor  Council 
proceedings.  In  his  office  we  sat,  like  any  of 
his  other  students,  amidst  books  of  every  genre, 
undoubtedly  important  papers,  and  a  bicycle.  He 
shared  some  of  his  views  on  the  Sewanee  Honor 
Code  and  its  implementation,  past  and  present. 

Many  times  during  the  interview.  Dr.  Smith 
referred  to  the  tune  before  all  of  Sewanee 's 
many  changes  and  its  current  incarnation  as  "old 
Sewanee"  or  "old  campus." 

"Back  in  those  days,  what  if  I  say  bell  bottoms, 
do  you  understand?" 

Smith  has  lived  through  several  "eras"  in 
Sewanee 's  development  as  a  University  and 
community.  Dr.  Smith,  often  referred  to  as  simply 
"Smith,"  is  a  native  of  Fredericksburg.  Virginia 
and  received  his  undergraduate  education  at 
the  University  of  Richmond,  and  completed  his 
B.D.  and  Ph.  D.  at  Duke  University.  In  addition 
to  his  professorial  duties  Smith  is  also  extremely 
active  in  University  life,  serving  as  Marshall  of 
the  University  Faculties.  In  his  leisure  time,  he 
enjoys  fly-fishing,  classical  music,  and  spending 
time  with  his  three  grandchildren. 

Over  Smith's  tenure  there  have  been  "a  lot  of 
big  changes"  in  the  community  with  the  faculty, 
with  Greek  Life,  and  the  size  of  the  school.  Smith 
can  remember  a  time  when  "writing  a  paper,  meant 
writing  on  paper"  In  regards  to  some  of  the  many 
changes  in  Sewanee's  community  there  is  "a  very 
different  appearance":  Women's  admittance  into 
the  University,  the  presence  of  freshman  motor 
vehicles,  the  replacement  of  the  Quad  as  the 
center  of  weekday  social  stomping  grounds,  and 
a  suspended  policy  declaring  social  probation  for 
disobeying  class  dress.  Smith  jokingly  says,  "If 
you're  watching  the  Quad  cam,  you  cheer  if  you 
see  a  single  person."  The  changes  that  occurred 
within  faculty  life:  faculty  increase, faculty  socials 
held  at  Vice  Chancellor's  house  are  now  few  and 
far  between,  and  less  welcoming  departmental 
dinners  for  new  faculty.  Smith  believes  there  is 
a  decrease  in  Greek  life  participation  and  faculty 
involvement  in  the  sponsorship  and  participation 
in  social  activities.  The  size  of  the  student  body 
has  greatly  increased  from  900  to  1500  in  the 
last  forty  years.  "I  came  when  there  were  a  little 
over  nine  hundred  students,  and  the  shift  to  where 
we  are  today  is  a  relatively  big  change."  Smith 
believes  this  major  change  of  population  resulted 
in  a  fracture  between  the  students  and  the  faculty. 
"So,  I  think  nearly  looking  over  forty  years  here, 
it's  a  differentiated  sense  of  community,  in  these 
little  forms." 

The  Honor  Code  has  undergone  a  series  of 
revisions  since  its  adoption.  Such  as  the  creation 
of  the  formal  Honor  Code  from  a  gentlemen's 
understanding,  and  the  absence  of  lawyers  because 
as  Smith  says,  "When  lawyers  were  in  the  room, 
it  got  crazy."  Smith  asserts  that  the  most  dramatic 
change  occurs  from  the  "very  loose  definition  of 
plagiarism,"  to  the  concrete,  "no  lying,  cheating, 
or  stealing."  Smith  says  the  reason  is  because 
"some  students  were  copying  papers:  sources, 
word  for  word,  but  if  he  mentions  the  book,  it's 
not  plagiarism,  it's  bad  writing."  Some  of  the 
changes  that  occurred  with  the  Honor  Council  are 
the  changes  in  the  number  of  members  sitting  on 
the  council  and  the  format  for  proceedings  such 
as  school  wide  meetings  to  private  hearings.  In 
regards  to  the  Honor  Council,  Smith  says.  "I 
don't  think  the  Honor  Council  has  ever  made  a 
mistake."  However,  Smith  says  "fifteen  years 
ago."  due  to  "disproportioned  sentences,"  "a  lot 
of  faculty  got  fed  up,"  and  "The  Honor  Council 
had  to  rebuild  their  relation  and  credibility  with 
the  Faculty." 

Perhaps  one  of  the  more  subtle  changes  to 
the  Honor  Code  relies  on  the  involvement  with 
the  Dean's  Office.  Smith  says  that  "before,  the 
Honor  Council  would  report  their  results  to  the 
Dean,  but  now,  the  Deans  are  more  involved  in 
the  process."  He  jokingly  claims  this  is  due  to  the 


University's  "fear  of  being  sued."  But  many  of  the 
Honor  Code's  revisions  are  an  organic  change  in 
response  to  the  changes  in  Sewanee  community: 
the  change  in  drinking  age,  the  less  restrictive 
dress  code,  and  the  school's  apparent  condoning, 
or  at  least  tolerance,  of  underage  alcohol  use. 

Smith  believes  that  "natural  circumstances" 
will  "loosen"  the  Honor  Code  and  for  the  most 
part  the  Honor  Code  will  "retain  whatever 
residuum  of  past  community  that  operated  on 
trust."  He  elaborates,  "I  see  that  climate  of  trust 
still  prevailing  at  Sewanee."  Regardless  of  the 
Honor  Code's  consistency.  Smith  believes  the 
Honor  Code  is  not  perfect  and  still  subject  to 
scrutiny,  revision,  and  adaptation.  Smith  believes 
this  is  evident  in  technical  violations,  "a  common- 
sensical  buffering  was  lost,"  as  well  as  with  the 
Sewanee's  don't  ask.  don't  tell  mentality  about 
underage  drinking, 

"As  long  as  the  University  tolerates  violations 
in  the  law  regarding  alcohol  [underage  drinking], 
there  will  always  be  a  problems  with  the  Honor 
Code,  in  a  sense  we  are  engaged  in  a  collective 
dishonor,  and  that  makes  it  difficult  to  make 
honor  plausible  .  .  .  When  two-thirds  of  a  party 
is  drinking  underage,  the  University,  in  a  sense, 
is  endorsing  it.  And  I  think  that  it  creates  a 
climate,  at  least  with  the  Honor  Code,  a  climate 
of  dishonor." 

Despite  the  University's  growth  forcing 
change,  "trust  still  prevails  in  Sewanee"  because 
students  who  respect  the  University's  traditions 
foster  a  strong  respect  for  the  Honor  Code.  Smith 
claims  this  is  proven  by  the  fact  that  he  can  offer 
take-home  tests  for  students,  "They  could  have 
cheated  all  they  want  to,  but  they  honestly  flunked, 
which  is  pretty  good  evidence  that  the  Honor 
Code  is  working."  To  demonstrate  this  trust,  he 
stales,  "Several  students  have  keys  to  this  office." 
And  in  terms  of  trust  in  the  classroom,  Smith 
adds,  "Generally,  Professors  came  in,  passed  out 
the  exam,  left  the  room,  and  then  came  back." 

In  response  to  the  question  of  whether  the 
Honor  Code  was  in  peril  with  the  growing 
population  of  Sewanee,  Smith  claims  the  opposite: 
it  has  "made  [the  Honor  Code]  more  important." 
More  people  living,  working,  and  learning  in 
Sewanee  means  more  opportunities  for  theft, 
cheating,  and  other  dishonorable  activity.  The 
continued  reverence  the  community  feels  for 
the  Honor  Code  will  possibly  prevent  Sewanee 
from  falling  victim  to  the  widespread  dishonest 
conduct  that  is  prevalent  in  larger  universities, 

"I i  makes  us  possible  to  leave  our  dorms  open 
.  . .  you  know,  trust  students  with  information." 

Smith's  experience  with  the  Honor  Code  is  not 
limited  to  observing  from  a  distance.  He  has  been 
a  faculty  advocate  in  numerous  cases,  a  character 
witness  for  many  students,  and  he  has  even  had 
to  refer  students  to  the  Honor  Council  himself. 
While  defending  an  obviously  guilty  student  as 
a  character  witness.  Smith  felt  that  he  was  "up 
against  all  odds."  In  another  case.  Smith  was  a 
faculty  advocate  for  a  student  who  was  accused 
of  stealing  a  standardized  test.  During  the  hearing 
he  admitted  that  he  took  it  from  the  room  and 
threw  it  away  because  of  a  "fear  of  ignorance," 
disappointing  the  teacher,  and  an  insufficient 
knowledge  of  the  exam's  content.  The  Honor 
Council  spent  the  next  three  hours  searching  the 
dumpster  the  student  allegedly  threw  the  test 
paper  into  and  emerged  three  hours  later  with  a 
"soiled,  spoiled,  and  crumbled  test."  The  student 
was  relieved  of  all  charges.  Smith  commented, 
'That  was  an  unusual  application  of  an  Honor 
Council  proceeding." 

"The  Honor  Council  is  an  exemplary 
organization,  it  has  conducted  itself  with 
seriousness  and  a  sense  of  gravity  of  what  they 
were  doing." 

Amidst  all  this  transition,  change,  and 
revision  the  Honor  Code  is  the  consistent  bond 
that  unites  the  student  body,  and  we  have  people 
like  Smith  in  the  community  who  have  witnessed 
its  successes  and  shortcomings  to  testify  that  "the 
Honor  Code  helps  us  sustain  some  continuity  in 
our  system,  but  it's  also  something  that  does  set 
us  apart  from  other  places."

Shakespearean  to  Deliver  Annual  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  Visiting  Scholar  Lecture

Michael  J.  B.  Allen,  Distinguished  Professor 
of  English  at  The  University  of  California 
at  Los  Angeles,  will  speak  at  Sewanee:  The 
University  of  the  South  on  Monday  April  7.  2008. 
at  4:30  in  Convocation  Hall,  as  part  of  the  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  Visiting  Scholar  Program. 

His  lecture,  sponsored  by  the  faculty  of  the 
Beta  of  Tennessee  Chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  at 
Sewanee  and  the  departments  of  English,  Classics 
and  Philosophy  and  the  School  of  Theology,  is 
titled  "The  Flash  and  Outbreak  of  a  Fiery  Mind': 
Protagoras  and  Hamlet."  It  is  open  to  the  public. 

The  talk  will  examine  the  ancient  notion  that 
man  is  the  measure  of  all  things,  and  then  will  go 
on  to  consider  its  importance  for  an  understanding 
of  Shakespeare's  exploration  of  retrospection. 

Allen,  who  holds  a  joint  appointment  in  the 
Department  of  Italian  at  UCLA,  is  a  recipient  of 


the  Eby  Award  for  outstanding  Undergraduate 
Teaching,  and  has  been  a  guest  professor  at  the 
Ashland  Shakespeare  Festival  and  Stratford- 
on-Avon's  Shakespeare  Summer  School.  The 
recipient  of  a  Guggenheim  Fellowship,  he  is 
currently  president  of  the  Renaissance  Society 
of  America  and  was  senior  editor  of  its  journal. 
Renaissance  Quarterly,  from  1993  to  2001. 

His  research  includes  1 3  volumes  of  editions, 
translations,  and  extensive  studies  of  a  number 
of  the  philosophical  works  of  the  Renaissance 
Italian  Platonist,  Marsilio  Ficino.  Most  recently  he 
translated  Ficino 's  Platonic  Theology  which  was 
published  with  the  prestigious  I  Tatti  Renaissance 
Library  Series.  He  has  also  co-authored  Sources 
and  Analogues  of  Old  English  Poetry,  and  co- 
edited  Shakespeare's  Plays  in  Quarto  and  Sir 
Philip  Sidney's  Achievements. 


Everything  You  Need  to  Know 
About  Room  Draw

At  the  end  of  April,  students  will  pack  up  the 
contents  of  their  dorm  rooms  as  they  select 
their  new  homes  for  the  next  school  year.  With 
room  draw  right  around  the  corner,  it  is  worth 
fully  understanding  the  process  to  avoid  the 
disappointment  of  being  dormless  at  the  end  of  the 
semester. 

While  regular  room  draw  begins  on  April  21" 
(for  rising  seniors),  room  selection  for  the  women's 
center,  language  houses,  eco  housing,  off  campus 
housing.  Greek  housing,  and  sub-free  housing 
is  completed  by  April  17lh.  Applications  for  the 
women's  center,  sub-free  housing,  and  off  campus 
housing  are  all  due  on  April  7"\  which  leaves  those 
interested  in  these  living  arrangements  with  just 
over  a  week  to  complete  the  necessary  applications 
and  turn  them  in  to  the  Res  Life  office.  Unlike 
applications  for  sub-free  housing  and  the  women's 
center,  applications  for  off-campus  housing 
cannot  be  found  online.  If  interested,  pick  up  an 
application  from  the  Res  Life  office. 

For  those  participating  in  regular  room  draw, 
the  dates  are  as  follows.  Current  juniors  select 
their  rooms  on  April  21",  sophomores  on  the  22nd, 
and  freshmen  on  the  23rd.  Room  selection  will  take 
place  in  Convocation  Hall.  Also,  keep  in  mind 

§  If  you  are  not  registered  for  classes  for  the 
Advent  semester,  you  will  not  be  allowed  to  sign 
up  for  a  room. 

§  You  cannot  register  for  classes  if  you  have  a 
balance  on  your  account  or  if  you  are  a  sophomore 
who  has  not  declared  a  major.  Hence,  if  you  have  a 
balance  or  are  a  sophomore  who  has  yet  to  declare 
a  major,  get  on  it! 

§  Your  roommate  must  be  with  you  when  you 
sign  up  for  your  room.  If  your  roommate  cannot 
attend  room  draw  (because  of  a  lab  or  other  activity 
excused  by  the  University),  you  must  bring  a 
signed  note  from  him  or  her  explaining  why  he  or 
she  is  not  there  and  stating  that  he  or  she  agrees  to 
live  in  the  room  you  have  picked. 

§  One  senior  may  fill  a  suite  (with  all 
suitemates  present).  If  wishing  to  include  a  junior 
or  sophomore  suitemate,  however,  that  student 
must  wait  until  it  is  his  or  her  already  assigned  turn 
to  fill  the  remaining  spot  in  that  suite. 

§  People  studying  abroad  next  semester  are  not 
to  participate  in  room  draw.  It  is  not  acceptable 


conduct,  and  it  is  not  fair  to  those  students  who 
will  be  here  in  the  fall. 

§  The  floor  plans  for  each  dorm  will  be  posted 
outside  of  the  Res  Life  office  and  present  at  the 
actual  room  draw.  Each  day,  the  rooms  taken  will 
be  marked  as  such  and  reposted  so  that  students 
can  go  into  their  selection  period  knowing,  more 
or  less,  what  is  available  to  them. 

§  Sub-free  housing  is  intended  for  those 
students  who  are  committed  to  the  goals  of  the 
program.  It  is  not  a  gateway  for  a  nice  room.  (Every 
year  the  University  has  problems  with  people  who 
apply  for  sub  free  housing  and  turn  it  down  if  they 
are  placed  somewhere  other  than  their  first  choice 
dormitory.) 

§  Everything  you  could  possibly  need  to  know 
is  on  the  Res  Life  website:  http://www2. sewanee. 
edu/reslife/roomselection. 

There  is  an  overwhelming  possibility  (almost 
an  inevitable  certainty,  really)  that  not  everyone 
will  leave  for  summer  vacation  knowing  where 
they  are  living  next  semester.  Consistent  with 
the  projected  number  of  incoming  freshmen, 
410  spaces  have  been  set  aside  for  the  class  of 
2012.  On  the  upside,  there  will  not  be  nearly  as 
much  of  a  housing  crunch  as  there  was  earlier 
this  year,  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  only  30  or 
so  students  will  be  returning  from  abroad  (instead 
of  the  98  who  returned  at  the  beginning  of  this 
semester).  Also,  in  response  to  the  ongoing  rumors 
concerning  lottery  numbers  (e.g.  certain  letters 
with  which  last  names  begin,  etc.  receive  better 
room  draw  numbers),  Nicky  Hamilton  assures 
us  that  the  computer  program  the  University  uses 
to  allot  lottery  numbers  operates  completely  at 
random  and  diat  no  individual  has  anything  to  do 
with  the  numbers  which  each  student  is  assigned. 
It  is  a  simple  luck  of  the  draw.  For  those  freshmen 
who  fell  to  the  bottom  of  the  room  draw  pit,  do 
not  abandon  hope  just  yet.  It  is  not  altogether 
unheard  of  for  people  without  room  assignments 
to  wind  up  with  a  better  deal  than  their  seemingly 
more  fortunate  peers.  Many  such  students  in  the 
past  have  returned  in  the  fall  and  unloaded  their 
belongings  in  the  Sewanee  Inn  or  a  large  room  in 
one  of  the  nicer  dorms  on  campus.

Rehab  and  Aroma  Therapy: 
Magdalene  House's  Quest  to  Get 
Women  Off  of  the  Streets

Magdalene  House  is  a  non-profit  rehabilitation 
community  for  women  who  have  struggled 
with  prostitution  and  drug  use.  It  was  started  by 
Sewanee  alum  Becca  Stevens,  who  Lisa,  one  of 
the  women  who  spoke  at  Thursday's  Pinnacle 
Luncheon  at  the  Women's  Center,  described  as, 
"an  angel.  She's  my  angel."  The  community  is 
made  up  of  four  houses  that  are  inhabited  by  a 
total  of  21  women.  The  rehabilitation  takes  place 
over  a  two-year  period  that  tries  to  break  the  hold 
that  drugs  have  over  these  women,  thus  preparing 
them  to  re-enter  society  as  productive,  contributing 
members. 

On  Thursday,  two  representatives  of  Magdalene 
House  came  to  speak:  Lisa  (mentioned  above)  and 
Gwynn.  The  majority  of  the  speaking  was  done  by 
Gwynn,  who  began  by  relating  her  experiences  as 
a  child  that  led  to  her  life  of  crime  and  addiction. 
For  her,  drugs  were  just  a  common  household  item: 
both  of  her  parents  habitually  used  in  front  of  her. 
She  recalled  that  she  and  her  mother  often  smoked 
marijuana  together,  ingraining  in  her  the  idea 
that  drugs  were  just  a  part  of  life.  Her  childhood 
was  not  only  plagued  by  the  constant  presence  of 
narcotics,  but  by  abuse  from  nearly  every  member 
of  her  family.  This  lack  of  affection  carried  over 
into  her  marriage  and  life  as  a  mother. 

At  26,  she  was  introduced  to  crack  cocaine 
and  she  notes  this  as  the  major  downward  spiral 
in  her  life.  She  recalls,  choking  back  her  tears, 
"I  couldn't  even  think  about  my  kids,  loving  my 
kids.  All  I  could  think  about  was  that  next  hit.  just 
when  I  was  getting  it,  where  it  was  coming  from. 
That's  it,  just  that  next  hit."  Here,  she  found  herself 
just  repeating  the  mistakes  of  her  mother  and  so 
bogged  down  in  her  own  drug  use  that  she  could 
not  show  any  affection  towards  her  children,  or 
towards  anyone. 

Gwynn  came  to  Magdalene  House  after  her 
third  felony,  seeing  it  as  the  only  way  to  break 


what  she  called  a  "vicious  cycle."  After  being 
released  from  prison  the  first  two  times,  she  saw 
no  other  options  but  to  return  to  the  streets,  often 
taking  up  prostitution  to  pay  for  her  drug  habit,  and 
rehashing  the  life  that  had  put  her  behind  bars  in 
the  first  place.  Upon  the  suggestion  by  her  lawyer, 
Gwynn  enrolled  in  the  Magdalene  House,  hoping 
to  conquer  her  addiction. 

Magdalene  House  for  her  was,  and  still  is  (she 
has  completed  14  months  of  her  two-year  stay), 
a  place  of  refuge.  She  called  it  "a  place  of  love. 
[The]  kind  of  love  I  expected  from  my  family  but 
never  got."  She  feels  now  as  if  she  has  gamed 
the  strength  to  overcome  her  addictions,  and  lead 
a  more  normal,  fulfilling  life.  She  notes  that  her 
surroundings  have  not  changed,  she  still  sees  drug 
deals  transpiring  on  the  streets  flanking  the  house, 
and  even  sometimes  in  a  fellow  Magdalene  House 
resident  who  succumbs  to  temptation.  She  feels 
what  has  changed  is  her:  "I  no  longer  feel  the  need 
to  use  [or]  the  need  to  buy  drugs.  I  feel  free." 

The  Magdalene  House  is  not  simply  a  place 
of  rehabUitation.  It  does  not  expect  its  residents 
to  just  wake  up  the  day  of  their  second  year  and 
find  work  immediately.  They  provide  an  outlet 
to  ease  the  women  into  the  workplace:  Thistle 
Farms.  Thistle  Farms  is  a  business  owned  by  the 
Magdalene  House  and  operated  by  its  residents. 
It  makes  a  variety  of  bath  products  ranging  from 
aroma  therapy  candles  to  bath  salts  to  balms.  All  of 
the  products  are  handmade  by  the  workers  and  all 
proceeds  go  back  to  the  Magdalene  House. 

Lisa,  whose  story  is  very  similar  to  Gwynn 's, 
notes  the  significance  of  the  candles,  saying,  "The 
candles  are  the  most  important.  Each  candle  lit  is 
for  a  woman  on  the  streets,  hoping  that  she  find 
her  way."  To  Gwynn,  and  all  the  other  residents  of 
Magdalene  House,  it  is  not  just  a  rehab  center  or  a 
preferable  option  to  prison  or  the  streets,  it,  as  Lisa 
put  it  in  her  closing  words,  "offers  a  way  out." 
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A  Haitian  Adventure:  Sewanee  Outreach  Trip

Over  spring  break,  I  went  to  Haiti  with  the  Sewanee  Outreach 
Tnp,  along  with  twenty  five  other  blancs,  or  "whities,"  as 
we  would  come  to  be  known.  It  was  an  incredible  tnp,  a  trip  I 
highly  recommend  for  anyone  who  wishes  to  step  outside  their 
comfort  zone  and  experience  an  incredible  place  unlike  anywhere 
they've  been.  It  would  be  impossible  to  quantify  the  trip  and  what 
it  meant  to  me  in  the  space  given,  just  like  quantifying  something 
as  abstract  as,  say.  love  (I  love  you  THIS  much  never  really 
does  it),  so  I  won't  try.  Instead,  I'll  share  some  of  my  favorite 
memories  from  the  trip 

Our  second  day  in  Haiti,  we  set  up  a  clinic  in  a  small  town 
called  Marselline,  ten  minutes  outside  of  Les  Cayes.  (Brief  note: 
during  our  four  days  of  medical  and  dental  work  in  Haiti,  we 
saw  some  350  patients)  There  were  enough  students  to  aide  both 
Dr.  Matt  and  DP,  Dr.  Bruce  Baird  and  Sandy,  and  to  staff  the 
pharmacy,  so  Ben  Pursell.  Charlie  Alvis.  Sam  Hedges,  Jesse 
Pitcher  and  I  followed  Crazy  Legs  Dixon  Myers  off  on  an 
adsenture 

First  we  rode  atop  Juliana  (our  bus)  to  a  women's  protest 
march,  then  to  a  graveyard  to  scope  out  the  scene.  There  were 
goats  and  cows  tied  up  in  the  graveyard,  upon  all  of  which  I  led 
a  blitzkrieg-type  petting  attack,  all  of  which  were  unsuccessful. 
That  was  when  I  discovered  in  myself  a  burning  desire  to  pet 
livestock,  especially  goats  and  pigs,  a  desire  which  I  could 
have  never  known  then  would  be  fulfilled  shortly  The  old  and 
probably  crazy  man  who  watched  the  graveyard,  told  us  about 
a  local  voodoo  priest,  or  Hungan.  who  could  fly  at  night.  Sadly, 
it  wasn't  night,  but  the  voodoo  spirits  beckoned,  and  we  left  the 
graveyard  on  our  way  to  visit  the  man.  When  we  got  back  out 
into  the  street,  there  was  a  baby  goat  tied  to  a  post.  I  pet  him 
without  to  much  complaint  on  the  goat's  behalf,  which  earned 
me  fulfillment,  but  also  hurtful  ridicule  from  the  Haitians  who 
laughed  at  my  silly  blanc  ways  from  their  stoop 

It  was  a  normal  house,  and  after  explaining  to  the  Hungan  that 
we  wanted  to  see  a  traditional  ceremony,  we  were  told  to  sit  and 
wait  while  he  entered  a  small  hut.  Only  then  did  we  notice  the 
two  large  urns,  two  crosses,  the  human  skull,  two  plastic  baby 
legs  sticking  straight-up  out  of  the  ground,  and  most  disturbingly, 
a  decapitated  Barbie  head.  The  drums  started,  some  chants,  and 
the  power  of  the  ceremony  could  be  felt  in  the  air. 

Finally  we  were  beckoned  into  the  small  hut.  The  Hungan.  who 
had  previously  worn  a  simple  beater,  was  now  wearing  a  Mexican 
sombrero,  glasses  and  beads.  He  told  us  first  that  there  would  be 
no  set  price,  but  we  should  give  him  something  for  his  troubles. 
The  drumming  outside  persisted  until  our  Hungan  tinkled  a  bell, 
which  made  the  noise  from  outside  stop  immediately.  He  asked 
if  we  had  any  questions,  and  someone  in  our  group  asked  whose 
skull  it  was  on  the  table.  Just  then,  a  boy  walked  in  from  outside 
to  adjust  something,  and  the  Hungan  pointed  at  him  and  said  it 
was  the  boy's  mother's.  So  there  that  was.  He  asked  if  any  of  us 
wanted  a  voodoo  bath,  to  make  us  stronger.  I  volunteered,  hoping 
that  if  something  went  wrong,  our  accompanying  doctors  would 
have  some  ointment  or  antibiotic  for  crazy  voodoo  magic. 

The  drums  started  up  again  and  the  Hungan  poured  an 
assortment  of  oils  and  things  into  a  basin.  I  was  told  to  take  off 
my  clothes  (except  for  my  boxers),  and  the  pulsing  beat  of  the 
drums  and  the  tribal  chants  comforted  me.  I  watched  the  Hungan 
make  his  concoction,  until  I  wondered  why  he  had  a  cheese 


grater  on  his  desk.  My  question  was  answered  when  he  began 
to  grate  the  boy's  mother's  skull  into  the  basin  with  his  oils.  So 
there  that  was. 

They  rubbed  me  down  pretty  thoroughly  in  the  skull  juice, 
which  caused  a  not  all  unpleasing  tingly  sensation.  Ben  Pursell 
was  next,  but  the  rest  of  our  assorted  crew  had  said  they  had 
been  rubbed  by  skull  juice  potion  one  too  many  times.  When  the 
ceremony  was  over,  we  were  told  we  were  as  strong  as  oxen,  able 
to  take  a  bullet  without  being  hurt.  The  Hungan  took  out  another 
skull  and  started  grinding  it  into  the  basin.  He  pulled  out  a  femur 
from  somewhere  and  added  that  to  the  mix.  For  good  measure, 
he  pulled  out  a  leg  bone  and  added  it  for  taste.  He  took  a  scoop 
of  the  bone  meal  and  wolfed  it  down.  He  said  it  would  make  our 
insides  strong,  but  after  some  careful  deliberation,  we  passed  on 
the  feast.  We  were  surprised  when  our  translator  and  kids  from 
outside  eagerly  took  the  leftovers,  scoopfuls  at  a  time.  Ben  and 
I  were  given  copies  of  a  voodoo  protection  slip  which,  we  were 
told,  we  could  present  to  any  shaman  in  a  dark  alley,  and  they 
would  let  us  pass  unharmed.  (We  later  pulled  these  out  in  Port- 
Au-Prince  and  held  them  defiantly  against  the  window). 

Another  fond  memory,  probably  most  touching  to  my  heart,  is 
the  memory  of  a  little  Haitian  child  named  Kevin.  We  met  Kevin 
at  our  clinic  in  Marselline.  just  outside  of  Camp-Pemn.  I  won't 
go  into  great  depth  because,  frankly,  thinking  about  the  distance 
between  me  and  Kevin  right  now  hurts  too  much,  but  I  will  say 
that,  for  me,  there  is  Haiti  B.K.  (Before  Kevin),  and  Haiti  A.K. 
In  the  simplest  terms,  Kevin  is  Ben  Pursell  and  my  Haitian  love 
child,  he  the  father.  I  the  mother  (for  a  few  reasons,  namely  that  I 
am  the  more  nurturing  of  the  two,  and  because  I  lactate). 

Our  last  day  in  Haiti,  we  went  to  Cange  and  Zanmi  Lasante. 
For  those  of  you  who  have  read  Mountains  Beyond  Mountains, 
you'll  remember  Cange  as  the  mythical  place  where  Paul  Farmer 
and  Pierre  Lafontaine  built  a  health  clinic  in  hopes  of  treating 
resistant  strains  of  TB.  I  had  envisioned  a  small  hut  atop  a 
dusty  hill,  but  what  I  found  was  anything  but,  Zanmi  Lasante 


is  a  huge  complex,  replete  with  a  very  nice  visitor's  dormitory, 
an  impressive  church,  school,  library,  pig-complex  thing,  a 
fully  functioning  hospital,  and  lots  of  other  stuff.  We  got  a  VIP 
tour  that  day.  which  took  us  around  the  complex  and  finally  to 
Paul  Farmer's  house,  which  was  both  a  humbling  and  titillating 
experience  at  the  same  time.  We  also  met  Pierre  Lafontaine,  who 
seems  to  be  an  extraordinary  man.  and  perhaps  the  main  reason 
that  Zanmi  Lasante  exists  at  all.  I  can  also  now  say  for  certain 
that  I've  shaken  the  hand  of  a  man  who's  shaken  the  hand  of  Paul 
Farmer.  And  how  sweet  it  is. 

A  few  points  of  interest:  we  met  Patch  Adams,  yes,  that  Patch 
Adams,  twice,  once  in  the  beginning  of  the  trip,  and  once  in  the 
end.  Patch  clowns  in  third  world  countries  and  wears  interesting 
garb,  prompting  Chane  Rennie  to  say.  "I  just  wanted  to  hug  him 
and  steal  his  pants." 

Haiti  is  so  barren  because,  during  the  Duvalier  regime, 
Haitians  started  cutting  down  all  of  their  trees  to  either  make 
coal,  to  use  for  fence-posts,  or  other  wood-worthy  projects.  The 
land  was  stripped  bare  of  its  trees,  and  the  top-soil  began  its  long, 
unfaltering  march  to  the  sea.  Reforestation  projects  have,  in  large 
part,  been  unsuccessful  because  to  a  starving  Haitian,  a  tree  is 
worth  more  chopped  down  then  standing  up.  Mango  co-ops, 
valuable  because  the  trees  are  worthwhile  standing,  have  begun 
to  develop,  especially  in  the  mountainous  region  where  Camp- 
Pemn  lies. 

All  of  the  pigs  in  Haiti  are  black. 

Wydef  Jean  is  a  national  hero  whom  they  have  begged  on 
many  occasions  to  be  president.  He  keeps  on  refusing,  but  it  is 
believed  that  he  is  the  one  man  who  could  unite  the  island. 

There  was  more,  lots  more,  but  again,  it'd  be  impossible  to 
capture  it  all  with  limited  space.  To  whoever  is  looking  for  an 
experience  which  has  in  store  a  good  old  paradigm  shift,  Haiti 
is  a  place  you  should  consider.  Dixon  Myers,  Angela  Galbreath, 
and  the  rest  of  the  adults  who  look  after  you  are  all  amazing 
people  and  allow  you  to  discover  Haiti  however  you  will.

And  you'll  have  to  excuse  me  if  I 
didn't  make  it  to  the  events  on  Good  Friday 
either;  I  was  too  busy  getting  my  homework 
for  Monday  done  so  that  I  wouldn't  have  to 
work  over  Easter  weekend. 

For  students  at  Wheaton.  Westmont.  Oral 
Roberts.  Belmont,  Southeastern.  Grove  City. 
Hillsdale  and  many,  many  other  Christian 
colleges  and  universities  across  the  country, 
last  Friday  was  one  of  the  most  important 
days  on  the  Christian  calendar.  Even  Rhodes 
canceled  school  on  Good  Friday.  I  also  found 
secular  schools  like  Claremont  McKenna  in 
California  that  timed  their  spring  break  so 
that  it  overlaps  with  the  Easter  weekend.  For 
many  Sewanee  students,  last  Friday  was  just 
another  day  of  school. 

Why  does  Sewanee.  a  school  that  likes  to 
call  itself  Christian,  persist  in  holding  classes 
on  Good  Friday  even  though  virtually  no 
other  Christian  colleges  across  the  country  do 
so?  What  makes  the  Sewanee  administration 
think  they  are  right  and  the  dozens  (if  not 
hundreds)  of  other  Christian  schools  have  it 
wrong? 

According  to  a  2001  statement— which 
the  Office  of  Communications  says  is  still 
the  University's  official  stance  — it  is  because 
"the  result  for  many  years  has  been  that 
the  All  Saints'  Chapel  services  on  Maundy 
Thursday,  Good  Friday,  Easter  Eve,  and 
Easter  are  among  the  most  moving  in  the  life 


of  the  Sewanee  community."  The  statement 
also  says  that  the  University  has,  in  the  past, 
considered  shortening  spring  break  by  two 
days  in  order  to  cancel  classes  on  Good 
Friday  and  Easter  Monday,  however  "in  every 
instance,  careful  consideration  has  led  to  the 
conclusion  that  maintaining  the  established 
tradition  is  the  right  choice  for  Sewanee." 

What  of  the  Methodists.  Baptists, 
Lutherans,  and  Presbyterians  who  do  not 
feel  comfortable  attending  an  Episcopal 
service  and  would  much  rather  spend  Easter 
with  their  family  at  their  church  in  a  setting 
they  are  comfortable  in?  I  fail  to  see  how 
shortening  spring  break  by  two  days  in  order 
to  cancel  classes  on  Good  Friday  and  Easter 
Monday  would  not  be  in  the  best  interests  of 
all  involved.  People  of  other  denominations 
who  live  close  by  could  go  home  to  be  with 
their  families  for  what  is  arguably  the  most 
important  holiday  on  the  Christian  calendar. 
Episcopalians  who  wished  to  stay  on  campus 
could  do  so,  and  they  would  have  the  chance 
to  fully  participate  in  all  of  the  Easter  weekend 
activities  without  having  to  worry  about  their 
classes.  The  non-Chnstian  students  would 
surely  enjoy  the  four  day  weekend. 

Focus  again  on  that  last  sentence  from  the 
statement.  I  do  not  wish  to  unfairly  demonize 
the  administration,  because  I  think  that  they 
mean  well,  but  the  actions  of  the  school  seem 
to  reflect  more  of  a  concern  for  the  school's 
own  well-being  than  that  of  the  students.  If 
we  are  to  call  ourselves  a  Christian  school, 
should  not  the  spiritual  health  of  the  student 
body  be  given  more  consideration  than  the 
size  of  the  service  at  All  Saints'?

Last  August,  thirteen  new 
international  students  arrived 
at  Sewanee.  These  students  come 
from  a  variety  of  different  countries- 
China,  France,  Germany,  Hungary, 
Japan,  Malaysia,  Pakistan,  Russia, 
South  Africa,  Spain  and  the  Ukraine. 
Now,  their  second  semester  at 
Sewanee  is  drawing  to  a  close. 
While  the  international  freshmen 
are  looking  forward  to  three  more 
years  on  the  Mountain,  this  year's 
six  exchange  students  will  return  to 
their  home  countries  within  a  few 
weeks.  During  their  time  here,  all 
of  them  have  added  to  the  campus' 
cultural  variety  and  have  become  a 
part  of  the  Sewanee  community.

Welcome  to  the  Neighborhood: 

Tuckaway  and  Hunter  Go  Co-Ed

Next  semester,  a  man  ducking 
out  of  Hunter  or  a  woman 
exiting  Tuckaway  in  the 
morning  will  likely  not  mark  a  walk 
of  shame  but  the  end  of  these  dorms' 
existence  as  single-sex  residence 
halls.  In  a  few  weeks,  for  the  first 
time,  both  men  and  women  will  be 
able  to  acquire  rooms  in  Tuckaway 
and  Hunter,  both  of  which  have 
served  as  single-sex  dorms  up  until 
this  point. 

The  conversion  of  Tuckaway  from 
an  all-male  dorm  to  a  co-ed  dorm  is 
mainly  the  result  of  two  problems 
that  have  consistently  frustrated  the 


residential  life  system.  One  ever- 
present  issue  is  the  fact  that,  without 
the  alteration  of  either  Elliott  or 
Tuckaway,  senior  women  (who  are 
not  in  suites)  have  no  real  chance  to 
live  in  an  air-conditioned  single  room 
on  central  campus.  Perhaps  even  more 
notably,  over  the  past  several  years, 
the  women  to  men  ratio  of  Sewanee 
students  has  increased  considerably, 
leaving  the  University  with  the 
predicament  of  finding  enough 
rooms  for  all  the  female  students 
each  semester.  (The  female  to  male 
rations  for  the  classes  of  2009,  2010, 
and  2011  are  roughly  53/47,  52/48, 
and  54/46,  respectively).  And  with 


this  trend  showing  no  immediate 
end  (the  projected  female  to  male 
ration  for  the  class  of  20 1 2  is  52/48), 
it  became  apparent  that  dormitory 
modifications  would  be  needed  to 
adequately  accommodate  all  of  the 
University's  students. 

If  the  problem  is  a  shortage  of 
rooms  for  women,  why  make  Hunter 
co-ed  as  well?  Simply  put,  with  co- 
ed dorms,  the  ratios  can  be  skewed 
to  make  room  for  everyone.  And 
with  the  upcoming  implementation 
of  the  Living  Learning  communities, 
Hunter  has  been  chosen  to  provide  the 
possibility  for  a  sustainability  dorm.

In  the  fall  of  2006,  six  Sewanee 
students  entered  into  a  difficult, 
long-term  commitment  with  the 
Art  department  and  a  chosen  medium. 
The  individual  work  that  began  in 
their  Junior  Tutorial  class  nearly  four 
semesters  ago  culminates  this  month 
with  the  Senior  Art  Exhibition  held  in 
the  Nabit  Art  Building.  Four  of  the  six 
senior  Art  majors  are  seeking  honors, 
which  requires  a  separate  seminar 
class,  thesis  paper  and  exhibition, 
as  well  as  a  public  presentation  and 
defense  of  the  exhibition. 

First  to  present  on  March  27  was 
Lauren  Busey,  using  sculpted  body 
parts  of  various  materials  to  explore 
the  way  we  perceive  cultural  symbols 
and  archetypes.  Wooden  bones,  wax 
vertebrae,  and  steel  lungs  are  only  a 
few  of  the  many  impressive  pieces 
Lauren  created  for  her  final  exhibition 
at  Sewanee.  "I  am  attempting  to  use 
the  body  as  a  common  language,  and 
I  am  playing  off  of  the  different  ways 
that  the  body  has  been  understood, 
both  literally  and  metaphorically, 
throughout  history  to  create  stories. 


Art  Exhibit 

The  intention  is  to  embody  what  is 
difficult  to  know  and  to  understand. 
Therefore,  the  manipulations  of  the 
body  -  the  cuts,  the  extensions  and 
the  reconfigurations  -  are  meant 
to  symbolically  represent  inner 
thoughts  and  feelings.  By  making  the 
sculptures  in  materials  such  as  steel, 
bronze  and  wood,  I  am  rendering 
these  "thoughts  and  feelings"  as  fixed 
objects  in  the  context  of  time.  And  in 
this  way,  I  hope  to  make  it  possible  to 
reflect  on  the  fluidity  of  time  and  its 
impact  on  experiences." 

Last  Thursday,  Angela  Berry 
presented  her  photography  exhibit 
and  accompanying  thesis,  entitled 
Looking,  Seeing,  Comprehending, 
in  which  she  discusses  the  effects 
of  visual  experience  in  the 
understanding  of  our  surroundings, 
and  how  those  three  different  ways 
of  viewing  the  world  -  looking, 
seeing,  comprehending  -  vary  and 
work  together  to  affect  our  idea  of 
what  is  going  on  around  us.

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in  an  isolated  American  community,  therefore, 
has  often  taken  considerable  effort.  Because 
of  Sewanee 's  lack  of  public  transportation,  the 
international  students  sometimes  experience  a 
feeling  of  being  "stuck  on  the  Mountain."  Over 
time,  however,  they  have  also  learned  to  enjoy 
Sewanee 's  beauty.  They  have  realized  that  there 
are  advantages  to  living  in  such  a  rural  area. 
"Living  close  together  with  other  students  in  a 
small  place  like  Sewanee  made  it  easy  to  make 
fnends,"  says  Delphine  Bouaud,  an  exchange 
student  from  Nantes,  France.  Yana  Dyachuk, 
exchange  student  from  St.  Petersburg,  Russia, 
adds  that  "the  atmosphere  here  in  Sewanee 
really  helps  you  concentrate  on  studying,  and 
I've  come  to  like  that." 

Students  truly  value  the  academic  aspects 
of  then  experience  at  Sewanee.  They  enjoy 
that  classes  are  smaller  than  they  are  in  their 
home  countries,  and  that  professors  make  time 
for  their  students'  needs.  "In  Russia,  I've  often 
had  classes  with  more  than  a  hundred  students. 
The  professors  don't  know  you  by  name  and 
you  don't  greet  each  other  on  the  street.  I 
like  that  this  is  different  in  Sewanee."  Yana 
Dyachuk  comments.  Some  of  the  freshmen 
point  out  another  aspect,  which  they  enjoy 
about  their  academic  life.  Jia  Wem  Pan  from 
Kuching,  Malaysia,  and  Ximeng  Cissie  Zhang 
from  Chong  Qing,  China,  agree  that  professors 
in  Sewanee  encourage  their  students  to  ask 
questions  and  think  critically.  "In  Malaysia,  you 
mainly  memorize  textbooks,  and  that's  it,"  Jia 
Wern  Pan  says. 

The  professors  at  the  University  are  an 
integral  part  of  the  Sewanee  experience,  but  they 
are  not  the  only  people  that  have  been  important 
to  the  international  students.  In  fact,  many  of 
the  international  students'  experiences  have 
centered  around  the  other  Sewanee  community 
members.  Theresa  Scholz.  exchange  student 
from  Aschaffenburg.  Germany  and  Delphine 
Bouaud  both  think  that  they  have  gained  a  better 
understanding  of  American  culture  through 
living  and  interacting  with  people  at  Sewanee. 


Delphine  Bouaud  elaborates:  "One  of  my  first 
impressions  when  I  came  to  Sewanee  was  that 
people  are  nice  and  welcoming.  They  consider 
you  a  friend  right  from  the  beginning,  which  is 
different  in  France,  where  it  takes  a  long  time 
to  reach  that  status.  Many  French  people  have 
an  image  of  Americans  as  being  friendly,  but 
not  sincere.  I  would  say  that  this  is  not  true. 
I  understand  much  better  now  that  being  so 
friendly  is  just  part  of  their  culture." 

Mimi  Yamaguchi.  exchange  student  from 
Tokyo,  Japan,  also  enjoys  the  friendliness  of 
people  in  Sewanee.  She  has  realized,  though, 
that  it  is  harder  in  Sewanee  than  in  other  places 
to  lose  one's  international  status.  "It  seems  to 
me  that  most  Sewanee  students  come  from 
a  similar  social  background.  Maybe  that  is 
the  reason  why  you  always  stand  out  as  an 
international.  I  used  to  go  to  an  international 
school  in  Canada  as  a  child.  People  there  came 
from  a  variety  of  different  backgrounds  and  no 
matter  what  ethnicity  or  background  you  had, 
you  did  not  stand  out  at  all."  Debbie  Jonkers, 
a  freshman  from  South  Africa,  who  was  a 
student  at  the  University  of  the  Western  Cape 
before  coming  to  Sewanee,  shares  a  similar 
experience.  She  also  perceives  Sewanee  as  less 
diverse  than  her  former  school.  Nevertheless, 
she  feels  comfortable  at  Sewanee.  because  all 
people  are  warm  hearted  and  friendly. 

This  year's  exchange  students,  who  will 
return  home  in  a  few  weeks,  agree  that  what 
they  will  miss  the  most  are  the  people  of 
Sewanee.  Theresa  Scholz  and  Yana  Dyachuk. 
both  residents  of  Sewanee  language  houses, 
say  that  they  will  miss  the  camaraderie 
amongst  the  many  language  house  residents. 
Kay  MacKenzie,  International  and  Academic 
specialist,  comments  that  the  international 
students  will  be  missed  as  well.  "International 
students  always  bring  a  tremendous  diversity 
of  culture  and  variety  to  the  campus,"  she  says. 
"They  provide  perspectives  on  everything,  to 
which  we  Americans  aren't  normally  exposed."

"Sexual  Assault  in 
Sewanee"

There  comes  a  time  when  every  community 
has  to  examine  its  own  values  to 
determine  what  it  truly  believes,  and  we  of 
Sewanee  Men  Against  Rape  believe  that  at 
this  time  we  need  to  rum  a  penetrating  gaze  to 
the  issue  of  Sexual  Assault  and  Rape  on  this 
campus.  Some  might  say,  "But  Sewanee  is  a 
safe  place—  why  else  would  they  call  it  the 
'Sewanee  Bubble?'"  Others  might  say,  "Yes, 
we  all  know  that  sexual  assault  is  a  problem 
here,  just  like  everywhere.  What  can  we  do 
about  it?  Why  is  it  our  concern?"  Sewanee 
Men  Against  Rape  is  of  the  belief  that  this  does 
occur  here,  and  that  it  is  a  problem  that  we  as 
a  community  must  address.  Only  through  the 
involvement  of  the  entire  community  can  this 
issue  be  properly  addressed  with  any  lasting 
impact. 

If  we  are  to  examine  sexual  assault  at 
Sewanee,  an  excellent  place  to  start  is  by 
examining  the  University's  sexual  assault 
policy.  The  University  catalogue  defines 
sexual  assault  as  "sexual  contact  and/or 
activity  that  takes  place  without  the  effective 
consent  of  the  other  individual^)  involved. 
Sexual  activity  with  someone  a  person 
knows  to  be,  or  should  know  to  be,  mentally 
or  physically  incapacitated  (because  of 
disability,  alcohol  or  other  drug  use,  sleep, 
unconsciousness,  or  bodily  restraint)  is  a 
violation  of  this  policy." 

We  feel  that  overall  this  is  an  adequate 
definition  for  sexual  assault,  set  down  by 
the  administration  of  this  University.  It  is 
especially  worth  noting  that  this  definition 
specifically  includes  intoxication  from 
alcohol  and  drugs,  a  caveat  often  overlooked 
by  the  student  body  as  a  whole.  Alcohol's 
influence  on  cases  of  sexual  assault  is 
undeniable.  Dean  of  Students  Eric  Hartman 
says  that  in  his  experience,  every  single  case 
has  involved  alcoholic  intoxication,  so  we 
can  not  deny  its  impact.  While  this  is  an 
entirely  adequate  definition  of  sexual  assault, 
we  feel  that  often  the  problem  with  policy 
comes  with  its  application. 

Most  students  at  this  University  have 
been  exposed  to  some  type  of  sexual  assault 
education,  whether  with  formal  presentations, 
or  with  the  many  posters,  flyers,  and  pamphlets 
that  permeate  the  campus  dorms  and  class 
buildings.  The  Women's  Center  sponsors  an 
Understanding  Sexual  Assault  Week  every 
year,  and  Cookies  and  Condoms  has  become 
mandatory  for  all  freshmen.  Despite  all  of 
this,  we  as  a  group  cannot  help  but  question 
both  the  administration's  rhetoric  of  caring 
as  well  as  this  community's  commitment  to 
preventing  and  understanding  sexual  assault. 
We  realize  that  this  is  a  harsh  statement, 
yet  over  and  over,  both  as  a  group  and  as 
individuals  concerned  with  this  issue,  we  arc 
presented  with  often  mishandled  and  ignored 
incidents  of  sexual  assault.  The  problem 
here  is  twofold— the  inadequate  system  for 
addressing  sexual  assault  presented  by  the 
administration,  and  the  lack  of  support  for 
victims  of  sexual  assault  in  the  community. 
Dean  Hartman  has  told  us  that  his  experiences 
with  our  group  are  the  first  time  that  anyone, 
male  or  female,  has  taken  issue  with  the  way 
sexual  assault  cases  are  handled,  except  to 
argue  on  the  side  of  the  responsible  party. 

It  is  always  easy  to  condemn  those  in 
power  for  the  shortcomings  of  the  system,  but 
we  feel  there  are  significant  problems  to  do  so 
on  tins  issue  without  fear  ol  sensationalism. 
After  interviewing  numerous  victims  ol 
sexual  assault,  some  of  whom  brought  formal 
charges  through  the  university,  and  some  who 
chose  not  to,  a  disturbing  pattern  emerged. 


All  of  the  women  interviewed  felt  an  acute 
lack  of  support,  both  from  the  administration 
and  the  community  itself.  Various  ladies 
said  they  felt  "completely  trivialized."  that 
they  experienced  "condescending  attitudes'" 
from  (he  administration,  and  felt  diey  had  "to 
run  away"  because  they  did  not  feel  safe  on 
campus.  These  quotes  portray  a  failing  of 
both  the  administration  and  the  community, 
and  we  of  Sewanee  Men  Against  Rape  feel 
that  as  a  community  we  need  to  ask  some 
hard  questions.  Why  do  the  victims  of  sexual 
assault  feel  unsupported  on  this  campus? 
Why  are  the  women  who  do  pursue  formal 
charges  so  often  vilified  by  the  students  of 
this  University,  as  is  often  the  case?  Why 
do  women  feel  discouraged  from  pursuing 
action  after  being  sexually  assaulted? 

These  questions  all  need  to  be  answered, 
but  they  beg  two  bigger  questions.     What 
about  our  community  fosters  the  attitude  that 
sexual  assault  is  not  that  big  a  deal,  that  it  can 
be  tolerated  to  the  extent  that  it  is?  Of  course, 
we  feel  the  most  penetrating  and  hardest 
question  to  ask  is  this:  Does  our  perception 
of  Sewanee  as  a  safe  place  shadow  or  affect 
m   any    way   our   attitudes   or   perceptions 
toward  sexual  assault  on  this  campus?  This 
last  question  seems  at  first  irrelevant,  yet 
we  believe  that  it  is  the  culmination  of  all 
the  previous  questions  posed.    Is  it  so  hard 
to  believe  that  the  administration's  attempts 
to  portray  Sewanee  as  a  Utopian  society, 
free  of  the  dangers  that  plague  the  outside 
world,  might  lead  to  some  efforts  to  suppress 
this  issue?    Could  it  be  that  as  students,  we 
attempt  to  rationalize  this  idea  by  systemically 
refusing  to  believe  that  sexual  assault  occurs 
here,  and  that  when  it  does  happen  the  victim 
was  engaging  in  some  abnormal  behavior 
that  we  can  simply  avoid  to  prevent  it  from 
happening  to  us?    The  fact  of  the  matter  is 
our  University  handles  cases  of  sexual  assault 
from  behind  closed  doors,  often  discourages 
victims    from    pressing    criminal    charges, 
and  assigns  a  penalty  to  sexual  assault  less 
severe  than  being  caught  with  hard  drugs. 
Contingent  with  this  is  that  we  as  a  student 
body  not  only  seem  to  agree  with  this  policy 
through  our  silence,  but  also  that  victims 
are  often  discouraged  from  coming  forward 
simply  because  they  fear  vilification  by  their 
friends  and  the  community  at  large. 

Yet  this  sad  situation  does  not  have  to 
endure.  The  tragedy  of  sexual  assault  can  be 
successfully  addressed,  but  we  must  address 
it  as  a  community,  whole  and  complete— 
men    and  women,  students  and  professors, 
administrators  and  alumni.     Only  through 
silent  acceptance  can  we  fail,  for  it  is  this 
silent  acceptance  that  allows  the  status  quo  to 
be  maintained.   It  is  our  job  as  a  community 
to  address  this  situation  as  we  would  any 
other  crime;   with   support,   understanding, 
and  most  importantly  action.     Evil  thrives 
on  the  indifference  of  good  men.  and  we 
can  no  longer  afford  to  remain  indifferent 
to  the  tragic  situation  that  so  many  members 
of  this  community  experience  as  victims  of 
sexual  assault.   Some  people  might  strongly 
disagree  with  the  stances  we  take.     Some 
people  might  applaud  us  for  attempting  to 
bring  these  concerns  to  light.     Neither  of 
these  responses  are  what  we  hope  for.   What 
we  hope  for  is  to  foster  discussion.     We 
hope  that  sexual  assault  is  discussed  and 
considered  by  this  community  — because  at 
less  than  fifteen  hundred  students.  Sewanee 
is  one  community.    Whether  you  think  that 
this  i  Tganization  is  correct,  or  incorrect,  in  its 
concerns,  talk  about  it.

Assistant  Professor  of  English,  Elizabeth 
Outka.  will  be  leaving  Sewanee  ai  the 
end  of  this  semester.  This  year  will  conclude 
Outka  s  se\enih  on  the  Mountain.  Outka  has 
taughi  a  variety  of  English  classes  in  her  time 

at  Sewanee,  hut  she  specializes  in  twentieth 

century    British   Modernism,   including  James 
Joyce  and  Virginia  Woolf. 

"She  has  sustained  the  department's 
iraditional  emphasis  on  the  canon,  teaching 
key  classes  in  Modem  British  Fiction,  modem 
drama,  and  James  Joyce,  and  she  has  introduced 
important  new  classes  on  world  literature  written 
in  English,  engaging  students,  for  instance,  with 
works  authored  by  post-colonialist  writers  like 
Chinua  Achebe  and  Salmon  Rushdie."  says 
Professor  Pamela  Macfie,  Chair  of  the  English 
Department. 

"My  husband  works  mostly  in  Virginia  so 
when  a  position  opened  up  there  in  my  field.

Making  Hamlet  Scintillating:  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  Lecture  Delivered  by  J.B.  Allen

J.B.  Williams,  this  year's  Phi  Beta  Kappa  lec- 
turer, responded  to  the  praise  heaped  on  him 
by  Dr.  Bill  Engel  by  saying,  "Bill  has  mastered 
the  art  of  the  panegyric."  It  was  this  kind  of  droll 
wit  and  informality  that  made  his  lecture,  en- 
titled '"The  Flash  of  Outbreak  of  a  Fiery  Mind' : 
Protagoras  and  Hamlet,"  so  palatable.  A  topic 
as  complex  and,  well,  dry  as  a  comparison  be- 
tween Hamlet  and  the  great  sophist  Protagoras 
could  easily  have  been  incredibly  dull.  Allen, 
responding  again  to  Dr.  Engel's  introduction 
romented,  "I  don't  know  if  I  will  be  'scintillat- 
ing': I  am  speaking  about  Hamlet." 

Yet,  despite  the  odds.  Dr. a Aljpp  ^{ff  rift,fefy 
try  to  describe  later,  was  presented  with  a  kind 
of  nonchalance,  refusing  to  look  at  Hamlet  as 
a  kind  of  untouchable,  holy  work  while  still 
treating  it  with  a  kind  of  reverence.  His  argu- 
ment began  with  the  sophist  Protagoras,  draw- 
ing from  him  that  "man  is  the  measure  of  all 
things."  Using  this  as  a  jumping  off  point,  he 
moved  onto  Da  Vinci's  "Vitruvian  Man,"  look- 
ing at  it  as  a  key  to  Renaissance  Humanism,  ex- 
plaining that  human  beings  can  be  corrupted  by 
a  specific  flaw. 

The  handouts  that  were  sitting  on  our  chairs 
made  more  sense  at  this  point.  It  was  a  copy 
of  Hamlet's  speech  in  act  I  scene  IV,  where 
he  rails  against  the  king  and  his  court  for  their 


drunken  behavior,  which  contains  irony  in  rela- 
tion to  greater  evils  that  go  on  in  the  midst  of 
these  small  vices.  In  this  speech,  Allen  asserts 
that  Shakespeare  is  talking  about  an  enemy  that 
exists  externally  as  well  as  internally,  that  Ham- 
let is  trying  to  fight  against  evil,  yet  he  is  also 
fighting  against  his  reluctance  to  do  so. 

The  lecture  takes  an  interesting  digression, 
where  Allen  proposes  that  Hamlet's  reluctance 
is  not  due  to  a  personal  flaw,  but  rather  attrib- 
uted to  his  horoscope.  In  other  words,  the  stars 
were  not  aligned  properly.  At  this  point,  my 
analysis  would  be  futile,  as  I  have  neither  the 
intimate  knowledge  nor  clarity  on  uV  »»*»-« <* 

. : — >  "»ir  description  of  Dr. 

Allen's  rich,  engaging  lecture.  Instead,  I'll  give 
you  a  place  to  access  it  if  you  missed  it:  http:// 
media.sewanee.ed»i/?nn8/PhiR*»taKanna/ma1- 
len/default.html. 

The  accolades  given  at  the  beginning  of  the 
lecture,  despite  Dr.  Allen's  insistence  that  they 
are  too  kind,  are  completely  accurate:  Dr.  Allen 
is  warm,  engaging  speaker  whose  intelligence 
vibrates  through  the  room.  Despite  a  weak 
question  and  answer  segment  (the  questions 
were  too  complicated  to  spur  a  suitable  on  the 
spot  answer  that  would  add  to  the  lecture),  the 
lecture  was  a  completely  worthwhile,  and  yes. 
scintillating  experience.

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Getting  to  Know  Our  Domain 
Manager:  Richard  Winslow

On  Monday,  March  3,  The  Sewanee  Purple 
sat  down  with  Domain  Manager  Richard 
Winslow  to  discuss  his  relatively  unknown 
position  within  the  University  He  is  an  engaging 
man.  interested  more  in  conversation  with  us 
than  his  own  monologue.  He  answered  our 
questions  but  also  fired  others  back  at  us  as  he 
was  also  interested  in  the  student  viewpoint  of 
land  management.  Obviously  passionate  about 
his  field,  he  is  a  pleasant  man,  with  white  hair 
and  a  smile  that  frequently  graces  his  jovial, 
round  face. 

Winslow  is  one  of  many  who  left  Sewanee 
only  to  find  themselves  back  here  decades  later. 
After  graduating  from  the  University  of  the 
South  in  1966  with  a  B.A.  in  Forestry,  he  went 
on  to  earn  his  Masters  in  Forest  Recreation  at 
the  University  of  Florida.  He  spent  the  next  few 
years  dabbling  in  a  couple  of  different  areas, 
but  settled  down  at  the  Tennessee  Consolidated 
Coal  Company  from  1975  to  1994.  There  he 
actively  managed  acres  along  the  Cumberland 
Plateau  that  were  owned  by  the  company.  He 
was  responsible  for  timber  harvesting,  issuing 
hunting  permits,  and  a  variety  of  other  tasks 
related  to  monitoring  natural  resources  and 
recreational  activities  on  the  property. 

It  was  after  this  job  that  Winslow  found 
himself  back  on  the  Mountain  as  a  Private 
Consultant  and  Real  Estate  Representative, 
doing  the  same  sorts  of  things  he  did  at  the 
coal  company  but  on  a  for-hire  basis.  He 
continued  in  this  position  until  he  took  on  the 
job  of  University  Domain  Manager  in  2004. 
Winslow  describes  his  job  as  "seeing  how  all 
the  pieces  fit  together."  While  Winslow  sees  the 
Domain  as  a  "wonderful  educational  resource," 
his  job  focuses  more  on  its  use  as  an  "asset  of 
great  value  to  the  University."  In  managing  a 
resource,  especially  one  as  large  as  the  Domain, 
everything  must  be  taken  into  consideration. 
Some  of  Winslow 's  responsibilities  include 
maintaining  boundaries  against  encroachment 
and  ambiguous  property  lines,  keeping  poachers 
off  the  land,  protecting  timber  from  external 
cutting,  acting  as  a  liaison  between  leaseholders 
and  the  University,  and  aiding  students  m 
projects  relating  to  the  land  or  natural  resources. 
He  also  works  closely  with  University  Forester 
Karen  Kuers  on  projects  such  as  the  two  small 
timber  sales  that  have  occurred  since  2004. 

Winslow  stresses  his  belief  that  "you  need 
to  manage  this  property  in  context  of  this 
Mountain,  looking  beyond  the  Domain  at  the 
overall  social  and  economic  climates."  His 
view  that  land  should  not  be  locked  up  extends 
beyond  just  the  plateau.  He  wants  the  Domain 


to  be  used  as  a  demonstration  area  and  an 
example  of  good  land  management  practices  for 
other  universities  and  organizations.  Another 
important  part  of  Winslow 's  land  management 
plan  is  utilizing  our  own  resources  for  our 
needs.  This  can  occur  in  the  form  of  quarrying 
our  own  rock,  or  utilizing  timber  to  heat  homes 
or  buildings  by  wood.  In  this  way,  Winslow  says 
we  can  "see  the  consequences  of  our  resource 
use  first  hand." 

Many  changes  are  happening  within  the 
University   related   to   sustainability   policies, 
environmental  academic  programs,  and  domain 
management.  As  a  part  of  this,  a  task  force 
hopes  to  come  up  with  an  official  domain 
management  plan  (the  University  does  not  have 
one  now).  Winslow  would  like  to  "identify 
areas  of  unique  or  extraordinary  value"  on 
the  domain,  and  set  those  aside  for  specific 
purposes,  whether  educational  or  economical. 
He  emphasizes  the  need  for  an  intensive  plan 
that  details  where,  how.  and  when  resources  will 
be  used  or  protected.  Most  importantly,  "[it]  has 
to  be  flexible  in  order  to  meet  contingencies." 
A  management  plan  must  allow  for  unexpected 
changes,  such  as  the   Southern   Pine   Beetle 
infestation  of  1990s,  and  ways  to  deal  with 
them  outside  the  typical  constraints.  Winslow 
also    feels    that    those    who    make    Domain 
Management  decisions  should  not  be  hesitant 
to  take  advantage  of  economic  opportunities 
that  come  from  such  a  thriving  resource.  He 
stated,  "We  know  about  the  educational  value 
of  the  Domain,  but  it  also  a  valuable  part  of  the 
University's  portfolio."  For  example,  public

under  the  Lost  Cove  Conservation  Easement 
and  profits  from  permits  could  be  used  to  pay 
for  taxes  on  the  property  or  for  other  purposes 
related  to  the  educational  mission  of  the 
University. 

As  far  as  Winslow's  thoughts  for  future 
projects  go.  he  would  like  to  replace  the  White 
Pine  plantations  with  forests  of  Short-leaf 
Pine  which  are  native  to  this  area.  White  Pine, 
being  a  non-native  species,  has  the  ability  to 
change  the  nature  of  our  forests,  and  evidence 
of  these  changes  is  already  being  seen  across 
the  Mountain.  This  type  of  reestablishment 
project  is  an  important  part  of  Winslow's  job. 
Another  possibility  for  the  future  is  reclaiming 
parts  of  the  Cheston  Fields  to  produce  our  own 
hay  for  the  equestrian  center,  again  allowing 
us  to  see  the  consequences  of  our  resource  use 
first  hand.  Winslow  looks  forward  to  the  future 
developments  in  domain  management  at  the 
University  and  is  excited  to  get  involved  in  new 
projects.

The  spring  season  of  athletics  is  in  full  swing, 
and  in  its  inception  year,  the  Sewanee 
lacrosse  team  is  trying  to  make  its  mark. 
Moreover,  the  freshmen  on  the  team  are  trying 
to  prove  that  regardless  of  age  and  experience, 
they  are  ready  to  make  the  team  a  legitimate 
threat  in  Division  III  lacrosse. 

The  majority  of  the  team  is  made  up  of 
freshmen  who  were  predominantly  recruited  to 
play  lacrosse  at  Sewanee.  Allison  Bland  C'll 
said  of  the  team's  youth.  "I  think  it's  a  good  thing 
because  we  all  get  along  really  well.

The  Tigers 
have  struggled  hrough  two  doubleheaders  with 
DePauw  University,  a  close  call  defeat  by 
Emory  and  a  loss  to  Rhodes  College  to  make  up 
their  seven-game  losing  streak. 


The  Tigers  fought  hard  against  the 
Panthers  on  Tuesday,  managing  to  overcome 
Birmingham-Southern's  3-0  early  lead  and  turn 
it  into  a  6-4  comeback  in  the  fifth  inning.  But  by 
the  top  of  the  sixth,  the  Panthers  had  rallied  and 
taken  back  the  lead  with  four  runs  and  would 
later  score  three  more  to  make  it  an  1 1  -7  victory. 
Much  like  the  Tigers'  defeat  by  DePauw  on 


Sunday,  April  6'\  Sewanee  managed  to  take  the 
lead,  they  just  could  not  hold  onto  it. 
"Nevertheless,  the  Tigers  played  hard  this  past 
weekend,  with  Franklin  Pogue  scoring  a  homer 
in  both  games  of  the  DePauw  doubleheader  and 
having  three  hits  on  the  day,  including  a  double 
against  Birmingham-Southern.  Taylor  Irwin 
and  Taylor  Bums  also  had  two  hits  against 


Birmingham-Southern. 

The  Tigers  are  scheduled  for  a  four-game 
series  against  Centre  College  this  weekend  in 
Sewanee,  with  a  doubleheader  beginning  at 
noon  on  both  Saturday  and  Sunday.  With  the 
home  field  advantage,  the  Tigers'  losing  streak 
will  hopefully  come  to  an  end.

After  many  Google  searches, 
I  finally  found  what  I  was 
looking   for:   The   official    style 
guide  of  The  University  of  the 
South— a  tedious  fifty-three  page 
document    on    the    University's 
website.    After    reading    thirty- 
three  pages  of  descriptions  of  the 
logo  (did  you  know  that  the  font 
used  in  the  University's  logo  is 
called  "Mrs  Eaves"?)  and  other 
such  scintillating  information,  I 
stumbled  across  what  I  had  been 
trying  to  find. 

"First,  it  must  be  understood 
that  the  official  and  legal  name  of 
this  institution  is  "The  University 
of  the  South."  In  the  past,  though, 
unorganized  use  of  this  official 
name      and      the      University's 
familiar  name,  Sewanee,  has  been 
confusing  to  those  unfamiliar  with 
the  institution.  In  addition,  college 
guides  and  Web  [sic)  sites  that 
have  become  so  crucial  in  young 
people's  college  searches  may  list 
the  institution  under  as  many  as 
four  different  entries-beginning 
with        "The."        "University,"

"South,"  or  "Sewanee." 

To  best  avoid  confusion  and 
to  honor  the  history  and  character 
of  the   institution,   a   consistent 
reference    to   the    name    of   the 
institution    is    critical.    So,    for 
extended    audiences    unfamiliar 
with    the    institution,    the    name 
convention       "Sewanee:       The 
University  of  the  South"  should 
be    used    on    a    first    reference. 
Subsequent  references  may  be  to 
"Sewanee"  or  "The  University." 
This  convention  should  not  be 
used  for  those  familiar  with  the 
University.   Appropriate    use   of 
this  convention  is  for  admissions 
publications.  An  inappropriate  use 
would  be  in  alumni  publications 
or  those  intended  for  the  campus 
community." 

So  there  you  have  it.  Our 
university's  official  name  is  "The 
University  of  the  South."  I  was 
curious  to  see  how  many  students 
know  the  official  name  of  our 
school,  so  on  Monday  I  spent 
half  an  hour  awkwardly  standing 
inside  the  entrance  to  McClurg, 
stopping  people  and  asking  them 


what   they   thought   our  official 
name  is. 

"Hey,"  I  said  for  the  fiftieth 
time,  "what  do  you  think  is  the 
official  name  of  our  school?"  The 
girl  I  had  stopped  giggled.  "The 
University  of  the  South,"  she 
finally  replied.  "No,"  her  friend 
interjected,  "that's  not  it.  There's 
a  colon  in  there,  I  promise." 

Many  people  informed  me  that 
The  University  of  the  South  used 
to  be  our  name,  but  now  they  have 
"changed  it."  One  student  smugly 
cited  Wikipedia  as  the  source 
of  this  knowledge  (How  it  is 
possible  to  smugly  cite  Wikipedia 
is  a  question  best  left  for  another 
day.) 

In  all,  I  surveyed  seventy-seven 
students.  Of  those  seventy-seven, 
only  thirty-four  (44%)  knew  that 
our  official  name  is  The  University 
of  the  South.  Given  that  the  style 
guide  says  that  the  use  of  the 
"Sewanee:  The  University  of  the 
South  convention"  is  to  "avoid 
confusion,"  this  would  seem  to  be 
disheartening  news  indeed.  Staff 
members  fared  even  worse,  with 


only  40%  knowing  the  official 
name  of  our  university.  All  of  the 
professors  I  surveyed  knew  the 
official  name. 

Given  the  mass  confusion  over 
our  name,  I  became  curious — how 
well  does  the  University  follow 
its  own  standards?  I  looked  at 
three  random  University-written 
documents  in  my  room. 

The  first,  my  acceptance  letter, 
was  delighted  to  inform  me  that 
I  had  been  accepted  at  "Sewanee: 
The  University  of  the  South,"  and 
later  referred  to  the  University 
as  "Sewanee."  It  seems  strange 
to    me    that    admissions    would 
not  refer  to  the  University  by  its 
official  name  in  an  acceptance 
letter.  I  would  hope  that  anyone 
who  has  applied  for  admission 
and  been  accepted  would  have 
familiarity   with   the   University 
(which  would,  according  to  the 
style  guide,  require  the  use  of  the 
official  name.) 

The  second  document,  the 
schedule  for  the  Induction 
ceremony,  contained  four 
references  to  the  University,  and 


all  used  the  official  title.  The  third 
thing  I  looked  at  was  the  latest 
issue  of  the  Sewanee  magazine. 
The  "Vice-Chancellor's  Corner" 
on    page    four   is    addressed    to 
"Sewanee  Alumni  and  Friends." 
Subsequent    references     to    the 
University      alternate      between 
"Sewanee"  and  the  "the  University 
of  the  South."  The  editor's  note  on 
page  five  refers  to  the  university 
as  "Sewanee."  In  the  next  fifty- 
five  pages,  "Sewanee"  and  "The 
University"  are  both  used  dozens 
of  times,  while  I  only  found  two 
uses  of  "The  University  of  the 
South." 

Given  that  the  University  itself 
does  not  consistently  follow  its 
own  guidelines,  it  is  no  wonder 
that  students  gave  me  seven 
different  versions  of  what  they 
thought  the  official  name  of  the 
University  is.  Opinions  vary  on 
what  our  name  should  be.  but  one 
thing  is  certain:  hardly  anyone 
knows  what  it  is  right  now. 


The  Development  of  a  Passionate  Citizenry  and  the  Collapse  of  Newspapers

Read  Eric  Alterman's  essaj 
"Out  of  Print"  in  March 
3  I  si's  edition  of  the  New  Yorker. 
In  short,  it  describes  the  challenges 
newspapers  face  in  maintaining 
their  credibility  against  the 
storm  of  Internet  blogs.  It  is  a 
chilling  realization  that  ordinary 
Americans  are  gaining  power 
and  influence  over  the  media  in 
unprecedented  strengths.  To  the 
populist,  this  is  a  triumph,  to  an 
elitist,  defeat. 

Presently,  Americans  face  a 
monumental  decision  that  they 
will  most  likely  never  care  to 
voice  their  opinions,  or  even 
know,  about:  maintaining  the 
balance  between  an  idyllic  "well- 
informed  yeoman  farmers."  who 
can  make  decisions  concerning 
their  government's  fate,  and  an 
ignorant  citizenry,  that  defers 
to  elitist  experts  to  make  tough 
and  complex  decisions  of 
government. 

The  Internet  has  allowed 
anyone  with  a  library  card  to  be 
as    informed   as   the  journalists

It  is  the  presiding  sentiment 
among  almost  all  of  the  people 
I  have  met  at  this  university  that 
all  areas  of  study  other  than  their 
own  are  somehow  less  important. 
It  may  be  that  I  have  arrived 
at  my  college  years  at  a  time  in 
American  history  where  the  idea 
of  a  liberal  arts  education  is  still 
undignified.  It  may  be  that  the 
people  Sewanee  has  admitted 
in  my  time  here  all  happen  to 
be  bigoted  against  knowledge. 
It  may  even  be  that  some  of  the 


who  investigate  and  write  the 
news  stories  on  the  front  page 
of  the  New  York  Times.  In 
fact,  the  Columbia  Journalism 
Review  gave  blogger  Joshua 
Micah  Marshall  the  George  Polk 
Award  for  unearthing  Alberto 
Gonzales's  inappropriate  partisan 
actions.  However,  he  is  of  a  rare 
breed  and  it  is  hard  to  believe  that 
every  blogger  is  a  Woodward  and 
Bernstein  (who  were  backed  by 
the  mighty  Washington  Post). 

Alterman  points  out  bloggers 
lack  the  power  traditional  media 
uses  to  develop  and  investigate 
stories.  He  compares  the  New 
York  Times,  for  instance,  which 
has  "twelve  hundred  newsroom 
employees."  and  "the  Washington 
Post  and  Los  Angeles  Times 
maintain  eight  hundred  and  nine 
hundred  editorial  employees 
each"  to  the  lone  individual  at 
his/her  computer. 

Bloggers  are  notoriously 
prone  to  "resemble  the  graffiti 
on  a  bathroom  wall,"  writes 
Alterman.  He  cites  the  Chicago 
Tribune's  Public  Editor,  Timothy 


I  McNulty's  statement  on  the 
newspaper's  decision  to  remove 
the  discussion  board  from  their 
online  political  page  saying,  "The 
boards  were  beginning  to  read  like 
a  community  of  foul-mouthed 

bigots."  Alterman  quotes 
Joseph  Peretti.  of  the  online  blog- 
giant  the  Huffington  Post,  who 
admits,  "User  generated  content 
is  •  all  the  rage,  but  most  of  it 
totally  sucks." 

Why  have  Americans  turned 
to  the  seemingly  less  trustworthy 
world  of  blogs  while  a  2007 
"State  of  the  News  Media"  survey 
by  the  Project  for  Excellence  in 
Journalism  stated  that,  "Less  than 
one  in  five  believes  what  they 
read  in  print?"  And  why  have 
Americans  turned  to  blogs— 
which  are  blatantly  partisan— 
when  a  Sacred  Heart  University 
study  says  that,  "nearly  nine 
in  ten  Americans...  say  that 
the  media  consciously  seek  to 
influence  public  policies?"  The 
answer,  I  believe,  is  complex. 
Americans  have  seized  upon  the 
opportunity  to  become  the  most 


democratically  outspoken  people 
in 

the  world.  We  have  longed 
to  have  our  voice  heard  over  the 
elites  who  formally  gave  us  what 
they  deemed  appropriate  for  us  to 
read. 

The  consequence  and  downfall 
of  our  democratization  is  reflected 
in  our  innate  inability  to  know 
everything.  We  are  not  experts 
in      congressional      legislation, 
economic  collapse  of  the  housing 
market,    or    terrorist    ideology. 
Elitist    Walter    Lippmann    said, 
"[Americans  are  a]  deaf  spectator 
in  a  back  row.  He  does  not  know 
what's    happening,    why    it    is 
happening,  what  ought  to  happen, 
he  lives  in  a  world  in  which  he 
cannot  see,  does  not  understand 
and    is    unable    to    direct."    As 
mentioned  before.  Americans  are 
unaware  even  of  our  own  naivety. 
We  live  in  a  life  too  busy  sweating 
at  our  Internet-accessible  cubicles 
earning  enough   money   to   pay 
the  mortgages;  lacking  the  time 
to    recreationally    examine    the 
dilemma.  But,  I  believe  as  long  as 


thoughtful. ethical,  outspoken  men 
and  women  remain  in  our  nation 
we  will  always  be  able  to  learn  the 
truth.  Blogs  knowledgeable  and 
pure  disgusting  filth  will  dominate 
the  media  (watch  CNN  and  see 
bow  many  times  the  newscaster 
mentions  his/her  own  blog)  and 
newspapers  with  their  passion  for 
journalistic  integrity  and  capital 
will  redesign  themselves,  but 
never  die.  As  writer  Susan  Faludi 
said  recently  in  Dr.  Craighill's 
American  Literary  Journalism 
class,  "When  it  exists  people  will 
read  great  writing." 

It  will  become  more  difficult 
to  discern  the  truth  because  of  the 
"graffiti  on  the  bathroom  wall," 
but  our  voices  will  be  heard  (even 
if  only  our  mother  reads  our  blog). 
The  only  solution  is  developing  a 
passionate  democratic  citizenry 
who  seek  multiple  viewpoints 
of  a  news  story  and  respect  the 
author's  credibility  and  integrity. 


faculty  wish  their  department  was 
the  only  department.  I  may  never 
know  why  it  is,  but  I  have  found 
that  relatively  few  of  my  peers 
recognize  the  importance  of  a 
study  of  all  the  arts  and  sciences. 
Immeasurable  human  ingenuity, 
vast  in  scope  and  discipline, 
created  the  world  and  modern 
civilization.  And  some  soon  to  be 
very  well  educated  people  believe 
that  there  are  fields  of  human 
knowledge  not  worth  teaching  or 
learning.

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"Learning  My  Strengths:  A  Personal  Reflection  of  the  StrengthsQuest  Program"

Because  I  bore  the  title  of  Assistant 
Proctor,  the  administration  found  it 
fitting  that  I  be  required  to  attend  a  seminar 
the  day  before  classes  resumed  for  the 
Easter  semester.  Prior  to  Winter  Break,  the 
Assistant  Proctors  were  required  to  attend 
a  five-minute  meeting  in  which  books  titled 
StrengthsQuest  were  distributed.  APs  were 
instructed,  very  specifically,  not  to  read  the 
book  which  they  were  given,  only  to  use 
the  special  code  inside  the  cover  to  access 
an  online  evaluation.  To  say  the  least,  I  did 
not  attend  this  meeting  and  acquired  a  book 
only  hours  before  the  seminar. 

Minutes  before  the  aforementioned 
seminar,  which  was  to  be  held  in  the 
Women's  Center,  I  walked  with  haste  to  the 
library  to  take  the  important  evaluation  and 
print  out  my  test  results.

and  Discover  Your  Top  5. The  book  is  a 
paperback.  The  colors  are  distinctively  red, 
white,  black,  and  several  shades  of  gray. 

After  I  logged  in,  I  was  lucky  enough 
to  have  my  questions  budgeted  with  a 
time  allowance;  the  meeting  started  in 
thirty  minutes.  During  the  test,  I  had  a 
strong  temptation  to  lie,  and  hide  my 
shame,  but  I  remembered  the  evaluation 
was  anonymous.  As  an  extra  precaution, 
I  positioned  my  body  to  block  the  screen 
from  the  view  of  any  on  lookers.  The 
obscure  questions  followed  this  pattern: 
"Do  you  cry  often,  or  do  you  mentor  your 
friends,  neutral." 

If  I  would  have  had  time  to  analyze 
my  emotional  state,  my  loneliness,  my 
emptiness,  or  my  habit  of  carrying  a  cut 
onion  around,  I  might  have  chosen  the  first.

I  do  not  know  how  this  genius 
computer  program  works,  but  after  twenty 
minutes  it  gave  me  five  words,  at  the  time 
I  believed  several  of  them  to  be  made 
up  or  at  the  least  nonsensical  stemming 
from  the  genius  mind  of  some  back  alley 
psychoanalyst. 

Context,  Adaptability,  Relator.

I  walked  to  the  nearby  Women's  Center.

There  are  thirty  four  strengths  cleverly 
arranged  alphabetically  to  ensure  complete 
mental    absorption:    achiever,    activator, 
adaptability,   analytical,   arranger,   belief, 
command,   communication,    competition, 
connectedness,      context,       deliberative, 
developer,  discipline,  empathy,  fairness, 
focus,      futuristic,      harmony,      ideation, 
inclusiveness.     individualization,     input, 
intellection,  learner,  maximize,  positivity, 
relator,    responsibility,    restorative,    self- 
assurance,     significance,    strategic,     and 
woo.  The  group  of  thirty  or  so  Assistant 
Proctors  went  around  the  room,  rising  and 
cautiously  looking  around  at  their  fellow 
students  who  share  their  strengths.  We  then 
did  several  other  exercises  to  learn  each 
others'  strengths  which  took  approximately 
an   hour— I   should   have    written   down 
exactly  what  we  did.  The  purpose  of  all 
of  this  was  to  use  the  highly  motivated 
Assistant  Proctors  as  guinea  pigs.  You  see. 
Dean  Hartman  discovered  this  program 
and  has  pushed  it  through  the  residential 
life  office  and  career  services  office.  He 
would  like  to  have  every  sophomore  go 
through  the  program.  The  StrengthsQuest 
program  claims  that  over  250,000  students 
on  more  than  400  campuses  have  used 
their    program    and    that,    "students    can 
discover  and  develop  their  greatest  talents. 


use  their  strengths  to  improve  their  grades 
and  increase  their  learning,  strategically 
determine  a  rewarding  career  path, 
focus  on  their  strengths  rather  than  their 
weaknesses." 

Initially.  I  found  the  program  cult-like 
and   the    "strengths"    similar   to    fortune 
cookies.  The   idea  that   five   words  can 
best   describe    a    human,    the    idea   that 
we  should  use  our  top  five  strengths  to 
better  communicate,  and  the  idea  that  our 
strengths  are  ingrained  upon  us  all  seemed 
fodder  for  a  manipulative  tyrant  to  control 
us  and  categorize  stereotypically.  Perhaps, 
I  was  apprehensive  because  I  have  always 
been  traumatized  by  the  fact  that  I  am 
not  and  never  will  be  an  extrovert.  I  have 
always  been  envious  of  this  trait  attributed 
to    people     through    the     Myers-Briggs 
evaluation.  None-the-less,  I  have  moved 
past  my  initial  apprehension.  All  of  the 
staff  in  the  career  services  office  know 
each  others'  strengths.  They  defer  to  each 
other  on  tasks  that  are  best  suited  to  each 
person's    better    strengths.    Furthermore, 
they  are  more  cohesive  as  a  team  because 
of  it.  Wilson  also  stated  that  students  who 
have  undergone  the  evaluation  have  come 
to  her  for  assistance  in  using  the  strengths 
to  expand  upon  their  resume.  I  believe 
that  while  it  may  be  an  ambitious  goal 
for  the  entire  student  body  to  know  each 
others'  strengths,  I  concede  that  it  may  be 
beneficial  to  expand  upon  your  resume 
with  certain  adjectives  that  are  said  to  fit 
your  personality.

The  Most  Rev.  Desmond  M.  Tutu, 
champion  of  South  African  racial 
equality  and  winner  of  the  1984  Nobel 
Peace  Prize,  will  be  speaking  at  the 
School  of  Theology's  Commencement 
ceremony  on  May  9  at  10  am. 

Archbishop  Tutu  was  the  first 
black  Dean  of  St.  Mary's  Cathedral 
in  Johannesburg,  and  his  election  to 
the  position  of  Archbishop  of  Cape 
Town  in  1986  made  him  the  first 
black  South  African  to  serve  in  that 
position,  which  is  the  South  African 
equivalent  of  England's  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury. 

After  the  country's  first  multi- 
racial elections  in  1994,  Tutu  was 
appointed  chair  of  the  Truth  and 
Reconciliation  Commission,  which 
investigated  the  human  rights 
violations  that  had  occurred  during 
the  previous  34  years.  He  retired  in 
1996  and  was  named  Archbishop 
Emeritus.  Today  Tutu  is  a  professor 
of  theology  at  Emory  University  in 
Atlanta  and  holds  honorary  doctorates 
from  prestigious  American,  German 
and  British  universities.

The  Broken  Banister  Battle: 

Future  Unknown  for  Sigma  Nu  and  University  after  Caroline  Hazel  Accident

On  September  14,  the  banister 
of  the  Sigma  Nu  fraternity 
house's  fire  escape  gave 
way.  Two  people  fell.  One  walked 
away  with  bruises,  and  Caroline 
Hazel,  a  freshman  at  the  University, 
was  rushed  to  the  hospital  with  a 
broken  neck  and  back. 

On  Thursday,  March  27,  2008, 
Caroline  Hazel  walked  three  lengths 
of  a  basketball  court  assisted  by  a 
machine  for  her  arms  and  one  for 
her  legs,  each  operated  by  nurses 
at  the  Shepherd  Center,  a  non- 
profit rehabilitation  hospital  for 
people  with  spinal  cord  injury  and 
disease.  Meanwhile,  a  flag  bearing 


the  statement,  "Don't  Tread  on  Me" 
hangs  from  Sigma  Nu's  front  balcony 
and  the  University  prepares  for  what 
could  become  a  ten  to  forty  million- 
dollar  lawsuit. 

Though  the  Hazels  have  not  yet 
filed  suit  against  the  University  or 
Sigma  Nu  as  a  national  fraternity,  the 
family  has  exacdy  one  year  from  the 
date  of  Caroline's  accident  to  do  so. 
It  is  expected  that  the  Hazels  will  file 
suit  before  the  time  period  expires, 
but  whom  they  will  sue  remains  to 
be  seen. 

The  Sigma  Nu  House 
Corporation,  a  small  group  of 
Sewanee  alumni,  owns  the  Sigma 
Nu  house  on  Sewanee 's  campus  and 


performs  maintenance  on  the  house. 
Immediately  following  the  accident, 
the  Sigma  Nu  House  Corporation 
called  PPS  to  repair  the  derelict  fire 
escape.  The  fraternity  even  hired  an 
inspector  to  approve  the  new  fire 
escape.  He  informed  them  that  there 
is  no  "code"  for  fire  escapes  in  the 
state  of  Tennessee. 

Sigma  Nu  remained  inactive  for 
the  entirety  of  the  Advent  semester 
out  of  respect  for  Caroline  Hazel  and 
her  family,  but  now  the  question  of 
what  to  do  next  arises.  The  darkened 
windows  of  the  house  on  many  a 
Friday  night  suggest  the  University 
has  the  fraternity  on  a  short  leash.

Grade  Variation 
at  Sewanee:  Are 
All  GPAs  Created 
Equal?

Are  all  Sewanee  students'  GPAs 
created  equal?  Is  a  3.5  for  an 
Englishmajorless  impressive  thana3. 5 
for  a  chemistry  major  because  English 
courses  are  easier  than  chemistry 
courses?  Or  is  it  the  other  way  around 
or  is  there  no  difference  at  all?  Doug 
Dnnen,  an  associate  professor  of 
math  and  computer  science,  has  spent 
much  of  his  sabbatical  investigating 
these  questions  and  presented  his 
discoveries  to  the  school  on  April  14. 
To  answer  these  questions,  Dnnen 
obtained  the  grades  of  every  Sewanee 
student  from  the  fall  of  '93  to  the 
spring  of  '07.  The  data  is  anonymous 
(every  student  and  class  was  assigned 
a  random  number),  so  Drinen  has  no 
idea  which  classes  or  professors  are 
considered  harder  or  easier.  With  this 
abundance  of  information,  Drinen 
assigned  ratings  to  all  Sewanee 
courses  and  students  represented  in 
his  data. 

Under  Dnnen's  system,  a  student's 
rating  is  his/her  GPA.  Course  ratings

Sewanee,  with  its  stony  gothic 
buildings  and  long  history,  is 
bound  to  chave  a  few  ghosts 
who  call  it  home.  We  all  know  the 
story  of  the  legendary  Headless 
Gownsman,  but  who,  or  what,  else 
lurks  in  the  dark  comers  of  the 
Domain?  Annie  Armour,  Head  of 
Archives  and  Special  Collections, 
as  well  as  a  '77  Sewanee  graduate, 
is  working  to  catalogue  and  research 
the  myriad  of  myths  about  Sewanee 's 
ectoplasmic  population. 

Ms.  Armour  became  interested 
in  the  subject  a  few  years  ago  when 
she  was  asked  to  tell  Sewanee 
spook  stories  for  a  Halloween  party. 
Recently,  she  was  asked  to  come  and 
share  ghost  tales  for  the  Friday  School 
program  at  Sewanee  Elementary. 
Over  the  years,  Ms.  Armour  has 
been  told  that  she  should  compile  her 
knowledge  of  Sewanee  ghosts  in  a 
book.  She  has  decided  that  now  is  just 
the  time,  and  through  the  emails  she 
has  recently  sent  to  students,  faculty, 
and  alumni,  has  gathered  about 
forty  stories.  Ms.  Armour  says  one 


of  the  most  intriguing  things  about 
researching  Sewanee  ghosts  is  the 
similarities  in  stories  from  different 
people  who  are  not  likely  to  know 
each  other  or  who  were  in  Sewanee 
at  different  times.  Interestingly,  a 
Summer  Music  Program  student  from 
a  few  years  ago  reported  the  same 
types  of  ghostly  activity  in  Johnson 
as  alumni  and  current  students. 

Ms.  Armour  hopes  this  Ghosts  of 
Sewanee  project  will  serve 
as  a  "jump-off  place"  for 
exploring  the  histories 
of  people  and  places 
on    the    Mountain. 
Ms.  Armour  seeks

to  pique  imaginations  and  tingle 
spines,  but  to  get  into  the  real  meat 
of  local  history  by  researching  the 
former  inhabitants  of  supposedly 
haunted  places  and  potentially 
linking  them  to  the  apparitions 
people  encounter.  For  example,  the 
builder  of  Rebel's  Rest  is  said  to  sit 
on  beds  with  guests  in  his  former 
home,  and  watches  invisible  parties 
taking  place  downstairs.  Maybe  more 
identities  will  be  discovered 
for  bumps-in-the-night  with 
Ms.  Armour's  endeavors. 
Among  the  most 
intriguing  supernatural 
presences  in  Sewanee? 
Ms.  Armour  finds  the 
demonic  entity  said 
to  skulk  about  the 
music  building. 
Van  Ness,  the 
most  unsettling. 
A  friend  of  Ms. 
Armour's  says 
the  building,

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but  to  what  extent  can  the  fraternity,  a  victim  of 
circumstance,  be  held  responsible  for  a  broken 
banister  that  broke  no  rules? 

As  previously  mentioned,  the  University 
does  not  own  the  fraternity  house,  though  it 
does  own  the  land  upon  which  it  stands.  To  what 
extent  should  the  University  be  held  responsible 
for  a  faulty  fire  escape  that  it  does  not  actually 
own? 

The  web  of  technicalities  is  an  endless 
one,  and  sticky.  This  fact  is  confirmed  by  the 
unreachable  attorneys  representing  Sigma 
Nu  and  severaJ  unanswered  emails  from  the 
University's  administration.  Determining  who 
is  responsible  for  the  consequences  is  a  debated

were  given  based  on  how  the  average  course 
grade  compared  with  the  average  student  rating. 
So  if  the  average  course  grade  was  a  3.0  and  the 
average  GPA  of  the  students  in  that  course  was 
a  3.2,  that  course  would  have  a  rating  of  +0.2 
meaning  the  class  0.2  GPA  points  harder  than 
the  average  Sewanee  course. 

Once  Drinen  rated  courses,  student  ratings 
were  adjusted  to  account  for  course  difficulty. 
So  if  a  student's  GPA  was  a  3.0  and  her/his 
course  schedule  had  a  rating  of  +0.2.  his/her 
GPA  was  changed  to  a  3.2.  After  this  process 
was  performed  approximately  200  times. 
Drinen  was  satisfied  with  the  accuracy  of  his 
test  and  gathered  the  results. 

What  were  the  results?  Only  50%  of  students 
moved  more  than  0.03  GPA  points  in  either 
direction.  The  biggest  changes  were  +0.37 
GPA  points  and  -0.20  GPA  points.  But,  taken 
as  a  whole,  the  changes  were  mostly  negligible. 
Drinen 's  GPA  adjustments  only  affected  the 
class  rank  of  5.8%  of  students. 


subject  and  one  without  a  clear  answer. 

While  this  answer  is  not  known,  this  is  what 
is  known:  Somewhere  in  Atlanta,  Georgia, 
there  is  a  girl  named  Caroline  Hazel  who  broke 
her  back  in  two  places  and  underwent  two 
surgeries,  the  second  of  which  lasted  eight  and 
a  half  hours.  Before  that  surgery,  i.e..  before  she 
could  sit  up,  she  "ate"  by  means  of  a  tube  in  her 
nostril.  Seven  months  and  3862  Carepage  posts 
later,  Caroline  is  relearning  how  to  walk  and  the 
college  she  may  never  have  the  chance  to  return 
to  is  still  struggling  to  determine  who  will  take 
responsibility  for  an  accident  that  completely 
altered  Caroline  Hazel's  life. 


"Depending  on  your  viewpoint,  you  might 
look  at  this  [data]  and  see  no  problem  or  you 
might  see  a  huge  problem,"  Drinen  says.  While 
he  would  like  to  see  data  from  other  schools 
before  making  a  final  verdict,  Drinen  believes 
there  is  no  need  to  change  Sewanee's  GPA 
calculation.  The  effect  of  changing  the  GPA 
calculation  is  simply  not  large  enough  to  warrant 
the  change  and  there  are  other  issues  involved 
in  making  the  change,  such  as  the  large  number 
of  variables  (student  age,  semester,  professor, 
etc.  must  all  be  accounted  for)  and  increasing 
student  competition.  If  GPAs  were  based  on 
course  difficulty,  students  would  benefit  from 
not  helping  other  students  in  the  same  course. 

Despite  the  evidence  of  Drinen's  study  that 
grade  variation  is  small,  he  believes  similar 
studies  should  continue  at  Sewanee  and  other 
schools.  While  grade  variation  may  not  be  a 
problem  for  Sewanee  now,  it  could  become 
one.

and  a  number  of  sources  have  said  they  are 
wary  of  the  room  with  the  baby  grand  piano 
in  it.  A  current  student  residing  in  Tuckaway 
has  reported  a  ghost  who  likes  to  bang  at  the 
roof  of  his  room  all  night.  The  occult  forces  in 
a  Cleveland  suite  have  attempted  to  possess  a 
couple  of  girls,  spectral  nurses  are  said  to  have 
tucked  Hodgson  sleepyheads  in  for  decades, 
and  an  evening  stroller  who  looks  like  he's 
stepped  straight  out  of  the  forties  tips  his  hat  to 
passersby.

Ms.  Armour  is  still  in  the  earliest  stages 
of  assembling  her  book,  and  there  is  a  great 
deal  of  research  yet  to  be  done.  No  date  has 
been  selected  for  completion  or  publication  of 
Ghosts  of  Sewanee.  but  Ms.  Armour  expects  to 
work  on  it  continuously  until  she's  happy  with 


her  storytelling  and  its  historical  context.  If 
you  have  any  ghostly  data  you'd  like  to  share, 
there's  still  time.  And,  by  the  way,  if  you've  been 
having  ghost  problems  and  people  have  been 
asking  you,  "Who  ya  gonna  call?!"  Say,  "The 
Episcopal  clergy!"  Only  bishops  can  exorcise 
spirits,  but  priests  can  perform  blessings,  just 
in  case. 

When  asked  about  how  her  ghost  research 
affects  the  community.  Ms.  Armour  reflected, 
"It  kind  of  makes  you  rethink... [people  might 
sayj  "I  don't  believe  in  ghosts,  but  maybe  I 
should.'" 

And  remember,  whatever  you  do,  don't  get 
caught  in  Van  Ness  armed  without  a  few  spiritual 
weapons,  or  at  least  a  really  bad  musician  whose 
playing  will  drive  the  evil  spirit  away.

The  Order  of  Gownsmen:  Elitist  Society? 


Dear  Editor: 

As  some  of  you  may  know,  the  Order 
of  Gownsmen  composed  a  gown  survey  to 
present  to  the  faculty  about  two  years  ago. 
This  is  a  function  of  the  newly  adopted 
resolutions  to  encourage  gown  wearing  at 
the  University,  and  our  efforts  to  find  out 
why  the  tradition  seems  to  be  dying  out. 
There  seems  to  still  be  some  faith  in  the 
tradition  from  the  looks  of  the  meeting  during 
which  we  passed  these  resolutions:  with  an 
overwhelming  majority  in  favor  from  the 
largest  meeting  attendance  I  have  seen  in  my 
two  years  of  serving  on  the  OG  Executive 
Committee.  The  survey  respondents.  92  in 
all.  also  show  a  majority  in  favor  of  gown 
wearing,  and  a  shocking  71  %  of  the  faculty 
wear  their  gowns  every  day.  What  strikes  me 
more,  however,  is  the  minority.  These  faculty 
members  feel  that  the  Order  of  Gownsmen 
is  an  elitist  society  that  puts  distance  among 
the  student  body.  After  recently  speaking 
with  one  faculty  member  on  the  issue,  I 
can  understand  why  she  sees  that  forming 
the  Order  can  alienate  others  rather  than 
welcoming  everyone  to  the  table,  and  I 
agree  that  everyone  should  have  a  chance  to 
speak  out  and  make  a  difference  here.  She 
also  showed  some  concern  with  the  actual 
wearing  of  the  gown,  stating  that  she  did  not 
feel  the  need  to  wear  her  education  on  her 
back  and  that  doing  so  would  be  pretentious. 
I  do  not  write  this  article  to  say  that  I  do 
not  agree  with  these  sentiments,  but  rather 
to  propose  to  her  and  to  the  other  members 
of  the  faculty  that  with  further  examination 
of  the  Order  and  its  purpose  here,  one  can 
not  only  see  that  it  is  not  elitist,  but  also  see 
that  the  gown  can  serve  as  a  "leveler  of  the 
playing  field"  when  considering  what  this 
institution  is  based  on. 

First,  and  probably  the  smallest  way  one 
can  see  the  gownsmen  as  not  an  elitist  society 
is  in  the  name  we  give  it:  the  Order.  Called 
Order,  meaning  that  it  is  a  body  constructed 
to  facilitate,  to  organize,  to  serve,  to  legislate. 
If  we  were  the  Society  of  Gownsmen,  that 
would  suggest  something  different  Society 
reflects  a  culture,  a  community,  something 


that  the  Order  of  Gownsmen  really  should 
not  be  seen  as.  Being  part  of  the  Order 
of  Gownsmen  is  no  more  becoming  a 
part  of  some  special  society  than  being  a 
representative  of  the  Senate.  While  it  comes 
with  its  own  culture  as  any  group  would  (ours 
in  the  form  of  tradition),  it  should  not  be  seen 
as  an  exclusive  club  with  the  sole  purpose 
of  forming  a  community.  We  are  formed  to 
help  aid  the  needs  of  the  student  body,  not  to 
create  a  fraternity  or  sorority. 

To  address  the  issue  of  welcoming 
everyone  to  the  table,  I  refer  to  the  Executive 
Committee  meetings  of  the  Order,  held 
prior  to  every  monthly  meeting.  These  are 
not  closed  meetings.  We  do  not  hold  them 
specifically  for  gownsmen.  They  invite 
anyone  with  any  sort  of  business  to  attend. 
The  Executive  Committee's  purpose  is  to 
address  these  needs  and  form  them  into 
constructive  proposals  to  vote  on  in  meetings. 
Any  issue  from  any  student  is  welcome  at 
our  table. 

The  issues  voted  on  in  meetings  may  only 
be  voted  on  by  gownsmen,  but  stop  yourself 
before  you  call  it  an  elite  minority.  When 
considering  the  number  of  students  eligible 
for  gowns,  and  the  number  of  students  who 
are  meeting  the  gownsmen  status  GPA,  it  is 
clear  to  see  a  large  amount.  Obviously,  with 
the  looks  of  these  numbers,  one  can  see  that 
the  gown  is  not  meant  to  be  unattainable  or 
attainable  by  only  a  few,  and  indeed  it  is  not. 
Even  in  the  lowering  of  the  GPA  standards  as 
students  progress  through  each  year  is  a  sign 
of  efforts  to  make  it  attainable.  It  is  sensitive 
to  the  fact  that  each  year  presents  greater 
academic  challenges,  for  our  University  was 
founded  with  high  standards  in  the  realm  of 
Academia.  and  all  of  us  who  applied  here  did 
not  do  so  without  understanding  this  fact.  If 
the  Order  required  a  higher  GPA  every  year, 
like  breaking  a  record  to  become  part  of  the 
elite  few  at  the  top,  then  I  would  be  much 
more  inclined  to  see  gownsmen  as  elitist. 

Finally  I  wish  to  address  the  idea  of 

gown  wearing  and  being  an  active  member 

of  the  Order  of  Gownsmen  as  pretentious

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Monteagfe  Faces  Water  Plant  Obstacles

Cun-ently    the    water    leaving    the    two- 
wastewater  treatment  plants  in  Monteagle 
complies  with  safety  regulations,  but  at  times 
of  heavy  rainfall  raw  sewage  may  splurge  into 
Trussel  or  Juaruta  creek,  eventually  feeding 
into  the  Elk  River.  The  presence  of  raw  sewage 
in  streams  and  drinking  water  can  have  many 
dangerous  effects  on  biodiversity  and  human 
heal tli.  Called  sanitary  sewer  overflows,  these 
discharges  are  estimated  to  expel  as  much  as 
250,000  gallons  of  water  a  day  in  Monteagle. 
The  plant's  director  continues   to  work  and 
discover  how  to  best  attend  to  the  faulty  system. 
His  common  sense  and  ingenuity  have  helped 
to  improve  water  quality,  but  there  remains  the 
overwhelming  problem:  the  amount  of  water 
coming  in  far  exceeds  the  capacity  of  the  plant. 
As  Monteagle  expanded,  the  plant  built  in 
1990  became  increasingly  problematic,  freezing 
over  in  the  winter  and  incapable  of  sufficiently 
removing  nitrate  and  nitrite  levels  year  round. 
These  shortcomings  led  to  the  overuse  of  the 
first  treatment  plant  established  in  the  1960s. 
In  addition,  faulty  cast  iron  pipelines  have 
increased  the  amount  of  water  entering  the 
two  already  overwhelmed  plants.  Plant  2  has 
discharged  sewage  sludge  into  Trussel  Creek  at 
times,  one  foot  deep.  200  man-hours  supplied 
by  local  prisoners  have  supplied  the  temporary 
solution  to  cleaning  the  sludge  filled  streams. 
Stream  cleaning  remains  a  quick,  insufficient 
fix  to  a  greater  problem. 

Monteagle  fits  the  criteria  submitted  by  the 
EPA's  Office  of  Wastewater  Treatment  of  a 
"small  community."  Its  population  falls  below 
ten  thousand  and  the  average  flow  of  waste  water 
is  less  than  one  million  gallons.  Monteagle  is 
now  facing  legal  ramifications.  When  the  STP 
malfunctions  and  sewage  effluent  is  dispersed 


to  nearby  streams,  the  city  is  in  violation  of  the 
Clean  Water  Act.  (CWA  requires  removal  of 
85%  BOD5  and  total  suspended  solids.) 

Monteagle  was  issued  a  commission  order 
in  2004.  which  was  appealed,  but  later  signed 
in  2005.  The  town  now  faces  a  moratorium 
on  adding  any  additional  treatment  lines  until 
they  have  shown  significant  improvement  as 
delineated  under  the  commission.  The  effluent 
discharged  is  described  as  "treated  municipal 
wastewater,"  and  given  a  discharger  rating  of 
minor.  In  compliance  with  these  orders,  the 
Monteagle  Sewage  Treatment  Plant  can  be 
considered  for  a  permit  from  the  NPDES.  which 
is  required  for  all  facilities  with  discharges 
into  the  local  surface  waters.  However,  many 
of  these  actions  are  not  as  easy,  quickly  done 
as  we  would  like  for  them  to  be.  They  take 
organization,  systemic  thinking,  money,  and  a 
sustainable  plan  for  the  future. 

The  situation  that  Monteagle  finds  itself  in  is 
not  unusual  for  small  towns.   It  is  so  common, 


Bonnie  Conrad  Blue:  A  Goat  in  the 
Midst  of  Turmoil

On  April  6  two  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon 
pledges  arrived  at  their  fraternity  house,  to 
the  surprise  and  concern  of  the  brothers,  with 
a  two-month-old  female  goat  and  a  wooden 
house  for  her.  "What  happened  is  it's  a  tradition 
to  tell  pledges  to  get  a  goat,"  according  to  James 
Riley,  DKE's  Treasurer.  "It's  expected— hoped, 
actually-that  they  won't  get  a  goat.  They're 
supposed  to  fail  the  task,"  he  continued.  The 
last  time  a  goat  set  foot,  or  hoof,  on  DKE's  lawn 
was  thirteen  years  ago.  But  Daniel  Barnes,  one 
of  the  two  previously  mentioned  pledges,  grew 
up  on  a  goat  farm.  And  now  DKE  has  a  goat. 
Or  they  had  a  goat. 

Six  days  after  the  triumphant  return  of  the 
pledges  and  their  goat.  James  Riley  and  DKE 
president  Basil  Wilson  were  woken  from  then- 
slumber  at  7:00  am  as  a  cop  banged  on  the  red, 
double  doors  of  the  DKE  house.  The  cop  told 
Riley  and  Wilson  that  their  goat  had  gotten 
loose  the  night  before  and  the  Sewanee  Police 
had  detained  the  goat  and  were  holding  it  in  the 
police  station's  garage.  The  police  made  no 
mention  of  any  ramifications  resulting  from  the 
goat's  escape.  "I  was  under  the  impression  it 
was  going  to  be  fine,"  Wilson  said. 

But  it  was  not  fine.  After  Riley  and 
Wilson  picked  up  their  newly  acquired  goat. 
Chief  Parrott  approached  the  two  boys.  His 
problem  was  not  that  the  goat  had  escaped  as 
that  particular  accident  was  a  prank  pulled  by 
a  student  unaffiliated  with  the  fraternity.  The 
problem,  as  Chief  Parrott  told  them,  was  they 
had  failed  to  register  the  goat  as  a  pet  and  if  they 
did  not  get  the  goat  off  campus  immediately 
citations  would  be  written.  In  addition  to 
this  threat,  the  police  station  also  required  the 
fraternity  to  clean  up  the  mess  the  goat  had 
made  in  the  station  garage.  The  brothers  of 
DKE  cleaned  the  mess,  then  drove  the  goat  to 
a  friend's  farm  near  Tracy  City  where  the  goat 
currently  resides. 

While  the  story  of  DKE's  goat  may  seem 
like  a  simple  one  with  a  simple  end,  one  fact 


complicates  the  matter.  The  brothers  of  DKE, 
as  well  as  other  Sewanee  students,  have  grown 
to  love  the  baby  goat.  While  the  acquisition  of 
a  goat  was  not  planned  by  the  brothers,  they 
could  not  refuse  the  animal  after  their  pledges 
had  driven  to  McMinville.  spent  $35  on  a  baby 
goat  at  a  livestock  auction  -  even  building  a 
house  for  her. 

"We  were  nervous  about  having  it  at  first— I 
mean,  it's  a  goat,  it's  weird.  But  it  was  actually 
a  good  pet.  Girls  came  over  to  look  at  it  and  it 
was  easy  to  take  care  of,"  said  Wilson. 

The  brothers  of  DKE  and  some  sisters  of 
Kappa  Delta  collectively  named  the  goat  Bonnie 
Conrad  Blue.  The  brothers  wanted  to  name  the 
goat  Conrad  in  honor  of  the  fraternity's  former 
president,  Conrad  Beyer.  "The  KDs  wanted  to  it 
be  called  Bonnie  and  they  kind  of  overpowered 
us  in  the  naming  of  the  goat."  Riley  concedes. 
The  "Blue"  was  added  through  the  insistence 
of  a  DKE  brother  who  "loves  the  South  a  little 
too  much"  and  wanted  to  complete  the  name  of 
Bonnie  Blue,  the  first  flag  of  the  Republic  of 
Texas. 

Bonnie  was  kept  in  the  fraternity  house's 
backyard  where  she  was  tethered  to  a  stake 
near  her  wooden  house  and  a  bucket  of  fresh 
water.  The  brothers  fed  her  grain  and  onions 
and  allowed  her  to  eat  the  grass.  "It  was  great," 
says  Wilson.  "The  lawn  looked  really  nice."  ' 

"It  [the  goat]  is  not  part  of  any  initiation  or 
ritual  stuff,"  Riley  adds.  "It's  just  supposed  to 
freak  out  pledges." 

But  simply  caring  for  Bonnie  isn't  enough 
for  the  University  to  allow  a  goat,  a  livestock 
animal,  on  residential  property.  "It  all  depends 
on  whether  or  not  Dean  Hartman  will  let  us 
register  a  goat  as  a  pet,"  Riley  says.  The  brothers 
were  supposed  to  meet  with  Hartman  last 
Wednesday  to  discuss  the  matter,  but  Barnes, 
the  main  proponent  for  Bonnie,  could  not  make 
the  meeting.  The  brothers  have  rescheduled  the 
meeting  for  this  upcoming  week.  Meanwhile, 
Bonnie  is  forced  to  wait  restlessly  on  a  stranger's 
farm  as  the  University  makes  its  verdict. 


the  EPA  has  instigated  a  program  called  State 
Revolving  Funds  (SRFs),  which  provide  loans 
and  grants  to  communities  who  need  to  improve 
water  related  facilities.  These  loans  are  given 
in  order  of  priority  of  need.  The  initial  portion 
of  the  loan  is  cultivated  by  funds  from  the  EPA, 
and  then  states  provide  the  rest  of  the  funding. 
This  is  seen  as  both  a  beneficial  and  necessary 
investment  because  it  is  building  a  better  future 
for  communities  by  addressing  public  health 
issues  and  sustainability  needs.  Additionally, 
getting  these  loans  (as  opposed  to  getting  them 
from  a  private  investor)  is  more  attractive 
because  the  interest  rates  are  lower. 

It  all  sounds  so  easy,  what  is  preventing 
Monteagle  and  other  small  towns  from  finding 


a  solution?  Monteagle  has  a  shaky  past  when 
it  comes  to  political  guidance.  Whether  the 
cause  of  the  lack  of  attention  to  this  issue  is 
caused  by  apathy,  corruption,  or  ignorance, 
there  is  no  denying  that  the  political  figures 
of  die  community  have  not  assumed  their 
responsibility.  It  is  up  to  these  political  figures, 
which  represent  and  manage  the  city,  to  facilitate 
the  process  of  getting  the  SRF  loans. 

However,  there  are  actions  that  local  citizens 

can  take  to  facilitate  the  protection  of  adjacent 

surface  waters,  according  to  environmentalists. 

First,   recognizing   that   development   that   is 

done  in  an  unsustainable  fashion,  which  does 

not  look  at  the  town  Monteagle  as  a  system  of 

interconnected  parts,  will  continue  to  feed  this 

problem.     Secondly,  citizens  can  continue  to 

educate  their  peers  and  their  neighbors  about 

the  implications  of  this  situation,  which  in  turn 

would  lead  to  a  greater  demand  for  a  solution. 

Thirdly,  one  can  take  advantage  of  the  programs 

the  EPA  has  set  up  for  citizens  in  these  high  risk 

regions.     Volunteer  water  monitoring  is  one 

of  these  options.    In  addition  to  unifying  the 

state  and  local  government  agencies  with  the 

community  through  work  and  contributions, 

volunteer  water  monitoring  would  provide  more 

data  to  help  with  devising  the  most  feasible  plan 

for  the  region. 

According  to  one  Sewanee  environmentalist, 
"we  must  recognize  what  our  responsibility  is  to 
our  local  community  in  this  situation.  Being  an 
educational  institution,  we  have  the  knowledge, 
ability,  and  access  to  motivate  for  change."

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and  elitist.  As  mentioned  earlier,  Sewanee 
prides  itself  in  Academia,  and  our  school  is 
one  that  encourages  us  to  thrive  in  a  place 
that  takes  growth,  learning,  and  enrichment 
seriously.  This  is  not  a  foreign  notion  to  our 
student  body.  There  is  a  reason  why  this 
school  concentrates  on  the  well-rounded, 
well-educated   students    when   considering 
applicants  for  admission.  Yes,  legacies  may 
have  some  extra  pull,  I  am  one  of  them,  and 
I  do  not  agree  with  that  practice,  nor  do  I 
see  it  as  the  first  thing  admissions  consider. 
But  even  the  legacies  are  not  here  without 
knowing    that    staying    will    require    hard 
work.  Sewanee  does  not  offer  large  athletic 
scholarships  like  a  state  school  because  it  is 
not  our  priority.  Students  admitted  here  come 
knowing  the  priority,  and  having  an  Order 
of  Gownsmen  that  congratulates  them  for 
achievements  in  this  area  is  not  only  far  from 
elitist,  but  something  that  our  school  ought 
to  see  as  more  of  a  necessity  than  we  do. 
Why  not  tell  the  ones  who  strive  to  do  well 
here  that  they  get  to  be  part  of  a  tradition  and 
legislative  body;  that  they  can  not  only  have 
a  voice  but  turn  that  voice  into  an  action  > 
They  are  the  ones  who  obviously  show  pnde 
in  this  institution  of  higher  learning,  and  the 
ones  who  show  respect  and  pride  are  the 
ones  who  should  be  in  charge  of  facilitating 
the  voice.  Not  becoming  the  only  voice, 
not  putting  their  voices  before  others,  but 
becoming  a  facilitator,  this  is  what  the  Order 
of  Gownsmen  calls  us  to  do.  When  you  look 


at  it  this  way,  the  gown  is  more  of  a  leveler 
of  the  playing  field,  for  we  were  all  admitted 
with  the  hopes  that  we  will  take  pride  in 
our  work  and  do  well.  We  were  all  admitted 
knowing  that  we  could  achieve  a  gownsmen 
status  Wearing  a  gown  to  show  that  status  is 
out  of  respect  and  honor  for  the  tradition  our 
school  was  built  on,  and  taking  pride  in  your 
academics  here  is  synonymous  with  taking 
pride  in  Sewanee.  It  is  not  pretentious,  but 
respectful. 

Again  I  stress  that  I  do  not  write  this 
article  to  criticize  those  who  feel  that  elitism 
and  pretentiousness  is  wrong.  1  do  not  say 
that  welcoming  everyone  to  the  table  is  not 
an  issue  we  should  be  receptive  to  I  merely 
wish  to  show  how  die  Order  of  Gownsmen 
can  be  seen  asawelcommg  body  oliegislatioii 
more  than  something  that  serves  to  alienate 
students  and  to  create  an  air  of  snobbery  in 
our  hallways.  I  also  do  not  intend  to  beat  a 
dead  horse-  if  the  majority  of  this  institution 
really  does  feel  that  the  Order  is  useless.  I 
will  not  stand  m  the  way  of  letting  it  go.  But 
I  will  be  sad  to  see  something  die  that  once 
held  such  importance  here,  that  sets  us  apart 
from  other  schools  by  not  giving  us  a  voice 
(everybody  here  has  one)  but  by  allowing 
those  who  shine  to  be  those  who  help  lead 
the  voices  to  the  greater  good  of  the  student 
body  and  this  mountain  we  call  our  home.

Environmentalists,  Brown  believes,  should 
love  not  just  people  but  all  problems  and  beings 
because  "care  is  commitment  and  commitment 
is  love." 

Brown  elaborated  that  we  must  face  our 
problems  head-on  and  practice  love  in  dealing 
with  them  by  finding  something  we  understand 
in  the  problem.  For  example,  cars  contribute 
to  pollution  but  one  must  not  just  denounce 
cars  as  wholly  bad  but  instead  recognize  that 
people  drive  cars  for  many  good  reasons.  This 
reasoning  allows  one  to  face  environmental 
problems  using  a  bigger  framework  for 
understanding,  thus  providing  greater  support 
for  environmentalism. 

Brown  impressed  upon  the  audience  her  faith 
in  the  social  and  environmental  consciousness 
of  all  Sewanee  students  and  encouraged  seniors 
to  leave  Sewanee  retaining  their  values  and 
respect  for  the  world  around  them. 


O.G.  Passes  Resolution  Concerning  the 
Establishment  of  the  GreenHouse 


The  Order  of  the  Gowsmen  passed  the 
following  resolution,  calling  for  the  vacated 
Counseling  Services  building  to  house  the  new 
GreenHouse: 

WHEREAS  the  new  environmental  strategic 
goal  signed  in  December  2007  states  that  the 
University  "shall  achieve  national  distinction 
for  the  caliber  of  its  academic  programs  in 
the  study  of  the  natural  environment  It  shall 
also  gain  renown  for  the  broad  commitment 
of  its  campus  community  to  the  practice  of 
sustainable  living." 

WHEREAS  the  student  group  currently 
referred  to  as  the  EcoHouse  has  fulfilled  their 
founding  mission  and  has  consistently  served 
as  a  leader  in  the  sustainability  movement  on 
campus  since  its  inception, 

WHEREAS  the  members  of  the  EcoHouse  seek 
to  refocus  the  mission  and  role  of  the  EcoHouse 
on  campus  so  that  it  is  no  longer  an  environmental 
interest  house  but  the  GreenHouse:  a  place  that 
unites  student  life,  academic  endeavors,  and 
community  involvement, 


WHEREAS  the  Richardson  Building,  which 
currently  houses  Counseling  Services,  will  be 
vacated  as  of  this  summer  and  left  available  for 
occupation  by  another  group, 

WHEREAS  Emery,  the  current  building  in 
which  the  EcoHouse  is  located,  is  no  longer 
a  suitable  structure  to  meet  the  new  focus 
and  dedication  of  its  residents  because  it  is 
not  visible  on  campus  and  lacks  significant 
community  space, 

WHEREAS  an  immediate  change  in  location 
is  necessary  for  the  realization  of  the  5-year 
plan  of  the  GreenHouse,  supported  by  the 
Campus  Sustainability  Committee,  the  Steering 
Committee,  the  Dean  of  Students,  the  University 
Chaplain,  and  numerous  faculty  and  staff, 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the 
Order  of  the  Gownsmen  supports  the  renovation 
of  the  Richardson  House  and  the  opening  of  the 
GreenHouse  in  August  2008.

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Police  Blotter:  Chief  Parrott  Bids  Fond  Farewell, 
Spring  Party  Leaves  Lasting  Memories

Admins  Announce 
Reading  Day  is 
Half  Day;  Students 
Mourn  Lost  Study 
Time

ooking  at  the  final  exam  schedule,  many  students  were 
J-/  stunned,  confused,  and  a  little  pissed  off  to  find  that  the  ever- 
essential  Reading  Day  (Thursday,  May  1  •)  had  been  reduced  to 
a  mere  morning  rest.  In  past  semesters,  Reading  Day  has  been 
the  eye  of  the  storm,  providing  a  much  needed  respite  between 
the  last  day  of  classes  and  the  beginning  of  final  exams  This 
semester,  however.  Reading  Day  has  been  cut  short,  with  exams 
beginning  that  afternoon  at  2  p.m.  Dean  Jones  was  contacted  in 
an  attempt  to  uncover  the  rationale  for  the  seemingly  cruel  and 
unusual  nature  of  this  Reading  Day  reduction. 

After  acknowledging  that  Reading  Day  is  an  important  period 
for  both  students  and  faculty.  Dean  Jones  explained  that  while  no 
one  wanted  the  modification  to  happen,  there  was  no  other  way  to 
accommodate  the  increase  in  the  number  of  classes  and  sections 
offered  this  semester.  As  Dean  Jones  clarified,  this  addition  of 
sections  was  necessary  because  "students  had  a  terrible  time 
registering  [last  fall]  for  classes."  At  the  same  time,  adding 
classes  to  a  prearranged  academic  calendar  gave  rise  to  a  new 
issue:  finding  enough  time  slots  for  final  exams  before  the  end 
of  the  semester. 

"We  could  have  gone  closer  to  graduation."  Dean  Jones 
mused,  "but  the  registrar  needs  the  [seniors']  grades  in  time  for 
graduation,  and  pushing  back  exams  would  not  have  allowed 
them  enough  time  to  meet  that  deadline."  Dean  Jones  went  on 
to  explain  that  the  Deans  and  the  calendar  committee  (which  is 
responsible  for  arranging  the  University's  calendar)  tried  to  make 
the  smallest  impact  possible  by  scheduling  Thursday's  exams  for 
the  smaller  class  sections.  While  he  strongly  sympathizes  with 
those  students  who  are  affected.  Dean  Jones  reiterated  that  the 
University  wanted  to  keep  the  percentage  of  students  influenced 
by  this  adjustment  as  low  as  possible.  How  does  all  of  this  affect 
the  future  of  our  beloved  Reading  Day?  For  now,  take  solace  in 
knowing  that  the  issue  is  already  resolved  for  the  fall  semester

Students  Receive  Funding  for  Unpaid 
Interships  over  Summer

With  summer  fast  approaching,  many 
students  are  accepting  internships  and 
jobs  all  over  the  world.  Sewanee  students  have 
the  unique  opportunity  to  receive  funding  for 
such  internships  that  would  otherwise  be  unpaid. 
Living  in  a  big  city  where  job  opportunities  are 
abundant  is  expensive;  grants  available  through 
the  generosity  of  large  endowments  allow 
students  to  live  in  these  costly  cities.  Career 
Services  can  assist  in  finding  the  appropriate 
grant  to  apply  for  and  detailed  descriptions  of 
each  fund  can  be  found  on  the  Career  Services 
web  page.  While  the  deadline  is  passed  for 
these  funding  programs,  it  is  never  too  soon 
to  learn  about  the  unique  prospect  of  receiving 
University  funding  to  pay  for  a  summer  job. 

One  such  funding  source  is  the  Biehl 
international  research  internship  fund.  This 
fund  provides  money  to  students  who  choose  to 
live  outside  of  the  United  States  (or  any  other 
English  speaking  country)  in  order  to  study  and 
research  a  specific  society.  Rising  juniors  and 
seniors  who  are  Anthropology,  Asian  Studies, 
Economics,  History,  International  and  Global 
Studies,  and  Political  Science  majors  can  apply 
to  receive  up  to  $4000  for  the  summer.  Upon  the 
student's  return  to  the  Mountain,  she  must  write 
an  in-depth  research  paper  and  publicly  present 
her  findings. 

Another  grant  that  many  students  receive  is 
the  Tonya  Public  Affairs  fund.  Students  must 
"contribute  to  the  understanding  of  a  public 
policy  or  program  that  applies  to  the  general 
public."  Also,  students  can  work  to  "contribute 
to  the  understanding  of  an  identifiable  aspect 
of  the  political  system."  The  Career  Services 


webpage  explains  all  the  stipulations  in  further 
detail.  Rising  sophomores  through  graduating 
seniors  are  eligible  to  apply  for  up  to  $340  per 
week.  Students  find  that  this  money  truly  proves 
useful  to  pay  for  their  summer  living  costs. 
Senior  Allen  Wood  received  the  Tonya  grant 
and  explains  how  important  the  money  was. 

"I  did  research  at  the  Southern  Center  for 
International  Studies  in  Atlanta  last  summer  and 
had  an  excellent  time.  Thanks  to  the  Tonya,  I 
was  able  to  work  for  an  unpaid  internship  in  the 
city  for  an  entire  summer,  and  came  out  even. 
I  lived  with  my  cousin,  so  I  used  the  money  to 
pay  her  rent,  buy  groceries,  gas  etc,  Since  so 
many  of  the  non-profits  and  think  tanks  that 
university  students  try  and  work  for  cannot 
pay  salaries  to  interns,  grants  like  this  really 
increase  our  choices  for  summer  employment. 
I  think  the  Tonya  (and  similar  grants)  are  the 
best  things  the  school  has  to  offer  in  regards  to 
extra-curricular  opportunities. 

Senior  Justin  Woodard  adds,  "I  did  an 
internship  for  a  federal  judge,  and  there  is  no 
way  I  could  have  lived  in  Charleston  without 
the  Tonya  grant." 

Internships  are  a  crucial  part  of  the  process  to 
finding  a  fulfilling  career  and  Sewanee  students 
have  the  opportunity  to  get  paid  for  working  at 
places  that  cannot  pay  us.  Receiving  funding 
from  the  University  provides  great  leverage  with 
an  employer;  students  can  offer  their  skills  to 
the  internship  sponsor  for  free.  Career  Services 
can  assist  you  with  the  application  procedure 
and  help  you  find  an  internship  that  is  satisfying 
and  appealing.

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Registration  Woes:  Is  Sewanee  Taking  Action?

Towards  the  end  of  each  semester,  every  student  begins  the 
X  painstaking  process  of  registration.  Many  Sewanee  students 
complain  of  not  getting  the  classes  that  they  want  or  need  and 
struggle  to  create  a  schedule  they  feel  is  appropriate  for  them. 

Kathenne  Ross,  a  graduating  senior,  remembers  she  "didn't 
take  French  for  a  whole  year  because  it  was  full."  Katherine 
asserts,  "Language  classes  are  especially  annoying"  during 
registration  and  "understaffed."  When  asked  about  the  Biology 
department's  experience.  David  Haskell,  Chair  of  Biology 
says  they  had  "at  least  two  dozen  people  who  couldn't  get  into 
introductory  Biology  classes.  Those  are  just  the  people  who 
emaded  to  ask  for  an  override.  No  doubt  others  were  closed  out 
also. 

What  might  cause  the  inability  to  register  for  desired  or  even 
necessary  classes?  Paul  Wiley,  of  the  Un.vers.ty  Reg.strars 
Office,  claims  it  is  true  that  students  often  cannot  get  into  classes 
they  want,"  but  the  majority  gets  into  classes  they  "need  " 
According  to  the  "very  nature  of  the  institution,"  Sewanee  does 
not  offer  thirty  sections,  or  even  ten  sections,  of  a  certain  class, 
merefore.  registration  is  infrequently  a  problem  for  declared 
majors  but  instead  more  often  difficult  for  underclassmen  Wiley 
is  not  a  huge  advocate  of  Sewanee's  "hierarchical"  way  of 
registering;  the  sophomores  and  freshman  are  often  left  with  few 
choices  when  creating  their  schedule.   Paul  Wiley  recommends 


that  underclassmen  "consider  all  the  options  available,  be 
patient."  and  most  of  all.  "be  prepared."  Too  frequently,  students 
will  come  into  the  Registrars  Office  minutes  before  registration 
and  are  "panicked  because  they  can't  find  their  advisor."  The 
Registrar  sends  out  many  emails  reminding  students  to  do  this, 
and  yet  Paul  Wiley  sees  many  unable  to  register  because  they 
have  not  "taken  full  responsibility  of  their  schedules." 

Many  students,  as  well,  find  themselves  not  "knowing  what 
they  need  to  graduate."  To  remedy  this,  the  Registrar's  Office  is 
working  to  implement  an  online  "degree  audit  program"  called 
"Degree  Works."  Using  this  website,  students  can  determine 
what  they  have  taken  and  what  they  need  to  take  to  fulfill  their 
degree,  distribution,  major,  and  minor  requirements.  Many 
students  have  experienced  problems  as  upperclassmen  due 
to  unfulfilled  requirements,  to  take  distribution  requirements 
during  their  senior  year,  juniors  must  get  special  permission. 
For  example,  physical  education  requirements  usually  present 
the  biggest  problems  for  older  students.  The  College  Faculty  is 
changing  this  as  well,  making  it  mandatory  for  students  to  take 
PE.  during  their  freshman  and  sophomore  years. 

Paul  Wiley  is  helping  "build  a  culture  of  enforced  success." 

The  Reg.strar  is  trying  to  give  students  "good  information"  about 

what  they  need  to  do."    Wiley  cautions,  however,  that,  with 

the  added  rules  of  distribution  requirements,  there  will  be  "less 

tolerance  of  the  failure  to  meet  the  requirements."  Wiley  worries 


that  freshmen  are  sent  a  poor  message  when  they  do  not  get  the 
classes  they  want;  they  wonder  if  this  "isn't  a  good  fit  for  me." 
Students  who  "stick  it  out,"  on  the  other  hand,  "end  up  getting 
what  they  need." 

With  the  rising  number  of  students,  many  fear  that  there  are 
not  enough  classes  and  professors  for  the  growing  population. 
Paul  Wiley  feels  this  is  not  a  "real  problem."  For  example, 
out  of  sixty-five  English  graduates  last  year,  "everyone  got  the 
classes  they  needed."  If  faculty  members  were  to  decide  to  let  in 
thirty  students  rather  than  twenty,  the  educational  experience  at 
Sewanee  would  drastically  change.  Larger  classes  are  "not  what 
students  at  Sewanee  expect."  At  the  same  time,  he  does  not  feel 
there  are  too  few  classes."  David  Haskell  asserts,  on  the  other 
hand,  that  "we  have  a  professor  shortage:  a  mis-match  between 
student  demand  and  the  availability  of  professors,  especially  in 
popular  departments." 

So  what  should  Sewanee  do?  The  Registrar's  Office  seems 
to  be  doing  everything  possible  to  make  the  registration  process 
more  enjoyable;  they  have  no  control  over  the  number  of  classes 
offered.  Is  it  up  to  the  administration  to  hire  more  professors? 
Create  larger  classes?  After  a  tradition  of  low  student-professor 
ratios.  Sewanee  seems  to  be  lagging  behind  the  growing  student

WUTS:  What  advice  would  you 
have  for  college  bands  trying  to 


take  their  music  to  another  level? 

SH:  Well... get  out  and  play  in  front 
of  people  as  much  as  you  can.  When 
we  were  starting,  we  bought  a  van 
and  trailer  and  we  took  out  a  loan  and 
made  a  record  and  just  went  around 
the  southeast  and  started  playing  in 
clubs  you  know... sometimes  there'd 
be  4  people  there;  the  next  time  it'd 
be  8  and  it  would  just  keep  going 
like  that  until  we  got  a  following.  If 
you  can  get  an  audience  like  that  on  a 
grassroots  level,  then  people  will  take 
notice  and  you  can  at  some  point  you 
can  approach  a  radio  station  and  see 
if  they'll  let  you  come  in  and  play  a 
few  songs  or  maybe  do  an  event  for 
them.  Just  network  it.  Try  to  get  your 
foot  in  the  door  and  try  to  play  with  as 
many  bands  as  you  can.  If  everyone 
joins  forces  and  one  of  them  ends  up 
getting  signed,  they  could  tell  their  A 
&  R  guy  to  check  your  band  out.  It's 
just  about  networking  and  playing 
and  getting  better.  It's  music  first. 
Practice  as  a  band  a  lot! 

WUTS:  Sister  Hazel  has  been 
around... roughly  since  1993.  From 


then  to  now  it's... a  fair  amount  of 
time... 

SH:  We  were  just  9  years  old  when 
we  started.  *laughter* 

WUTS:  ...how  has  your  music 
evolved  throughout  the  years? 

SH:  Urn... we've  never  really  had 
any  rules  in  our  band.  We  have  the 
freedom  to  change  styles.  On  each 
record  we  try  to  bring  something 
new  to  the  table.  Another  thing  is 
that  we've  tried  to  be  really  different 
from  record  to  record  and  now  we're 
coming  back  around  to  just  being 
ourselves  and  write  whatever  we  feel 
and  we  embrace  our  strengths.  From 
being  on  the  road  for  all  that  time, 
we  kind  of  know  what  we're  good  at; 
what  we're  not  good  at.  We  kind  of 
just  found  our  identity  so  to  speak. 

WUTS:  What  is  the  best  venue  that 
Sister  Hazel  has  played?  The  band 
has  not  played  at  Sewanee  yet  so 
you  get  a  pass  on  this  one.

Rocks  in  Colorado.  We  did  two  nights 


out  there  with  The  Allman  Brothers 
and  we've  played  there  on  our  own 
before.  It's  an  amazing  venue.  There 
are  these  two  huge  rocks  that  make 
it  into  a  natural  amphitheater.  It's 
amazing!  You  can  see  all  of  Denver 
from  there. 

WUTS:  What  has  been  your 
greatest  challenge  as  a  band  so 
far?

University  Gets  New  Neighbor  With  Lost  Cove  Purchase:  An  Interview  with  Elizabeth  Motlow

When  the  University  added 
3,000  acres  to  the  Domain, 
the  community  gained  more  than 
just  property.  It  acquired  a  passionate 
neighbor  in  the  person  of  Elizabeth 
Motlow.  She  is  a  woman  who 
conveys  a  seriousness  of  purpose 
with  unwavering  convictions  about 
anything  from  age  discrimination 
to  environmental  restraint.  A  former 
art  professor  and  studio  curator  at 
the  University,  Motlow  brings  both 
the  ability  and  the  desire  to  convey 
the  beauty,  fragility,  and  distinctive 


qualities  of  the  Lost  Cove  ecosystem. 
The  Sewanee  Purple  sat  down  with 
her  to  discuss  land  use  issues  related 
to  this  new  part  of  the  University. 

Motlow's  approximately  350  acre 
property  is  located  about  800  feet 
below  the  top  of  the  plateau  on  which 
the  University  sits.  Motlow's  land  is 
considered  a  part  of  the  area  defined 
as  Lost  Cove,  although  it  was  not  a 
part  of  the  portion  purchased  by  the 
University.  On  200  of  Motlow's  acres 
hay  and  other  grasses  are  fanned  on 
pioneer  farmland  which  dates  back 
150    years.    Before    this    area    was 


settled,  according  to  Motlow,  the 
entirety  of  Lost  Cove  was  "of  great 
spiritual  importance  to  the  Native 
Americans."  She  understands  why  it 
was  considered  such  a  spiritual  place 
because  of  its  fertility  and  "location 
sheltered  by  the  mountains  which 
creates  a  unique  ecosystem."  Despite 
the  many  times  she  has  explored 
the  area  on  hikes,  Motlow  is  often 
surprised  by  species  she  has  never 
before  seen. 

Motlow  makes  it  clear  that  Lost 
Cove  is  near  and  dear  to  her  heart, 
so  The  Sewanee  Purple  wanted  to 


get  her  thoughts  on  the  possible  uses 
for  the  University-owned  acreage. 
Some  important  components  of  the 
Lost  Cove  Conservation  Easement 
were  left  open  for  future  discussion 
and  approval  by  those  involved  in 
the  contract  including  how  or  if 
public  access,  hunting,  or  timbering 
would  be  allowed  on  the  property. 
Considering  herself  a  "realistic 
environmentalist,"  Motlow  shared 
unique  opinions  on  these  issues. 
While  she  is  "scared  to  death"  about 
the  thought  of  inexperienced  people 
destroying  flora,  fauna,  or  themselves 


in  such  an  untouched  ecosystem, 
she  encourages  regulated  hunting. 
Motlow  believes  hunting  will  occur 
whether  permits  are  given  out  or  not 
However,  with  regulation  you  get 
good,  humane  people  on  your  land; 
without  it  you  have  poachers  doing 
reprehensible  things 

Whetherornot  to  allow  sustainable 
timbering  in  Lost  Cove  is  a  highly 
debated  issue.  In  this  case,  Motlow 
takes  the  side  of  those  who  would 
like  to  harvest  a  small  amount  of 
timber  from  Lost  Cove.  She  explains

that,  "sustainable  timbering  has  occurred  in 
Lost  Cove  throughout  its  history,  and  this 
could  continue  as  a  way  of  personalizing  the 
consequences  of  resource  use."  While  Motlow 
is  a  strong  advocate  of  environmental  restraint- 
"preserving  what  we  have,  recycling  what  we 
can"-  she  understands  that  we  need  things  like 
paper  and  meat,  which  require  taking  things  from 
the  land.  As  an  example  of  her  own  attempts 
to  experience  resource  use  first-hand,  Motlow 
owns  an  organic  lamb  business  for  which  she 
raises  and  slaughters  sheep  every  year.  She 
admits  that  "it  is  heartbreaking  to  slaughter 


them,  but  isn't  that  how  it  should  be?" 

Motlow  has  already  contributed  a  great  deal 
in  her  relationship  with  the  University  and  is 
likely  to  do  much  more.  She  is  confident  about 
her  future  relations  with  her  new  neighbor 
because  "everyone  has  been  so  open  to  [her] 
opinions."  She  hopes  that  as  momentum  builds 
for  environmental  responsibility,  all  academic 
disciplines  will  incorporate  the  resources  of  Lost 
Cove  as  teaching  tools.  Motlow  emphasizes, 
"there  is  definitely  a  wonderful  potential 
down  there  for  people  to  discover  things  about 
themselves."

After  over  a  decade  as  the  men's  basketball 
head  coach  and  assistant  athletic  director. 
Joe  Thoni  has  announced  that  the  2007-08 
season  will  be  his  last,  according  to  Mark 
Webb,  Sewanee  athletic  director.  "Coach  Thoni 
has  left  a  lasting  and  distinguished  mark  on  the 
tradition  of  Sewanee  Basketball.  I  remain  deeply 
appreciative  of  his  service  to  the  Department  of 
Athletics  and  of  his  many  contributions  to  the 
lives  of  those  young  men  who  played  for  him," 
said  Webb. 

In  his  16  years  as  head  coach,  Thoni  has 
accumulated  a  record  of  1 83-2 1 8  and  has  led  the 
Tigers  to  two  NCAA  postseason  appearances 
(1997,  1998),  a  SCAC  championship  in  1997, 


a  20- win  season  in  1998  and  a  school  record  six 
consecutive  winning  seasons  (1992-93  to  1998- 
99).  He  has  coached  16  AU-SCAC  players  and 
3  All- Americans.  After  the  1996-97  season, 
he  was  not  only  named  SCAC  Coach-of-the- 
Year,  but  was  also  selected  by  the  Columbus 
Multimedia  as  the  South  Region  Co-Coach-of- 
the-Year. 

Though  rumors  have  flown  as  to  the  exact 
reason  for  Thoni 's  departure  and  how  it  will 
affect  the  morale  of  the  team  next  season, 
neither  the  team  nor  Athletic  Director  Webb 
has  had  any  response.  As  of  yet,  there  has  been 
no  replacement  announced  for  Thoni,  but  the 
search  continues.

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Community  Honor:  Brethren  Dwelling  Together?

Through  our  research  of  the  Honor  Code  over  the  past 
semester  we  have  found  conflicts  in  the  perception  of 
what  the  Honor  Code  means.  In  regards  to  the  University, 
it  is  to  "not  lie.  or  cheat,  or  steal,"  but  students  often  have 
a  more  encompassing  view  of  honor. 

While,  observing  the  actual  Honor  Code,  we 
realized  three  of  the  six  resolutions  were  about  plagiarism, 
all  of  which  can  be  found  on  the  school's  website. 
We  propose  an  ultimatum  to  change  the  focus  of  the 
University's  idea  of  honor,  to  the  more  applicable  and 
traditional  definition  of  honor. 

We  move  to  return  to  our  "gentleperson's 
understanding"  of  what  it  means  to  be  truly  honorable. 
When  our  Honor  Code  was  first  written  in  1907  it  arose 
from  a  simple  agreement,  written  as,  "The  code  of  honor 
universally  accepted  among  gentlemen."  Further  more, 
we  believe  that  the  Code's  wording  and  its'  impact  on 
the  community  can  and  should  be  changed  because,  "the 
Honor  Code  must  continue  to  adapt  to  remain  a  viable 
document,"  as  stated  by  former  Honor  Council  chair  Ted 
Goodman. 

We  believe  that  the  present  wording  too  narrowly 
defines  honor.  Shall  we  limit  ourselves  in  defining 
honor  only  in  terms  of  plagiarism  and  fake  ED's?  Shall 
we  ignore  the  fact  that  physical  and  emotional  abuse  is 
dishonorable?  Shall  we  ignore  the  fact  that  disrespect  for 
the  environment  is  dishonorable?  Shall  we  ignore  the  fact 
that  our  community  involvement  is  a  mere  passing  "hello" 
on  the  sidewalk?  At  this  moment  we  are  disjointed  and 
confused  about  what  it  means  to  be  honorable.  We  would 
like  to  focus  on  five  key  areas  of  campus  life  in  which  the 
role  of  honor  should  be  considered  more  closely. 

STUDENTS 

First,  that  any  adequate  conception  of  Honor  demands 
that  an  honorable 

person  shall  not  lie,  or  cheat,  or  steal.  -  Honor  Code 
The  students  of  Sewanee  feel  a  sense  of  ambiguity 
in  regard  to  the  Honor  Code.  Ironically,  this  feeling  of 
uncertainty  arises  from  the  Honor  Code's  specific  word 
choice.  The  Honor  Code's  rigid  definition  of  honor  leaves 
students  assuming  that  dishonorable  behavior  is  only  that 
which  falls  into  the  categories  of  "lie,  or  cheat,  or  steal;" 
primarily  in  terms  of  plagiarism.  This  current  incarnation 
of  honor  is  not  in  concurrence  with  the  original  Honor 
Code,  or  the  actual  tenants  of  the  present  Code.  The  Honor 
Code  initially  sought  to  canvas  honor  in  all  situations  and 
have  its  message  be  one  of  universal  civil  behavior  and 
guide  students  not  only  through  their  careers  at  Sewanee, 
but  beyond  as  well.  This  traditional  ideal  is  supported  by 
current  student's  opinion. 

One  student  survey  participant  wrote,  "To  be 
dishonorable  is  to  act  without  respect  for  people  or  for 
regulations."  Others  wrote  dishonorable  behavior  is,  "to 
act  in  a  way  that  benefits  yourself  at  the  cost  of  others," 
and  to  "willfully  engage  in  activities  you  know  to  be 
wrong  and  hurt  others." 

Because  rules  evolve  and  become  more  specific,  our 
University  has  chosen  to  specifically  list  what  is  acceptable 
or  not.  For  instance  glass  bottles  carry  a  fine.  Parking 
violations  carry  a  fine.  Multiple  absences  from  class  carry 
a  cut  warning.  And  academic  violations  of  the  Honor  Code 
carry  the  punishment  of  expulsion.  Rules  and  preordained 
punishments  create  the  mindset  of  "What  can  I  get  away 
with?" 

Naturally,  we  become  obsessed  with  judging  the  act 
based  upon  the  punishment  versus  the  morality  of  the  act. 
Because  we  have  limited  ourselves  in  specifically  saying, 
"shall  not  lie,  or  cheat,  or  steal,"  we  have  convinced 
ourselves  that  only  these  things  are  dishonorable. 

We  believe  the  second  provision  of  the  Honor  Code 
provides  the  true  mentality  of  honor  that  students  possess. 
However,  this  second  resolution  is  poorly  represented 
through  the  University.  It  should  be  the  most  promoted 
tenant  of  the  Honor  Code. 

Second,  that  membership  in  the  student  body  carries 
with  it  a  peculiar  responsibility  for  the  punctilious 
observance  of  those  standards  of  conduct  which  govern  an 


honorable  person  in  every  walk  of  life. 
-  Honor  Code 

Students  trust  each  other  within  our  community,  to  a 
point  that  outsiders  may  consider  naive.  Doors  remain 
unlocked  and  book  bags  remain  untouched  in  a  pile  in 
McClurg.  When  analyzing  the  different  results  of  a  recent 
anonymous  study  of  what  it  means  to  be  dishonorable, 
many  students  agreed:  "To  create  an  advantage  for  oneself 
while  in  some  form  hurting  others,"  and  that  dishonor  is 
"compromising  your  integrity."  Many  more  stated  that 
to  "lie,  or  cheat,  or  steal"  is  dishonorable.  Together  these 
views  create  a  complex  definition  of  honor  within  our 
community.  Therefore,  it  is  a  reasonable  and  pragmatic 
argument  to  highlight  the  broader  definition  stated  in  the 
second  provision  over  the  other  six.  Furthermore,  arguably 
the  most  important  reason  to  restructure  our  Honor  Code 
and  highlight  this  seemingly  lost  clause,  is  to  ritualize  it. 
It  can  be  said  that  if  the  University  does  one  thing,  it  is 
to  celebrate  itself.  Instead  of  writing  "pledge"  or  "I  shall 
not  lie,  or  cheat,  or  steal"  on  an  exam,  we  should  write 
"Honor."  We  should  carry  our  passion  for  a  just  and 
respectable  academic  community  to  encompass  every 
part  of  our  lives.  Yes,  we  do  this,  but  let  us  shed  a  little  of 
our  humility  and  make  it  the  most  important  aspect  of  our 
community. 

FACULTY 

A  survey  conducted  to  gauge  faculty  feelings  toward  the 
Honor  Code  and  its'  implementation  reveals  very  mixed 
feelings  on  the  behalf  of  our  professors.  One  respondent, 
when  asked  about  the  level  of  influence  of  Sewanee's 
current  definition  of  Honor  on  student  conduct,  said, 
"VERY  little;  personal  sense  of  honor— or  lack  thereof— 
guides  the  behavior  of  most  students."  Only  six  out  of 
twenty-seven  faculty  respondents  to  the  same  question, 
answered  with  a  resounding  "yes."  Ted  Goodman,  in  his 
report  on  the  Honor  Code's  history  says,  "The  Honor  Code 
has  been  in  a  constant  state  of  transformation." 

Perhaps  it's  time  to  transform  again,  as  professor 
responses  appear  to  reveal  a  lack  of  effectiveness  of  the 
Honor  Code  in  students'  everyday  lives. 

In  our  interview  with  Dr.  Gerald  Smith  of  the  Religion 
department,  he  mentioned  that  over  time,  the  faculty  had 
become  disillusioned  with  the  Honor  Council  because  of 
its  inability  to  convict  students  with  punishments  truly 
applicable  to  the  crime.  He  further  mentions  how  faculty 
life  and  student  life  rarely  cross  paths  as  a  result  of  the 
alcohol  age  limit;  that  by  being  in  the  presence  of  underage 
drinking,  there  is  an  immense  amount  of  "liability" 
involved.  This  is  evident  in  the  Greek  Life  system.  Smith 
remembers  when  students  and  faculty  were  very  active  in 
fraternity  life  together,  but  now,  with  the  alcohol  age  at  21, 
faculty  is  primarily  absent  in  Greek  Life. 


HONOR  COUNCIL 

In  a  study  of  Honor  Code  history,  former  Chair  of  the 
Honor  Council,  Ted  Goodman,  cites  a  1925  Purple  article 
entitled,  "Honor!"  as  declaring  that  the  Code,  "applies  to 
all  phases  of  University  life."  Current  chair.  Tyler  Brantley, 
augments  and  supports  this  idea:  "Honor  at  Sewanee  is 
developing  your  educational,  spiritual,  and  social  self  in  a 
manner  which  does  not  infringe  upon  the  rights  of  others, 
helps  those  around  you  discover  their  journey,  gives  credit 
where  credit  is  due,  and,  through  it  all,  striving  to  pursue 
a  standard  of  excellence  that  can  serve  as  an  inspiration 
to  others."  Tyler  continues  about  the  popular  feelings  of 
the  Honor  Code's  scope:  "Some  students  think  the  Honor 
Code  simply  states,  'No  lying,  or  cheating,  or  stealing;  is 
there  more  to  it  than  that?'  There's  definitely  more  to  it 
than  that." 

The  current  Honor  Council  leadership  appears  to 
support  the  original  definition  of  honor  in  Sewanee,  which 
was,  as  previously  stated,  a  broad,  all-encompassing 
agreement  that  demanded  civil  and  considerate  behavior 
at  all  times  from  all  persons. 

WHY  HAS  SEWANEE'S  HONOR  SYSTEM 
WEAKENED? 

The  community's  notion  of  honor  has  over  time  and 


as  a  result  of  inadequate  responses  to  changes  in  the 
makeup  of  the  community,  deteriorated.  An  anonymous 
student  responded  to  a  recent  survey  regarding  honor  on 
the  Mountain,  "The  idea  of  honor  needs  to  be  reevaluated 
throughout  the  Sewanee  community."  with  a  great  many 
respondents  echoing  this  sentiment.  To  many  community 
members,  the  presence  of  the  traditional  idea  of  honor  is 
nonexistent. 

If  the  community  is  to  rejuvenate  Sewanee's  "gentle- 
person's  agreement,"  it  is  necessary  to  look  at  the  factors 
that  have  threatened  it,  both  in  the  past  and  present. 

Part  of  the  reason  for  the  inability  to  reverence  the  idea 
of  Honor  is  because  Sewanee's  student  body  is  becoming 
increasingly  more  diverse,  and  the  long-standing  culture 
of  Sewanee  is  ambivalent  to  change.  The  Admission's 
office  has  prided  itself  in  such  diverse  applicants,  but 
the  community  at  large  appears  hesitant.  This  lack  of 
appreciation  of  diversity  is  evident  in  the  amount  of 
participants  in  the  African  Week:  60  people  at  the  Student 
panel  (faculty  and  students),  80  people  at  African  culture 
night  and  dinner  (faculty,  administration,  and  students), 
and  35  people  at  the  cinema  guild  showing  of  Tsotsi;  out 
of  a  student  body  of  roughly  1,400.  While  Jennifer  Juma 
says  the  viewing  of  Tsotsi  had  the  "highest  number  of 
people  attending"  for  a  cinema  guild  showing,  the  truly 
captivating  activities  such  as  the  panel  discussion  and  the 
culture  night,  had  minimal  student  participation. 

Some  would  argue  that  the  main  reason  Sewanee's 
current  state  lacks  a  strong  foundation  of  honor,  is  a  result 
of  habitual  inebriation.  Dean  Hartman  comments,  "alcohol 
is  the  number  one  issue  that  devalues  our  education." 
Sewanee's  undeniably  robust  drinking  scene  breeds 
dishonorable  behavior,  not  so  much  because  of  drinking 
itself,  but  its  side  effects:  Fake  ID  use  and  irresponsible 
drunkenness  (i.e.  behavior  that  is  harmful  to  oneself 
or  others).  This  idea  of  irresponsible  drinking  and  its' 
negative  effect  on  those  around  you  is  evident  in  the  much 
popularized  bi-weekly  edition  of  the  Bacchus  Diaries. 
Further,  there  is  even  a  group  on  Facebook  entitled,  All 
My  Friends  Think  I'm  an  Alcoholic,  but  They  Don't  Go 
to  Sewanee  and  Could  Never  Understand,  with  an  eye 
opening,  324  members. 

Dr.  Smith  elaborates  on  the  implications  of  a  condoning 
atmosphere    for   underage   drinking:    "As    long   as   the 
University  tolerates  violations  in  the  law  regarding  alcohol 
[underage  drinking],  there  will  always  be  a  problem  with 
the  Honor  Code,  in  a  sense  we  are  engaged  in  a  collective 
dishonor,  and  that  makes  it  difficult  to  make  Honor 
plausible  .  .  .  When  two  thirds  of  a  party  is  drinking 
underage,  the  University,  in  a  sense,  is  endorsing  it.  And 
I  think  it  creates  a  climate,  at  least  with  the  Honor  Code, 
of  dishonor."  While  Sewanee  may  condone  underage 
drinking,  there  has  still  been  a  problem  with  fake  ID  use. 
And  the  use  of  a  fake  ID  is  considered  lying  and  subject  to 
an  Honor  Council  proceeding.  Honor  Council  Vice  Chair, 
Clark  Welch,  clarifies,    "underage  drinking  is  a  part  of 
life  at  Sewanee;  you  can't  avoid  it  ...  So  the  question  at 
hand  is  whether  or  not  drinking  underage  is  a  violation 
of  the  Honor  Code.  It  most  certainly  is  not,  provided  that 
no  lying  occurs  in  the  process."  Current  students  poorly 
understand  this  difference.   Last  fiscal  year,  3  individuals 
went  before  the  Honor  Council  for  forged  identification 
charges,  while  this  year,  there  have  been  6  cases  before  the 
Honor  Council  for  the  use  of  forged  identification. 

WHERE  DO  WE  GO  FROM  HERE? 

A  broader  definition  of  honor  that  reaches  into 
interactions  with  others  could  very  well  rejuvenate  the 
beloved  old  saying,  "Ecce  quam  bonum..." 

Challenge  yourselves  and  the  rest  of  the  community 
to  rethink  their  personal  definitions  of  honor,  and  work  to 
revive  and  broaden  honor's  influence  across  all  aspects  of 
life  on  the  Mountain.

Cinema  Guild's  wildcard  film,  "I'm  Not 
There,"  attracted  one  of  the  largest 
crowds  of  the  semester  at  its  screening  this 
past  Thursday,  April  22.  Members  of  the 
guild  were  pressed  to  find  a  movie  to  replace 
the  previously  scheduled  Alfred  Hitchcock 
classic,  "North  by  Northwest,"  due  to  last 
minute  problems  with  availability. 

Director  Todd  Haynes'  would-be  biopic, 
which  the  opening  credits  say  is  "inspired 
by  the  music  and  many  lives  of  Bob  Dylan," 
came  out  in  2007  and  was  highly  acclaimed 
in  this  year's  award  season.  Though  none 
of  the  characters  are  concretely  identified  as 
Dylan,  he  is  portrayed  through  six  different 
roles  in  the  film,  played  by  five  actors  and 
one  actress.  He  is  at  one  moment  a  young 
African- American,  train-hopping  boy  (Carl 
Franklin)  and  a  folk  singer  turned  born- 
again  preacher  the  next  (Christian  Bale). 


His  other  personae  include  a  60s  pop  star 
(Cate  Blanchett),  an  actor  (Heath  Ledger), 
a  young  poet  (Ben  Whishaw),  and  an  old 
cowboy  (Richard  Gere). 

Rather  than  presenting  a  fluid  narrative, 
Haynes  creates  a  rhythmic  series  of  scenes 
and  surreal  images  centered  on  the  lives 
of  these  six  Dylan  figures,  which  fluctuate 
and  overlap,  often  changing  seamlessly 
from  black-and-white  to  color.  The  movie 
contains  many  references  to  pop  culture, 
including  a  cameo  role  for  comedian  David 
Cross  as  Allen  Ginsberg. 

This  film,  followed  by  the  grand  finale  of 
the  Cinema  Guild  line-up  for  this  semester, 
Stanley  Kubrick's  "Dr.  Strangelove." 
concludes  an  epic  season  that  included  such 
greats  as  "Apocalypse  Now,"  cult  classic 
"Harold  and  Maude."  and  the  delightfully 
strange  "Santa  Sangre."

Catherine.  Her  mom  is  in  the  front  row, 
eating  up  the  show.  At  curtain  call  Catherine 
fakes  a  smile,  hiding  the  exhaustion  and 
anxiety  of  the  workload  ahead  of  her.  Her 
mom  gives  her  flowers  and  boasts  to  all 
the  audience  of  how  perfect  her  daughter 
is,  but  Catherine  is  only  thinking  about  her 
biology  exam  and  oral  report  that  are  due 
the  next  day.  The  show  meant  nothing  to 
her.  The  pressure  never  ends. 

Catherine's  mom  knows  everything 
that  is  happening  in  her  life.  They  have  a 
perfect  night  planned  out  after  the  show. 
Her  mom  will  make  the  flashcards  for  the 
test,  prepare  her  history  project,  and  make 
her  a  nutritious  snack  (one  that  works  with 
her  diet).  Catherine  will  most  definitely  get 
the  grades  to  maintain  her  3.8  GPA. 

When  I  was  a  high  schooler,  we  had  a 
name  for  teenagers  like  Catherine:  uptight 
over-achievers.  I  realize  now  that  it  was 
not  these  kids  who  were  uptight  or  who 


were,  by  any  means,  over-achievers.  It  was 
their  parents  living  through  their  children, 
creating  standards  that  were  being  met  by 
force  rather  than  desire. 

Over-parenting  of  teens  has  been  an 
issue  for  years  now,  though  the  parents 
who  are  the  cause  of  it  tend  to  turn  their 
heads  the  other  way.  Studies  show  that 
attempting  to  control  your  child's  life  to  a 
drastic  extent  can  cause  eating  disorders, 
social  anxieties,  and  drug  abuse. 

The  National  Institute  on  Drug  Abuse 
of  2005  Monitoring  the  Future  survey 
recorded  that  50%  of  all  high  school  seniors 
have  used  some  illicit  drug  during  their 
lives.  When  parents  are  so  preoccupied 
with  making  their  child  shine  in  the  eyes  of 
outsiders,  they  neglect  the  personal  needs  of 
their  child:  love  and  nurturing.  Or  perhaps 
they  have  a  warped  definition  of  the  two 
words.  With  an  atmosphere  of  pressure  in 
the  household,  the  child  needs  to  find  a 
release,  and  often  a  healthy  release  (sports, 
exercise,  or  hanging  out  with  friends)  is 
out  of  the  question  when  pressure  exists  in 


those  areas  as  well. 

These  high  expectations  harass  "pushy" 
parents  to  no  end.  But  they  have  bound  them 
to  their  children  in  complex  and  negative 
ways.  Children  need  to  pursue  their  own 
interests,  not  those  of  their  parents.  And 
what  happens  to  the  child  when  it  is  time 
for  college?  Better  yet,  what  happens  to  the 
parent? 

Many  Sewanee  students  struggle  with 
this  matter  daily.  When  the  phone  rings, 
it  is  not  a  friend  trying  to  make  plans,  but 
instead  it  is  their  mother  or  father  checking 
in  to  see  if  anything  has  happened  in  the 
past  day  so  they  can  boast  to  their  friends 
at  a  cocktail  party.  Or  perhaps  they  wonder 
what  date  functions  are  taking  place  that 
weekend.  They  beg  for  all  the  details,  "Who 
has  a  date  and  who  doesn't?"  Or  even  more 
intrusively,  the  parent  is  informing  the  child 
that  they  have  contacted  her  professor  and 
received  the  details  of  why  her  latest  paper 
was  a  B+  and  not  an  A.  Now  the  student 
loses  the  ability  to  work  things  out  with  her 
professors  on  her  own. 


Leaving  home  is  supposed  to  be  a  new 
and  personal  challenge,  one  that  should  be 
faced  by  the  child  alone.  There  is  a  point 
when  even  the  parent  must  let  go  of  the 
ties  they  hold  to  their  children's  lives  and 
interact  with  their  college-aged  students 
by  treating  them  as  mature,  self-sufficient 
adults.  If  they  do  not,  then  an  unhealthy 
dependence  will  grow  deeper  until  it  is 
impossible  for  the  student  or  the  parent  to 
function  separately. 

What's  missing  from  our  society  today 
is  the  passion  behind  what  we  do.  We  are 
so  caught  up  in  being  the  best,  that  our 
natural  talents  are  overshadowed  by  our 
competitive  instincts.  Using  your  children 
to  make  yourself  look  or  feel  better  is  not 
the  way  to  parent  and  it  creates  a  serious 
problem  not  only  for  the  selfish  parent 
when  the  child  is  gone,  but  also  for  the 
growing  adolescent  who  is  unable  to  make 
his/her  own  decisions.
